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SECOND REPORT OF THE BOARD OF COMMIS- 
SIONERS OF THE DEPARTMENT OF PARKS 
FOR THE CITY OF BOSTON, 1876. 


To the Honorable the City Council of the City of Boston: — 


The Commissioners appointed under the act entitled “ An 
Act for the laying out of Public Parks in or near the City of 
Boston,” have the honor to submit the following report, as 
supplementary to that of January 1, 1876. 

In pursuance of their “power to locate within the limits 
of the city one or more public parks,” with the limitation, 
“that no land shall be taken, or other thing involving an 
expenditure of money done, until an appropriation, sufh- 
cient to cover the estimated expense thereof, shall have been 
made by a vote of two-thirds of each branch of the City 
Council of said city,” the Commissioners have located sev- 
eral parks and prepared estimates of the expense thereof, as: 
required by said Act. 

In selecting the hereinafter-described lands and recom- 
mending them as suitable for public parks and park-ways for 
the present and future needs of the city, the Commissioners. 
have been guided by the following considerations : — 

lst — Accessibility, for all classes of citizens by walking, 
driving, riding, or by means of horse or steam cars. 

2d — Hconomy, or the selection, so far as practicable, of 
such lands as are not at present income-producing property, 
and would least disturb the natural growth of the city m its 
business and domestic life, and of those which would become ° 
relatively nearer the centre of population in future years. 

3d — Adaptability, or the selection of lands possessing in 
the greatest degree the natural physical characteristics neces- 
sary for park purposes, and requiring the least expenditure 
for subsequent development. 

4th — Sanitary advantages, or the selection of such lands 
as would probably become unhealthy, if neglected or built 
upon. 
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In considering the first of these conditions, accessibility, 
attention was directed to the relative density of population 
in the different sections of the city. The following table, 
without being absolutely accurate, is sufficiently correct for 
the purposes of this report :—

It thus appears that Old Boston, South Boston and. 
Charlestown are to day the districts having by far the 
largest average number of inhabitants per acre, and contain 
over 66 per cent. of the whole population. 

As the area required for business structures increases, 
the volume of inhabitants will necessarily decrease, while 
the territory to the west and southwest will not only receive 
the exodus from the first-mentioned districts, but must also 
provide homes for its own natural growth. 

These three districts will, nevertheless, for many years 
contain a dense population, farther removed from any open 
country than either of the above-mentioned districts. As 
the city as yet includes no territory north of Charlestown, 
any parks within the city limits for the people of that dis- 
trict must be located in the more unoccupied country to the 
west and southwest. 

Such parks would of course be reached with greater ease 
by the people of all the other districts of the city, East 
Boston only excepted, which, from the peculiarity of its 
location, has received independent treatment. 

The second and third conditions — economy and adapt- 
ability — have close relations to each other. Many large 
tracts of land in the suburbs are unoccupied in the main, 
because their surfaces are of so abrupt, irregular, or rocky a 
character as to require excessive cost for orading, or of so 
low a grade as to be rendered unfit for ordinary building 
purposes. Such regions command a comparatively low 
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market value, even when surrounded by dwellings, but they 
may be made, under skilful treatment, to combine the most 
varied and beautiful of park scenery, or else render an 
equally important service to tae public in securing increased 
health and cheerfulness. 


THe GENERAL PLAN. 


The “Report on the Establishment of a Public Park” 
(City Doc. 105, 1874) recommends, — 


‘¢ First, that, in view of the present grade, and of the class of build- 
ings which may be erected there, a park be laid out in some part of 
the territory between Arlington street and Parker’s hill. 

** Second, that a series of parks of moderate size, connected by 
proper roads, be laid out between the third and fourth mile circles ; and 
that the land for a second series of larger size, beyond the first, be 
secured at once; these outer parks need not be improved until the 
growth of the city makes it necessary.” ' 


The study which the Commissioners have given to the 
topography of the city, during the past six months, has led 
them to the same general conclusions. The difficulty has 
been so to apply these ideas as to accomplish the purpose in 
a manner which would prove to be reasonably successful and 
satisfactory to all interested immediately and in the future. 

The plan which is herewith submitted undertakes to 
secure, in a greater or less degree, the prominent physical 
characteristics to be found within the city which would be 
valuable features in pleasure-grounds, and to’ use them so 
that they may contribute to the general health and pleasure 
of the people. 

It is too late to accomplish these purposes in some locali- 
ties as well as could be desired. Existing railroads, streets 
and grades, many of which were established independently 
of each other, have already determined the general character 
of the surface improvements, and any scheme for public 
grounds must, in the main, conform to these conditions. 
This lack of a comprehensive plan for the laying out of a 
large city is, with comparatively small exceptions, every- 
where apparent. The growth of Boston, from its infancy 
(as shown in its streets), has, till within a very few years, 
been without method, dependent chiefly upon the ‘individual 
fancy or convenience of property owners, instead of being 
directed by municipal authority; this objectional policy is 
still practised in the suburbs, and will entail like results. 
Since the town became a large city the inconvenience of this 
want of system has compelled the government to expend 
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large sums, in partially correcting these irregular lines and 
grades, and in compensation to owners of property taken 
tor these purposes. Uneconomical in lands and distances as 
this accidental growth of a city always is as affecting the 
practical affairs of life, it is not without sume compensation 
in its greater picturesqueness. <A city on a level plain, with 
rectangular streets, is doubtless laid out on the most con- 
venient plan for the daily work of its citizens, but it is likely 
to be monotonous from its excessive regularity. 

While, therefore, it has been impracticable to design a 
system or “series” of parks, accurately speaking, it has been 
possible to locate several independent parks, connected with 
each other, and corresponding, to a reasonable degree, with 
the ideas expressed in the report of 1874. 

The plan now offered, and described in detail, includes 
water-fronts at City Point and Savin Hill, on the harbor, and 
on Charles river, as points of primary importanee. Any 
plan which neglected to use these distinctive features of a 
sea-board city would not be worthy of the situation. 

Between the waters of Charles river and Dorchester bay 
two urban parks are located, one each on the Back and South 
bays. The most prominent natural feature in the topography 
of the city is Parker Hill, a part of which has been taken 
and connected with the Back Bay Park, both for convenience, 
and in order to secure the effect of a long vista to and over 
Charles river. 

These water-fronts, with their intermediate parks, com- 
plete the inner “series” of proposed improvements, and 
may, for convenience, be called the urban park system. 

The Commissioners have felt that the Back and South Bay 
parks were, in fact, matters of prime necessity, rather than 
choice, in a sanitary sense, and that no suburban parks, how- 
ever beautiful and extensive, would at all compensate, either 
now or in future years, for the want of open spaces in these 
low and dangerous localities, bordering as they do upon the 
most densely inhabited parts of the city. 

The first series of suburban parks has been selected with 
a different motive, inasmuch as local sanitary considerations, 
though always incidental, are not controlling. The large 
extent of unoccupied country between the fourth and fifth mile 
circles offers a broad field for choice, and the Commissioners 
have found themselves at liberty to consider the subject 
‘comparatively free from the limitations existing in the more 
thickly settled districts. 

The character of these outer parks should be essentially 
rural. They should possess a variety of surface, sufficient 
elevation to secure purity of air, a good degree of pictu- 
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resqueness, and, in parts, extensive views. If some portions 
are already in wood, and others in meadow, with the outer 
limits well disguised, and with opportunities for ornamental 
water, all the best elements are combined. 

Such a piece of land is not a park, but it may be trans- 
formed into one, both quickly and without great expense. 
Two locations answering to these requirements in a remark- 
able degree, easily accessible, and sufficiently large to meet 
the immediate wants of the people, have been selected. 

The western location is in the Brighton district, directly 
east of and adjoining the Reservoir lands; the southern and 
larger one is in West Roxbury, on the high land, lying be- 
tween the two valleys in which are the Boston and Providence 
and the New York and New England Railroads. 

As a unique feature in the suburban system, Jamaica 
Pond, with its immediate surroundings, has been included in 
the plan. These various locations will, immediately or 
eventually, be connected with each other, and also with the 
inner system, by park-ways, as hereinafter described. For 
reasons which are mentioned further on, a second and outer 
series of suburban parks has not at this time received 
attention. | 

For East Boston, a local park has been selected, on West 
Wood Island, which has a water-front; but it is believed 
that the people of that district will, in common with the 
general public, largely make use of the parks above 
referred to. 

The scheme thus briefly outlined, includes the two sys- 
tems, urban and suburban, the former having water-fronts on 
the harbor and the river, with intermediate parks; the 
whole designed mainly with reference to the requirements of 
the public health, but valuable also for the daily pleasure of 
the citizens; the latter, selected more with reference to the 
recreation of the people, will also, as the city grows, become 
essential to the health of the population then living in their 
vicinity. 

Referring to sanitary considerations, always paramount to 
to such as are purely financial, the report of 1874 says: — 


‘‘ Nothing is so costly as sickness and disease; nothing so cheap as 
health. Whatever promotes the former is the worst sort of extrava- 
gance ; whatever fosters the latter is the truest economy.” 

‘*The population in the territory within the six-mile circle from the 
State House has doubled every eighteen years since 1820; at this rate 
1,700 acres” (comprising the area bounded by a line from Charles river to 
Arlington street, Dover-street bridge, Albany and Dudley streets, Long- 
wood avenue, Cottage Farm station to point of starting on Charles river) 
‘«will be entirely occupied in less than twenty years. More than 150.000 
people will then be living between Arlington street and Parker’s hill. 
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This district is a natural cesspool; from its centre the land rises to the 
highlands of Roxbury, to Parker’s hill. and even towards Washington 
and Arlington streets. If it be filled to the grades of twelve feet above 
mean low water for the cellars, and eighteen feet for the streets, which 
are the ones established for what has been hitherto filled, there will be a 
large and densely populated district, into and over which will flow the 
surface drainage and much of the filth from an extensive tract of a 
higher level nearly all around it. Itis easy to predict that the death- 
rate, not only of that district, but of the whole city, will be alarmingly 
increased unless stringent measures are adopted to prevent such mis- 
improvement.” 


FINANCIAL CONSIDERATIONS. 


The estimated expense of the purchase or taking of the 
various locations hereinafter described has been based 
throughout upon the assessed valuations of 1875. The Com- 
missioners are of the opinion that these valuations are fully 
up to the real market values of the properties at this time. 

While they do not wish to be understood by the tenor of 
this report as intending to express an opinion in regard to 
the wisdom of making appropriations at this time for the 
large expenditures necessary for securing the parks as 
located, leaving that important consideration with your Hon- 
orable Body, where the Act has placed it, it should be kept in 
mind that so far as the locations are, at the present time, un- 
improved and non-income-producing properties (and this is 
the condition of nearly the whole), the transfer of the fee 
from individual owners to the city will not in any degree 
affect the aggregate income of the community. 


FINANCIAL EFFrct OF PARKS. 


In the-“ Report on the Establishment of a Public Park” 
(City Doc. No. 105), the Commissioners say : — 


‘* We think that money so expended will be well invested, and quick- 
ly returned, by betterments, and by the increase in taxable value of all 
surrounding property. In this connection it will not be out of place to 
see what has been done elsewhere, and what have been the results.” 


This opinion would appear to be justified by the recent 
experience of other American cities, as is shown by the ac- 
companying table condensed from the same report : — 
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The report furthermore says : — 


«Tt thus appears that while the increase of the cities has ranged from 
21 to 143 per cent., the increase of the lands adjoining their parks has 
ranged from 117 to 768 percent... 

‘While it would not be just to say that this remarkable growth in 
the vicinity of these parks has been entirely owing to their establish- 
ment, enough remains, after all reasonable deductions shall have been 
made, to show that they have been sources of large pecuniary profit to 
the communities in which they are situated.” 

‘*One of the strongest objections has been that Boston at this time 
should not increase its debt for any purpose not absolutely necessary. 
We think that the necessity exists from a sanitary point of view, and 
that the experience of other cities proves that the question of cost need 
not stand in the way of immediate action.” 


INFLUENCE OF CENTRAL PARK ON TAXES. 


The official records of the New York Central Park Com- 
missioners, for its first decade, are instructive as bearing 
upon financial considerations. 

The assessed value of the three wards surrounding the park

Even allowing that one-half of this excess of tax income 


over interest on cost of Central Park is due to the natural 
growth of the city, there still remains nearly one million 
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dollars, or nine per cent. on the whole cost, accruing to the 
public treasury in a single year as a profit upon the “invest- 
ment. 

With the knowledge of such successful financial results i in 
five other cities, it does not now require the same degree of 
courage as they displayed, to follow in a similar direction. 


GENERAL INFLUENCE ON TAXES IN BOSTON. 


“While the Commissioners do not anticipate any such 
extraordinary local results from the establishment of parks 
in Boston, the system proposed in this report being general, 
instead of being centralized as in New York, and the benefit 
to estates, therefore, much more widely spread, theyare of 
the opinion, that, within a very limited period, the same 
general result will obtain, and the rate of taxation will, 
thereby, be reduced rather than increased. 

The influence of these parks will be such as not only to 
retain citizens within the limits, who would otherwise seek 
their domicile in neighboring towns, but it will also be to 
attract people and capital from the country to the city. 

It is not an extravagant proposition, though unsusceptible 
of proof, that more taxable capital has been driven out of the 
city and invested in neighboring towns during the past twenty 
years, for lack of a frontage for dwellings similar to that 
around the Common and Public Garden, as would pay for 
the lands and improvements of the parks located under this 
Act, and that within ten years after laying out the said parks, 
a Jarger sum will be retained within the city, legitimately 
belonging to it, than the cost of these lands and improve- 
ments. 

These remarks are not intended to convey the impression 
that there is any way to secure parks without paying for 
them ; like all additions and improvements to the city, they 
will represent the result of human labor, to be paid for by the 
proceeds of productive industries. 

In a limited sense, expenitures for parks are like those 
made for ornamental architecture and domestic decorations, 
and for amusements, theatres, music halls, and other luxuries 
appertaining to modern city life; though, unlike these, the 
enjoyment of parks is freely shared by the whole community. 


Park Loan. 


By the provisions of the Act, the expenses incurred for the 
actual purchase or taking of the lands for parks are to be de- 
frayed by the issue of bonds to be designated “ Public Park 
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Loan” made payable at such time as the City Council may 
decide, and the redemption of said loan is to be provided for 
by establishing a Sinking Fund, into which are to be paid all 
moneys received from betterments until such fund shall, with 
its accumulations, be sufficient to pay said loan at maturity. 


BETTERMENTS. 


The assessment of betterments due to the establishment of 


- parks is a new problem in this city, and will require careful 


study whenever it shall come up for adjustment. The degree 
of benefit to adjacent lands will vary greatly in different 
localities ; while, for instance, it may appear that lands in the 
vicinity of the urban parks and the park-ways as a whole will 
be directly benefited, to an amount nearly or quite equal to 
the first cost of the land taken, those adjacent to the large sub- 
urban parks would be increased in value in a much less 
ratio. 

As the law allows two years after the taking of lands for 
parks, for the assessment of betterments, it has not been 


thought advisable to make any estimates of them at this — 


time. It is not unlikely, however, that the gross amounts of 
betterments, with their A aia lations: managed as is the 
custom of the city with its other sinking funds, would be 
enough to pay the park loan at its maturity, twenty-five or 
thirty years hence. 


EXPENDITURES FOR IMPROVEMENTS. 


For the improvement of the park-lands, it remains for the 
Council to vote moneys from time to time, to be raised by 
taxation, as may seem to it advisable, and as may be rec- 
ommended by the Board of Commissioners, as is customary 
in other branches of the government; therefore, the Com- 
missioners do not submit at this time any plans or estimates 
for the improvement of the locations. Justice to tax-payers, 
and a wise prudence in the management of the finances of 
the city, will suggest that expenditures for improvements 
should be spread over many years. 


CHARACTER OF IMPROVEMENTS. 


While the improvements of locations will necessarily differ 
in character, none should be elaborate. Especially should 
the sylvan features of the large parks be rigidly protected, 
and all costly artificial ornamentation be excluded. Sim- 


‘plicity of treatment, only, can harmonize with the natural 
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beauties of the grounds, while any unnecessary architectural 
or engineering display will be both a waste and disfigure- 
ment. Many of the noblest parks .in England have, for 
centuries, been treated in this manner. “ As a general rule, 
each element in their scenery is simple, natur al to the soil 
and climate and unobtrusive, and yet the passing observer is 
very strongly impressed with the manner with which the 
views are successively opened before him, through the 
innumerable combinations into which the individually modest 
elements constantly rearrange themselves: views which 
often possess every quality of complete and expressive land- 
scape composition.” 

On the other hand, some of the vast parks of France have 
been treated in the opposite, extremely artificial, style, with 
fountains, statuary, monuments, chateaux and gardens, 
probably because they were originally planned as_ royal 
residences, to meet the requirements of a highly extravagant 
manner of life. 

But so extensive are these domains that some portions have 
always remained in their primitive wildness, and still give 
shelter to many animals in their natural state. To these 
splendid possessions the people of France have now suc- 
ceeded. 


New STREETS. 


In locating some of the parks, it was necessary to consider 
the extension and widening of certain adjacent streets, 
already partly built, and also the laying out of entirely new 
ones. But the Board must not be understood as thereby 
trenching upon the functions of the Street Commissioners. 
The degree of success with which these extensions and new 
streets have been projected is the only claim for their 
consideration. 

If the general direction of these new lines is approved 
and adopted by the proper authorities, with only incon- 
siderable changes, the boundaries of the parks affected will 
readily be made to conform; otherwise radical alterations 
will probably be necessary. The Commissioners anticipate 
no difficulty in this connection. 


CHARLESTOWN DISTRICT. 


The Commisssioners regret that they are unable to recom- 
mend in this report any location for a park within the limits 
of the Charlestown district. No unoccupied land of sufli- 
cient area and appropriate character for the purpose exists. 
The best provision that can be made for the accommodations 
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of its citizens, at the present time, is to extend the Charles- 
river Embankment to Canal bridge, at Leverett street, as has 
been done, to enable them to reach the general system of 
parks in the pleasantest and most direct way. 

Whenever the city shall acquire territory north of the 
Charlestown district, it will be necessary to provide one or 
more parks for the large and increasing population of that 
neighborhood. There are elevated lands within a short dis- 
tance which are well adapted for pleasure-grounds. 


PAaRK-wWaAYS. 


Park-ways which differ from highways, by being designed 
with reference to recreation and ornamentation as well as 
trafic, are almost unknown in Boston; Commonwealth 
avenue and parts of Chester park being imperfect illustrations. 
Good examples exist, or are in process of construction, in 
New York, Brooklyn, Washington, Chicago, Buffalo, San 
Francisco, etc. 

During the past twenty years Paris has added over eighty 
miles of such avenues within the city and its immediate en- 
virons, varying from 100 to 400 feet in width, bordered with 
malls and supplied with drives, walks, seats, etc., especially 
adapted to pleasure purposes, though, in many parts, serving 
also for ordinary traffic. So much have these noble avenues 
added to the health, comfort and beauty of the city that most 
of the capitals and large towns of Europe are making similar 
improvements, and they are now considered as essential parts 
of modern city construction. Among the best known 
instances in Europe may be mentioned Napoleon’s “ Avenue 
de l’Imperatrice,” now called “ Avenue de Bois de Boulogne,” 
leading from the Champs Elysées to the Bois de Boulogne. 
It is 390 feet wide, has a broad driveway, a saddle-pad and 
promenades, trees, shrubbery and lawn, and is bordered by 
elegant houses and gardens, facing the avenue, though 
chiefly approached by streets from the outside. All classes 
of citizens and strangers are attracted by the gayety and ani- 
mation of the spectacle always to be seen upon this beautiful 
park-way on fine days. 

Another similar avenue is the “ Prado” at Madrid, leading 
from one of the main streets of the city to a garden in the 
suburbs. It is also bordered by fine private and public 
buildings and gardens, and is thronged in afternoons and 
evenings with carriages, equestrians and promenaders. The 
“ Prater” at Vienna, five miles in length, has a broad driveway, 
with foot and saddle-paths on either side, and is the most 
popular promenade of that capital. 
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The park-ways described in this report being suburban, 
may, perhaps, in parts, though not necessarily, be restricted 
to pleasure uses alone, and still not interfere with the traffic 
service of the neighborhood ; experience only can decide this 
question. The lands adjoining them will rapidly become 
favorite building sites, and may also be approached by ordi- 
nary parallel streets in the rear or front. The private 
grounds bordering upon the park-ways will be cultivated and 
ornamented by the owners of the estates, and thus increase 
the apparent breadth and general pleasing effect. They 
will be laid out with sufficient liberality to accommodate all 
varieties of tastes and habits. 

Under proper police regulations.as to limits and times, 
parts of them may, perhaps, be used for driving at speed, as 
has been found to be both popular and safe elsewhere. 
If heavy traffic is excluded, the floors of the roadways can 
be kept in such condition as will add greatly to the comfort 
and safety of driving, and do much to encourage the use of 
pleasure equipages. The paths will be entertaining prome- 
nades. The soft pads will renew the excellent habit of 
saddle exercise, which, in consequence of the hard roads of 
the suburbs, has nearly become a lost art with, the present 
generation. A sketch of a park-way as described accompanies 
this report. 


UsE oF PARKS. 


The urban parks have been located as near as possible to 
the present densely occupied parts of the city, for the 
sanitary reasons before mentioned, and also to serve as every- 
day play-grounds, where the children can exercise with 
safety, and as resorts for their parents at the close of a busy 
day. 

But it is believed that the extensive suburban parks will 
soon be found to be vastly more popular, and that their dis- 
tance will not prevent them from being thronged during the 
warm months of the year. The love of: rural scenery is 
universal, and the opportunity only is wanting to prove how 
thankfully’ the people will walk mile after mile from their 
city homes, if only they can find fields and woods where they 
are free to enjoy their holiday time. The cultivation of the 
old-fashioned and healthful habit of walking will not be the 
least of the blessings to Bak from the laying out of these 
suburban parks. 


ADJACENT Towns. 


Many of the towns and villages in the neighborhood of - 
Boston are justly noted for their natural rural beauty, and 
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the excellence of the taste displayed in dwellings and orna- 
mental grounds. For the sake of securing space and pure 
air, an important proportion of persons engaged in daily 
business in the city are permanent residents in these adja- 
cent towns. In driving through the many charming: roads 


which wind among the hills and valleys of Arlington, Bel- 


mont, Watertown, Newton, and Milton, Boston appears to 
be already surrounded by a succession of parks supplied by 
private enterprise; and it has been suggested that, for this 
reason, the city has no occasion to create any parks of her 
own. ‘This view is entirely fallacious. Beautiful as these. 
roads now are, they are, year by year, losing their rural 
character; their roadside hedges are giving place to side- 
walks with granite curbs, and the adjacent grounds are being 
cut up into house-lots. Every five years s perceptibly crowds 
back the rural line farther from the old city. Many parts of 
the villages are losing their rural quality, without the com- 
pensation of city constructions. Even if this inevitable 
change were not steadily progressing, a change keeping pace 
with the prosperity of the community, the enjoyment of 
these roads is limited to a very small proportion of citizens. 
The mass of the people who are in the greatest need of what 
a park, properly speaking, supplies, rarely get among 
country roads; and when they do, the sight simply of fine 
grounds, from which they are as completely excluded as from 
the dwellings themselves, is rather tantalizing than refresh- 
ing. The agreeable sensation of freedom experienced in 
the atmosphere of parks is quite the opposite of that felt in 
looking over an enclosing wall into pleasure-grounds, no 
matter how beautiful and extensive. 

Many families leave the city for nearly half the year, 
living in their distant country houses, or at the hotels 
among the mountains and at the searshore. Jor this class, 
comparatively independent as to their domicile, city parks are 
personally not essential. During the part of the year in 
which the city is the least attractive and parks the most so, 
they are away among the best of New England scenery. 
To them the city has become a place to live out of. Nothing 
in the way of pleasure grounds can altogether change this, 
nor would it be desirable if possible. But the city can do 
something better by giving to the whole people common 
pleasure-grounds, finer in every way than the private park 
of the wealthiest citizen, upon the borders of which will be 
sites for dwellings, having the advantages of open space and 
pure air, and with a degree of permanence not to be found 
in the neighboring villages. The city will then become a 


place to live in. If the location of parks had been under- 
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taken a few years. since, at the time, for instance, when the 
other large cities of the country ‘secured theirs, certain 
eligible tracts nearer the city proper would naturally have 
heap taken, which are now unavailable, having in the mean 
time become occupied by dwellings and streets. 

The lands recommended in this report will in their turn 
be so occupied unless appropriated for public use; and 
whenever, subsequently, the city shall acquire parks, it will 
be necessary to go still farther from the centre of popwaltes 
and presumably | to fare worse. 


BOUNDARIES. 


The boundaries of the park-ways, and in some instances of 
the parks, have been run with only such precision as was 
required for the purposes of the work at this stage, the ex- 
pense of thorough instrumental surveys not being deemed 
necessary. Whenever, through the action of the City Coun- 
cil, the Commissioners are authorized to purchase or take 
lands, as provided for by the Act, these boundaries will be 
surveyed with accuracy, and such minor variations as may 
be found to be advantageous, for the sake of economy in 
land or cost, will be made, and duly submitted for your ap- 
proval or otherwise. 


SECOND SERIES OF SUBURBAN PARKS. 


The Commissioners are not prepared at this time to make 
any recommendations for locations of parks in that part of the 
territory lying between the six and eight mile circles, for the 
reason that in making such locations the co-operation of 
several towns will be required, in order to securea systematic 
aud comprehensive scheme. No such authority now exists 
on the part of the towns; but, whenever it does, liberal 
reservations of land for an outer series of parks and park- 
ways should be secured without delay, though they may 
remain, with but slight improvements, for many years. 

’ The present unimproved condition and low value of the 
wild lands within these circles admit of such a scheme more 
complete and satisfactory (excepting only as to distance from 
present centres of population) than was possible in the one 
presented in this report, unless at altogether too extravagant 
a cost. 


POPULARITY OF PARKS. 


While engaged in this work, the Commissioners have 
observed with pleasure the enlightened spirit in which other 
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American cities, some inferior in population and wealth to 
Boston, have within a few years established their park 
system. 

These public pleasure-grounds immediately became pop- 
ular resorts to an extraordinary degree, far beyond what 
was anticipated, and are already justly a source of local 
pride with all classes, who would not now part with them 
for any possible money consideration. 

They have added a new element to the lives of the 
people, bringing to the doors of many a previously unat- 
tainable reservoir of health and pleasure, and have greatly 


increased the fame of the cities of which they form a part. 


No one, speaking generally, now goes to New York, Phil- 
adelphia, or Baltimore, without visiting Central, Fairmount, 
or Druid Hill parks. 


ScorE oF PLAN. 


The plan now presented by the Commissioners has neither 
been limited by the needs of the city of to-day, or by the 
temporary unfavorable condition of business affairs, nor has 
it, on the other hand, undertaken to anticipate what parks 
will be required for a population as vast as that of London. 

Boston, though an ancient city in comparison with most 
of the principal municipalities of the country, is still in its 
infancy ; and the Commissioners would, they believe, have 
failed to apprehend the importance of the work intrusted to 
them (already too long delayed), had they not acted under 
the conviction that the future growth and general prosperity 
of the city is to be as brilliant as its past history. 


LOCATIONS AND DESCRIPTIONS. 


URBAN Park SysTEM. — CHARLES RIVER EMBANKMENT, 


Boundaries. — Beginning at the westerly corner of 
Leverett and Charles streets, and running southwesterly by 
said Charles street, about 2,076 feet, to Cambridge street ; 
thence westerly by said Cambridge street, about 109 feet, to 
the Harbor Commissioners’ line on Charles river; thence 
southwesterly by said Commissioners’ line, about 2,015 feet, 
to the angle in said line on the passage-way in rear of house 
No. 98 Beacon street; thence southwesterly again by said 
line, about 5,870 feet; thence westerly by a curved line, 
with a radius of 2,050 feet, about 900 feet, to a point distant 
200 feet perpendicular from the said Commissioners’ line ; 
thence westerly again by a line, tangent to said curved line 
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and parallel to said Commissioners’ line, about 2,912 feet; 
thence southwesterly by a curved line, with a radius of 965 
feet, about 348 feet; thence southerly about 150 feet, to . 
Brighton avenue; thence turning at a right angle and run- 
ning westerly by said Brighton avenue, about 450.feet, to 
Essex street; thence northerly by said Essex street, about 
270 feet; thence westerly, about 5 feet, to Cottage-Farm 
bridge; thence northerly by said bridge, about 80 feet, to 
the Grand Junction Railroad; thence northeasterly by said 
railroad, about 33 feet, to the said Commissioners’ line ; thence 
easterly by said Commissioners’ line, about 3,690 feet ; thence 
northeasterly by a curved line, with a radius of 1,850 feet, 
about 815 feet; thence northeasterly again by a line tangent 
to said curved line and parallel to the straight part of said 
Commissioners’ line, about 5,360 feet; thence northeasterly 
again by a curved line, with a radius of 900 feet, about 860 
feet, to a point distant 200 feet, perpendicular from the said 
Commissioners’ line ; thence northerly, about 2,872 feet, to the 
angle in said Commissioners’ line, at the northwesterly corner 
of Taylor & Sohier’s wharf; thence northeasterly by said 
Commissioners’ line, about 760 feet, to Leverett street ; thence 
southeasterly by said Leverett street, about 155 feet, to the 
point of beginning, excepting so much of West Boston 
bridge as is within the above-described lines, and containing 
about 69 acres. 


Description. 


For the construction of this Embankment a sea-wall will 
be built on the water side to about the height of the existing 
one on the present Harbor Commissioners’ line, and the 
enclosed space be filled by dredging the flats and otherwise, 
to about grade 17, making compensation for displacement 
of water, by deepening the river-bed, as required by the 
said Commissioners. 

It will contain an area of. about sixty-nine acres, and pro- 
vide space for the building of a park-way mostly 200 
feet in width, with a continuous water-front from Leverett 
street to Cottage-Farm bridge, nearly two and three-quarters 
miles in length, crossing but two highways, namely, Cam- 
bridge street at West Boston bridge, and the extension of 
West Chester Park to the proposed new bridge across 
Charles river; to be laid out with walks, drives, saddle-pads 
and boat-landings, and ornamented with shrubbery and turf. 
~ While interfering in the least possible degree with the 
ordinary traflic of the city, it will be accessible along its 
whole route at short intervals by streets already or to be 
built. 
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Its northern section is near the oldest and most thickly 
settled part of the city, being less than a mile from North 
square and from Main street, Charlestown, via Prison point 


-and Leverett street bridges, and within three-quarters of a 


mile of the City Hall. 

It will be a convenient and agreeable promenade during 
the summer for such citizens living in old Boston proper 
and Charlestown as are prevented by their occupations from 
going to more distant grounds. By means of landing-stairs 
the river will be accessible for boating. The drive will be 
used for pleasure vehicles only. 

~The preservation of water-fronts for pleasure grounds is 


no novelty. The New York Battery, once the chief park of 


the city, and which was allowed to fall into disuse and 
neglect, has, within a few years, been rebuilt and improved, 
notwithstanding that Central Park, containing nearly ene 
thousand acres, had in the mean time been created. 

The Charleston Battery, at the junction of the Ashley and 
Cooper rivers, the old Fairmount Park, of Philadelphia, on 
the Schuylkill, the Chicago Park, on Lake Michigan, the 
“Great Highway ” (so called), to extend over three miles 
along the Pacific shore, at San Francisco, are well-known 
illustrations in this country. 

In European cities, water-front promenades are the rule 
rather than the exception, as, for instance, at Marseilles, 
Nice and Naples, on the shores of the Mediterranean; at 
Florence, on the banks of the Arno; at Venice, on the 
Grand Canal; at Geneva, on Lake Geneva; at Dresden, on 
the Elbe; at Hamburg, on the Alster; at Paris,.on the 
Seine; at London, on the Thames; and in very many of the 
minor cities. 

It is recommended that the City Council take the neces- 
sary steps to petition the Legislature for the passage of an 
act to enable the city to take the’ area now covered by 
Charles river, and outside the Harbor Commissioners’ lines,. 
as above described. Such a change of line, under proper 
conditions, it is believed, would be granted by the Common- 
wealth, and not be disapproved of by the Harbor Commais- 
sioners. 

For convenience, a draft of a proposed act concerning 
Charles-river flats accompanies this report, marked © Ape 
pendix b.” : 

While the subject of drainage does not come within the 
province of this Commission, it is proper in this connection to 
call attention to the following extracts from the report of the 
" Sewerage Commissioners, City Doc. No. 3, 1876, page 21: 
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** At the junction of Marlboro’ and Arlington streets, it [the principal - 
branch of the main sewer] is to receive a branch to be located in Arling- 
ton, Beacon, Brimmer, Pinckney and Charles street to Leverett street. 

«The location of this branch intercepting sewer on Marlboro’ street, 
is recommended on account of economy in construction, and the saving 
of much annoyance to the public by obstructing Beacon street for so 
long a time as would be necessary, to say nothing of the danger of 
accidents to the water-mains there. 

«‘The desirableness, however, of keeping the tide more perfectly out 
of this district, the gr ound-water of which fluctuates in consequence of 
it from one to three feet at every tide, and any future examinations and 
negotiations which may be made with*the owners of the property on 
the north side of the mill-dam, may satisfy the city that it would be 
better to rebuild the sea-wall there, making it water-tight, and then 
' construct the sewer inside of it.” 


The line of the Charles-river Embankment will supply this 
favorable location for the proposed branch intercepting sewer 
from Leverett street to Cottage Farm station, without enter- 
ing Marlboro’, Arlington, Beacon, Brimmer, Pinckney or 
Charles streets, a distance of nearly two and three quarter 
miles, thus avoiding any disturbance of the water and gas 
pipes and present sewers, the domestic life of the residents 
and general business traffic of this street. 

The main receiving sewer, with its outlet at Moon island, 
can connect with the above at the junction of West Chester 
Park with the Charles-river Embankment, and pass across 
the Back Bay Park, the ornamental waters of which can be 
used for flushing purposes if required. 

A continuous. paurk-way, connecting the Charles-river Em- 
bankment, from its terminus at Cottage Farm bridge, with 
the Brighton Park (hereinafter described), is an essential 
link in this system; various lines have been surveyed, but 
none located, inasmuch as it appeared that some portion of 
the most eligible route would probably lie within the terri- 
tory of Brookline, for which, at this time, there exists no 
authority either with the town itself or this Commission. 
The Commissioners are, therefore, reluctantly obliged to 
omit in this report the location of any portion of this im- 
portant park-way, but would advise that it be hereafter 
located whenever the city and town possess the requisite 
authority for joint action in the premises. <A route is sug- 
gested on the accompanying map of the city in broken lines 
in green. 
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“ BACK—GBAY .PARK. 


Boundaries. — Beginning on the Harbor Commissioners’ 
line, on Charles river, at a point distant about 475 feet east- 
erly from the continuation of West Chester Park, and run-, 
ning southwesterly, by a line intersecting the westerly line 
of West Chester Park at a point 274 feet from Beacon 
street about 2,273 feet, to the northerly line of Boylston 
street extended; thence northeasterly by said line about 
433 feet, to a point about 330 feet from the intersection ot 
said line with the westerly line of Parker street; thence 
southwesterly by a line parallel to the first-mentioned line, 
about 3,930 feet, to the southerly line of Huntington avenue 
extended; thence southwesterly again by said line about 
680 feet, to the southeasterly line of Bumstead lane ex- 
tended; thence southwesterly again by said line, about 65 
feet, to Ward street’; thence northwesterly by the northerly 
line of said Ward street extended, about 38 feet, to the north- 
westerly line of Bumstead lane; thence southwesterly by 
said line, about 1,210 feet, to Tremont street; thence north- 
westly by said Tremont street, about 200 feet, to Whitney 
street; thence northeasterly by said Whitney street, about 
765 feet, to Conant street; thence northwesterly by said 
Conant street, about 33 feet, to the northwesterly line of said 
Whitney street; thence northeasterly by said line of Whit- 
ney street extended, about 145 feet, to the southerly line of 
the extension of said Huntington avenue; thence south- 
westerly by said line, about 290 feet, to a point near Worth- 
ington street ; thence northeasterly by a line parallel to and 
distant 800 feet from the above third-mentioned line, about 
4,255 feet, to the northerly line of Boylston street extended ; 
thence northeasterly again by said line about 160 feet; 
thence northeasterly again by a line parallel to and distant 
400 feet from the above first-mentioned line, about 2,010 
feet, to the northerly line of Beacon street; thence north- 
westerly about 180 feet to the said Harbor Commissioners’ 
line; thence northeasterly by said line, about 775 feet, to 
the point of beginning, excepting so much of Beacon street, 
West Chester Park, Longwood avenue, and the location of 
the Boston & Albany Railroad, as are within the above de- 
scribed lines, containing about 85}. acres, exclusive of 
about 17 acres in the proposed streets. 

‘Also a strip of land 60 feet wide and about 250 feet 
long, running from Tremont street, midway Bumstead lane 
and Whitney street extended, to the Parker-hill Park 
location. | . 
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Description. 


The plan of this pe contemplates the extension of sundry 
streets, as follows: 

Huntington avenue in a straight line, deflected from its 
present western terminus to Tremont street at its junction 
with Francis street, in parts bounding and crossing the park. 

Boylston street, in a straight line to Brookline avenue, also 
in parts bounding and crossing the park. Commonwealth 
avenue, in a straight line to and across the park, thence by 
a deflected line parallel with the Boston and Albany Rail- 
road to the junction of Beacon street with Brookline and 
Brighton avenues. 

The main body of the park lies between Boylston street 
and Huntington avenue, as extended, they forming respect- 
ively the Southard id. southern boundaries, ad: between 
projected new streets on the east and west. The average 
length of this section is 3,800 feet, with a width of 680 feet. 

Its peculiar features, consisting chiefly of water and marsh, 
may advantageously be preserved i in its improvement, and so 
treated as to produce the effect of a lagoon Jandscape, com- 
bining economy and novelty in constr uction. 

Its northern extension, from Boylston to Beacon street, is 
400 feet wide, thence with a reduced width to Charles-river 
Embankment. A bridge in the centre of this section will be 
thrown over the Boston and Albany Railroad to connect it 
with the first-mentioned part. 

The southern extension, between Huntington avenue and 
Tremont street, averages 200 feet wide, through which 
roads and paths will pass to Tremont street, thence there 
will be a passage 60 feet wide, to the base of the Parker- 
hill ledges, up which a flight of steps will rise to the Parker- 
hill Park above. The entire area of the park, exclusive of 
crossing streets, is 85} acres. 

The peculiar form and purposes of this park can best be 
understood by reference to the accompanying map. 

The shape is not such as would have been selected had 
the beauty of the park itself been the chief or controlling 
motive. Great and increasing anxiety, as you are aware, Is 
felt by the authorities, the medical profession, and citizens 
at large, in regard to the present and future condition of the 
Back “Bay flats, as affecting the general healthfulness of the 
densely populated parts of the “city lying to the eastward. 
Temporary expedients have, for several years past, been 
resorted to, to mitigate the growing nuisance. 

The “Report upon the Establishment of Public Parks,” 
elsewhere referred to, especially directs attention to this 
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locality as likely to affect, for good or ill, the sanitary con- 
dition, not only of the immediate neighborhood, but of a 


large part of the city. Keeping in mind this consideration, 


us well as the high cost for lands, and expense for improve- 
ments, the Commissioners have found it to be most expedient 
to select this long and comparatively narrow location reach- 
ing from Charles river on the north to Huntington avenue 
and Tremont street on the south, and covering the city on 
that side by a broad open belt of land and water. 

The Report on the Sewerage of Boston (City Doc. No. 3, 
1876, page 15) refers to this Back Bay region as follows : — 


‘‘ Between Dorchester bay and Charles river we have a surface a 
thousand rods long, about half as deep at its widest part, and only six 
feet above extreme high tide. If this territory should be largely oc- 
cupied by houses of an inferior class, thorough sewerage, at best a 
difficult matter, would be made even more so. 

«A reservation of land, therefore, especially with an open water- 
basin, as proposed by the late Governor Andrew, could not fail to be 
of great benefit to the city, in a sanitary point of view.” 


This belt of land and water forever to be kept open, over 
which the prevailing winds of summer must pass before 
entering the town, cannot but have a good sanitary influence 
upon all that part of the old city lying to the eastward. A 
sufficiently broad opening has been made to Charles river to 
insure the free circulation of air at the northern end. 

The plan for improving this location, which appears on: 
the map, is offered as an illustration only. 

While sanitary considerations have been the primary 
motive in making this location, such as may be called 
artistic have not been lost sight of. A bridge over the 
B. & A. R. R. will be a necessity, and it cannot be other- 
wise than an awkward feature. By placing it in the 
centre of the northern extension, and by judicious planting, 
it will interfere but little with the general effect; as the 
roads and paths will be mostly on the outer edges of the 
park, the views to and over Charles river, and of Parker 
hill, will not be seriously obstructed by it. Unpromising as 
all this region is, it is certainly not so bad as was the space 
now occupied by the Public Garden a few years ago, and it 
can be transformed from its present dangerous and unsightly 
condition into a healthful and attractive form, at a reasonable 
cost. 

In view of the prospective growth of the city, the exten- 
sion of Huntington avenue ought not to be long delayed, and 
if laid out somewhat as proposed will take rank among the 
most important new streets. Boylston street as extended 
will be a thoroughfare to Longwood, and probably be used 
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as the route for street-car tracks. The Commonwealth-_ 
avenue malls supply the appropriate link between the Com- 
mon and Public Garden and this park. East and West 
Chester Park, the chief cross avenue of the city, will connect 
Charles-river Embankment and Back Bay Park with the 
South Bay Park. | 

Other streets will probably be required to cross the park 
from east to west, but they, as well as the general laying out 
of the neighborhood, should be located by the Board of 
Street Commissioners. 


PARKER-HILL PARK. 


Boundaries. — Beginning on Tremont street, at the divid- 
ing line between land of Paul D. Wallis and E, 5S. Rand, 
Jr., Trustees, and land of J. J. Williams, and running 
southerly by said line, about 120 feet, to the top line of the. 
stone quarry ; thence running easterly by said line, about 
1,200 feet, to the extension of the extreme easterly line of 
estate of said Wallis and Rand, Trustees; thence southerly 
by said line, about 400 feet, to land of Ralph Crooker ; 
thence easterly by said land of Crooker, about 65 feet; 
thence southerly through estates of said Crooker and 
Thomas Thatcher Heirs, about 240-feet, to land of Anna 
Parker Heirs ; thence northwesterly by the northerly line of 
the proposed Parker-hill Park-way, through land of said 
Parker Heirs, and Wallis and Rand, Trustees, about 1,790 
feet, to Tremont street; thence easterly by said Tremont 
street, about 200 feet, to the point of beginning, and con- 
taining about 16 acres. 


Description. 


This park, at present an unimproved pasture, with a few 
scattered trees, is a plateau above the Tremont-street quar- 
ries, on the northern slope, and near the base of the hill. 
It is accessible by the park-way of the same name, and by 
entrances to be made on its eastern border, and will be a 
convenient pleasure and play-ground for the neighboring 
population of the Roxbury district. Its surfaces are undu- 
lating, pleasing to the eye, and not too steep for easy prom- 
enades, with an elevation sufficient to command extensive 
views of the city and adjacent country. It can be made 
available for immediate use with but trifling expenditures for 
improvements. 
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SoutnH Bay Park. 


Boundaries. — Beginning at the northerly corner of Bos- 
ton and Cottage streets, and running westerly by said 
Cottage street, about 55 feet, to its intersection with the 
southerly line of East Chester Park extended; thence run- 
ning northwesterly by said line of East Chester Park ex- 
tended, about 1,352 feet, to a point; thence running north- 
easterly, about 1,335 feet, to a point; thence turning ata 
right angle and running southeasterly, about 1,072 feet, to 
Boston street; thence running southwesterly by the irreg- 
ular line of said Boston street, about 2,165 feet, to the poin 
of beginning, and containing 85 acres, exclusive of about 6 
acres in the proposed streets. 


Description. 


South Bay Park is situated nearly in the centre of popu- 
lation exclusive of East Boston. It is reached from South 
Boston by Boston street and the suggested extension of D 
street, and from the south and west ends via the proposed 
extension of East Chester Park, each of which avenues form 
parts of its boundaries. The importance of this location is 
apparent from its position. No adequate provision has here- 
tofore been made for the large and rapidly increasing popu- 
lation of this neighborhood, in South Boston, Dorchester, 
and Roxbury. Though otherwise favored in -its wide 
streets, high elevation, fine views and extensive water-front, 
South Boston has but scanty space for open-air recreation. 

The unfilled part of South Bay, within the Harbor Com- 
missioners’ lines, and the open region to the south and west, 
will in a few years be covered with buildings, the domiciles 
or workshops for many thousands of people. This reserva- 
tion will be made to serve the several purposes of a garden, 
play and parade ground, its central position and level sur- 
face making it convenient for military and police drills, and 
for civic parades. Its location will redeem the adjacent un- 
occupied region from its present unenviable reputation, by 
offering the attraction of a common and public garden to a 
neighborhood sorely in need of such refreshing elements. 
As a purely local necessity, this park takes precedence of 
any other recommended in this report. 


Savin Hint Park. 


Boundaries. — Beginning at the north-easterly corner of 
Woodland avenue and Savin Hill avenue, at its junction with 
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Grampian Way, and Pumatng by the curved line of said 
Grampian Way, 2,445, feet, to Rockland avenue; thence 

easterly by said Rockland avenue, 362 feet, to the easterly 
line of said Woodland avenue ; thence southerly by said Wood- 
land avenue, 464.5, feet, to he point of beginning, and con- 
taining about 133 acres. 


Description. 


Savin Hill Park, Dorchester, located upon the crest of 
Savin Hill, containing 13 acres, is an unimproved, pictu- 
resque piece of land, with bold rocks, and cedars of many 
years’ gruwth. It is over 100 feet above the sea, immedi- 
ately overlooking the harbor and bay, and commanding 
pleasing iniand views. Though attractive from its natural 

_ beauty, which alone renders it worthy of preservation for 
public use, it has the exceptional advantages of elevation 
and proximity to the shore, giving it somewhat the character 
of a headland, the only one within the limits of the city. 

It is approached from Dorchester avenue by Savin Hill 
‘avenue, recently widened, crossing the Old Colony and New- 
port Railroad above grade. The Commissioners are advised 
that another street is in contemplation by property owners, 
to cross the railroad above grade, to connect with Columbia 
strect at Upham’s corner, via Stoughton street. 

The Commissioners do not at this time make any location 
for an approach, by an avenue across the “cow pasture” (so 
called), or for a water-front driveway, boat landings, ete., 
in connection with this park, as will eventually be expedient, 
inasmuch as the location of the large main sewer and 
pumping station is not yet decided upon. 

It is probable that the route of this sewer across the “cow 
pasture,’ if located as recommended by Commissioners on 
- Sewerage, in their recent report, may be utilized as a park- 
way, and the causeway (to retain the sewer) to the 
Neponset-river syphon may be used as a jetty, with prome- 
nades and Janding-stairs for boating parties, and the work 
thereby accomplish a double purpose at a moderate additional 
cost. Until decisive action is taken concerning the sewer, it 
is premature to do more than suggest the location of the 
improvements referred to. 
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City Pornt Barrery, SoutH Boston. 


Boundaries. — Beginning at the southeasterly corner of Q 
street and East Third street, and running easterly by the 
southerly line of said East Third street extended about 


860 feet to the Harbor Commissioners’ line ; thence southerly 
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and southwesterly by said Commissioners’ line, about 2,145 
feet, to its intersection with the easterly line of said Q street 
extended; thence northerly by said Q street, about 1,535 
feet, to the point of beginning, and containing about 27} 
acres. 


Description. 


It is the extreme eastern end of South Boston, formerly 
known as Dorchester Point, and is the most eligible position 
in the harbor for a water-front esplanade. It is conveniently 
situated for the population of South Boston, and, via the 
projected Eastern avenue, for that of Boston proper, by 
which route it is distant two miles from the foot of Summer 
street. 

Dorchester bay, Pannen’, is the favorite rendezvous for 
yachts and other pleasure-boats. The Battery will be ap- 
proached by East Broadway, and by East Third, Fourth, 
Fifth and Sixth streets, and from the water by landing- 
stairs. 

Its water limit as projected is the Harbor Commissioners’ 
line. All between this line and Castle Island (owned by the 
United States) is the property of the Commonwealth. The 
depth of water in this intervening space ranges, at low tide, 
from one to thirteen feet. If deemed desirable hereafter, 
liberal arrangements can probably be made with the Common- 
wealth for the transfer of its rights in these shallow waters 
to the city, for specific public use and improvement. 

This space need not be filled to be made conducive to the 
health and pleasure of the people. Portions of it can be 
devoted to large bathing and swimming basins, and to salt- 
water aquaria. The Battery cannot fail to be most attractive 
and refreshing to a large number of citizens during the sum- 
mer months, by reason of the fine views to be had of the 
harbor, islands and shipping, and the salt breezes from the 
ocean. | 


East Boston Park. 


Boundaries. — Beginning on the easterly line of the loca- 
tion of the Eastern Railroad, at its intersection with Put- 
nam street extended, and running northeasterly by said 
railroad about 725 feet ; thence turning at a right angle and 
running southeasterly to the southerly line of Huron “street, 
as projected on a “Plan of East Boston,” drawn by John 
Noble, and dated May 1, 1851, and by said Huron street, 
about 4,650 feet, to the Harbor Commissioners’ line ; thence 
southwesterly by said Commissioners’ line, about 725 feet, to 
the northerly line of said Putnam street, as laid out.on said 
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plan; thence by said Putnam street, about 4,550 feet, to the 
point of beginning, and containing about 43 acres of upland 
and marsh, and 33 acres of flats, a total of about 76 acres. 


Description. 


* West Wood Island, the site of this park, is at present a 
bare, unimproved hill, used as a pasture, surrounded at 
its base by marsh and flats. Its highest elevation is about 
forty feet above the sea, from which there is an extensive 
‘view of the outer harbor and islands, the adjacent parts of 
the city, and the heights of Breed’s hill. The flats, which 
form a part of the location, extend to the channel, having 
six feet of water at low tide. 

The inner slope of the hill is injured by the deep cutting 
of the Revere Beach Railroad, and will be bridged at points 
for convenience and safety. 

Though a somewhat exposed situation, the higher grounds 
can, by a proper disposition of plantations, be ornamented 
with foliage, and made into an attractive pleasure-ground. 
Its situation for play-grounds and promenades is the most 
convenient one possible for the citizens of East Boston for 
many years to come. It will be approached on the north 
from Chelsea street, by Prescott street, and by various 
streets on the east and west. 


SUBURBAN PARK SYSTEM. 


BRIGHTON PARK. 


Boundaries. — Beginning at a point on Washington street 
distant 150 feet perpendicular from the dividing line be- 
tween Boston and Brookline and running northwesterly by 
said Washington street, about 1,850 feet, to Union street ; 
thence southerly by the easterly line of said Union street 
and a line in continuation of the same, about 650 feet. to the 
southwesterly line of Howard place; thence northwesterly, 
about 50 feet, to the continuation of the westerly line of said 
Union street ; thence southerly by said line extended about 
110 feet; thence westerly by a line parallel to and distant 
200 feet perpendicular from the southerly line of said Union 
street, about 1,350 feet, to Chestnut-hil! avenue ; thence south- 
erly and southeasterly by said Chestnut-hill avenue, about 
3,350 feet, to Englewood avenue; thence northeasterly by 
said Englewood avenue, about 1,620 feet, to the said dividing 
line between Boston and Brookline; thence northerly by a 
curved line, about 280 feet, to a point distant 150 feet per- 
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pendicular from the said dividing line; thence by a line 
parallel to said dividing line, about 1,900 feet, to the point 
of beginning, and containing about 160 acres, exclusive of 
about four acres in proposed streets. 


REsERvorR Lots. 


Boundaries. — Beginning at the southerly corner of Chest- 
nut-hill avenue and South street and running southeasterly 
by said Chestnut-hill avenue, about 350 feet, to land of the 
City of Boston; thence southwesterly about 380 feet; thence 
southerly about 120 feet; thence northwesterly about 220 
feet ; thence westerly about 740 feet by a line crossing a street 
or way belonging to an owner or owners unknown, at a point 
about 325 feet from South street ; thence southwesterly about 
280 feet ; thence southwesterly again about 270 feet; thence 
northwesterly about 240 feet; all the lines running by said 
City of Boston’s land and land in said way, to Evergreen 
cemetery ; thence northeasterly by said cemetery, about 650 
feet, to said South street ; thence by said South street, about 
1,190 feet, to the point of beginning, and containing about 
163 acres. 

Also a lot beginning on Chestnut-hill avenue at the di- 
viding line between land of Wm. White and land of the City 
of Boston, about 300 feet from Beacon street and running 
southwesterly about 350 feet; thence northwesterly about 
200 feet ; thence northerly about 265 feet ; thence northwesterly 
about 315 feet; all by said land of the City of Boston, to 
Chestnut-hill avenue ; thence by said Chestnut-hill avenue, 
about 235 feet, to the point of beginning, and containing 
about 22 acres. } 

Description. 


Brighton Park contains an area of 160 acres. It is a pic- 
turesque tract, with great variety of surface, ledges, abrupt 
and gently-sloping hill-sides, meadows and forests. Its 
highest elevation is over 200 feet above the sea, command- 
ing views of Wachusett and Monadnock mountains, forty 
and seventy miles away, and of broad stretches of fore- 
ground, dotted with an almost continuous succession of 
towns and villages. While much of it is naturally imprac- 
ticable for ordinary city or even village purposes, it is re- 
markably well disposed for the best of park scenery, and is 
capable of improvement as such with a moderate expendi- 
ture. 

Its chief approach from the city proper will be by the 
park-way to be hereafter located as before suggested (see 
page 18), connecting with the Charles-river Embankment at 
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Cottage Faim bridge, which again will connect with the 
principal drive through the park, leading, at its western 
end, directly into the Chestnut-hill Reservoir drive through 
the granite arch. It will have other entrances on its sides, 
also connecting with its main drive. It is within the fourth 
and fifth mile circles, excepting about ten acres. The reser- 
voir station on the Woonsocket branch of the N. Y. & N. E. 
R. R. on the south, and Cambridge street horse-car tracks 
on the north are each less than one quarter of a mile distant. 
The surrounding streets, already laid out and suggested, will 
give a frontage of about 11,000 lineal feet available for 
house-lots. 

The proximity of this park to the Chestnut-hill Reservoir 
is of mutual advantage, in their characters of ornamental 
grounds, the one supplementing the other. The construc- 
tion of this reservoir, the most important public work of its 
kind in New England, was fortunately in the hands of en- 
lightened citizens, who, while building magnificent water- 
works, created at the same time a picturesque lake by pre- 
serving the natural lines of the valley and the rural features 
of the borders. 

In addition to the 160 acres of Brighton Park, the Com- 
missioners have located as park property, three small lots of 
land, chiefly unimproved, comprising 191 acres, adjacent 
to the reservoir (and now surrounded by city property), 
as naturally forming parts of the reservoir grounds, and 
without which these grounds are incomplete. Should these 
lots be allowed to become occupied by structures, they 
would be a serious disfigurement to the neighboring park 
and reservoir drive, and would, doubtless, eventually be 
taken by the city at a greatly increased cost. They may 
properly be placed under the control of the Water Board. 

With these lots added, there will be, within the ‘boun- 
daries of the reservoir, an area of 231 acres of land and 

water (exclusive of Evergreen Cemetery), making, with 
Brighton Park, a total of 391 acres. 


JAMAICA PARK. 


Boundaries. — Beginning at the northerly corner of Pond 
and Prince streets, and running northwesterly by said Prince 
street, about 2,350 feet, to Perkins street; thence north- 
easterly by said Perkins street, about 3, 150 feet, to a point 
280 feet easterly from the dividing ine between land of 
Edward N. Perkins and George S. Curtis ; ; thence southerly 
by a line running through land of George S: Curtis and Jos. 
H. Curtis, about 600 feet; thence southerly again, through 
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Jand of said Jos. H. Curtis and land of Adams to land of 
Seaverns, about 600 feet; thence southwesterly, through 
said land of Seaverns, Lakeville place, land of Gorham and 
Hall, about 750 feet, to Pond street at a point 10 feet east- 
erly from the dividing line between land of said Hall and 
land of N. G. Munson; thence southwesterly again by said 
Pond street, about 1,720 feet, to the point of beginning, and 
containing about 52 acres of land, and 70 acres of water, 
exclusive of 2% acres of land in proposed street. 


Description.. 


The area of Jamaica Park, including the pond of seventy 
acres, is one hundred and twenty-two acres. This beautiful 
lake is the only important sheet of fresh water within the city 
limits. For a short distance on its northerly and southerly 
side it is skirted by the highway, and from these points of 
view its beauty is familiar to the public. Its western shore 
‘is a somewhat steep hill-side, well planted with trees and 
shrubbery, and mostly occupied at present by private 
dwellings, with their adjacent ornamental grounds, seriously 
disfigured, however, within a few years, by the erection of 
extensive ice-houses. Its eastern border is less bold, more 
irregular in outline, and at present occupied by private 
dwellings, with their lawns and shrubberies, and with some 
fine trees. The different characters of the opposite shores 
contrast well with each other. Unless the city takes pos- 
session of the entire shore, the rural character of the scenery 
will probably be hopelessly destroyed within a few years. 
As estates come into the market one after the other, the 
banks will be denuded of their present fine growth, and be 
replaced by unsightly ice-houses, with their adjuncts of 
stables and tenements, by which the pure waters of the pond 
will be defiled, — dangers already threatened. 

The chance that this pond, situated in an extensive plain, 
with a range of high hills on three sides, in the midst of such 
a dense neighborhood as within a few years will exist around 
it, will become pestilential, and the certainty that, if defended 
and used as proposed, it will be of great sanitary advantage 
to the city, are considered to be conclusive reasons for this 
location. The Commissioners cannot too strongly urge the 
importance of early action in the premises in order to avert 
the danger and secure the benefit. ‘he pond is a favorite 
resort of skaters in winter, and to a limited extent is used 
for boating in summer, and these will be encouraged and 
rendered more safe*by police regulations. It lies between 
the four and four and one-half mile circles. Its chief ap- 
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proach from: town will be by the Jamaica Park-way which 
will skirt the cecastern shore, while the western will be 
traversed by foot and saddle paths. Notwithstanding the 
comparatively large amount of improvements, in the form of 
dwellings, ice-houses, etc., upon this location, the Commis- 
sioners are of the opinion that the cost will be justified by 
the exceptional character of the park. It is recommended 
that Perkins street be widened to 60 feet along the northern 
border of the pond. Jamaica Plain station, on the Providence 
Railroad, is five-eighths of a mile distant and the Centre 
street horse-car track is within one-sixth of a mile. 


West Roxpury PARK. 


Boundaries. — Beginning at the southwesterly corner of 
Blue Hill avenue and Seaver street, and running northwest- 
erly by said Seaver street, about 4,050 feet, to Walnut street ; 
thence southerly by said Walnut street, about 730 feet, to a 
point; thence crossing said Walnut street and by an ir- ° 
regular line, about 3,220 feet, to Forest Hills street ; thence 
by said Forest Hills street, about 1,780 feet, to Walnut 
street; thence by Walnut, Scarboro’ and Morton streets, 
about 5,120 feet, to Canterbury street ; thence by said Can- 
terbury street and Blue Hill avenue, about 5,820 feet, to the 
point of beginning, and containing about 485 acres. 


Description. 


The entrance on the north will be on Seaver street, on the 
east from Blue Hill avenue, at its junction with Columbia 
street, and also at its junction with the Harrison square 
Park-way, hereinafter described, and on Canterbury street ; 
on the south from Morton via Scarboro’ street, and on the 
west from Walnut, Green, Williams, and Forest Hills 
streets, and at other points as may be required. 

This location will rank as the chief park of the city, by ~ 
reason of its extent, its fine landscapes and scenery, its 
superb views, and its central situation... It contains 485 
acres, and possesses every element of genuine park scenery 
within its limits, admirably disposed in their relations to 
each other, broad open stretches of undulating greensward, 
woods, and isolated copses, picturesque glens covered with 
tangled undergrowth, and with an ample supply of water 
from springs and brooks for ornamental use. The land- 
scape has, for the most part, a southerly aspect, with a wide 
horizon line, cut by the Blue Hills of Milton. The views 
are therefore mostly rural rather than urban. 
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From the tower on the Sargent estate, the base of which 
is over 170 feet above mean low water, at the corner of 
Seaver street and Walnut avenue, can be seen a panorama 
of the city, the adjacent country and bay. 

It lies chiefly between the d¢ and 4? mile circles, and 
is nearly equidistant from the ocean on the east, and the 
Brookline line on the west. In the valleys on either side 
are horse-car tracks and railroads, —the New York & New 
England on the east, and the Providence on the west, with 
stations about one-quarter mile distant. The fares by these 
routes would probably not exceed five cents. It is ap- 
proached on all sides by highways, to be supplemented by 
park-ways, the Harrison square on the east, and the Bussey 
farm on the west. 

But slight attempt has ever been made to improve the 
land, otherwise than in some parts for farming. What 
little has been done in projecting streets by private parties 
has not been sufficiently successful to encourage any impor- 
tant investments. . 

It is traversed on its western portion by Walnut avenue, 
Glen road and Williams streets by crooked routes, due to 
the irregularity of the surface whereby the natural features 
have remained uninjured. 

This reservation is worthy the highest skill of the land- 
scape gardener and engineer, under whose treatment it would 
become a park in the true sense of the word, and adequate to 
the enjoyment of the people of Boston for many years. 
Thousands can occupy its groves, hillsides and glades with 
mutual pleasure, and find thereby that refreshment and 
relief from city sights and sounds which rural surroundings 
can only give. 


PARK-WAYS. 
Parker-Hitt Park-way, 


Forming the southern boundary of the park of the 
same name, is 100 feet wide. Beginning on Tremont 
street, opposite to its point of junction with the pro- 
posed extension of Huntington avenue, it winds by an 
easy grade, not exceeding four feet in the hundred, around 
the eastern shoulder of the hill to a point on its southern 
base, on Heath street, about 480 feet west of Day street, 
crossing Heath street by a bridge above grade, and con- 
necting with Jamaica Park-way. 

This park-way will’ be used both for pleasure driving and 
walking, and also as an approach to the adjoining lots 
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whenever they are occupied by dwellings. It has a frontage, 
exclusive of the park, of 7,440 feet, most of which will be 
available for house-lots. Its highest elevation is 140 feet 
above tide-water. It contains about 11 acres, and is about 
4,700 feet in length. 


JAMAICA PARK-WAY, 


Beginning at proposed bridge over Heath street and connect- 
ing thereby with Parker Hill Park-way, and also, by a branch, 
with Heath street at grade, passes through a succession of 
unimproved fields of irregular surfaces, towards and to the 
east of Ward’s pond, through the estate of H. H. Rueter, on 
Perkins street, under said street (the grade of which will be 
improved and raised five feet at its lowest point), entering 
Jamaica Park upon the estate of Edward N. Perkins, near 
the present entrance to said estate. The width is, generally, 
200 feet, widening somewhat where the surface of the grounds 
requires it. 

It will be laid out for pleasure purposes, with malls, a 
drive, saddle pad, and promenades. Its length is 3,600 feet, 
containing 28 acres. It will continue though Jamaica Park 
on the easterly shore, and connect, via Pond street, with the 


park-way system beyond. ‘The distance to Pond street from _ 


the Charles-river Embankment via Back Bay Park, Hunting- 
ton avenue, Parker Hill, and Jamaica Park-way, is about 
three and one-half miles. 


Bussey Farm PARK-wWaAy. 


Beginning at the southwestern corner of Jamaica Park, 
_ crossing Pond street, thence southerly through open fields 
and meadows to Centre street, Jamaica Plain, thence crossing 
said street, upon the eastern side of the valley, in a southerly 


direction, through unimproved lands, crossing a branch of . 


Stony Brook, to and by the eastern boundary of Bussey 
Farm, through a scattered grove of deciduous trees, to 
South street, near its junction with Morton street, crossing 
the Boston and Providence Railroad by a bridge above 
grade, near the Forest Hills station; thence by a route 
through vacant lands, crossing Morton street, to an entrance 
into West Roxbury Park, at its extreme southwestern end. 

The bridging of the railroad near Forest Hills station will 
require careful engineering study and joint action between 
the railroad corporation and the city authorities. The point 
indicated on the map is not necessarily the one which will 


finally be selected.

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The line from Pond street to South street will be 200 feet 
wide, and laid out like Jamaica Park-way. It is a direct and 
attractive route to the Bussey estate, and from it branch 
avenues will be built to the Bussey hill and woods, when- 
ever it may be advisable for all concerned to join in the 
development of that property. In the mean time the public 
will enjoy a fine view from the park-way over much of the 


land of this natural park. 


The bridging of the B. & P. R. R&R. will be expensive, but 


the necessity of it is already felt. 


For an inner and shorter route from Jamaica Park to the 
large West Roxbury Park the Commissioners recommend 
that Green street be extended to Pond street, and widened 
to 60 feet, to its junction with Forest Hills street, passin 
over the Boston and Providence Railroad by a bridge. The 
importance of bridges at these grade crossings appears from 


the fact that over 100 trains pass them daily. 


HARRISON-SQUARE PARK-WAY. 


For the convenience of the large population which will 


= 


soon occupy the centre and southern parts of Dorchester, a 
park-way 100 feet wide has been projected leading from a 
point near the junction of Adams street and Neponset 
avenue in a northwesterly direction, generally through 
unimproved lands, by easy grades, to a point on Blue Hill 
avenue, near the junction of Columbia street, and opposite 
to the West Roxbury Park. The exact lines of the park-way 
can only be fixed by more complete instrumental surveys 
than thus far have been made, but enough has been done to 
indicate that a fine avenue can now be laid out over the. 
general route as located, without serious interruption to the 
economical use of adjacent lands for building purposes. 
In certain parts of the route it will be widened to 200 


or more feet.

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Busszty Farm anp ARNOLD ARBORETUM. 


The park-way from Jamaica Park to Forest Hills Station, 
on the Boston and Providence Railroad, skirts the eastern 
border of the Bussey Farm, near that portion set apart by 
Harvard University for the Arnold Arboretum. The pur- 
poses of this arboretum are, that all the trees, shrubs and 
herbaceous plants, either indigenous or exotic, which can be 
raised in the open air at West Roxbury, shall be collected 
and planted, and each specimen labelled. 

An admirable beginning has been made, under scientific 
direction, and it is understood to be the intention of the Uni- 
versity to develop its trust as rapidly as its means will per- 
mit, by collecting and so disposing the plantations as to ren- 
der them, in the highest degree, instructive and interesting 
to students and the public. 

The University not having perfected its plans, the Com- 
missioners have deemed it advisable to temporarily delay 
locating any lands or ways within this superb estate (con- 
taining over 300 acres), other than the park-way mentioned 


above; but they are of the opinion that all the rights of the 
_ city and the University can be fully protected, greatly to 


their mutual advantage, by the Commissioners taking lands 
for walks, drives and open spaces, under the terms of the 
act, and policing the same, and the University making and 
tending the plantations as required by its trust. 

The cultivation of specimen trees and plants, and scientific 
farming, can be carried on to any required extent, upon the 
arable lands of the estate, by the University, and yet leave 
large tracts of the most picturesque scenery, unfitted for 
those purposes, to be used by the city for a park. 

It would seem that by the co-operation of these two inter- 
ests, both purely of a public character, though quite inde- 
pendent in ownership and administration, the “objects sought 
for by each would be directly benefited. 


Austin Farm, West Roxpoury. 


Whether the present City Council shall decide to authorize 


- the taking of lands under the Park Act or leave the subject 


to its successors, it is the opinion of the Commissioners that 
no time should be lost in preparing material for plantations. 
Large supplies of trees and shrubs for borders of streets-and 
par kc -ways and the planting of parks will be required in the 
early stages of the work, which should be grown in quan- 
tities from seeds or young plants, by the city, at a minimum

cost, instead of being purchased in the markets. Material 
so produced will be thoroughly acclimated, and will show 
better results immediately and permanently than pa! erown 
in distant and various localities. 

The Austin Farm, containing fifty acres, the property of 
the city, adjoins the West Roxbury loc: ition, and is well 
adapted for the purposes mentioned. 

The Commissioners recommend that the farm, unless 
absolutely required for other purposes, be placed under their 
control by a deed of. trust or otherwise, as may seem best to 
you, to be used as a nursery for trees, plants and shrubs, 
required for the use of the city, with the proviso, that no 
material grown be sold or otherwise disposed of, unless by 
exchanges in kind, to any parties, public or private. 

To supply the parks of Paris and environs, the govern- 
ment possesses four extensive nurseries, one each for ever- 
greens, for deciduous trees, for woody. plants and shrubs, 
and for annual bedding plants, where trees and plants are 
raised in vast quantities, costing, from the bedding plants, a 
few cents per hundred, to well-grown, healthy trees, thirty 
feet high by a foot and a half in diameter, four dollars each. 
These last are transplanted with balls of earth about their 
roots, as has been successfully done in the New York Park, 
and elsewhere in this country. 

Of bedding plants alone several millions are produced 
annually, with which the gardens and promenades of the 
city are lavishly decorated at a trifling cost, thereby cul- 
tivating among the people a correct knowledge of and taste 
for natural colors and forms for which the Parisians are pre- 
eminent in all the modern arts. 

A portion of the farm can be set apart for a Zodlogical 
Garden, either temporarily or permanently, to be open to 
the public, under proper regulations, as is done in New 
York and Philadelphia and many foreign cities. 

Other parts, not immediately needed for the nursery 
while the plants are young, can be temporarily used for 
play and picnic grounds. If this recommendation meets 
your approval, the preparatory work should be entered 
upon at the earliest practical moment. 


BROOKLINE. 


The town of Brookline, though nearly surrounded by, is 
not yet a part of, Boston; but this condition has only in the 
single instance of the Brighton Park-way seriously com- 
plicated this portion of the work of the Commission, as 


there exists no difficulty in connecting by natural and inex- 
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pensive routes, throughout Brookline, the Brighton Park with 
Jamaica Plain and West Roxbury Parks, and the general 
system, whenever, within a reasonable time, the city and 
town authorities should desire to co-operate to this end. 


CoLUMBIA AND Boston STREETS, IN DORCHESTER. 


The Commissioners recommend that these streets be 
widened to one hundred feet, and planted with malls on 
each side of the roadway, to form an avenue of the first 
class, from the junction of Columbia street with Blue Hill 
avenue to the junction of the proposed extension of East 
Chester Park, at Five Corners, with Boston street, about two 
miles in length, and connecting the West Roxbury and South 
Bay Parks. 

This avenue, so improved, will be the approach from 
South Boston, and a large. part of Dorchester to the West 
Roxbury Park. It will be an important section of the cir- 
cuit from the Charles-river Embankment via Back Bay, 
Jamaica, West Roxbury and South Bay Parks, thence by 
East and West Chester Park to Charles-river Kmbankment 
again, —a route of about twelve miles. 


EstimMAtEep Errreot oF Cost on TAXES. 


The area of the city is, in round numbers, 22,000 acres, 
of which 211 acres, or about one per cent., are at present 
public pleasure-grounds; the additional acreage in parks 
and park-ways located under this act is about 1,100, or 
five per cent. of the whole area, at an estimated gross cost 
for land and buildings thereon amounting to three-fifths of 
one per cent. of the assessed valuation of the city, real and 
personal for the year 1875.

thus increasing the rate of taxation thirty-six cents on $1,000 
to raise the same relative tax. 

In this statement nothing is allowed for the increased tax 
accruing from the increased valuations of estates directly 
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benefited by the location of parks adjacent thereto, which 
will, judging by the experience of other cities, at once 
favorably modify the rate of taxation, soon offset the entire 
increase, and then permanently reduce the general average.

The names used in designating the various locations are 
adopted for the convenience of this report only. 

For your convenience, four large maps have been pre- 
pared, as follows, one showing the Charles-river Embank- 
ment, Back Bay and Parker Hill Parks. Scale, 150 feet to 
the inch. 

Brighton Park and Chestnut-Hill Reservoir. Scale, 200 
feet to the inch. 

West Roxbury Park and connections. Scale, 300 feet to 
the inch. 

South Bay Park and surroundings. Scale, 100 feet to the 
inch. 

A detailed account of the expenditures of the Commission 
accompanies this report, marked ‘‘ Appendix A.” 


In making the location herewith presented, the Commis- 


sioners have sought the professional advice of Mr. Fred Law 
Olmstead, upon the general scheme, rather than upon the 
minor details. His experience and success in similar under- 
takings in several cities have made him an authority through- 
out the country. The assistance they have thus received 
enables the Commissioners to offer the plan herein presented 
with a degree of confidence which they otherwise would not 
feel. 

They also desire to make their sincere acknowledgments 
to the large number of fellow-citizens who have aided them 
in the prosecution of their work. While some have, per- 
haps, been warped in the expression of their views by 
personal interests, not necessarily incompatible with the 
public good, it has been gratifying to observe that the far 
greater number have been influenced solely by an earnest desire 
that this proposed great public improvement should be so 
executed not only as to satisfy the citizens of to-day, but 
also be regarded in future years, when the population of 
Boston shall have been doubled and quadrupled, as a priceless 
inheritance.

APPENDIX B. 
DRAFT FOR A PROPOSED ACT CONCERNING CHARLES RIVER 
FLATS 


AN ACT IN .ADDITION TO AN ACT FOR THE LAYING OUT OF 
Pupuic Parks IN OR NEAR THE City oF Boston. 


Be tt enacted, etc., as follows: — 


Section 1. The Board of Park Commissioners for the 
City of Boston is hereby authorized and empowered to 
build a sea-wall on the Boston side of the basin of the 
Charles river between the angle in the present harbor line, 
at the north-westerly corner of Taylor and Sohier’s wharf, 
and a point where the proposed line described below joins 
the present harbor-line, and to fill up the grounds enclosed 
by said wall for the purposes of a public park in accordance 
with the provisions of the Act of 1875, chapter 185. The 

~ lines of the said sea-wall shall be as follows : — 


s 
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Beginning at the angle in the present harbor line at the 
north-westerly corner of Taylor & Sohier’s wharf, and run- 
ning southerly in a straight line, to a point westerly of and 
distant two hundred feet perpendicular from the said present 
harbor line, near Mt. Vernon street; thence running south- 
westerly, by a curved line of nine hundred feet radius, tan- 
gent to said straight line, to a point northerly of, and distant 
two hundred feet perpendicular from said present harbor 
line; thence running south-westerly again in a straight line, 
tangent to said curved line, and parallel to the straight part 
of said present harbor line to a point; thence running west- 
erly, by a curved line of eighteen hundred and fifty feet 

radius, tangent to the last-mentioned straight line, to the 
said present harbor line, with which said curve is also tan- 
gent. 

~The lines of the sea-wall aforesaid shall constitute the 
harbor lines beyond which no wharf, pier or other structure, 
and no filling in shall be extended into or over the tide- 
waters of the said basin, excepting such landing places, not 
exceeding ten in number and extending not more than 
twenty-five feet from said sea-wall, and of such shape as the ~ 
Board of Harbor Commissioners shall approve. 

Sect. 2. This act is made subject to the following con- 
ditions and restrictions, namely: The grounds so enclosed 
and filled up shall be used solely for the purposes of a 
public park, facing and abutting.upon the said Charles- 
river Basin. And when the City of Boston, or the said 
Park Commissioners, shall have built the said sea-wall and 
fitted up the said grounds as a park as aforesaid, and so 
long as the same shall be used solely as said park, the Com- 
monwealth will preserve the water-frontage of said park 
~ upon the Charles-river Basin, and will not authorize or per- 
mit any filling out or extensions or erections from, or con- 
tiguous to, the water-line of said park. But said park shall 
be subject to the right of the City of Boston or of the 
Commonwealth to construct and maintain a public sewer or 
sewers through and beneath said park for the convenient 
drainage and s sewerage of the City of Boston and its neigh- 
borhood, and the filling up of the said grounds shall “be 
of such grade as shall be best suited for such drainage and 
sewerage.

AN ORDINANCE IN RELATION TO PRISON Point BRIDGE. 


Be tt ordained, etc. : — . 


Section 1. In the month of May or June, in the year 
eighteen hundred and seventy-six, and annually afterwards in 
the month of March or April, the City Council shall elect a 
commissioner for the city of Boston, on Prison Point Bridge. 
The commissioner first elected shall enter upon his duties 
forthwith, and shall hold office until the first Monday of May 
in the year eighteen hundred and seventy-seven, and until 
his successor is elected or he is removed. The commis- 
sioner elected annually afterwards shall hold office for one 
year from the first Monday of May in the year in which he 
is elected, and until his successor is elected or he is re- 
moved. Any commissioner may be removed, and any va- 
cancy in the office of commissioner may be filled for the 
unexpired term, by the City Council. The commissioner 
shall receive such compensation for his services as the City 
Council may from time to time determine. 

Secor. 2. The said commissioner for the city of Boston 
shall act in conjunction with the commissioner appointed by 
the city of Cambridge, and shall have and exercise all the 
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powers in relation to the care and management of said 
bridge conferred by the 300th chapter of the Acts of the 
year 1870. . 

Secor. 3. The said commissioner shall annually, in the 
month of January, submit to the City Council a report in 
writing, containing a particular account of the expenditures, 
the number of times the draw has been opened, and other 
matters of general interest in relation to said bridge, for the 
previous year ending on the thirty-first day of December ; 
and annually, in the month of February, the said commis- 
sioner shall send to the Auditor of Accounts an estimate of 
the amount required on the part of the city of Boston to pro- 
vide for the care and maintenance of said bridge for the 
financial year next ensuing.

Srotion 1. No person shall fish in the Chestnut Hill Res- 
ervoir, or discharge any gun or firearm on the same or on 
the grounds connected therewith. 

Srot. 2. No person shall bathe in the Chestnut Hill Res- 
ervoir, or place or use any boat therein, or throw any dirt, 
rubbish, filth, or offensive matter or commit any nuisance 
therein. 

SEcT. 3. No person shall drive any team, cart, wagon, 
or other vehicle for the conveyance of burdens, upon the 
driveway, or within the grounds of the Chestnut Hill Res- 
ervoir. 

Srot. 4. No person shall drive or conduct any funeral, or 
any hearse or carriage connected with a funeral, on the 
driveway of the Chestnut Hill Reservoir. 

Sect. 5. No owner or other person having for the time 
being the charge or use of any horse, or other animal, shall 
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drive or permit such horse or animal to go at a greater rate 
of speed than eight miles an hour upon the driveway or 
within the enclosure of Chestnut Hill Reservoir. 

Srcr. 6. No person shall injure, deface or destroy any — 
tree, shrub, grass, path or fence on the grounds connected | 
with the Chestnut Hill Reservoir, or dig or carry away any 
of the sward, gravel, rock, stones, sand, turf or earth there- — 
on, or commit any nuisance thereon. 

Scr. 7. No person shall climb any tree on the grounds 
connected with the Chestnut Hill Reservoir, or tie any horse 
or other animal to any of said trees. 

Sror. 8. No person shall post any bills, placards, or ad- 
vertisements within the grounds connected with the Chestnut 
Hill Reservoir. 

Sect. 9.. Any person violating any of the provisions of 
this ance shall be liable ion a penalty of not less than, 
five nor more than fifty dollars for each offence.

The progress made during the year embraces the filling 
with stone of 150 linear feet of Maple avenue, to the depth 
of three feet; 150 linear feet on Walnut avenue to the 
depth of one and one-half feet; grading and finishing for 
burial purposes of about 400 single graves; removal of 
ledge of rock from 2,000 superficial feet, of the average 
depth of four feet; the growing of 25,000 plants, the care 
of lots, avenues, ens and flower-beds, all which have been 
kept in their usual condition. 

There are now about 40 unsold lots ae 160 single graves, 
in readiness for use, and others nearly completed. 

Proofs are constantly brought to the notice of this Board 
that the lawn system, on which the Cemetery is conducted, 
is growing in favor and affording the highest satisfaction to 
the owners of lots. Visitors speak greatly in its praise.

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REPORT ON REMOVAL OF OLD STATE-HOUSE. 


In Common Covuncin, May 18, 1876. 


The Joint Standing Committee on Streets, to whom was 
recommitted the majority and minority reports in relation to 
the Old State-House, with instructions to hear certain peti- 
tioners, beg leave to submit the following report : — 

Your committee gave two hearings and heard the state- 
ments of those in favor of, and of those opposed to, the 
removal of the Old State-House. The result has confirmed 
your committee in their opinion that the removal of the 
building is unnecessary and inexpedient at the present time. 

There is no immediate necessity that the street should be 
widened. On the south side or the building it is already as 
wide as Washington street, and on the north side, very 
nearly so. ‘To remove the building would leave an open 
space 113 feet wide, a width wholly unnecessary for the 
amount of travel which passes through the street. The 
principal lines of travel are through Washington and Devon- 
shire streets, passing the easterly and westerly ends of the 
building. If the street is blockaded on either side of the 
building, the cause is not the narrowness of the street nor 
that the building is in the way, but that the vehicles are 
compelled to wait for an opportunity to pass at the above 
points. Nor does it appear that the removal of the building 
would obviate the difficulty. On the contrary, it would be 
more likely to increase it by encouraging heavy travel at 
that point. It does not, however, appear that any difficulty 
exists at present. A gentleman who has occupied an office 
on the north side of the building for nine years, testified 
before the committee that he had notseen the street blockaded 
during that time. 

Your committee believe that it is futile to expect that the . 
city will be compensated for the loss of the income from the 
building by any increase in the valuation of the surrounding 
property. 

Real estate in that vicinity is already taxed to its utmost 
value, and in view of the tendency on the part of tenants to 
seek newer and cheaper quarters in other parts of the city, 
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and the consequent reduced productiveness of the property, 
it is a question whether the abuttors will not look for a de- 
crease, rather than an increase, in taxation. 

The present seems a most inopportune time to advocate the 
removal of a building so closely connected with the history 
of American Independence. ‘The inhabitants of Boston are 
joining with those of other cities in celebrating the centen- 
nial year, and it would certainly be inconsistent with the 
prevailing sentiment to demolish one of the few remaining 
landmarks of the time which they are engaged in commem- 
orating, and especially when this is public property in which 
the whole community are interested, and which can be pre- 
served without expense, and even with profit to the city. 

For these reasons, together with those stated in the former 
majority report, your committee recommend the passage of 
the order appended to that report.

The undersigned, a minority of the Joint Standing Com- 
mittee on Streets, respectfully dissent from the report of 
the majority of the said committee in relation to the Old 
State-House, and recommend the adoption of the former 
minority report. 

The petitions in favor of the removal of the building, 
which were referred to the committee, represent taxable 
property of an assessed value of over thirty million dollars, 
or an actual value of over one hundred millions. ‘These 
petitions were supported by gentlemen heavily interested in 
real estate, who would not be likely to favor a measure 
calculated to increase taxation, unless in their opinion some 
benefit was to be derived from it. Representatives of 
property, which will be liable to a betterment in case the 
building is removed, expressed themselves in favor of the 
measure. It was the general opinion that not only would 
the value of property in the immediate vicinity of the Old 
State-House be increased, but that property on other parts 
of State street and the streets contiguous thereto, would be 
benefited. Notwithstanding their opinion that it would be 
a great improvement, the undersigned would not favor the 
measure had they believed that betterments could not be 
assessed in case the building is removed; but in order that

no doubt may exist on that point, they have consulted the 
City Solicitor, who gives it as his opinion that betterments 
may be assessed as if private property was taken. 

In the former minority report it was stated that the 
removal of the building would, to a great extent, prevent 
the frequent blockades on Washington and Court streets. 
It is hardly necessary to point out the advantages arising 
from open spaces at the junction of crowded thoroughfares. 
Scollay’s square and the square at the junction of Washing- 
ton street, Cornhill, and Devonshire street are illustrations 
of their utility as preventatives of blockades, which in those 
localities were frequent before the buildings were removed, 
but now seldom occur. The same conditions exist in the 
present case that existed in those localities, and it is believed 
that the same results would follow a corresponding im- 
provement. 

The complaint has been made that the value of real estate 
on State street is declining, and that the occupants of the 
buildings are moving to the “ Burnt District.” If this is a 
fact, the reason is evident. The widening of the streets in 
that locality led to the erection of a superior class of build- 


. ings, which afford accommodations that cannot be obtained 


on State street. State street has been for years the great 
financial centre of the city, and may continue so, if proper 
facilities are furnished for the transaction of business. 
These can only be obtained by the erection of suitable 
buildings upon a thoroughfare adapted to them. 

In other sections of the city an improvement, such as is 
contemplated by the removal of the Old State-House, is 
immediately followed by the improvement of the surround- 
ing property. It is hardly to be expected that real-estate 
owners will erect costly buildings on narrow and incon- 
venient streets, where the facilities for business are limited. 
But let the city lead the way in the improvement of the 
locality, and the owners of the adjoining property will soon 
follow. Having done so much for other sections of the 
city, it seems but just that the City Government should 
appreciate the wants of the real-estate owners on State 
street, and do its share towards maintaining, if not increas- 
ing, the value of their property. 

The value of the Old State-House, as a source of revenue 
to the city, is diminishing. If the portico is removed, as 
recommended by the majority of the committee, alterations 
will have to be made, which will decrease its value still 
further. The rooms and offices in it are small and incon- 
venient, and the tenants are moving to more modern and 
convenient buildings in other parts of the city. The his- 
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torical associations connected with the building should not 
enter into the consideration of the question. They might 
have been urged with propriety when the building was con- 
verted to its present uses, but now, when so little of the 
original building remains, they can have but little weight. 
If the building had been kept in its original condition, and 
preserved as a historical monument, some value might have 
attached to it; but in its present state it is hardly an object 
to suggest patriotic emotion, or to be exhibited as a relic of 
our early history. 

For these reasons, together with those stated in the former 
minority report, the undersigned recommend the passage of 
the resolve attached to that report.

The Directors of the East Boston Ferries have the pleasure 
to submit herewith their Sixth Annual Report, in accordance 
with the Sixth Section of the Ordinance on Ferries, showing 
the condition of the property under their care, and the 
receipts and expenditures of the department for the financial 
year ending April 30, 1876. 


REPORT. 


The amount paid into the City Treasury during the past 
year was $179,300, and the expenditures $241,294.34; in- 
cluded in the latter amount is the sum of $20,000, which was 
kindly granted by the City Council, and has been expended 
toward building the new boat “Revere,” which we are 
pleased to say is now completed, and will be put running on 
the North Ferry in a short time in place of the “ Adams,” 
which is to be sold. 

The boats, drops, slips and ferry buildings are all in good 
repair. 

In consequence of the general depression in business ~ 
during the past year, the reveipts have fallen below the 
estimate made at the beginning of the year to the amount of 
$18,667.61. 

The estimated receipts for the next financial year are 
$180,000, and the expenditures $231,200. 

The cost to the city, up to April 30, 1876, of the boats, 
franchise, and the running expenses, and also the revenue

The average expenditure for each inmate at the Almshouse, 
Charlestown district, has been $94.72 for the year, or $1.82 
per week. Actual cost, $82.45 per year, or $1.58 per 
week.

An examination of the preceding tables discloses the fact, 
that notwithstanding the gross amount of expenditure and 
actual cost exceeds that of the previous year, the former 
$3,446.76, and the latter $16,559.30, the cost per capita of 
the inmates for the year has materially decreased; or, in 
other words, the average expenditure for each inmate in 
1874— 5 was $196.40, and 1875-76, $178.37, —a decrease of 
$18.03 per capita; and the actual cost in 1874-75 was $167.20 
for each inmate, and in 1875-76, $156.82, —a decrease of 
$10.48 per capita. The average number of inmates of the 
institutions under the charge of this Board for the past year 
thas been 2,543, against 2,292 for the previous year, — an 
increase of 251. 

Neither of these comparisons of expenditure and actual 
cost include the additional cost of maintaining our city 
charges in the State Lunatic Hospitals, or the convicts com- 
mitted by courts in Suffolk County to the Houses of Correc- 
tion in other counties, the expense of whose maintenance is 


4 


included in the expenditure for pauper expenses. Of the for- 
mer class the entire number supported during the year has 
been 288; of the latter class, 80. 

This result has been attained despite the fact that the gen- 
eral declension of business has been, if possible, more 
marked and depressing than during the previous year, 
depriving the institutions, especially the House of Correction, 
of a large amount of income, which, under ordinary cireum- 
stances, would have been amply realized. This comparison 
also excludes the amount of nearly $7,000, due the city for 
labor of prisoners at House of Correction during the past year, 
which remained unpaid at the close of the year. 

There has been no material change in the management of 
the institutions during the year, and nothing of an extraor- 
dinary nature has transpired to require special comment at 
this time. All the Superintendents are entitled to commen- 
dation for the faithful manner in which they have discharged 
the duties of their important positions. They have faithfully 
borne the added-cares and duties of another year, and have 
manifested a deep interest in the welfare of the several 
institutions under their charge. No unusual or epidemic 
disease has appeared, and the effectiveness of the institutions — 
has in no manner been disturbed. 

The closing weeks of the year were saddened by the 
sudden and unexpected death of Mr. Cumings, which 
occurred April 4th, and the retirement after more than fif- 
teen years of able and disinterested service of Mr. J. Putnam 
Bradlee, who, since June, 1867, has occupied the honorable 
and responsible position of President of the Board. The 
services these gentlemen have rendered the city in their long 
connection with this Board cannot be too highly appreciated 
by their fellow-citizens. One has gone beyond the reach of 
any earthly acknowledgment of his fidelity ; the other we 
trust will long remain to enjoy the reward of his arduous 
labors in the consciousness of duty faithfully performed, and 
to bestow upon his successors the counsels of wisdom gained — 
by so many years of observation and experience in the 
management of the public institutions. 

During the year the steamer “ Henry Morrison” has been — 
replaced by the new and commodious steamer “J. Putnam 
Bradlee,” named in honor of the President of the Board. | 
This steamboat was built by Messrs. Fletcher, Harrison 
& Co., of New York city, and was delivered to the directors 
on the 8th of October last. The regular trips to Deer 
Tsland were commenced on the 15th of November, and thus 
far the boat has given entire satisfaction, being especially 
adapted to the business of the institutions. 
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In compliance with an order of the City Council, author- 
izing the disposal of the “Henry Morrison” at’ private sale, 
the boat has been sold to parties in Gardiner, Maine, for 
the sum of $4,000, cash. The net amount, $3,642, after 
deducting charges for wharfage, ship-keeping and adver- 
tising, has been paid to the City Collector. 

The annual reports of the Superintendents are appended 
to this report. They are worthy the especial attention of 
the City Council for their valuable information in relation to 
the details of the several institutions. 

The following table shows the average number of inmates, 
the aggregate expenditure for House of Industry (including 
Almshouse and House of Reformation), House of Correc- 
tion and Lunatic Hospital, and the average expenditure for 
each inmate, from the first of January, 1860, to April 30,

DrEER ISLAND. 


At no period in the history of the institutions at Deer 
Island has such a demand been made upon the accommoda- 
tions of the place as during the past year. The number 
committed to the House of Industry alone has been 7,646 — 
an increase of 280 over the previous year, — while the 
average number of prisoners has exceeded by 81 that of the 
former year. The increase in the other departments, es-

pecially in the Almshouse, has been in about the same pro- 
portion. To provide accommodations for this greatly 
increased number the Superintendent has been obliged to 
avail himself of every possible space, appropriating the 
chapel floor, the prison corridors, packing and crowding the 
dormitories, and using room never intended to be used as 
sleeping-room. The reports of former years have been 
burdened with repeated requests for relief for these over- 
crowded wards and dormitories, and yet the need for more 
room is greater than ever before. ‘To the casual observer, 
who visits the wards and corridors when the prisoners are 
engaged in their daily occupations, there appears to be 
ample room to comfortably dispose of all who may be com- 
mitted to the institutions; but only those whose duty it is 
to provide the accommodations for the inmates can realize

anything of the great inconvenience and trouble experienced | 
in arranging for so large a number of persons in a compara-. 


tively limited space. While the numbers of inmates con- 
stantly and steadily increase the accommodations are not 
furnished in the same proportion, and although within a 
few years several buildings have been erected for special 


purposes, to remove work-rooms and laundry from the main | 


building, yet but little space has been acquired for those 
who have come in to occupy all the room obtained. ‘These 
new buildings have secured greater convenience for the 
management of the institutions, but the great want — more 
sleeping-room for the increased numbers of the inmates — 
has not been relieved by these changes, however desirable 
in themselves. 

The same difficulty has been experienced at Rainsford 
Island. At one time during the winter 282 inmates were 
literally packed into the same space that was crowded the 
year before with 242 inmates. The largest number at one 
time at Rainsford was 296, but of these 14 were provided 


with bunks in the attic of the bakery previously unoccupied. — 


The Charlestown-District Almshouse has been used to its 
full capacity, the average number of inmates being 81, an 
increase of 21 over the previous year. The building has 
now as many inmates as it can well accommodate, so that no 
more people can be provided for there without overcrowd- 
ing. At this place the expenditure for each inmate has been 


$94.72 for the year, against $140.68 the previous year, a 


decrease of $45.96; and the actual cost has been $82.45 per 
year, against $108.05 the former year, a decrease of $25.60, 
the actual cost being but $1.58 per week for each inmate. 
In addition to the number fully supported 1,095 persons 
have been fed by the Superintendent at the door; an 


_ * 
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average of three per day, the cost of which is included in 
statistics above given. 

The City Council of the present year has appropriated the 
sum of $17,000, for fitting up the buildings on the Austin 
Farm and maintaining an Almshouse there. The Farm has 
been placed uuder the charge of Mr. Joel L. Bacon, who 
has been the chief farmer at Deer Island for several years. 
The work of preparing the buildings for the reception of the 
inmates is rapidly progressing, and the place will soon be 
occupied. About fifty of the female inmates of Deer Island 
can be accommodated at the Farm, but the relief to Deer 
Island in removing that number will be but temporary, as 
the number of female inmates is steadily increasing, in con- 
sequence of the recent changes in the laws of settlement. 

In the last annual report the subject of providing suitable 
accommodation for the truant children apart from the inmates 


’ of the House of Reformation, sentenced for criminal offences, 


received an extended notice by the Board. The plan then 
proposed was to erect a building on the same general plan as 
the present Pauper School building and in connection with 
it; but during the year the City Council has directed the fit- 
ting up of the old Almshouse on Marcella street for this pur- 
pose. ‘The work of remodelling is now going on, under the 
direction of the Committee on Public Buildings. Recently 
some members of the Board, through the courtesy of the 
Committee and the City Architect, have examined the work 
in progress and the plans of remodelling, and upon their 
report the Board of Directors have addressed a communica- 
tion to the City Architect, setting forth some changes and 
additions which they consider essential to prepare the build- 
ing for the purpose intended. The completion of this build- 
ing will afford considerable relief to the schools at Deer 
Island, and is a step in the right direction to promote the 
true reformation of the class of children to be accommodated 
there. But the transfer of these boys to the home on Mar- 
cella street will afford relief only to the House of Reforma- 
tion, in the main building. The number of inmates in the 
Pauper School has of late increased to such an extent, in con- 
sequence of the commitment of large numbers of neglected 
children, as to cause much inconvenience in the overcrowd- 
ing of the building devoted to them, and considerable anxiety 
as to their proper accommodation. 

The work of the agents for discharged prisoners has been 
continued throughout the year with beneficial results. The 
plan of their work was fully explained in the last annual 
report, and no change has taken place either in the method 
orresults. The agents have devoted their time to the work, 
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and have rendered valuable assistance to avery large number 
of persons. Mr. McCarthy has had under his care 1,369 
discharged male prisoners, and Miss Burnham 1,355 female 
prisoners and pauper women, and we are satisfied that much 
good has resulted from their active and efficient labors. 

The average expenditure for each inmate of the Deer 
Island institutions and almshouses has been $12.82 less than 
the expenditure of the former year. 


Lunatic HOSPITAL. 


At the commencement of the year the number of patients 
was 198. 50 patients have been admitted, and 45 discharged, 
leaving in the institution at the close of the year 203, —an 
increase of 5. 

In addition to this number, on the first day of April, 1876, 
there were 202 city patients in the State hospitals; 162 at 
Taunton, 32 at Worcester, and 7 at Northampton. One year 
ago the number of city patients in the State hospitals was — 
146. The increase for the year has been 56. 

The whole number of city patients under treatment during 
the year has been 536; 248 at South Boston, and 288 at the 
State hospitals. 

The whole number under treatment in 1860 was 2605; 
1865, 251; 1870-71, 317; 1875-76, 536. 

The report of the Superintendent contains many interesting 
facts in relation to the work of the hospital during the year, 
and valuable suggestions in regard to providing accommoda- 
tions for the insane of our city. Those who are familiar with 
the condition of the State hospitals will readily appreciate 
the necessity which exists of providing increased accommo- — 
dation for this class of our citizens. The accommodations 
furnished by the State do not keep pace with the steadily- 
increasing number of patients, and the statement of the 
Superintendent, that the completion of the new hospital at 
Danvers, from which so much relief has been anticipated, 
will fail to provide the adequate space for all our insane, 
may well excite the earnest attention and consideration of 
the City Council. 

The suggestion in regard to the committal of the insane to 
the hospital at South Boston has been the subject of special 
mention in the reports of the Board for several years past. 
It would seem that nothing more can be added by the Board 
to what has already been written on this important matter. 
We can but repeat the earnest recommendations of former 
reports, and request of the City Council a speedy repeal of 
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the order of December 21, 1871. The facts as stated by the 
Superintendent have been borne out in the experience of 
another year, and will probably continue while the order 
referred to remains in force. 

The average expenditure for each inmate has been $29.88 
less, and the actual cost $40.56 less, than for the previous 
financial year. 


Housk OF CORRECTION. 


Under the efficient management of the new master, this 
institution has maintained its reputation for good discipline 
and effectiveness. The average number of inmates has been 
587, an increase of 12 over last year. The expenditure has 
decreased $12,182.54, or $24.66 for each prisoner for the 
year. The Board are gratified in being able to report this 
fact, although, owing to the decrease in the amount of 
income received, the actual running expenses have increased 
about $3,000 for the year, or $2.95 for each prisoner. If, 
however, we allow for the whole amount earned during the 
year, including the amounts now due from responsible par- 
ties, which will doubtless soon be paid, the running expenses 
have decreased to the amount of $8.36 for each prisoner for 
the year. This condition is the more gratifying from the 
fact that the depression in business has been more general 
than during the former year. And when we consider the 
great stagnation in manufacturing interests throughout the 
entire year, the result to this institution is more favorable 
than could reasonably be expected. 

In the matter of earnings of the prisoners, the House of 
Correction has but shared the common fate of institutions of 
this character, for all the reports of kindred institutions that 
reach us show a great falling off in the amounts received for 
labor of prisoners. This has been more marked in the 
institutions that have been nearly or quite self-sustain- 
ing in years past than in any others. Contractors have 
been obliged by the state of business to stop work and 
abandon their contracts, and the convicts, if employed at all, 
have been re-let at lower rates, while at our House of Cor- 
rection there has been no decrease in the prices charged for 
manufacturing, the only drawback to a more favorable 
result being a lack of work, which is accountable for solely 
by reason of the condition of trade. The House of Cor- 
rection compares favorably with all the institutions of which 
we have any knowledge, and the Board are satisfied that with 
a revival of business there will be ample employment for the 
prisoners in the manufacture of clothing with satisfactory re- 
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turns. The institution is well supplied with flour, fuel and 
bedding ; and appearances indicate a decreased expenditure 
and increased income for the coming year. 

The last report of the Massachusetts State Prison, which, 
like the House of Correction, for several years previous to 
1873, had not only been self-sustaining but paying a profit of — 
from $2.00 to $50.00 for each prisoner per year, shows a 
deficit against the prison of $66.00 for each prisoner in 1874, 
and $97.47 for each prisoner in 1875. 

There are now forty men under contract at the House of 
Correction, employed by Mr. Jason Wentworth in the 
manufacture of slippers. 

The master reports that the prison school resumed its 
sessions in November last, and is now in successful operation. 
He reports “the progress made by most of the scholars, 
especially in reading and writing, has been highly. satis- 
factory.”

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF DEER ISLAND 
INSTITUTIONS, 


Derr Istanp, Boston Harpor, May 1, 1876. 


To the Board of Directors for Public Institutions : — 


GENTLEMEN, — The following reports for the year 1875— 
76, beginning May 1, 1875, and ending April 30, 1876, 
both inclusive, of the Public Institutions on Deer and 
Rainsford Islands, designated as House of Industry, Alms- 
house and House of Reformation, are respectfully sub- 
mitted. 

The continued increase in the number of inmates in all 
departments has been the cause of some anxiety. We have, 
_ however, been able to provide thus far for all, by crowding 
still closer than before, and by using space not intended for 
or appropriated to sleeping apartments. 

During the fall and winter the laundry building has been 
occupied, first by a number of the House of Industry in- 
mates, and later by inmates of the Almshouse. 

The chapel was also occupied for some time by the male 
inmates. The most serious of all the crowdings, at this 
time, is in the pauper boys’ school building, where all the 
various departments are overcrowded, school-rooms, dining- 
rooms and cooking arrangements as well as the dormitories. 
_ This place will be relieved, however, by the proposed school 
for truants and neglected children, now being prepared for 
that class of boys in the building on Marcella street, High- 
lands. 5 
A portion of the women will also be provided for at the 
Austin Farm, should proposed arrangements be carried out. 
Last year we thought the accommodations at Rainsford 
Island were fully tested, the highest number being 242. 
This year 296 were lodged at one time and in the same 
space, excepting that 14 were accommodated in the attic 
of the bakery, which was fitted with bunks. 

Notwithstanding the number of inmates increase, the 
income does not; forall necessary labor upon the farm could 
be performed by a small portion of the numbers employed, 
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and produce quite as much as with the large force. We 
have, however, when weather permitted, kept all able- 
bodied men at work improving the island or the buildings 
in various ways. The mechanics have continued to be 
employed in making and repairing the many articles used in 
and around the institution and farm, and the repairs of 
buildings. 

The piggery, barns, male prison and yard give employ- 
ment to quite a number of the male inmates. 

A portion of the females have quite recently been kept at 
work on sewing-machines, making garments for outside 
parties ; but the income from this source will be quite small, 
as for the whole year we were unable to obtain any of the 
class of work which we can make. Those not employed on 
contract work have been employed making and repairing 
“institution” clothing, cleaning, washing and _ ironing, 
cooking, etc. 

During the year the floors in nursery and in boys’ reforma- 
tion dining-hall, entry and school-rooms have been relaid ; 
water-closets and fixtures renewed in the tower of the female 
wing; a covered walk from female prison to laundry built ; 
six basement bulkheads or door-ways rebuilt; a portion of 
the wall of the institution building pointed; the woodwork 
and trimmings outside, and matron’s rooms inside painted ; 
all of the iron bed frames in the cell were rebottomed with 
hoop iron; a portion of the ground northerly of the institu- 
tion enclosed with a picket fence, fur a play-ground for the 
boys in reformation schools; the steamboat wharf enlarged 
and repaired ; the enlargement proving a convenience, if not 

a positive necessity. 

Many other small jobs have kept the mechanics busy. 
During the night of April 4th the brick wall fence enclosing 
boys’ yard on line of the * Avenue” was blown over, and has 
been rebuilt. , 

At Rainsford Island the more important improvements 
were rebuilding and enlarging the wharf, shingling roofs of 
the “Old Mansion” house, and the house occupied by the 
overseer, and sheathing the attic of the hospital. 

A well was dug between the “Old Mansion” and brick 
building to the depth of seventy-five feet; but, the water 
being brackish, is unfit for general use. We hope that 
another trial will bring more satisfactory results. 

The farm has been successfully worked, the products | 
showing favorably as compared with former years, not- 
withstanding the want of rain early in the season. Besides 
the usual quantity of garden vegetables for supplying 
officers’ tables, we estimate there was raised of —

The dairy has produced 16,825 quarts of milk, furnishing 
a supply for officers’ tables, hospitals and children; there 
were made 1,868 pounds of butter. 

The increased number of sick during this spring, to whom 
the physician prescribed milk, casued an unusual demand, and 
for a time we were obliged to reduce the quality allowed for 
officers’ and family use. [or several years it has been rep- 
resented that the cow-barn was too small, and also dilapidated, 
and not suitable. for our requirements; the present situation 
more than confirms the statement. 

I am of the opinion it would be economy to build a barn, 
for the more comfortable the cows the more milk; besides, 
constant repairs are needed to keep the present one respect- 
able. 

There was slaughtered during the year 35,434 pounds of 
pork, supplying hams and fresh pork for officers and salt 
pork for inmates. The income from the sales of pigs was 
small; nearly all the spring pigs died, being troubled with 
a disease which could not be controlled. 

The piggery is small and requires considerable repairing 
to keep it in condition; our efforts for a new building have 
thus far been unsuccessful; an addition could be made at 
small expense, that would answer for a short time, and would 
be a profitable investment. 

The House of Reformation department continues as pre- 
viously reported. ‘Minority ” boys, who have fair education, 
work on the farm for six months, from the first of May ; the 
balance attend school the year round, they also being re- 
quired to keep their dormitories, school-rooms, dining-rooms 
and officers’ rooms in order. 

A brass band was formed last August, and under an in- 
structor have made commendable progress. The contem- 
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plated removal of the bo¥s committed for truancy, if carried 
out will be a great benefit to all connected with the reforma- 
tory department. Their removal alone will not afford any 
relief to other portions of the institutions ; but could all the 
boys be removed, the House of Industry would have ample 
sleeping-room for a number of years. 

In the girls’ department, the numbers continue small; 
besides schooling they are taught to sew and knit and per- 
form their housework. 

I would call your attention to the fact that numbers of our 
House of Industry inmates are regular “rounders ;” that 
they are discharged and in a few days returned for non-pay- 
ment of the usual fine and costs for simple drunk; they are 
held for “ thirty days” and again discharged, to be again 
arrested and sentenced. How to regulate and meet such 
cases is aserious question; they not only take the time of the 
courts and officers and otherwise cause expenses, but they 
frequently return quite destitute of clothing, and upon their 
discharge must be furnished with enough to make them 
presentable. 

We have one case, who, during the year, has passed through 
the courts eleven times, and remaining with us thirty days 
each time ; several cases have passed through the courts eight 
and nine times. It is my opinion some easy way should be 
provided, whereby the record of such should be sufficient to 
enable some power to hold them for longer terms. 

Notwithstanding the increased number of inmates, and con- 
sequent increase of care, responsibility and labor imposed 
upon officers and matrons in all departments, we have passed 
through the year without any addition to the number of 
employés. To those who have so faithfully and successfully 
carried their several departments, I extend my thanks. 

The usual statistical information will be found on the fol- 
lowing pages; also reports of Dr. Luther G. Chandler, Resi- 
dent Physician, and Rev. J. W. Dadmun, Chaplain and 
Superintendent of Schools. 

In conclusion, I desire to again extend my sincere thanks 


for counsel and advice so freely given by members of your 
Honorable Board.

We are happy to again report that the year has passed 
without alarming epidemic, or contagious disease of a seri- 
ous nature, and the health of this large and, increasing 


population has been maintained in an equal degree with — 


that of the past. 

Although disease has been constantly with us, and death a 
frequent visitor, the mortality has been confined for the 
most part to the Almshouse department, which 1s constantly 
receiving the aged, the paralytic, and the consumptive, from 
their homes in the city, whom it is our function to relieve 
from pain and make comfortable the remaining few months 
or years of life. 

Every available space has been taxed in this department, 
to accommodate the great increase of patients, the number 
admitted being double that of last year; a large proportion 
requiring attention immediately on their arrival from the 
city, we have been obliged to continue the use of the House 
of Industry hospital until we could find a location in their 
proper department. 

We have had the usual routine of slight ills in the chil- 
dren’s hospital of this department; although pneumonia 
prevailed unusually at one time, probably due to the ex- 
treme changes of temperature of the past season, but no 
fatal cases. 

The hospital at Rainsford Island has continued to main- 
tain its efficiency under the faithful and conscientious care of 
Dr. W. M. Dienstadt, who, having resigned April 10 last, 
was succeeded by Dr. W. G. Kimball, who has zealously 
continued the work. 

The sheathing of the attic ward was a needed improve- 
ment, and has added materially to the comfort and sanitary 
welfare of the patients. 

The crowded condition of this branch of the Almshouse 
has also had its natural effect upon the number of patients 
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requiring treatment in hospital, so that we have had to 
exercise our utmost care that we may be just and impartial 
to all. 

In the House of Industry, the effect of intemperance con- 
tinues to be the leading feature of illness. The majority of 
these patients recover from their nervous exhaustion under 
medical care varying from two to five days, while a certain 
proportion are treated for the more permanent sequels, 
which follow a dissipated life. 

The number of patients admitted shows a decrease of fifty- 
five compared with last year, and five less in the number of 
deaths. Nine-tenths of the minor ills are treated without 
detention in the hospital, at sick call, which is held every 
morning for those who may desire to attend. 

The sanitary condition of the House of Reformation still 
presents its usual degree of excellence, the class of diseases 
remaining much the same; pneumonia prevailed to a slight 
extent, severely, at one period; but all made good recover- 
ies. The two deaths which have occurred were from heart 
disease and chorea; the latter from the girls’ school. 

The nursery, which is not an unimportant part of the med- 
ical department, has had its usual complement of sickness ; 
chicken-pox and whooping-cough prevailing epidemically in 
a miid form at different times. 

In this connection, I would recommend a small compart- 
ment as an adjunct to the nursery, where we can isolate and 
treat such contagious cases as may arise, and remove other 
subjects of disease from the necessary noise and din. 

With the removal of the female paupers, we hope the 
required space may be obtained. . 

The nurses have performed their duties faithfully, and 
deserve our commendation. | 

In conclusion, I would express my thanks, at this time, for 
the many facilities which you have afforded me in carrying 
out my arduous duties.

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REPORT OF CHAPLAIN. 


To Col. Joun C. Wurron, Superintendent of Deer Island 
Institutions : — 


Sir, — The duties of the Chaplain have been rendered ex- 
ceedingly pleasant, because of your hearty co-operation in 
everything pertaining to the- moral and religious instruction 
of the inmates of these institutions. Your presence at 
chapel every Sabbath not only tends to preserve good dis- 
cipline, but it makes the Chaplain feel that his services 
are appreciated and supported by his chief. | 

No one, “ who has a heart to feel for others’ woes,” can 
fail to be deeply interested in the reformation of the thousands 
sent to this island every year. But what touches the heart 
most is, that, out of an average number of about eighteen 
hundred souls, nearly five hundred of them are children; and 
many of these poor and neglected children. While they are 
here the best of care is bestowed upon them to make them 
happy. Boston may well be proud of the comfortable home 
she provides for the poor and unfortunate of her population. 

To elevate and purify the thoughts and life of the fallen 
has been the chief object of our ministrations. And how 
could we do this more effectually than to point and lead the 
wayward to a God of love; long suffering and full of tender 
compassion ; not willing that any should perish, but that ail 
should come to repentance? This theme meets the inmost 
wants of the soul, and leads the prodigal to exclaim, “There 
is hope for the fallen.” 

We often see in the tearful eye, the quivering lip, and the 
glowing cheek, that the tender spot in the obdurate heart is 
reached, and that the purpose is formed to try again to be a 
man, and live a life of faith and hope and love. But in this con- 
stantly changing population no one can tell how much good 
is accomplished by these efforts. That some are rescued and 
saved we know. Our command is to sow by the side of all 
waters, and when the reaping time shall come, God will 
gather the wheat into his garner. 

As year after year rolls away without any diminution, but 
rather an increase, in the numbers that crowd our reforma- 
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tory institutions, we are led to inquire what more can be 
done to stop this ever-increasing tide of crime and misery 
that desolates the land? Crime is unquestionably on the in- 
crease, from some cause, and all the punishments inflicted 
upon the guilty do not deter others from incurring the same 
guilt; and neither does the humane treatment of prisoners 
apparently diminish their numbers. 

This subject is more than a match for the pulpit and the 
press. The pulpit speaks out in thunder tones against the 
corrupt customs and practices of society, and the press — 
all that is worthy of the name— adds its unqualified condem- 
nation of the crimes that desolate the hearts and homes of 
the fallen; and yet the tidal wave of corruption sweeps on, 
bearing its thousands to an infamous grave. The contest be- 
tween virtue and vice seems to be unequal, and, to the 
casual observer, it preponderates in favor of the latter. 

But we are not prepared to concede that the world, as a 
whole, is growing worse. ‘This increase may arise from an 
increase of population; or it may arise from a concentration 
of idle and disorderly persons in our large cities, where 
they can more easily find food and lodging at the expense of 
others. It has the appearance of a Criminal Protective 
Union, to secure a support by gaining a settlement. When 
this is accomplished they may say, “The city owes me a 
support, and I am determined to have it.” Under such cir- 
cumstances the worthy poor are made to suffer, because the 
public do not exercise due discrimination. 

The fact that all civilized nations are waking up to this 
subject, and diligently inquiring into the best means of pre- 
venting intemperance and crime, inspires hope in the breast 
of every true philanthropist. Science, religion, and popular 
education are destined to work important changes in our 
criminal code, which now fails, at least in some respects, to 
reform and save moral delinquents. Until there are some 
radical changes in our treatment of this class, we need not 
expect any great diminution in the numbers that now 
vacillate, like a pendulum, between the city and her public 
institutions. 

We are decidedly of the opinion that one great source of 
all this evil is the want of a correct early training. If 


‘“©°*Tis education forms the common mind, 
Just as the twig is bent, the tree’s inclined; ” 


may we not trace much of crime and juvenile delinquency to 
the evil surroundings of childhood? How far the State may 
be responsible is a grave question, involving the difficult 
subject of compulsory education. Our love of liberty is so

great, we are in danger of letting it grow into a license to do 
many things subversive of the highest and best interests of 
society. But liberty without law is worse than barbarism. 
Each one must yield certain personal rights for the greatest 
good of the whole. We claim that parents and guardians 
should be held strictly responsible for the proper education 
of their children. Religious faith should be left to individual 
choice ; but moral as well as intellectual culture should be 
enforced by the strong arm of the State. Since our civil 
code is based upon the moral law, the ten commandments 
should be made as much a branch of study as arithmetic, 
geography, or history. 

We have recently learned, from an official source, that there 
are hundreds of neglected children i in the city of Boston, who 
should be taken from the haunts of vice, and placed in schools 
to be educated at the expense of the city. It would not only 
‘be the means of saving them, but it would be a profitable 
investment. If left where they are, they will certainly grow 
up to swell the numbers that now crowd our penal insti- 
tutions. 

The libraries remain about as they were last year. The 
books are eagerly sought for by a large number in each 
department. We return thanks to the friends who have 
contributed reading matter during the past year. Do not 
burn your pamphlets, but send them to the city institutions. 
We could make good use of hundreds of copies every year. 

To the President and members of the Board of Directors, 
as well as to the Superintendent, the Chaplain is greatly 
indebted for their uniform courtesy and kindness.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


To Col. Joun C. Wurron, Superintendent of Deer Island 
Institutions : — 

Str, — The past year has been, in some respects, a suc- 
cessful one in the educational interests of the children. The 
crowded condition of nearly all our schools has been a 
severe tax on the teachers, and a great hindrance to the 
advancement of the classes. A commendable progress, 
however, has been made by many of the scholars, who re- 
ceived the commendation of the Committee of the Board, at 
the annual examination. The introduction of drawing last 
year has proved a decided success. It has created a new 
interest, and developed new talents, which may be of great 
value to many in the future. 

The introduction of instrumental music is a new feature, 
which is not only pleasing to the boys, but to all the people 
on the island. About eight months ago, a brass band was 
formed, consisting of twenty-eight boys, under the instruc- 
tion of Mr. Ripley, of Boston. These boys belong to the 
House of Reformation, and are sentenced during minority. 
Their progress in music during this short time has been re- 


-markable. If these boys could remain in the band two or 


three years, they would acquire a knowledge of instrumental 
music which would be of pecuniary advantage to them when 
they are discharged ; but frequent changes will prevent any 
marked success. 

There has been a large increase of numbers during the 
year, particularly in the schools belonging to the Alms- 
house. The school-rooms, dormitories, and dining-rooms 
are crowded to excess. 

The teachers have been very constant and faithful in the 
discharge of their duties.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF LUNATIC HOSPITAL 


To the Board of Directors for Public Institutions : — 


GENTLEMEN, — The following statements are pre sented as 
the Thirty-seventh Annual Report of the Boston Lunatic 
Hospital. , 

On the first day of May, 1875, the number of inmates was 
one hundred and ninety-eight, —one hundred men and 
ninety-eight women. 

Since that date, there have been admitted, in several 
ways, twenty men and thirty women, — a total of fifty. 

Two hundred and forty-eight, — one hundred and twenty 
men and one hundred and twenty-eight women, have been 
under treatment during the year. 

The average weekly number for the year was two hun- 
dred and seven. 

Forty-five patients — twenty-three men and twenty-two 
women — have been discharged for various causes. 

And there remain at this date, May Ist, 1876, two hun- 
dred and three patients, — ninety-seven men and one hundred 
and six women. 

Of the admissions, twenty-seven were made by the J udge 
of Probate, upon the petition of a majority of the Board of 
Aldermen; nineteen by the Board of Directors, and four by 
the Superintendent. These last were all cases of emergency, 
and, moreover, were immediately reported to the President, 
and promptly approved and confirmed by him. 

Thus it appears that more than one half of all the admissions 
is really controlled by a mere majority of the Aldermen, who, 
in most cases, can know nothing of the daily condition of our 
wards. 

As a necessary result of this arrangement, the benefits of 
this hospital are not enjoyed by those whose needs are 
sorest, — the very insane, the sickest and the most helpless, — 
for they, in their extremity, cannot wait for the slow proc- 
esses of red tape; for time, with them is golden, when life 
or reason is at stake, and so our wards are filled with 
chronic cases, in which hope of recovery has long ago been 
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given up, and whose convenience or preferences ought 
surely to stand aside for the pressing necessities of the 
former. This matter can be presented in no better way than 
by repeating the remarks thereon in the report of last 
ear. 

i Nearly all who have need of such a hospital for them- 
- selves or their friends prefer to get admission here, for the 
one reason, if for no other, that it is nearer home and the 
dear ones can be visited with less trouble and expense, ordi- 
narily, and when very sick and dangerously, oftener and 
more surely; and as it yearly becomes more widely known 
that the written request of a majority of the Board of Alder- 
men serves to suspend the operations of the joint order of 
the City Council, which requires that all applicants for hos- 
pital care shall be sent to Taunton, applications for~ the 
benefit of that influence are multiplying and the number of 
commitments to the Boston Hospital is increasing; and, in 
this way, it most frequently comes about that noé the sickest 
and most necessitous obtain this favor; for, oppressed with 
the great burden of their unwonted trouble, and glad for 
help, no matter whence or for whom, if only it de help for 
their great helplessness, they look no step beyond ; or, if they 
happen to know what might be, the process seems, in their 
eager haste, too long and too laborious, — and so the cosey 
room, now and then at our disposal, not often serves the one 
whose needs are greatest and means the least! 

It has even happened that old and chronic cases, long domi- 
ciled in other hospitals and quite contented, have come here, in 
spite of our remonstrances, and, the majority request obtained 
before, their commitment to this hospital secured upon the 
plea of the necessity for frequent visiting, and the end se- 
cured, week after week has passed, without a call, or even 
an inquiry — for their welfare. 

Respectfully, but most earnestly and feelingly, the sug- 
gestion is presented and pressed for consideration, that the 
exercise of pure humanity will be better secured, if this 
matter be entrusted to the joint discretion of the Board of 
Directors and of the Judge of Probate. 

Of necessity, the directors are constantly informed of the 
capacity, conditions, and needs of these wards. Through the 
machinery of their office, they can almost instantly ascertain 
if the necessities of any applicant can be supplied here. 
Communication between their office and the Probate Office 
is frequent and very easy, and thus they can deal equal 
charity and justice to all. 

It has been often said that, when the new hospital at 
Danvers should open its doors for the reception of patients, 
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all the inmates would be transferred to that at Danvers, and 
that then the Boston Hospital would be abandoned. 

There is an old statute that provides that, when the State 
Hospitals shall be crowded, the trustees may return to the 
counties, from which they came, such of their patients as 
shall be deemed by them to be incurable, and in such num- 
bers as shall be thought necessary, to suitably relieve their 
crowded wards. By another provision of law, it is declared 
that all insane persons returned, in this manner, to Suffolk 
County, shall be provided for tn the Boston Lunatic Hospital. 

About the middle of last March twelve insane persons 
were returned to Suffolk County, under this law, by the 
trustees of the Hospital at Worcester. Six of them came 
here, and all must have done so, but for the fact that some 
of them were demented and quiet and harmless, and could 
be cared for comfortably in the Charlestown Almshouse. 

When the hospital at Danvers shall be ready for the re- 
ception of inmates, there will be State patients enough to fill 
it, at once, without a single one from Boston. But if this 
should not be so, while the State Hospitals retain the power 
to return their surplus numbers to the counties from which 
they were received, how can Boston rid herself of the duty 
of maintaining her present provision for this class of her 

oor? 

While this statute stands unrepealed, the city of Boston 
must provide for the proper support of an indefinite, but 
steadily increasing, number of her insane poor. And she 
cannot long neglect to furnish new and vastly better accom- 
modations than those now in use, which successive City 
Councils have condemned as utterly unworthy of a great 
and wealthy Christian community. 

Of those discharged during the year, fifteen were recov- 
ered, three were much improved, two were improved, five 
were not improved, and twenty died. 

The number of recoveries is the same as that of last year, 
but is more satisfactory and more encouraging, because of 
the more crowded condition of our wards, and of a greater 
proportion of old and chronic cases admitted. The three 
discharged much improved are reported to be steadily gain- 
ing, and will, without doubt, fully recover. 

The number of deaths islarger than that of last year. They 
are but eight per cent. of the whole number under treatment 5 
with a cingle exception, they were all from chronic diseases, 
and, with that one exception, in none had there been any exX- 
pectation of recovery from the mental disease. 

Seven of the deaths were from consumption, three from 
general debility, three from epilepsy, and one each from 
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‘general paralysis, exhaustion of chronic mania, rheumatic 
gout, serous apoplexy, valvular disease of the heart, rupture 
of the heart, and internal strangulated hernia. Of these, 
two were 60 years of age, one was 66, one 67, one 71, one 
73, one 74, one 85 and one 86. One had been an inmate of 
this hospital for 27 years, one 20, two 16, and two 11 
years. 

' Again we are glad to record ‘a year of entire exemption 
from homicide, suicide, accident, fire and epidemic of any 
sort. y 

No change, but that which steady progress brings, has 
been made in the methods of medical and moral treat- 
ment. 

All the holidays and joyous festivals have been faithfully 
observed, as in years gone by. 

Christmas, with its loaded tree, the thoughtful gift of the 
Board of Directors; New Year’s Eve, with its games and 
dances, its fun and frolic, till the old year dies and the new 
is born, and with the ample and elegant collation for two 
hundred persons, for many years, the annual, generous con- 
tribution of President Bradlee ; the Lyceum and Bay State 
courses of lectures, fully and eagerly attended to the end ; 
the water excursions, twelve in number, prolonged until 
very late in September; cards, games, dances, concerts, 
lectures, visits to theatres, concerts and pictures, all con- 
tribute to make the otherwise leaden hours of hospital 
life go by as if on. wings of eagles. 

Before another year sball close, the present management 
will have completed its twenty-five years of service ; and then 
a few comparisons of the beginning and the close may prove 
both interesting and profitable ; if for no other purpose, they 
may be serviceable as warnings. 

To many friends, old and new, our thanks are gladly 
given for kindly deeds and gifts.

“ Blixir of Youth,” presented in the vestry of Rev. E. E. 
Hale’s church, at the same time having the first and only 
sleigh-ride of the season ; Miss Lizzie Rowe and friends, from 
Somerville, for a most delightful parlor concert ; Mr. H. C. 
Barnabee and company, for one of his inimitable entertain- 
ments, preferred by “our folks” to anything we can offer 
them; and to Barnum’s Hippodrome, Murray’s Railroad 
Circus, Howe’s and Cushing’s Circus, for unlimited admission 
to their entertainments. 

The attendants and employés, engaged in the several de- 
partments of the institution, are deserving honorable 
mention for their general devotion to duty. While all have 
done well, many have entitled themselves to the gratitude of 
those helpless beings whom they have in charge, as well as 
of all who are interested in such charities ! 

Dr. George H. M. Rowe, First Assistant, and Rev. Joseph 
H. Clinch, Chaplain, by another year of simple devotion 
to duty, have deserved the love and gratitude of this 
household, and the approval and trust of the Board of 
Directors. 

Dr. John T. Carter, Second Assistant, needs no other 
testimonial to his marked ability and strict fidelity, than the 
fact that the Board of Directors has doubled his salary that 
they might retain him here. | 

The close of this year is saddened to us all, by the recent 
sudden death of Director Cumings, who was a personal 
friend to every one beneath this roof; and, still more, by the 
retirement, after fifteen years of earnest and unselfish dis- 
charge of duty, of President Bradlee. Both will be 
mourned here, sincerely and long. 

Many weary weeks and months will pass, before many 4 
sorrowing heart in this afflicted household can become recon- 
ciled to their loss. 

In conclusion, I beg leave to tender to the Board of 
Directors, to the Monthly and Advisory Committees, and 
again, as heretofore, to President Bradlee, the most cordial 
and grateful thanks for their unwavering interest in every- 
thing that affects the prosperity and success of this insti- 
tution. ° 
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To the intelligent and persevering efforts of Mr. Bradlee, 
we are indebted for the remarkable and creditable improve- 
ments effected here during the past twelve years, — changes 
that have brought comfort and healthful enjoyment to this 
afflicted household, and credit and honor, at home and 

abroad, to the good name of Boston. 

The twenty-fifth year of the present management will close 
before the next annual report shall be made. The record of 
the changes, during a quarter of a century, will then be 
curious and instructive. 

In the mean time, gentlemen of the Board, for personal 
confidence and support, I tender sincerest thanks.

DISCIPLINE AND Foon. 


Since making my last report there has been no change in 
the discipline or food of the prison. 

Punishment has been as sparingly inflicted as was con- 
sistent with a thorough enforcement of the rules of the 
institution; and the provisions of the law in relation to 
prisoners confined in the “cells” have been complied with. 


Work. 


About 40 prisoners are employed on the slipper contract. 

From 225 to 250 are occupied in making clothing for out- 
side parties. Owing to depression and stagnation in busi- 
ness, many of the sewing-machines have been for a part of 
the time inactive. If abundance of work could be procured, 
the institution would undoubtedly be self-supporting. The 
balance of the male prisoners are kept employed, as far as 
possible, as gardeners, sweeps, door-tenders, gas-makers, 
etc., and in school. 

The female prisoners are employed in the house and laun- 
dry, and in the making up of prison clothing, etc. 


ScHOOL. 


The school resumed its sessions on the 9th of November, 
and is still in successful operation. The room at the lower 
end of the block shop, which had previously been unoccu- 
pied, was fitted up for the purpose, being more convenient 
and retired than that part of the shop which was used as a 
school-room last year. 

The progress made by most of the scholars, especially in 
reading and writing, has been highly satisfactory. 


Gas WorRKS. 


Nothing new has to be reported on this subject. The 
works are abundantly capable of manufacturing a supply of 
good gas for the use of this Institution and of the Lunatic 
Hospital, except during the shortest days of winter. During 
the long nights, the supply for both Institutions makes a 
severe tax upon the capacity of the works. 
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PIGGERY. 


Enough pork has been raised during the past year to supply 
all the wants of the prison, and even to allow a small sur- 
plus to be disposed of. 


GARDENS. 


The same remarks as above will apply to the raising of 
vegetables. Potatoes have to be purchased, our grounds 
not being sufficiently extensive to raise a full supply, in 
addition to the crop of other vegetables. : 


HEALTH. 


The health of the prison has been about up to the general 
average. ‘The number of deaths reported below is greater 
than that of last year, though it will be seen that more than 
one-half have been caused by consumption and other diseases 
of the lungs. No epidemic sickness has prevailed.

REvicious SERVICES. 


Immediately following the date of my last report, a change 
in our chapel worship was introduced, by the regular cele- 
bration of the Roman: Catholic worship on the’ forenoon of 
every Sunday. This change has had no injurious effect upon 
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the discipline of the prison, and is, of course, very acceptable 
to that portion of the prisoners who belong to the Romish 
Church. The afternoon service is conducted by the Chap- 
lain of the Institution, who now gives the whole of the fore- 
noon to the Lunatic Hospital. 


LIBRARY. 


The Library has been largely replenished, and continues 
to be a source of instruction and pleasure to the prisoners, 
affording solace to many of the weary hours spent in their 
cells. 


' DEPUTY. 


Since the 12th of May Mr. L. W. Blake has been em- 
ployed as Acting Deputy. On the 24th of March he was 
appointed Deputy Master of the Institution, and has per- 
formed the duties of that office to my entire satisfaction. 

I might also add. that all the other officers of the prison 
have performed their duties faithfully and cheerfully, and, 
consequently, everything ‘has worked regularly and pleas- 
antly. 


CONCLUSION. 


While I feel.that all the members of the Board have been 
uuiform in their kindness and courtesy, and thoughtful care 
for the institution under my charge, I cannot refrain from 
expressing my warmest thanks to the President, and my sin- 
cere regret that his official connection with the Board ceases 
- from this date. |

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FOURTH ANNUAL REPORT OF THE BOARD OF 
HEALTH OF THE CITY OF BOSTON. 


May 1, 1876. 


To His Honor tHe Mayor, AND THE CiTY COUNCIL OF 
Boston : — 
We herewith present the annual report of the Board of 
_ Health, for the year ending April 30, 1876, and including that 
day. 
APPOINTMENTS, ETC. 


On May 1, 1875, Charles E. Davis, Jr., was again chosen 
clerk of the Board, and on the 29th of April, subject to 
the Mayor’s approval, we reappointed Samuel A. Green, 
M.D., City Physician, Alonzo S. Wallace, M. D., Port 
Physician, and George W. Forristall, Superintendent of 
Health, for the ensuing year. 

The reports of the City Physician, the Port Physician, and 
the Superintendent of Health, accompany this report. 

Thomas Kittredge, M. D., was reappointed Assistant Port 
Physician by Dr. Wallace, with our concurrence. 

Our sanitary inspectors are the same as last year. Par- 
ticular attention was paid throughout the hot weather to dis- 
infecting all the lanes, courts, and by-places in the city, and 
this work was continued up to November, as appears in a 
table which follows later in this report. 


REGISTRAR OF DEATHS AND BURIALS. 


The office of Registrar of Deaths and Burials, created by 
us in 1874, with the approval of the Mayor, was, with like 
approval, abolished May 8, 1875, on which date, also with 
the approval of the Mayor, we adopted the following regu- 
lation : — 

Boston, May 3, 1875. 


Voted, That after May 4, 1875, no human body shall be buried in, 
or removed from, the city without a written permit from the Board of 
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Health, nor until the facts required by the first clause of Sect. 4, Chap. 
21, of the General Statutes, shall have been returned to and recorded 
by said Board. 

Voted, That in case the physician’s certificate, required by the above- 
mentioned chapter, cannot for good and sufficient reasons be obtained, 
‘ report thereof shall be made to this Board in season to obtain from the 
City Physician the certificate required before burial. 


SMALL-POX. 


At the date of our last report, as therein stated, there was 
but one case of small-pox in the city, that being in the hos- 
pital. The patient recovered and was discharged May 10. 
The next case was discovered in South Boston, on the 17th 
of June, and the patient was on that day taken to the hospi- 
tal. This was a woman who had been in the city but a few 
days, having brought the disease with her from another State. 
On the 25th of June she recovered and was discharged. The 
next case was reported to us on the Ist of July. This was 
also in South Boston, and arose from the case last mentioned. 
The patient was a woman, who was too sick for removal, 
aud who died the following day. Special pains were taken 
to guard the house, which was a tenement house. All the 
inmates were cared for, lest they should communicate the 
disease, and after the death of the patient the house was 
thoroughly fumigated. Fears were entertained that other 
cases would arise from this, as such a result seemed almost 
inevitable ; but this onewas all. Onthe 23d of July, a woman 
from the West, stopping at a hotel in the city, where she had 
been but a few days, was found to have the small-pox. She 
was removed to the hospital the same day, and was dis- 
charged on the 30th of July, fully recovered. 

No other case, to our knowledge, occurred in the city until 
February 24th of the present year, when one was reported 
in East Boston. Upon visiting the place, the city physician 
was unable to find the patient, as he had wandered out about 
the city, bringing up the next day in the office of the Board 
of Health, whence he was taken to the hospital. He re- 
covered, and was discharged on the 6th of March. 

The next case, also in East Boston, was reported on the 
18th of March. This was traced directly to the case last 
mentioned. The patient, a man of fifty, being too sick to 
be removed, the house was placed in quarantine, and such 
other measures were taken as we thought necessary for the 
public safety. 

The next case, also in East Boston, was reported on the 
27th of March. This was the case of a man forty-sevea 
years of age, and was traced directly to the case of February 
24th. He was removed to the hospital, and died April 2d. 
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Another case arose on the 18th of April from that of the 18th 
of March, in the same house; and still later in April a third 
case was discovered in the same house, all of whom have 
now fully recovered, and there is now, so far as we know, no 
case in the city. 

There has been a number of reports of cases of this dis- 
ease, but the city physician, who has examined all such, 
found none genuine, except those mentioned; and the only 
deaths from this cause during the year were the one of July 
20, 1875, and that of April 2, 1876. 

On the 24th of November we received the following commu- 
nications, and deemed it proper thereupon to address to the 
Conimittee on Public Buildings the paper that follows :—

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; YELLOW FEVER. 


On September 7, schooner N. J. Miller, from San Do- 
mingo, arrived in quarantine, with two cases of yellow fever 
on board. They were removed to Gallop’s Island, recovered 
in a short time, and were discharged. The schooner, after 
being properly disinfected and remaining a reasonable time 
in quarantine, was released. 

On the 17th of December, the brig Elba, from Cuba, arrived 
in quarantine, about 9 A. M., with yellow fever on board. 
Some of the crew had been sick with this disease at Havana, 
and had recovered. But the captain was sick with it on _ 
entering port. He was removed without delay to the quar- 
antine hospital at Gallop’s Island. He was very sick, but 
recovered, and was discharged on the last day of the year. 
The Elba was thoroughly fumigated, and let out of quaran- 
tine on the 21st of December. There has been, to our 
knowledge, no other case of this disease. | 


QUARANTINE. 


We have had no other case of quarantinable disease than 
those already mentioned. Early in April Capt. Wm. H. 
Sampson resigned as captain of the quarantine steamer, and 
Geo. T. Ranlett, former captain of the boat, was appointed 
to fill the vacancy. Capt. Sampson proved himself a faithful 
and competent officer. Capt. Ranlett’s acceptance created a 
vacancy at Gallop’s Island, which was filled by the appoint- 
nen of Jacob Severance as overseer. 

On the 15th of Sept., upon the resignation of Dr. C. Irving 
Fishex, as Port Physician, we appointed Alonzo S. Wallace, 
M. D., in his place. Dr. Fisher held the office for nearly 
three years, and was a conscientious, faithful and efficient 
officer. 

SEWERAGE. 


Upon this subject so much has been said by us in former 
reports and communications, and Tvshas been so thoroughly 
cone over by the commission appointet. hy His Honor the 
Mayor, that we deem 1t proper how only ts submit the fol- 
lowing, which is the substance of a communitaion we have 
already prepared, to be presented at an early date 

To the Committee on Improved Sewerage: — The subject of se wage 
is one to which the attention of the Board of Health has been called ale 
daily since its organization. We have necessarily witnessed its defects 
and consequent evil results in almost all parts of the city, and have 
from time to time called the attention of the City Council to the neces- 


sity of a radical change in our whole system of sewerage. Year after 
year has passed, and the complaints of citizens have increased as the 
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evils have grown worse. In our report of 1873-74, the Back Bay was 
alluded to. (See page 49 of that report.) 

In our annual report to the City Council for 1874-75, we alluded to 
the same thing. (See page 10 of that report.) 

In a special communication of the Board to the City Council, in 
December, 1874, we referred to the Roxbury canal, Stony-brook sewer, 
Muddy-brook sewer, and sewerage in general. (See page 11 of that 
report. 

The Preicicn of Boston at the time of the taking of the last census 
was, in round numbers, 342,000. Since the year 1820, the population 
of the district, within the circle of six miles radius from City Hall, has 
doubled every eighteen years. At the same rate of increase, in thirty- 
six years from the date of the last census, Boston would contain a pop- 
ulation of 1,368,000. 

There can be no reason to doubt but that at the end of this period 
Boston will at least have doubled her present population. 

That some provision should be made to correct the present bad con- 
dition of our sewerage, and meet the requirements of the immediate 
future, must, as a matter of economy, be apparent to every one, What 
that provision should be but few are competent to determine. Acting 
under this conviction, the Mayor and City Council appointed three 
skilful men, of well-established reputation, to consider the subject, and 
devise some plan which would utilize the present system, correct its 
defects, and meet the requirements of generations to come. If the plan 
recommended by the commissioners should not be adopted, to whom 
Shall we look for a plan more practicable? It seems to us to meet the 
case completely. The strongest argument brought against it is its cost. 
The citizens of Boston have not been slow to adopt other improvements, 
and we cannot believe that, when their health is in question, they will 
hesitate because of the expense. 

If it is borne in mind that it will be a number of years before the 
works can be completed, and that the expense of construction will be 
divided over those years as the work progresses, it will be seen that 
the burden upon the tax-payers will not be felt as some would have us 
believe.. 

If it be further borne in mind that to carry out the propositions to 
extend the Stony-brook sewer a distance of three miles; to divert the 
filth in the Roxbury canal; to extend the mouths of sewers into deep 
water in Charles river; to dredge the flats in the river and South bay, 
and other expensive measures, will necessitate the outlay of a large 
sum of money, affording but partial and temporary relief, and which 
will be rendered unnecessary by the commissioners’ plan, it will be 
seen that the difference in the cost of the two schemes will be very 
small; not so, however, with their results. We believe that it has been 
clearly shown that our sewers are largely in a stagnant and filthy con- 
dition ; that their inability to discharge their contents, before putrefic- 
tion takes place, is a great source of nuisance and danger to the health 
of the people. Sanitarians, the world over, are agreed that the foul 
pares emanating from decomposing sewage are among the most fruit- 
ul sources of disease and death. We believe it has been clearly shown 
that the average death-rate in Boston, for many years, especially from 

_ preventable causes, has been far above the normal rate. In some parts 
of the city, where the soil-water stands much of the time near the sur- 
face of the ground, and the sewers are ineffectual, the mortality is 
alarming. 

The houses in that section of the South-cove District lying between 
Troy street and the Boston and Albany Railroad, we consider unfit for 
habitation. There can, we think, be no question but that the large 
amount of sickness prevailing there is due in a great measure to imper- 
fect drainage. From May 1, 1875, to April 30, 1876, in that small 
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section there were sixty-one deaths of children under five years of age. 
There are other parts of the district in but little better condition. 
There is a large territory south of Dover street, in which the cellars are 
frequently flooded and kept foul, damp and exceedingly unhealthy much 
of the time, by sewage and surface water, and the consequent decaying 
of floors and other material. In some instances the owners have 
filled up the basements and yards of their houses to a higher grade, but 
while adjoining estates remain in the same condition as before, the 
remedy is but partial. The only sure relief from the difficulty is either 
to fill up the whole territory to a higher grade, at an immense expense, 
or to provide for a free and continuous flow of sewage outward, which 
we feel confident the plan of the commissioners will effect. 

It has been said that ‘it is to the neglect of local drains and house 
fixtures that most of the complaints have arisen, which have provoked 
the discussion of this subject; and with sickness traceable to such 
causes, and continual discomfort prevailing, the parties most interested 
still wait for the city to carry out costly measures, thinking thus to 
abate their private nuisance.” 

But is it possible that the gentleman who said this did not know of 
the constant complaints that come to us of the Stony-brook sewer, of 
the Muddy-brook sewer, of the Back-bay flats, of the South-bay flats, 
of the Charles-river flats, of the sewers that pour their filth into that 
river, of the sewer at Roxbury canal, of the sewer at Federal-street 
bridge, of the sewer at Hittinger’s wharf in the Charlestown District, 
and of the balance of the eighty-seven sewers, whose mouths encircle 
the city, from which.the foul gases escape, poisoning the air, and find- 
ing their way through the windows and doors of our dwellings, waking 
thousands of unsuspecting people from sound sleep, and starting them 
from their beds to. close their windows against this foul enemy? Did 
he not know of the complaints of the flooding of cellars with offensive 
and unhealthy sewage; of the frequent opening of sewers to clean the 
eatch-basins, and the carting of their contents through the streets? 
And have these, or any one of these, any concern with ‘‘ local drains 
and house-fixtures ” P 

The complaints of bad odors from sewage made at this office are of 
two classes, one of which arises from causes within, and the other from 
causes without our dwellings. The one is of a private, and the other 
of a public character. The one is amenable to local, and the other to 
general treatment. Defects in the one are soon discovered and 
remedied, while the defects in the other must be remedied, if at all, by 
the public. No one, knowingly, will allow his own life or the lives of 
his family to be endangered, if in his power to prevent it. Therefore, 
local causes of disease are remedied; but when exposed to general 
causes, the individual is powerless. 18, 

‘«The drainage of tenement houses and of houses of the poorer class 
is under the constant inspection of this Board. Defects are frequently 
found, and measures at once taken to remedy them. That bad odors 
from defective sewers exist to a large extent, to the discomfort and dis- 


advantage of a large portion of our citizens, affecting both their health, 


and property, is a well-accepted fact which no one of ordinary intelli- 
gence will be bold enough to deny. House drains, when perfected to 
the last degree of our present knowledge of traps, will avail but little 
against the force of sewer gases, subjected, as they are, to the additional 
force of wind andtide. When our sewage has a quick and uninterrupted 
flow from its origin to a point at a safe distance from the city before 
putrefaction can take place, then only can we safely ventilate our 
sewers, through frequent openings in the streets, as should be done. 
Then only can we render the traps and other fixtures of our houses of 
any avail. Then, and only then, may we expect relief from the 
constantly increasing evils of our present system of sewerage. 
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DRAINAGE OF SOIL. 


Scarcely any more important subject can engage the atten- 
tion of sanitarians than that of soil drainage. It may be 
second only to a proper system of sewerage. No piece of 
land can be said to be fit for a dwelling until it has been pro- 
vided with natural or artificial means by which its surface 
ean be kept dry. The bottom of the cellar should be at least 
three feet above the level of the soil water. In Boston only 
a small portion of the territory is so situated as to drain its 
soil to a proper sanitary level. The rest contains water at 
different levels up to the very surface, and in many places 
water-stands on the top of the ground much of the year. 

There are acres upon acres densely covered with tenement 
and other dwelling houses, whose cellars and basements are 
wet throughout the year, and whose yards are seldom dry. 

Consumption in Boston for the last twelve months caused 
the death of 1,361 persons. This and many others of the 
prominent diseases are largely and ‘unfavorably influenced by 
wet soil and the dampness of houses arising therefrom. 

This and other countries are not without repeated instances 
where good soil drainage has been carried out, and a marked 
decrease of miasmatic and other diseases followed. 

The sewers of Boston are not adapted by their depth or 
character to drain the soil by percolation, and in many 
instances they are not deep enough to drain the surface of 
land which is at city grade. 

The remedy for this evil has been found only by digging 
deep trenches (in unoccupied land), or by laying deep porous 
pipes of sufficient size and number to receive and carry off 
the surplus water. The water level should be at least ten 
feet below the surface of the ground, where cellars are to be 
made, and three to four feet if no cellar is to be used. 

As a sanitary measure we respectfully urge its considera- 
tion by the City Council. 


BREWERIES. 


Complaints having been made by those living in the im- 
mediate vicinity of some of the many breweries, situated in 
the outlying districts of the city, we determined early in the 
spring to have the subject investigated, and one of the medi- 
cal inspectors was requested to examine into the causes of the 
alleged nuisance. He accordingly visited most of the 
breweries within the city limits, including all those against 
which complaints had been received. Among others inspected 
were those of G. F. Burkhardt, H. & J. Pfaff, J. Roessle, 
Reuter & Alley (Highland Spring Brewery), and the Burton 
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Brewery. In all these establishments the business was found 
to be carried on in a systematic and proper manner. 

The only possible cause of complaint which could be 
noticed was the arrangements made for the reception and 
preservation of what are known as the brewers’ grains, a name 
given to the refuse matter from which the soluble elements 
which enter into the composition of the beer have been 
extracted. These “grains” in warm weather undergo a very 
rapid decomposition, and the smell which then arises from 
them is extremely disagreeable. Arrangements are made at 
all the large breweries to see that these “grains” are never 
allowed to accumulate upon the premises, the design, being 
to have each day’s refuse removed within the following 
twenty-four hours. If these arrangements are carried out, 
there would then be no farther cause of complaint. 


SLAUGHTERING ESTABLISHMENTS. 


The efforts made in years past by the State Board of 
Health, and by this Board, to regulate the business of 
slaughtering, have, until recently, been attended with but 
partial success. ‘Some of the slaughterers were irresponsi- 
ble, and others unprincipled men, who were not easily con- 
trolled, one of whom even setting at defiance an injunction 
from the Supreme Judicial Court. Diseased cattle and 
immature calves, which were unfit for human food, have 
been killed, and others that died from disease or injuries 
have been dressed and offered for sale in the city, or 
manufactured into Bologna sausages, to be eaten by the 
unsuspecting. Several lots of this meat have been seized, 
and the owners prosecuted, convicted and fined for violation 
of law. The orders of the Board were evaded by a simple 
change of locality, or an exchange of places, the one with 
another, or by change of ownership. Finding it difficult to 
deal with them singly, the Board, acting under the provisions 
of Sect. 5, Chap. 26 of the General Statutes, issued the 
following order : —

Notice to Slaughterers and Renderers. — By virtue of the authority 
given by chapter 26 of the General Statutes, the Board of Health of the 
City of Boston makes the following regulation: That on and after Nov. _ 
30, 1875, the trade or employment of slaughtering cattle, calves, sheep 
or swine, or of rendering tallow or other refuse animal matter, shall 
not be carried on within the limits of the City of Boston, except on the 
islands of the harbor, at the Abattoir in the Brighton District, or at such 
other place or places as may hereafter be assigned by the Board of 
Health.

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At the present time no slaughtering is done outside of the 
Abattoir, to the knowledge of the Board, except at two small 
places in the West Roxbury District, near the Dedham line. 
As these were remote from the thickly settled portions of the 


‘ city, and no complaints of them had been made to the Board, 


it concluded to let them remain for the present. The Ab- 
attoir, which has hitherto been under the supervision of the 
State Board of Health was, at the last session of the Legisla- 
ture, transferred to the charge of this Board by the following 
act :— 
[CHap. 144.] 
Aw Act to amend an Act to incorporate the Butchers’ Slaughtering and 
Melting Association in Brighton. 

Be it enacted, &c., as follows : — 

SecTion1. Section six of chapter three hundred and sixty-five of the 
Acts of the year eighteen hundred and seventy is hereby repealed; and 


sections two and four of said act are hereby amended by striking out 
the words ‘‘ State Board of Health” where they occur in said sections, 


_ and substituting in place thereof, Board of Health of the City of Boston. 


Sect. 2. From and after the first day of June in the year eighteen 
hundred and seventy-six, the business of slaughtering shall not be con- 
ducted within the limits of the City of Boston except upon the premises 
of the Butchers’ Slaughtering and Melting Association in said city. 

SrctT. 8. The said association shall, within a reasonable time, 
slaughter all cattle, sheep and calves, which may be brought to their 
premises for that purpose by persons not occupying tenements therein, 
whenever the accommodations under their control on said premises will 
permit. They shall also prepare the meat and other products of such 
animals for the market. They may charge, in addition to the offal from 
said animal, such price per head as may be mutually agreed upon; and, 
in case of disagreement as to price, the same shall be fixed by the 
Board of Health of the City of Boston. 

Sect. 4. Said Board of Health of the City of Boston is hereby 
authorized to appoint one or more inspectors, to see that the rules and 
regulations for the conduct of the business of the association for the 
time being are fully obeyed by said association and their tenants, and 
also to see that none but healthy animals are slaughtered ; the salary or 
salaries of said inspector or inspectors to be established by the City 
Council of said City of Boston, The said inspector or inspectors shall 
at all times have access to the premises of said association, and any 
building thereon, and also to the premises, yards or cars of any rail- 
road company within the City of Boston, for the purposes of exami- 
nation, inspection and seizure of any meat or animals unfit for human 
food. 

Scot. 5. Said Board of Health of the City of Boston is hereby 
authorized to make whatever regulations may seem to them fit in order 
to prevent the slaughter and sale of animals unfit for human food. 
[Approved April 17, 1876.] 


The latest and most approved methods of slaughtering 
cattle, and disposing of the refuse, have been adopted at the 
Abattoir ; experienced and skilful men have been employed 
in and about the works, and thus far the business has been 
conducted well, in the main, although not without some 
offence. 


~ 
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RENDERING ESTABLISHMENTS. 


For many years past there have been serious complaints of 
the bone-boiling and fat-rendering establishments. Frequent 
and urgent appeals have been made to the Board, to prohibit 
the business within the limits of the city. The Board has 
from time to time visited these premises, and has as often 
found that the machinery and appliances for consuming the 
gases were defective and insufficient, and that all the efforts 
of the proprietors to render them inoffensive have thus far 
proved ineffectual. The refuse material which is rendered, 
is collected, during the day, from the markets, hotels, res- 
taurants, and private houses. Through the warm weather 
this refuse becomes badly tainted before it is collected, and 
is oftentimes a mass of corruption extremely offensive to 
sight or smell. At night it is placed in kettles, or retorts, 
and subjected to heat, thus liberating the gases, which fill the 
air with their sickening odors, and which have been per- 
ceptible for a long distance from the premises. Hoping that 
the proprietors of these establishments might succeed in their 
experiments to consume these gases and render their estab- 
lishments less offensive, the Board delayed definite action 
until November 8, 1875, at which time the notice to slaugh- 
terers and renderers, heretofore mentioned, was issued. 

After the publication of this regulation, we sent by mail 
printed copies thereof to every person, who, so far as we 
could ascertain, was carrying on either of said employments 
in the city, and we afterwards served the following legal 
notice upon every such person — eighteen in all : — 


OFFICE OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH, 
Boston, Nov. 1875. 

By virtue of the authority givenin Chapter 26 of the General Statutes, 
the Board of Health of the City of Boston hereby forbids the exercise, 
on or after November 30, 1875, of the trade or employment of slaugh- 
tering cattle, calves, sheep, or swine, or of rendering tallow or other 
refuse animal matter within the limits of the City of Boston, except on 
the islands in the harbor, at the Abattoir in the Brighton District, or at 
such other place or places as may hereafter be assigned by said Board; 
such trade or employment being in the opinion of the Board a nuisance, 
hurtful to the inhabitants, the exercise of which is attended by noisome 
and injurious odors.

Three of the parties engaged in slaughtering, on whom legal 
notice had been served, claimed an appeal under Chapter 26 
of.the General Statutes, and the appeals are now pending in 
the Superior Court. 

The Board, in order to give the proprietors time to find 
some other locality remote from the city to which they might

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remove their works, issued the following permit, with the 
distinct understanding that on the 30th of April the business 


should be discontinued : —

Boston, 187 
Permission is hereby given to to exercise 
the trade or employment of rendering tallow, fat, bones, or other 
animal matter at his factory, situated on street, in 


the City of Boston, until April 30th, 1876, unless otherwise ordered; it 
being understood that after that date such business shall be discontinued. 

Provided, That the tallow, fat, bones, or other animal matter, be 
heated, melted, boiled, burnt or rendered in steam-tight vessels, and 
the gases and odors therefrom be destroyed by combustion or other 
means equally effective, and according to the best and most improved 
means and processes. 

That the scrap or residuum be so dried or otherwise prepared as 
effectually to deprive such material of all offensive odors. 

That no tallow, fat, bones, or other animal matter be suffered to 


_ remain on or about the premises previous to being rendered, except in 


tight-covered tanks. 

That the floors, machinery, boilers, and all other parts of the 
premises be kept in a neat and cleanly condition, and so disinfected 
that no offensive odors shall arise therefrom. 

That all waste water and other refuse liquid matter be conducted by 
a suitably covered and properly trapped drain into the street sewer. 

Any violation of the above provisions will be sufficient cause for the 
revocation of this permit.

Nothing, however, was done when the time expired, and, 
at the request of some of the proprietors, it was extended to 
the 3lst day of May, 1876, at which time the Board purpose

INSPECTION OF PROVISIONS. 


We have always deemed it proper to say nothing in praise 
of any one connected with this Board. If such a reward is 
deserved, it must come, if at all, from another source. But, as 
the Inspector of Provisions, Mr. John H. Terry, is not 
appointed by us, and as we have, or ought to have, better 
knowledge of his usefulness than many, we feel we should be 
doing a great injustice if we did not state in this report that 
he is an honest, untiring and faithful officer, and of great 
value to the city. By his report submitted to us to-day, it 
appears that he has condemned and destroyed during the 
year under the statute : —

Sixty-one complaints have been instigated, 11 seizures 
advertised, 9 complaints in Court have been made, 7 of which 
have been sustained. 

One of these remaining complaints was for having unripe 
vegetables for sale ; the party was found guilty in the Court 
below, but on appeal acquitted by a jury on the ground that 
that he was ignorant of having them in his possession. The 
other complaint, for having veal under four weeks old with 
intent to sell, was sustained in the Court below, and a fine 
imposed, but on appeal the party was acquitted by a jury, on 
the ground that they were not satisfied that he intended to 
sell the veal. 

The fines and costs imposed in the other cases amounted to 
$285.90. 

A new law upon the subject was recently passed, which we 
trust will be adopted by the City Council. The law is as 
follows :— 


[CHAPTER 180.] 


Aw Act to provide for the appointment of inspectors of provisions, and 
animals intended for slaughter, in cities and towns. 


Be wt enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives, in General 
Court assembled, and by the authority of the same, as follows: — 


SecTIon 1. The Mayor and Aldermen of cities, and the Selectmen 
of towns, may annually appoint one or more persons to be inspectors of 
provisions and animals intended for slaughter, who shall be sworn to 
faithfully discharge the duties of their office, and who shall receive such 
compensation as the City Council of cities, or the Selectmen of towns, 
shall determine. , 

Sect. 2. Said inspectors shall have power to inspect all animals in- 
tended for slaughter, and .all meats, fish, vegetables, produce, fruits, 
and provisions of all kinds found in said cities or towns, or exposed for 
sale or kept with intent to sell therein; and may for this purpose enter 
into all buildings or enclosures where said animals, meats, fish, vegeta- 
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bles, produce, fruits or provisions are kept, stored or exposed for 
slaughter or sale. When such animals, meat, fish, vegetables, produce, 
fruit or provisions are found on such inspection to be tainted, diseased, 
corrupted, decayed or unwholesome from any cause, said inspectors 
shall seize the same, and cause them or it to be destroyed or disposed 
of, otherwise than for food; provided, however, that if the owner of the 
property seized shall at the time of the seizure notify said inspector, in 
writing, of his desire to appeal to the Board of Health, said inspector 
shall cause said animals, meat, fish, vegetables, produce, fruit or pro- 
visions to be inspected by said Board of Health, or by a committee 
thereof consisting of not less than two members; and if said board or 
committee shall tind the same to be tainted, diseased, corrupted or un- 
wholesome, they shall order the same to be destroyed or disposed of 
otherwise than for food; if said board or committee shall not so find, 
they shall order said animals, meat, fish, vegetables, produce, fruit or 
provisions to be forthwith returned to the owner thereof. All moneys 
received by said Inspector or Board of Health, for property disposed of 
as aforesaid, shall, after deducting all expenses incurred by reason of 
such seizure, be paid to the owner thereof. 

Srct. 3. Said inspectors shall have the power to inspect all veal 
found in said cities or towns, or offered or exposed for sale, or kept 
with intent to sell therein, and if said veal is, in the judgment of the 
inspectors, that of a calf killed under: four weeks old, he shall seize 
the same and cause it to be destroyed or disposed of as provided 
in the preceding section, subject, however, to the same provisions 
cece ne appeal and the disposal of moneys that are therein con- 
tained. 

Sect. 4. When complaint is made on oath to any police, municipal 
or district court, or magistrate authorized to issue warrants in criminal 
cases, that the complainant believes that any diseased animals, or any 
tainted, diseased, corrupted, decayed, or unwholesome meat, fish, veg- 
etables, produce, fruit or provisions of any kind, or veal of any calf 
killed under four weeks old, is kept or concealed in any particular 
house or place with the intent to kill, sell or offer the same for sale for 
food, the court or magistrate, if satisfied there is reasonable cause for 
such belief, shall issue a warrant to search for such animals or articles, 
and all such warrants shall be directed and executed as provided in the 
third section of chapter one hundred and seventy of the General Stat- 
utes. If, upon hearing, said court or magistrate shall determine that 
said animals or articles, or any of them, were kept or concealed for the 
purposes aforesaid, the same shall be destroyed or disposed of by the 
inspector, or by any officer designated by the court or magistrate, ac- 
cording to the provisions of the second section of this act; if the court 
or magistrate shall not so determine, said animals or articles shall be 
returned to the owner. 

Seot. 5. Whoever knowingly sells, or offers or exposes for sale, or 
has in his possession with intent to sell for food, any diseased animal, 
or any tainted, diseased, corrupted, decayed or unwholesome meat, fish, 
vegetables, produce, fruit or provisions of any kind whatever, shall be 
punished by imprisonment in jail not exceeding sixty days, or by fine 
not exceeding one hundred dollars. . ; 

Sect. 6. ‘The place where property condemned under this act shall 
be found, and the name of every person in whose possession it may be 
found and condemned, or who shall be convicted of an offence under 
section five of this act, shall be published in two newspapers published 
in the county. 

Sect. 7. The foregoing sections of this act shall not be in force in 
any city or town unless this act shall be adopted by the City Council of 
such city, or by the inhabitants of such town. 

Secr. 8. Chapter twenty-nine of the Acts of the year eighteen hun- 
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dred and seventy-five is hereby repealed; provided, that nothing herein 
contained shall affect any prosecution now pending, or any penalty or 
forfeiture already incurred. 

[Approved April 26, 1876.] 


Wet LANpsS AND STAGNANT WATER. 


The low marsh lands in the Highland, Charlestown, Brigh- 
ton, and West Roxbury Districts, mentioned in our report for 
1874, remain in much the same condition. The Board still 
adheres to the opinion therein expressed, “that no marsh 
land should be allowed to be inhabited, nor a_ building 
allowed to be placed on it, until proper and sufficient drain- 
age is provided, independent of sewerage.” 

Most of the houses now built upon these lands have no 
means of drainage, except upon the surface, or into the little 
creeks or channels of the marshes, which soon become filthy 
and offensive pools, rendering these districts very unhealthy. 
The evils resulting from. neglecting to provide sufficient 
drainage before such lands are built upon, were experienced 
in the Church-street and Northampton-street Districts, and 
were only remedied at a vast expense. Unless some meas- 
ures are taken in advance to secure proper drainage for these 
low lands, we shall be subject to like evils and expense. 

In many parts of the city there are areas of unoccupied 
lands, the surfaces of which are covered with stagnant water 
most of the year, and are made the receptacles for dead dogs, 
cats, and other filth. During the summer the water becomes 
covered with a green slime, and is at times exceedingly offen- 
sive, especially when disturbed by the wind or othrewise. 
Notices have been sent to the owners from time to time, but 
the instances are rare where they have taken any measures 
to abate the nuisances. The fee of the land being often in 
dispute, it has been difficult to trace the ownership, and, not 
infrequently, when the owner has been found he has proved 
to be an irresponsible person. The efforts of the Board to 
get the evil removed by such parties have proved unavailing. 
Some of these lands have been filled, by the direction of the 
Board, to a higher level, in order to drain them into the 
sewers, which, in many instances, were at too high a grade 
to permit of the drainage of the land in its former condition. 
In some instances the cost of. filling has been paid by the 
owners Without question ; in others the bills have been placed 
with the City Solicitor for collection. The accumulation of 
a considerable portion of this water is due to the overflow of 
the surface-water from the sidewalks. In all such places the 
walks should at once be raised to a higher level. 
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CEMETERIES AND BURIAL-GROUNDS. 


The cemeteries and burial-grounds in charge of this Board 
are a continuous and yearly increasing expense to the city. 
Many of the fences are old and dilapidated, requiring large 
repairs. ‘The walls have been affected more or less by the 
frost, and portions of them have already been relaid. The 
high wall of the Copps Hill Cemetery has been considerably 
thrown out of line, and will soon require relaying. The monu- 
ments are crumbling away, and must, in the course of a few 
years, be replaced or removed altogether. Many of the 
tombs have fallen in, exposing their contents, and have been 
repaired at the expense of the city, in consequence of the 
difficulty of finding the proprietors. If these tombs are to 


be kept in good condition, they should be filled up with 


earth and closed against further burials. Every year has 
lessened the number of those who feel an interest in these 
tombs. Only so much money has been expended by the 
Board upon these grounds as was absolutely necessary to 
keep them in decent condition. 

The work of ascertaining the names of the proprietors is 
progressing slowly, in consequence of the difficulty of tracing 
the proprietorship from deficient and imperfect records. The 
Board, as time elapses, is still more convinced that it would 
be for the best interest of the proprietors and the city to have 
the contents of these grounds, lying in the city proper, re- 


‘moved to some cemetery without the limits, or remote from 


the centre of the city, and the grounds utilized for some other 
purpose. 


HovusEs ORDERED TO BE VACATED. 


The number of houses and tenements ordered to be 
vacated was 148; the number actually vacated, 67. The 
reasons for such action were various; filth, stagnant water, 
defective drainage, defective and offensive vaults, and want 
of repair being the prominent ones. In most if not all the 
cases, the statute notice was first served upon the owner to 
put the premises in a habitable condition, and only upon bis 
failure to do this have we followed such notice up with an 
order to vacate. ‘Those not vacated after service of such 
order were allowed to remain unmolested, for the reason that 
they had been put into proper sanitary condition before the 
expiration of the time given.

URINALS. 


Two new urinals have been erected during the year; one 
of these for men, which was placed upon the vegetable-mar- 
ket-grounds between India street and Atlantic avenue, is a 
wooden building, 21 ft. by 11 ft., provided with eight 
water-closets and seven urinals. The other, for men also, 
placed on the vegetable-market grounds at the corner of 
Mercantile and Clinton streets, is an iron building, 14 ft. by 
10 ft., and provided with six water-closets and four urinals. 

It has, on good authority, been represented at this office 
that at least three thousand workingmen in the vicinity of 
these urinals were without any privy accommodations what- 
ever, until last season. 

Some delay in the erection of others has been occasioned 
on finding that the City Council had not authority to permit 
the placing of urinals in the public streets and ways, and 
upon the Public Garden. Therefore, to protect the one 
already placed upon the Public Garden, and to obtain author- 
ity to place others in the streets, application was made to the 
Legislature the past winter, and the following act secured : — 

2 
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[CHAP. 65.] 
An Act relating to Public Urinals in the City of Boston. 


Be it enacted, etc., as follows : — 


SECTION 1. The City of Boston, by vote of its City Council, shall have 
power to erect and maintain urinals for public use in any street, way, 
court, public square, common, or common lands in said city, and like- 
wise in the Public Garden, so called, lying to the eastward of Arlington 
street, therein. And any owner of land who suffers any injury in his 
property by reason of the construction of any urinal as aforesaid, may, 
at any time within one year after the construction is commenced, apply 
to the Superior Court for Suffolk County for assessment of his damages 
by a jury, and have his damages ascertained in the manner provided 
where land is taken in laying out highways. 

Sect. 2. This act shall take effect upon its passage. 

[Approved March 22, 1876.] 


As soon as proper locations along some of the main thor- 
oughfares of the city can-be determined upon, permission 
will be asked of the City Council to erect small ones, which 
will be of moderate cost, and will supply the conveniences 
for more universal use. Our narrow streets and sidewalks 
do not admit of an easy location of urinals, like many other 


cities, and we shall be able to overcome the difficulty in only . 


a few of the broader avenues. Those which have been built 
upon the Common and Public Garden have been open 
during the entire year, and have been kept in the most orderly 
and neat manner by the attendants. Their appreciation by 
the public, has met the most sanguine expectations. The 
same may be said of the other thirteen, which are smaller, and 
scattered over the city, and are all kept in a cleanly condition 
by one man, whose duty is to visit each one several times 
daily.

The removal of night soil has been conducted, wherever 


practicable, by the odorless excavating process. We believes 


it has given general satisfaction, and that the work has been 
well done by the contractor. The number of orders received 
for emptying vaults was 3,864. 


GREEN Hiprs, Horns, ETc. 


As there is a number of places in the city where green or 
green-salted hides are cured or stored, in some instances 
giving out an offensive odor, and as very little care seemed 
to be taken by certain persons engaged in this business so to 
conduct it as to give no offence, we thought it necessary that 
a regulation should be made upon the subject, and on the 
7th of May we made and published the following order : — 


: 
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Ordered, That from the first day of April to the first day of Novem- 
ber, no green hides or horns shall be cured, stored, or be suffered to 
remain within the limits of the city, without a written permit from 


the Board of Health. 
This order to take effect on the thirty-first inst. 


We desired to fix such conditions upon the conduct of the 
business as would prevent offensive odors, having in view at 
the same time the extent of the business, and the rights and 
privileges of those engaged in it; we therefore issued per- 
mits reading as follows : — 


Permission is hereby given to 
to store or cure green or green-salted hides or skins in building num- 
bered street, in the city of Boston, until 
otherwise ordered. 

Provided, That such hides or skins are stored in no other place than 
the basement of the building; that the floor of the basement shall be 
made perfectly tight and impervious to liquids, with a proper pitch so 
that all liquids and filth shall readily escape from the floor into a suita- 
ble drain, the floors to be kept at all times in a. neat and cleanly condi- 
tion and so disinfected that no offensive odors shall arise therefrom; 
that no such hides or skins shall at any time be suffered to remain in or 
upon any street, place or sidewalk; that the horns shall be immediately 
removed and placed in brine. 

Any violation of the above provisions will be sufficient cause for the 
revocation of this permit. 


The following extract from the old records of the town of 
Boston is interesting as a matter of history. 

On the 22d of March, 1799, the Board of Health of the 
town of Boston, of which Paul Revere was chairman, and 
John W. Folsom secretary, then sitting in the Senate Cham- 
ber of the Old State House, adopted the following among 
other regulations : — 


Storing or keeping after the first day of May and until the first day 
of December in each year, within the town of Boston, any. untanned 
hides, subjects them to seizure unless removed within twenty-four hours 
after notice being given by the Board; and notice is accordingly 
hereby given by them. 


STABLE MANURE. 


The ordinance upon this subject has been changed since 
the establishment of this Board, giving us the power to grant 
permits for the removal of manure at other times than those 
originally fixed. 

We have tried to protect the rights of the people to cleanli- 
ness of the streets, and to pure and wholesome air, as well as 
we could, consistently with the desire of those having stable 
manure on hand to get rid of it as soon as possible and in the 
least offensive manner. In some places the stables are so 
constructed that there is no other place to load except upon 
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the sidewalk. In all these cases, and in these only, we have 
allowed the wagons to be loaded upon the sidewalk, provided 
only that the work should be done beforé six o’clock in the 
morning. The general regulation made and published by us 


is as follows : — 
Boston, May 10, 1875. 
REGULATION. 


Ordered, That no manure shall be removed except in a tight canvas- 
covered vehicle, with the covering so secured to the sides and ends of 
the vehicle as to prevent the manure from being dropped or left in any 
street or way of the city in process of removal, and not loaded in or 
upon any street, lane, alley or passage-way, or upon or across any side- 
walk. 

Any violation of the foregoing order will subject the offender to 
prosecution. 


In order better to detect those who were removing manure 
without a license and without taking pains to prevent its 
dropping upon the streets, we issued the following permit :— 


Permission is hereby given to 
to remove Stable Manure on condition only that he complies with the 
following requirements : — 

1. Such manure shall at no time be loaded in or upon any street, lane, 
alley or passage-way, nor upon or across any sidewalk. 

2° Itshall be removed in a tight, canvas-covered vehicle, with the 
covering at all times so secured to the sides and ends of the vehicle, 
while moving with a load within the city limits, as actually to prevent 
the contents from dropping. 

3. The number of this license shall be painted in figures, at least 
two inches in size, in some conspicuous position upon the vehicle 
driven. 

Any violation of any one of the above requirements will revoke this 
license, and subject the offender to prosecution. 


The number of permits issued was 041. 


Fish PEDDLERS, ETC. 


It has been the custom to require those who peddle fish, 
and those who remove bones, grease and- refuse matter from 
the city, to report personally once every month at some con- 
venient place; each person being required to bring his 
vehicle with him for reinspection. There were, however, 
too many who, having once obtained a license to peddle, etc., 
for a year, never reported for inspection, and the almost in- 
variable excuse being that the horse of each delinquent had 
died on or about the day when the inspection should have 
been made, the better to accomplish our end, and, further, 
to prevent this alarming mortality (?) among the horses, we 
thought it best to license for a month only, and renew the 
license to all who reported and whose horses survived. 
Accordingly we issued a permit for the removal of grease, 
etc., as follows :— 
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No. 
is granted a license 
to remove from the city, bones, grease and refuse matter (house offal 
_ excepted) for one month from April 1, 187 , upon compliance with 
the following rules : — 

1st. All vehicles and -vessels for the transportation of the above- 
named substances shall be inspected on the first day of each month. 
They shall be made and kept in such condition as will prevent the 
escape of any of their contents, or the odor thereof, and entirely conceal 
the same from view. , 

2d. Every vehicle so used shall have the name of the owner, and 
number of the wagon, in letters and figures two inches in size, painted 
thereon, in some conspicuous position. 

3d. When the holder of this license discontinues the business for 
which it is granted, he shall return it to this office. 

4th. Any violation of the above rules will cause a revocation of this 
license, and subject the offender to prosecution. 

This license will be renewed only upon application at the yard of the 
City Stable, North Grove street, on the morning (between 8 and 12 
o’clock) of the first day of each month, or the following day when the 
first day comes on Sunday. 


And for fish peddling, as follows : — 
Now * 


: is granted a license 
to sell within the city limits for one month 
from April 1, 18 

This license will be renewed only upon application at the yard of the 
City Stable, in North Grove street, in the afternoon (between 1 and 4 
o’clock) of the first day of each month, and upon compliance with the 
following rules : — 

1st. This license is not good for any other person than 

and must be carried by him whenever selling such articles. 

2d. All vehicles and vessels for the transportation of the above- 

named substances shall be made and kept in such condition as will 

prevent the escape of any of their contents, or the odor thereof, and 

entirely conceal the contents from view. They shall be inspected the 
first day of every month, at the City Stable in North Grove street. 

3d. Every vehicle used for the above purpose shall have the name of 
the owner, and number of the vehicle, in letters and figures two inches 
in size, painted thereon, and also the number on the box, in some 
conspicuous position. | 

4th. The holder of this license is prohibited from crying his wares 
in the street to the disturbance of the inhabitants, and when he 
discontinues the business he shall return it to this office. 

5th. Any violation of these rules will cause a revocation of this 
license, and subject the offender to prosecution. 


The number of licenses issued for removing grease, etc., 
was 3 for peddling fish : 


House Orrau, FILTH, ETC. 


The ordinance relating to throwing dirt, or filth of any 
kind, into the streets, alleys, etc., not being comprehensive 
enough to cover some cases that we had, or at least such having 
been the decision of one of our courts, and as we thought it as 
necessary to restrain the negligent and careless dropping, as 
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the wilful or malicious throwing of filth in the street, on the 
8th of May we made and published according to law, the 
following regulation : — 


Ordered, That no person removing manure, house-offal, swill or 
filth of any kind, shall suffer it to leak or escape from any vehicle, by 
him owned or driven, in or upon any street, court, square, lane, alley, 
wharf or public enclosure, in the City of Boston.

PROSECUTIONS. 


The number of .complaints for violation of health laws and 
ordinances was 87. The amount paid in fines and costs was 
$982.91. In this number and amount, however, are included 
the cases reported by the Inspector of Provisions, which are 
given elsewhere in this report. 


Morrauity RETURNS. 


A matter of the first importance in making up statistics of 
mortality is the physician’s certificate. The statute upon 
this subject reads as follows :— 


* This does not include those that were voluntarily entered to be cleaned. 
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Any physician having attended a person during his last illness 
shall, when requested within fifteen days after the decease of such per- 
son, forthwith furnish for registration a certificate of the duration of the 
last sickness, the disease of which the person died, and the date of his 
decease, as nearly as he can state the same. 


Then follows the penalty for neglect or refusal. 

In a criminal case brought under the above section of the 
statute, there would’ be no question as to what “any 
physician” meant, inasmuch as the term would include any 
person who held himself out as such. 

But for the purpose of gathering reliable data under this 
statute, this all-embracing method of defining the word 
physician does not give the highest satisfaction or the best 
statistics. The art of healing may be promoted, but the 
science of reasoning by induction is not, by acquisitions to 
the medical profession of men and women, who would return 
a certificate similar to the following, which is a verbatim 
copy of one received at this office during the year : —

The “ lung diess ” turned out to be upon investigation lung 
disease. | 

To say that a person died of “canker and spasms,” “snufHles” 
or “lack of villality,” gives us but little knowledge of the true 
cause of death ; while “lung diess ” may, to those who under- 
stand its meaning, show the location but not the nature of the 
disease. Correct classification of diseases is difficult under 
such circumstances, and the city physician has been of great 
assistance to us in examining and determining the true cause 
of death in these and similar cases. 

The question who is. a physician within the meaning of 
Sect. 3 of Chap. 21 of the G. S., still comes back to us and 
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ought to be settled. Is every person, who holds himself or 
herself out as such, attending another in his last illness, a 
physician within the meaning of the statute? Are we to 
take the certificate of every soi-disant physician, and, upon 
that alone, give a permit for burial? Is he or she a physician 
who has no degree, no diploma, who has never studied 
medicine, who has had little or no experience, who cannot 
spell the name of a disease so that it can be read or under- 
‘stood, and who cannot write his or her name at all, but who 
simply makes a mark? If so, what weight shall we give to 
such certificates? Of what possible value are they? And 
if not, where shall we draw the line? Ought there not to be 
some legislative enactment defining “any physician,” or 
fixing the qualifications he shall possess, who undertakes to 
give this important certificate ? 

In the present report the Board is able to present for the 
first time the results of a mortality registration conducted 
under its immediate supervision. The statistics given in 
the following pages embrace only a part of the facts which 
have been gathered in this important department of sanitary 
work during the past year. Very much more might have 
been added, but the purpose has been kept in view to 
present in this portion of the report those matters only which 
possess obvious interest and value for the general reader, ex- 
tensive statistical tables and detailed facts, appropriate in a 
registration report, but less acceptable here, having been 
omitted. The Board is not unconscious of the fact ~ 
that important elements are lacking, whose presence is 
needed for statistical accuracy. Chief among these is a 
correct knowledge of the population of various sections of 
the city, whereby mortality rates might be calculated satis- 
factorily with reference to age-distribution, nationality and 
parentage. Other shortcomings will, it is hoped, be found 
easy to correct in the future working of this department of 
the Board’s functions. 

The immense assistance which this mortality registration 
has afforded to the Board during the year in its endeavors to 
promote the sanitary welfare of the city can hardly be 
overestimated. Without delay or obstruction the direct 
return of deaths has placed the Board in a position to inves- 
tigate, and in many instances to remove, conditions inimical 
to life and health. Preventable local causes of mortality have 
thus been repeatedly discovered, which else might have 
escaped detection, to work further mischief in homes already 
bereft. The desolating inroads of diphtheria, of scarlatina, 
of cholera infantum, and of other maladies included in the 
group of zymotic or filth diseases, have had in this manner 


=a 
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immediate recognition and, as far as lay in the power of the 
Board, energetic resistance. Without entering even an indi- 
rect claim that the diseases alluded to or any others are 
under the full control of sanitary authority, the Board feels 
confident that it has secured, in the registration of mortality, 
in the promptly reported information concerning the locality 
and causes of deaths, an immediately available and effective 
reinforcement in the prosecution of sanitary work. 

It is to be remarked concerning the comparatively high 
death-rate of the city during the past year that it is open to 
a double interpretation. In the first place, it means, in ac- 
cordance with common sense, that Boston is below the 
average as regards its public health, that imperfect sewerage 
and other conditions, remediable or inevitable, are impress- 
ing themselves upon our people in effects which are to be 
deplored. But, in the second place, lest there should be a 
temptation to exaggerate to a sensational degree the notion 
that Boston, jidged by its death-rate, is an unfit place to 
visit, or to inhabit, it is further to be remarked that our rel- 
atively high rate of mortality means also that the registra- 
tion of deaths is more accurate and complete than in cities 
which unduly exalt the estimated number of their inhabitants, 
while they fail to record the entire number of those who have 
died. This view of the case should not be lost sight of, when 
comparisons are made to the disparagement of Boston. 

The whole number of deaths returned for the year ending 
April 30th, 1876, not including still-births, was 9,154. 

This gives a death-rate of 26.77 per thousand of a popula- 
tion of 342,000. , 

If we include the still-births, of which there were 452, the 
whole number of deaths will be 9,606, and the death-rate 
28.08 per thousand. 

By Zymotics is meant those diseases which are due to con- 
tagion, filth, or miasma, and are known as preventable by, or 
amenable to, sanitary force. Small-pox, scarlatina, diphthe- 
ria, and typhoid fever are examples. 

By Constitutional Disease is meant those not dependent 
upon influences coming from without, but are largely in- 
herited. Consumption, cancer, and scrofula are examples. 

In the class of Local Diseases are included affections of 
the various organs or groups of organs in the body, consid- 
ered distinctively. Many of the inflammations illustrate this 
class, as, for example, pneumonia, pleurisy, and peritonitis. 

Developmental Diseases are those which depend for their 
cause upon accidental or other interference with the nutrition 
or growth of the body. Premature birth, cyanosis, teething, 
old age and debility are examples. 
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Violent deaths are those arising from accident, suicide, 


homicide, or execution.

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PoLIcE SURGEONS. 


There are at present fifteen police station-houses within 
the city, and in the course of the year about 80,000 persons, . 
for some cause, lodged for a longer or shorter time in these 
stations and under the court-house. Many of these persons, 
either from drunkenness or accident, require the services of 
a physician before they can be sent away to a hospital or 
elsewhere. 

In 1863, when the city covered but a small portion of its 
present area, an ordinance was made, requiring the city 
physician, in addition to other duties, to do all the service 
required of a physician at the city prison under the court- 
house, and at the several police stations in the city proper. 
While this was quite impossible for him then to do, it is 
much less so now, ‘with the present increased demand upon 
his time for other official duty. Practically, it has never 
been done, and can never be done, and secure the immediate 
attention which many of the accidents‘and other cases re- 
quire. 

The residence of the present City Physician happens to be 
near Station 4, and most of his official duty near Station 2. 
Many of the calls at these two stations are answered by him, 
but not all. The result has been that the nearest or most 
available physician has been called in, and in each case a 
separate and full charge is made. Last year the sum of 
$1,706.95 was paid by the police department for services 
thus rendered by the several physicians at police stations. 
The city thus pays exceptionally high for services; some- 
times for a first-class physician, but sometimesggto those 
whom the Council would not select for the position.. We 
respectfully call the attention of the City Council to this im- 
portant subject, and suggest the propriety of appointing, for 
a term of years, or during satisfactory service, a sufficient* 
number of regularly graduated physicians, selected from 
those who live in the immediate vicinity of the stations to 
which they are appointed, and who shall receive a salary ade- 
quate to their services. In this way the most competent and 
honorable physicians can be obtained, direct responsibility 
secured, and one half of the present expense saved the city 
treasury. 


DIPHTHERIA. 


Diphtheria prevailed to so large an extent, and its cause 
and true character — its relation to or dependence upon con- 
tagion or insanitary surroundings — became a matter of so 
great interest that we thought best to institute examinations 


* 
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in every case where death occurred, and, so far as practicable, 
in ail cases where the disease was known to exist. Dr. F. W. 
Draper, one of our medical inspectors, was assigned this 
duty, and the preparation of a special paper on the subject. 
The work was pursued with diligence until nearly the close 
of the year, and much valuable material had been gathered 
when he was disabled by sickness, and the work suspended. 
We regret that his illness has prevented the publication of 
the result of his investigation in this report. 

The number of deaths from this diséase will be found on 
one of the tables which follow. 


Infant MorvatLity. 


The large number of deaths of children under five years of 
age, of infantile diseases in years passed, seemed to us to 
require investigation, in order to discover, if possible, the 
cause. ‘This duty was assigned to W. L. Richardson, M.D., 
one of our medical inspectors, whose report is hereto annexed. 


MEDICAL COMMISSION. 


The members of the Medical Commission appointed at the 
suggestion of His Honor the Mayor in 1874, to examine into 
the death-rate of the city, are entitled to great credit for 
their thorough investigation of the subject, and the valuable 
report which they submitted to us in November last. 


‘ CHEMICAL WoRK. 


The only work submitted to a chemist during the year was, 
in the latter part of April, when complaint was made at this 
office that a certain kind of cooked corned beef had produced 
sickness in several families. Specimens of the meat were at 
once obtained, which were found to be packages of cooked 
meat rolled in a layer of cloth, and covered outside with tin 
foil. 

Evidence was obtained which left no doubt but that the 
meat caused the illness, and the public was at once cau- 
tioned through the daily papers. 


Dr. E. 8. Wood, Professor of Chemistry of Harvard 
University, was: employed to examine the meat, and we 
make the following extracts trom his report : — 


* 
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‘¢Tn accordance with instructions received from you, I have examined 
specimens of the pressed beef which have caused several cases of 
poisoning in the.City of Boston. . . . . Three specimens have 
been examined. The first two of these specimens were examined 
chemically, and the third was administered to-a small dog, but without 
any result. The only result of a careful analysis of the first two speci- 
mens was the detection of atrace of lead in both of them. This was 
not sufficient to cause the serious symptoms which were caused by 
eating specimens of the beef, but might, if eaten for a sufficiently long 
period, cause chronic lead poison. The presence of lead in the beef can, 
readily be explained by the tin foil (which contains lead) which is 
wrapped around the beef, although it is separated from it by a layer of 
cloth. In order to preserve the meat it is treated with brine, which 
saturates the cloth, and dissolves a portion of the lead from the tin-foil. 
When dissolved, it can readily permeate the cloth, and enter the meat 
in small amounts. It occurred to me that a large excess of saltpetre, 
used in curing the meat, might have.caused the symptoms, which were 
those of an irritant poison; but a quantitive estimation proved this 
hypothesis to be a false one, —a pound of the meat containing less than 
fifty grains of saltpetre, an amount insufficient to produce such serious 
symptoms. The symptoms, so far as I have been able to learn, are 


principally vomiting, purging, and extreme prostration. These symp- 


toms are entirely consistent with, and, in fact, exactly similar to those 
which are produced by eating unsound meat; and this is the probable 
explanation of its injurious action, since only one of the specimens 
which I received preserved its fresh odor more than twenty-four hours, 
an odor of putrefaction being plainly perceptible after that lapse of 
time, although it was kept in a cool place. This decomposition was 
probably started before the meat was packed. The practice of placing 
tin-foil about preserved meats should be reprimanded, since a certain 
amount of the lead is dissolved.” 


We referred last year to the efforts then being made by 
some philanthropic people to save, if possible, the lives of 
many children who might fall victims to the various so-called 
“summer diseases.” A house was established on the sea- 
shore (Beverly), and the results reported by the officers of 
the institution fully meet the expectations of those who 
planned and carried out the enterprise. 


Our acknowledgments are again due to Dr. Geo. H. 
Rohé, of the U.S. Signal Service, for furnishing us with 
daily reports of meteorological observations during the past 
year, and for the courtesy and promptness with which he has 
at all times responded when called upon for information.

REPORT OF THE CITY PHYSICIAN. 


City Puysicran’s OFFICE, 
May 1, 1876. 


To the Board of Health :— 


GENTLEMEN, —I have the honor to submit the following 
report of this office, for the year ending April 30. 

There have been 931 persons vaccinated, of which number 
6 were persons revaccinated. Certificates of vaccination 
have been given to 237 children for their admission into the 
public schools. Vaccine virus has been furnished to 26 
physicians, who were residents of the city. Visits have been 
made to the jail daily, or oftener, as the occasion required, 
and 1,683 prisoners have been examined for complaints, real 
or feigned. The sick at the City Prison, and at the Tempo- 
rary Home, have been seen whenever it was necessary. At 
the latter place 305 women and children have been treated 
for various ailments, and 4 deaths have occured. There have 
been 6 cases of childbirth at the Home during the year. I 
have made, at different police stations, 174 visits, to see 
prisoners and others who required medical attendance. These 
for the most part have been surgical cases, and have occurred 
generally in the night-time. ‘There have been examined 96 
policemen, at the request of the Chief of Police, to see if 
they were physically qualified to perform the duties of their 
office, and there have been examined, under a similar request 
from the Fire Commissioners, 66 firemen, for the same object. 

I have seen also, during the year, 856 bodies of persons 
who have died without a physician i in attendance during their 
last illness. These cases comprise principally those who die 
from chronic disease, where there has been no medical care 
for months before death, and those who die suddenly. ‘They 
include, also, those who die at birth, or soon after, with no 
physician to make the necessary returns. In such instances 
a careful examination is made, the symptons learned, and a 
diagnosis reached sufficient for all practical purposes. ‘The 
law requires a medical certificate of death before a permit is 
granted to bury a body; and these examinations are made to 
conform with -the law, as well as to collect the statistics for 
the bills of mortality. 
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There have been under my care at the Marcella-street — 
Hospital, before it was given up by your Board as a hospital, 
3 cases of small-pox, which all recovered. Each one of 
these persons had been previously vaccinated. There is not 
at the present time a single case of this loathsome disease 
within the limits of the city. 

In conclusion, I desire to acknowledge the courtesy and 
kindness that I have always received from the members of 
your Board, which have largely lightened the labors of my 
office ; and I also wish to acknowledge the faithful services of 
my assistant, Dr. John H. McCollom.

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REPORT OF THE PORT PHYSICIAN. 


To THE Boarp or HEALTH :— 


GENTLEMEN,— The annual report of the Port Physician for 
the year ending April 30th, 1876, is herewith respectfully 
submitted. 

Five hundred and four vessels have been examined and 
passed. Of this number, two have: been quarantined on 
account of yellow fever, viz.: The schooner “N. J. Miller,” 
arriving September 7th, from San Domingo, and the brig 
“Elba,” arriving December 17th, from Havana.

which amount has been paid to the City Treasurer. 

There have been admitted to Gallop’s Island Hospital dur- 
ing the year, twenty-five patients, as follows: from vessels, 
three cases of yellow fever; from the city, four cases of 
small-pox, and eighteen regarded as infected persons and 
dangerous to the public health, having been exposed to small- 
pox. 

The cases of yellow fever fully recovered and were dis- 
charged, having been detained about two weeks.

Of the four cases of small-pox, three recovered, the other 
resulting fatally. 

The remaining eighteen having been detained a sufficient 
length of time, and no disease having appeared, were thor- 
oughly cleansed and discharged. 

With the exception of the above-mentioned cases, the 
Island has been entirely free from sickness since May 28th, 
1873. 

The comparative freedom of the Island, for the past two 
or three years, from disease, has given a good opportunity 
for the development of the land and improvement of the 
buildings. New buildings have taken the place of old, worth- 
less ones, and nearly all the land has been brought into a fair 
state of cultivation.

Table vegetables, such as string-beans, green corn, green 
peas, lettuce, etc., of which no account has been made, were 
grown in quantities to liberally supply the wants at the 
Island and on the steamer “ Samuel Little.” 

The dairy has furnished all the milk used on the Island 
and steamer; and has made nearly butter enough to supply — 
the Island for the year. 

The stock on the Island consists of one horse, two oxen, 
two cows, and a heifer. 

Among the improvements of the year may be mentioned 
the digging out and bricking up under the barn, making 4 
very convenient barn cellar. 

The grading, also, has added greatly to the general good 
appearance of the Island. 

A very neat and substantial building, 35 feet by 18, has 
just been completed by the overseer, Capt. Ranlett. This 
building furnished us with very convenient and much-needed 
_ carpenter, blacksmith, and paint shops. 

The steamer “Samuel Little” has run for the year without 
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any extensive repairs; and we consider her good for the 
ensuing year. 

Captain W. H. Sampson, who has filled well the position 
of commander of the above-named steamer for the past two 
years, resigned April 15th, 1876. Captain G. T. Ranlett, a 
former commander, has been appointed his successor. 

We are indebted to Col. J. C. Whiton, Superintendent of 
the Deer Island Institutions, for many favors granted during 
the year. 

Dr. C. Irving Fisher, to whom I have been under pleasant 
obligation since my connection with the department, resigned 
the office of Port Physician, September 15th, 1875, to enter 
private practice. He carried with him the hichest regards 
and best wishes of the officers of this department. 

Dr. Thomas Kittredge was appointed Assistant Port Phy- 
-gician, September 15th, 1875. It is sufficient to say that 
his previous experience in the department warrants his 
efficiency in the future. 

It gives me pleasure, in submitting this report, to ac- 
knowledge my indebtedness to those with whom I have been 
associated in the dischar ge of my duties; and to thank them 
for their faithful co- operation ; ; and especially to you, gen- 
tlemen, for your counsel and recognition at all times.

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INFANT MORTALITY.

A careful examination and study of the vital statistics of 
any large city or town reveal many facts of great interest to 
the statistician, and present for solution many problems at 
once perplexing and difficult. Among these facts there is 
none more startling than the high death-rate which is found 
to prevail among children, in comparison to that observed 
among adults, and no problem deserves so careful consid- 
eration, while, at the same time, it presents so many obsta- 
cles in the way of a solution, as that which deals with the 
methods by which this high death-rate among children can 
be reduced. The fact observed is a universal one, prevail- 
ing in all communities alike. The death-rate in one city 
may, it is true, be much lower or higher than that in another 
differently situated, and subject to better or worse hygienic’ 
influences ; but the relative rate noticed between the mortality 
of children and adults will be found, with scarcely an excep-. 
tion, to be nearly the same all over the world. 

That this high death-rate among children is to be attributed 
to many different causes rather than to any single one, all 
who have studied the subject agree. Moreover, the fact is 
now clearly recognized that of the factors which tend tog pro- 
duce this excessive mortality among children, some at least 
are to be classed as preventable, and nearly all will admit of 
improvement by the adoption of proper sanitary regulations. 
| The statement that the rise and fall of the death-rate are, toa 
certain, and, in many cases, a very marked degree, within 
our control, is agreed upon by all who have interested them-. 
selves in the subject; but this unanimity of opinion vanishes: 
as soon as the discussion turns upon the best methods by 
which the proposed reform is to be brought about. 

The object of the present paper is, first, to examine the 
infant mortality of the city during the year that has just 
ended (April 30, 1876); second, fo ascertain to what the: 
excessive death-rate is due; and, third, to devise, if possible, 
some means of improvement in the future. 
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By a general usage, the term infant mortality has come 
to denote the mortality of those of five years of age and 
under. This, therefore, is the meaning of the title of the 
paper, and of the expression as it occurs in the following 
pages. 

For the facts relating to the number of inhabitants of the 
city and of its various sections, and the proportion of infants 
to adults, I am under great obligations to Col. Carroll D. 
Wright, Chief of the Bureau of Statistics of Labor, who has 
kindly given me most valuable information whenever I have 
applied to him for it. The meteorological observations are 
these furnished to the Board of Health by Dr. George H. 
Rohé of the U. S. Signal Service. 

At the request of his Honor Mayor Cobb, a medical com- 
mission was appointed, October 15, 1874, to examine into 
the sanitary condition of Boston. In their report, submitted 
to the Board of Health, under date of November 1, 1875, 
Dr. Thomas B. Curtis (the Secretary of the Commission) 
discussed at length the question of the supposed excessive 
infant, mortality of the city, and those especially interested 
in the subject are referred to that report for much valuable 
material bearing directly upon the statistical and scientific 
side of this important question. The object of the present 
paper is to present, in a somewhat popular form, certain 
facts which may throw some light upon the causes of this 
high death-rate, while, at the same time, it suggests measures 
by the adoption of which, it is to be hoped, the lives of many, 
now annually sacrificed, may be saved. 


I. Ineant Morrauity IN BostoN DURING THE YEAR END- 
inc Aprit 30, 1876. 


According to the census which has been lately taken 


(July, 1875), the number of inhabitants of Boston is | 
341,919. Of this number, 43,936 are five years of age ~ 


and under. During the year ending April 30, 1876, the 
number of deaths which occurred was 9,154, and of this 
number, 4,167 were reported among children of five years 
of age and under. It will thus be seen that, while the death- 
rate of those over five years of age was 16.73 per thousand, 
the high rate of 94.84 per thousand obtained among infants. 

The following table contains the names of the various dis-

The causes of death in the preceding table are taken from 
the death-certificates returned to the Board of Health, and 
are given here, not with the belief that they are strictly cor- 
rect, but because, to a certain extent, they give the general 
character of the diseases which proved most fatal to young 
children. It ig certainly questionable whether dentition, 
ascites, canker, colic, coryZa, and many other diseases, the 
names of which appear in the above list, should ever be 
considered, per se, as a cause of death. 

At present there exists in Massachusetts no proper system 
of medical registration, and it is therefore impossible to 
obtain any statistics bearing upon the causes and frequency 


.) 
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of disease, which can be depended upon to any great extent. 
It may not be out of place here to express the hope that the — 
' day is not far distant when some additional legislation shall at 
least prescribe what is meant by the term “any physician,” as 
used in the law now governing this whole subject of death- 
certificates. 

An examination of these various causes will show that, for 
the purposes of discussion, they readily admit of classifica- 
tion, as follows : —

From the following table it will be seen that the liability 
to death in early life decreases with age, and that the-death- 
rate, with an occasional accidental exception, falls steadily 
from 792.24 per thousand, which obtained among infauts of 
one month of age and under, to 32.22 per thousand, which was 
the death-rate of those between four and five years of age.

From these figures it will be seen that only 921 (22.11 
per cent.) of the children who died were of native parentage, 


while 3,246 (77.89 per cent.) were either of foreign, mixed 
or unknown parentage. It will be noticed, also, that very ~ 
nearly the same ratio exists between the number of native 
adults who died, and the whole number of adult deaths. 

The following table gives the percentage of the children 
who died from those diseases which contribute most largely 


to the sum total of the infant mortality of the city.

For the purpose of ascertaining to what extent the death 
rate was affected by local influences, thirteen different 
sections of the city were selected, in which the inhabitants 
were living under more or less widely differing conditions. 
In some, the population was thickly crowded together, 
as in Districts XII. and XIII., while exactly the opposite 
was the case in Districts I. and VI. In some: the’ foreign 
element largely predominated, as in Districts VIII. and 
XI., while in Districts I. and’ VI. the native population 
far exceeded in number that of foreign extraction. Several 
of the outlying rural sections of the city were’ also selected, 
as furnishing a fair field for comparison with those districts 
which lay within the limits of the city proper. 

The following were the boundaries of the districts selected : 

District I. Bounded by Cambridge, Charles, Beacon, 
Arlington streets, Commonwealth avenue, Berkeley street, 
Warren avenue, West Newton, Clarendon streets, Boston 
and Albany Railroad track, Brookline avenue to the creek, 
and thence by a curved line running alovg the Brookline line 
to the Charles river.

From these various tables, which, with certain slight 
variations, are very similar to those of previous . years, 
several facts seem well established as bearing more or less 
directly upon the general subject of infant mortality. 

First. Those who die-at the age of five years and. under 
are vastly in excess of those who die after passing that period 
of life, the death-rate of the former class being 94.84 per 
thousand, while that of the latter is only 16.73. 

Second. [Table III.] The death-rate constantly de- 
creases with age. Thus while the death-rate of those, who 
died at the age of one month and under, was 792. 24 per 
thousand, this excessive rate gradually fell until it was only 
32.22 per thousand of all between four and five years of age. 

Third. [Table IV.] This high death-rate is to be found 
chiefly among the ‘children of foreion parentage ; thus only 
22.11 per cent. of all the deaths referred to occurred | among 
children of American parents, while 76.06 per cent. oc- 
curred among the children of foreign or of mixed 


parentage. The parentage of 1.83 per cent. was unknown. 
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Fourth. [Table VI.] As regards the seasons of the 
year it will be noticed that there is a semi-annual wave of 
‘nerease in the death-rate ; an increase which is very marked 


during the summer months, and which, while not so striking, — 


is yet found to be constant during the winter months. 

Fifth. [Table VII.] The death-rate varies greatly in 
different sections of the city ; thus, in that large area of made 
Jand, which lies mainly west of Charles street and Columbus 
avenue, the death-rate was as low as 37.13 per thousand 
living, while the high rate of 96.14 was found in the imme- 
diate vicinity of Hanover and Commercial streets. 

This variation seems to depend largely on the char- 
acter of those living within the various boundary lines, 
and on the conditions under which they live, rather than on 
any local causes. The more crowded the population the 
higher the death-rate. A rise and fall in the mortality per- 
centage will also be seen to correspond to the wealth and 
poverty, the education and ignorance, of those living in the 
various sections of the city, which have thus been purposely 
selected, as affording marked contrasts in the character and 
social standing of the population. 

Sixth. More than one half of the infant mortality of the 
city is due to so-called preventable causes. Thus, there 
can be no question that the causes of the large mortality 
which is’ ascribed to debility, exhaustion, inanition, and 
marasmus, as well as that: which is annually classed under 
the head of diseases of the respiratory and digestive system, 
are due largely to ignorance, poverty and filth. This state- 
ment is strengthened by the fact that all these causes of death 
are found'to exist to a far greater extent among the poorer 
and the foreign classes than among those in more comfortable 
circumstances and of native parentage. 


TI. Causes oF Inrant MorrTatity. 


Passing now from ‘an examination of the statistics relating 
to the ‘infant mortality in Boston during the year which has 
just ended, we proceed to the second part of our subject, 
which relates to the causes which tend to produce this high 
death-rate among children of five years of age and under. 


Taking up first the diseases which contribute most largely 


to the infant mortality of the city, let us consider what are 
the causes of their prevalence and severity. 

Diarrheeal Diseases. — Nearly a fourth of all who die at five 
years of age, and under, die from some disturbance of the 
digestive system, as shown by a loss of appetite, a more or 
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less well-marked febrile reaction, restlessness, vomiting, 
diarrhoea, and collapse. On the death certificates various 
diseases, such as cholera infantum, diarrhoea, dysentery, 
enteritis, entero-colitis, gastritis, gastro-enteritis, appear as 
the ascribed cause of death. The name given for registration 
in the majority of cases is of little importance, especially when 
the medical character of the physician is taken in question. 
Certain facts in relation to the prevalence of this class of 
infantile diseases are worthy of mention. With very few 
exceptions, death from these causes takes place between the 
first of June and the middle of October. There can be but 
little question that, whatever names may be given to the 
various diseases which are characterized by nearly the same 
group of symptoms, they all owe their origin to certain definite 
causes, acting with greater or less severity, and that the re- 
sulting disease takes its special form, either from the degree of 
force with which those causes act, or the peculiar constitution 
of the individual patient upon which they are acting. These 
diseases are confined, for the most part, to cities and large 
towus ; they are rarely found prevailing to any great extent 
in the country. Their appearance is always preceded by 
a marked increase in the temperature, and-the early autumn 
frost is followed by their speedy departure... Their ravages are 
mostly confined to the crowded portions of the city, and the 
children of the poor and the ignorant go largely to. make up 
the crowd of their victims. The younger, the. patient the 
more fatal is the disease apt to be. 

What are the causes of the annual outbreaks of this class 
of diseases ? 

As is well known a baby has but few wants, but they are 
absolutely necessary for its very existence. ‘These are fresh 
air, suitable diet, cleanliness, and proper clothing. 

Fresh Air. — Owing to the delicate organization of the 
young child, any deleterious influences exerted by a poisoned 
atmosphere will, of course, be more quickly felt by it than 
they would be by an adult. The poisonous emanations from a 
defective sewerage ; ‘the escape of sewer-gases into dwelling- 
houses, owing to imperfect traps; the too close proximity of 
a filthy vault or privy; the tolerance of human excrement 
within occupied rooms; the keeping of animal or vegetable 
refuse matter in unsuitable receptacles within dwelling- 
houses, are all sources of contamination, by which the air 
surrounding the child is more or less poisoned... To a great 
extent these causes of disease are preventable. A rigid and 
frequent inspection of tenement- houses can do much towards 
removing many of the causes of the air-poisoning to which the 
young are so apt to fall victims. By this inspection any 
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overcrowding of these tenements can be prevented, and the 
owners compelled to see that the premises are kept clean, 
and, so far as is possible, considering the character of the 
tenants, free from all foul and offensive odors. 

Recognizing the importance of securing a proper supply of 
fresh air to those who were attacked, or were threatened with 
attacks of diarrhoeal diseases, in the summer, an organiza- 
tion was formed in Boston, last ‘spring (May 27, 1875), for 
the purpose of providing these poor children with that of 
which they stood in so much need, namely, pure, fresh air. 

We cannot better give the results of the experiment than by 
publishing the following extract from a letter received from 
Dr. James B. Ayer, who was the resident physician, during 
last summer, at the so-called Sea Shore Home, at Beverly : — 


Dear Dr.,—In reply to your inquiries regarding the benefits re- 
ceived by young children from pure air and proper nourishment, I will 
mention my experience at the ‘‘ Beverly Farms Sea Shore Home.” 

Last summer a house was rented at Beverly Farms, near the sea- 
coast, where 133 children, sent from the different Dispensary Districts 
of our city, were cared for. Nearly one-half of this number were under 
two years of age. 

Most of the children suffered from acute intestinal disorders, or from 
debility either following disease, or directly traceable to crowded 
tenements, scanty food, and neglect. | 

Of these children 93 were discharged well; 25 relieved ; 13 not relieved, 
and 2 died. Several of those discharged well were dangerously ill 
when admitted, and I believe would have had little chance of recovery 
if they had not been removed from home. The benefit to the little pa- 
tients from change of air was very marked, and showed itself very 
early. 

In spite of a fatiguing journey of 20 miles by rail, a large proportion 
of the children began to show signs of improvement a few hours after 
their arrival. The children were kept in the open air as much as 
possible. 

The general health of the children suffering from pulmonary com- 
plaints was improved by their stay atthe Home, although the air was too 
bracing for them, and an inland resort would have benefited them still 
more. 

A careful regulation of the diet was held to be of the utmost impor- 
tance for the successful treatment. Very few of the mothers were able 
to nurse their children, and nearly every child under my care, less than 
two years of age, was fed exclusively on cow’s milk. After repeated 
trials I became convinced that this was the best substitute for mother’s 
milk. Large cans of pure milk were left at the Home every morning. 
After standing an hour the upper quarter was poured off, and reserved 
for the babies. This was boiled and diluted with one to five times as 
much water, according to the age of the child, and condition of the 
digestive organs. In most of the cases, lime-water was added to the 
milk. Great care was taken to prevent the milk from becoming sour. 

The nursing-bottles were provided with plain rubber nipples, with- 
out any glass tubing. As soon as the child finished nursing, the bottle 
was emptied, and both bottle and nipple placed in a bowl of pure water. 
It was found difficult to teach the mothers to give their children nourish- 
ment at regular intervals, and not too frequently. : ak pe .

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Tn the Report of the Executive Committee, published a 
few months since, the attention of all interested in the health 
of the children of Boston was called to the marked success 
which had followed this experiment. The hope was also ex- 
pressed that, in the coming year, many other such retreats 
might be thrown open to the suffering children of the poor. 

There can be no question but that any effort, however 
trifling in itself, which provides the pure, fresh air to 
those whose lot is cast in the close, heated, and filthy 
homes of the city, is a work the magnitude of which cannot 
be estimated by those whose limited vision will not. allow 
them to foresee the future history of some whose lives, other- 
wise destined to be lost, are thus saved to the world. 

Suitable Diet.—The proper food for the infant during 
the early months of its life is unquestionably pure milk. 
Any one, who has been brought into close contact with the 
children of the poor, knows that with them pure cow’s milk 
even is not a common article of diet. When the mother is 
physically able to nurse her own offspring, and the require- 
ments of her daily work allow her to do so, the baby for a 
time stands a chance, at least, of obtaining a fair share of its 
natural food. Even under such circumstances, however; 
ignorance and custom combine to render the infant’s tenure 
of life precarious. Nursed whenever it cries, no matter 
whether that cry proceeds from hunger, colic, the discomfort 
produced by a wet diaper, ora displaced pin ; receiving, even 
at the earliest age, all sorts of additional articles of food 
whenever the family are eating; allowed to feed at odd in- 
tervals, all night, is it any wonder that the digestive system 
breaks down? In cases where the mother’s milk is insuffi- 
cient, or the mother is forced to be absent all day at hard 
work, while the baby is left to the care of strangers, its 
chances for life are then. terribly lessened.. Rarely is the 
nursing-bottle properly cleaned; the milk, poor in quality 
when received from the local grocery, is frequently kept in 
a vessel from which the sour milk of the day previous has 
not been thoroughly washed, and here, as before, the food is 
given at all hours of the day and night. Even among the 
wealthy and educated the diet of the young child is too often 
either entirely neglected, or so poorly managed as to make 
it surprising that the death-rate from this cause alone is not 
greater than it is. 

Among the poorer classes it is not at all uncommon to find 
Women nursing their children long after the teeth have ap- 
peared, weaning not unfrequently being postponed until the 
child is between a year and a half, or even two and a half 
years old, the mothers justifying their choice of the child’s 
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diet by the old and erroneous tradition, that impregnation 
cannot occur during lactation. It is by no means rare 
among dispensary patients, to find a woman nursing a child 
until its claim to its mother’s breast is disputed by that of 
a rival brother or sister. 

That the mother’s milk is the best food for the child isa 
point upon which the whole medical profession is agreed. 
The recent experiments of physiologists have demonstrated 
not only the truth of this statement, but have shown why it — 
is so; and all practising physicians, who are called upon to 
treat the digestive disorders of young children, unite in their 
positive statement as to the injurious effects which are 
almost sure, sooner or later, to follow any deviation from 
that diet which nature, when left to herself, so bountifully 
provides for the young of the human race. ' | 

Various substitutes have been proposed. Some of them, as 
the milk of cows and goats, very nearly resemble human 
milk, while others, sold in the market under various attract- 
ive names, are very different from it, both in their chemical 
constituents and in their supposed physiological action, when 
taken as food, into the human system. 

In a most valuable paper on the subject. of the excessive 
death-rate observed among infants from the so-called diar- 
rhoeal diseases, Dr. Baginsky gives (Berliner linische 
Wochenschrift, Feb. 21 and 28, 1876,). the results of a 
series of experiments which he made with the view of ascer- 
taining the comparative merits of the various articles, which 
commonly go to make up the diet of infants. His investiga- 
tions were confined to an examination of human milk, cow’s 
milk, Swiss milk (condensed milk), two varieties of farina- 
ceous food, and two specimens of so-called prepared infant’s 
focd. After an exposure of these various articles of diet to 
a temperature of about 67° for a period of twenty-four hours, 
he found that the human and ‘the cow’s milk remained almost 
unchanged, the Swiss milk, the two varieties of the farina- 
ceous tood, and of the artificial food, although appearing still 
to be perfectly fresh and wholesome, yet exhibited on 
examination bacteria in active motion. The reaction of the 
human milk was alkaline, that of the cow’s milk was slightly 
acid, while the farinaceous and prepared foods gave a very 
strong acid reaction. After a further exposure of eighteen 
hours the cow’s milk and the Swiss milk were found to be 
coagulated, while the farinaceous and prepared foods were in 
a high state of putrefaction. The human milk, however, 
still gave an alkaline reaction, and appeared almost unchanged. 

To the use of improper food, therefore, Dr. Baginsky 
ascribes the large number of deaths from diarrhoeal diseases, 
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a number which, according to his figures, has quadrupled 
during the last twenty years, while no other cause of death 
has presented such a marked increase. 

The experience of those who have the care of asylums for 
infants confirms strongly the views here set forth as to the 
value of the mother’s milk. The physicians of the New 
York Infant Asylum state (fourth Annual Report, 1876,) 
that while only 14 per cent. of the infants who are admitted 
to that institution with their mothers die, 50 per cent. of 
those admitted without their mothers fall early victims to the 
disorders of the digestive system. 

The history of the Massachusetts Infant Asylum (West 
Roxbury) adds very valuable testimony as to the different 
results obtained by the feeding of infants with human milk, 
or with any substitute, inasmuch as in that institution both 
methods have been tried. In this connection the following 
interesting account of that asylum, kindly furnished by 
Dr. Charles P, Putnam, one: of the physicians in charge, is 
given as strongly confirming the views here presented : —

DEAR Doctror,— You ask me about the Massachusetts Infant 
Asylum. 

We now take in a good many nursing mothers with their babies, so 
that almost every child that enters the Asylum is wet-nursed. Each 
mother nurses her own and a foster-child by turns, and feeds each in 
turn with bottle-food (unless one of them is too sick to bear artificial 
food at all). When a child comes in that has been on the bottle before, 
as is usually the case, we at once go to work to teach it to nurse, a 
matter of no little difficulty in some cases, and only now and then, 
when one comes in that is older than usual, do we keep it on the bottle 
only. 

i this way we have raised a large number of babies that, had they 
not been admitted to the Asylum, would not have got along at all. Of 
the truth of this statement my experience, during the four years that I 
have been admitting physician, gives quite positive proof. Namely, 
the number of applications for admission has been vastly larger than 
the number which the size of the Asylum allowed us to admit; and of 
the babies that were refused for want of room, I have followed up 
quite a large number to see what became of them. Over and over 
again it has been my painful experience to see of two babies, equal, to 
all appearance, in health, that applied for admission to the Asylum, 
how the one that did get in went on steadily improving, while the one 
that was excluded went on as steadily losing ground. The mortality 
among the infants thus excluded for want of room has been enormous. 
Occasionally I have sent out notes to learn the fate of all the babies 
that have applied within a certain time, and have always found that a 
large proportion had died. 

Lhose babies have fared best whose mothers have by any means 
managed to keep their children and nurse them, even when they were 
Suffering severely from poverty. But this is not the usual condition. 
Most of the mothers who apply for the admission of their babies have 
already been forced to put them out to board, or are reduced to it soon 
after. 
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When the Asylum was first opened, the use of wet-nurses was not a 
part of the plan. But the admission of mothers to nurse their own and — 
another child has become gradually a permanent feature of the Asylum 
work, —valuable to the foster-child that thus gets a share of breast- 
milk, and invaluable to the mother and her own child, who are thus 
kept together and out of harm’s way. : 

Many factors have combined to bring the death-rate at the Asylum 
down to the very low number at which it now stands, but none, per- 
haps, so much as the introduction of the good supply of breast-milk, 
which we now almost always have at command, and which is utilized 
in the way I have described. 

The effect was very striking on the general health of the Asylum, 
and still more on particular children at the time when the number of 
wet-nurses was largely increased. As each new one came, and a bed 
was set up for her in a nursery already too full of air-consumers, we 
could not but be afraid of losing, by overcrowding, more than we 
should gain. All such fears, however, were dispelled when we saw, 
in one case alter another, the improvement brought about by the sub- 
stitution of breast for bottle-milk.

During the first four years after the Massachusetts Infant 
Asylum was opened, the annual mortality was 34.66, 38.77, 
26.6, and 47.7 per cent., while the last four years the rate of 
mortality has fallen to 14.3, 19.48, 9.52, and 12.35 per 
cent. Doubtless various causes have combined to occasion 
this very marked and lasting improvement in the death-rate ; 
but, according to the views entertained by those best informed 
upon the subject, the present healthy condition of the infants 
is largely due to the change made in the method of feeding 
them. 

In an account of the Charities of France (1866), a most 
striking comparison is made, bearing directly upon this same 
point. 

The. statistics are there given of a large number of chil- 
dren received into the French Foundling Hospitals, and also 
of a large number who were placed under the care of hired 
nurses. The results, as given in the following table, con- 
firm the statement made by the Physician of the Massachu- 
setts Infant Asylum, as to the comparative advantages to be 
derived from having children properly nursed, over that sys- 
tem which crowds them together into the old-fashioned found- 
ling asylum, where they are brought up on the bottle, under 
the care of women, to each of whom a very large number of 
babies is assigned.

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Perhaps no better picture can be drawn to illustrate the 
evil results sure to follow the overcrowding and improper 
eare of children, than is given in the-statistics furnished to 
the Board of Health, by those in charge of the St. Mary’s 
Infant Asylum, in Dorchester. A large house, beautifully 
situated on rising ground and surrounded by a clear, open 
space, offers a location than which nothing better could be de- 
sired. At the time the building was inspected by the Board 
of Health, in May, it was found to contain 58 infants, of 
varying ages, from a few weeks to about three years of age, 
or even older. The rooms used both for the sleeping-apart- 
ment and day-nursery were overcrowded with the little ones, 
and the air was poisoned by the emanations proceeding from 
so many human bodies. A very large proportion of the 
children were suffering from ophthalmia, and why the others 
escaped from the disease would be a difficult matter to 
explain, since those affected and those unaffected were play- 
ing together, and towels were used indiscriminately among 
the sick and well. According to the figures furnished to 
the Board of Health, by the Sister Superior, the following 
facts are ascertained : —

From these figures it appears that the mortality was 68.43 
per cent. When it is borne in mind that the infant mortality 
of the whole city was but 9.48 per cent., the high death- 
rate at the St. Mary’s Infant Asylum is at once startling 
and suggestive. 
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It is certainly questionable whether the deaths which oc- 
curred in this institution should fairly be counted in estimat- 
ing the death-rate of the infants in Boston. Leaving them, 
therefore, out of the calculation, the number of deaths would 
be reduced from 4,167 to 3,909, and the death-rate would be 


reduced from 94.84 per thousand, to 89.45 per thousand. - 


The total death-rate of the city would also be reduced from 
26.77 to 26.03 per thousand. 

When, for any reason, human milk cannot be obtained for 
infants, the use of cow’s milk is the best substitute. It is, 
however, difficult for the poor to obtain an abundant fresh 
supply of pure milk. Before the milk reaches the consumer, 
who can afford to buy at any one time only a few cents’ worth, 
it has passed through many hands since it first reached 
the city in the early milk-train. One of the chief difficulties 
with which the dispensary officers have had to contend for 
years, in their annual summer contests with the various so- 
called summer-diseases, has been the management of the 
diets of the little sufferers. Pure milk was with difficulty 
obtained, and the temptation to give all sorts of food, no 
matter what was the age or condition of the patient, was so 
great, that it was a wonder the results of the treatment were as 
good as they were. 

The establishment, by philanthropic ladies, of the Diet 
Kitchen, was a grand step forward in the right direction. 
Daily, on the presentation of orders from the dispensary phy- 
sicians, poor people received articles of diet for the sick and 
suffering of their families, who, but for this noble charity, 
would go without that wholesome food, which was often 
far more needed than any medicine. By far the larger 
part of the orders received were for milk, of which, according 
to the last printed report, 138,550 quarts were given out 
during the first ten months which followed the opening of the 
Diet Kitchen. 

As showing the excellent results obtained by the use of the 
milk distributed among the poor by the agents of this charity, 
we desire to call attention to the following letter received 
from Dr. Frederic W. Vogel, who has for more than two 
years ‘been the Dispensary Physician of the North End 
District : — 

42 Newbury STREET, June, 1876. 

DEAR Docror, —In reply to your note, permit me to state that I 
have used a milk diet amongst the children, in my Dispensary District, 
very extensively during eighteen months, and that, from the experience 
gathered from many hundred cases, | can very heartily endorse your rec- 
ommendation of its extensive use. I have given it in daily quantities, 


from one pint to three, according to age, and at the same time recom 
mended the use of bread, or other ‘cereals, with it. 
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Ihave seen the most striking results of this diet in the vast number 
of scrofulous cases, the majority of children being above one year of 
age, where the milk from the Kitchen was substituted for the strong 
tea, the salt or fried fish and meats, ete., which previously had formed 
the diet of the patients. In this connection I could mention some very 
remarkable instances of improvement, in spite of the many other bad 
hygienic con:litions in which the patients were placed, several of them 
living in badly-ventilated cellars, with sleeping-holes without windows, 
and suffering from insufficiency of clothing. 

For infants under one year, the change to the milk diet from the 
Kitchen gave, as a rule, less prominent results, since, where mother’s 
milk could not be obtained, cow’s milk, either alone or with farinaceous 
admixtures, had been used before the diet came into action. But even 
here, in cases where the milk was very destitute of the creamy element, 
I found the milk from the Diet Kitchen, the top part of the can being 
given in proper dilution, generally brought marked improvement, 
whenever the digestion was feeble. In children between six and eigh- 
teen months, when suffering from indigestion, I rarely resorted to the 
use of milk alone, the addition of groats, papoma, Liebig’s food, ete., 

iving, as a rule, better results; and these only very rarely had to be 
iscontinued, on account of the dislike of the patient. In this connec-. 
tion I should like to mention that, in children, as well as adults, I have 
not seen any article of diet which could be given, for such long periods, 
without getting the patient tired of it, as milk.

The following extract, from a letter from Dr. James B. 
Ayer, the Dispensary Physician of the West End District, 
also adds strong testimony as to the good done by this free 
distribution of milk among the poor of the city : — , 


You also inquire if, in dispensary practice at the West End, the chil-. 
dren have been benefited by the pure milk allowed them from the Diet. 
Kitchen. 

I can speak in the highest praise of the great amount of good which. 
this most practical charity has done for the poor of my district, and es- 
pecially for very young children. During the past ten months fully 200: 
children from this district haye obtained pure milk through the Diet. 
Kitchen ; and to this aid, in a large fraction of the cases, improvement. 
could be directly traced. 

There are hundreds of families on Beacon Hill who live in wretched 
quarters, and in the cheapest possible manner. These people look upon. 
milk as a luxury, and rarely purchase more than a gill at one time, and 
generally this is of very poor quality. 

When a child, in one of these families, receives a daily allowance of’ 
a quart of pure Diet Kitchen milk, it is not surprising that the improve-. 
ment in its condition is so noticeable. Many of the children seen b 
the dispensary physician do not need medicine so much as food, and in, 
many cases an order on the Diet Kitchen is the only prescription I find; 
necessary to write. ; . 4 - ‘ : - : : 


Cleanliness. — Among the poor and ignorant this subject: 
is one which rarely receives any attention, while among 
those in better circumstances even, a great improvement. 
might with advantage be insisted upon.

An occasional bath, too often considered a luxury and not 
a necessity, is the only attention given to the surface of the 
child’s body, which, owing to the abundance of its countless 
constantly exhaling pores, is an important organ of excretion. 

The sviled diaper, filthy with the excreta from both the bow- 
els and bladder, is often changed only at the convenience 
of the attendant, the infant meanwhile breathing the air 
poisoned by the exhalations arising from the filth in which it 
is thus allowed to lie for hours. | 

Proper Clothing — Not unfrequently the first disturbance 4 
of the digestive system owes its origin to the sudden check- 
ing of the perspiration by a draught of cold air blowing 
directly upon the improperly protected body of the helpless : 
infant. A common sight in those crowded sections of the 
city which are occupied by the foreign population is a poor 
baby carried about by its mother, or older sister, its unpro- 
tected head exposed to the direct rays of the hot summer’s 
sun. 

The ignorance or poverty of the parents not unfrequently 
allows the baby to sleep at night in the same clothes that it 
has worn all day, utterly regardless of the sickening odors 
arising from the unaired clothing, which is redolent with the 
accumulated exhalations from the skin of the heated and 
sweating body within. 

Respiratory Diseases. —An examination of. the chart of © 
the Daily Infant Mortality which accompanies this paper, 
shows that, while deaths from diseases connected with the — 
respiratory system occur more or less during the whole © 
year, there is yet a very marked increase in the number of © 
such deaths reported during the colder months. While, as 
has been shown, fresh air is one of the few needs of the in- — 
fant, it is a well-recognized fact that, especially in the earlier 
months of infancy, an exposure to cold or dampness is 
often fatal. In cold climates the death-rate of young 
children is very much higher than it is in warmer latitudes, — 
and a careful examination of statistics, bearing upon this” 
point, shows that a marked difference in the death-rate from 
this class of diseases follows the isothermal lines. Our own Us 
climate, with its varying temperature and its sudden changes, — 
is a most trying one, and the young readily fall victims to its 
influerice. , w 

It will be seen that more than a quarter of all the deaths 
arising front diseases of the respiratory system is due to — 
croup, which prevails at all seasons of the year, although to a— 
much greater extent in the colder than in the warmer months. — 
The improperly drained cellars, the leaky roofs, and the 
broken windows of many of the tenement-houses of the city, 
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the scanty clothing, and the limited supply, or, as happens in 
too many cases, the absolute want of fuel in many of the 
homes of the poor, are all causes which annually carry off a 
‘Jarge number of children from this class of diseases. 

Diseases of the Brain and Nervous System.— Under this 
head are grouped together cases which are returned to the 
Board of Health for registration under various names: 
meningitis, convulsions, disease of the brain, epilepsy, 
paralysis, tetanus, and many others, of which the diagnosis 
is, in a large number of the cases, so imperfectly stated and 

evidently so unreliable, as scarcely to warrant us in attempt- 
ing to say anything as to the causes, or the probable means 
of prevention. 

Debility, Exhaustion, Inanition and Marasmus.—It will be 
seen by reference to the mortality tables that no small num- 
ber of deaths is annually classed under some one of the above- 
mentioned heads. An examination of the dates of the 
deaths said to be due to marasmus, however, shows the 
curious fact that this disease is reported to prevail to a great 
extent at the same seasons of the year as cholera-infantum, » 
and it is questionable whether there is not included under the 
general term marasmus a very large number of deaths, at any 
rate, which belong properly under the head of deaths from the 
diarrhoeal diseases. Furthermore, it may be said that many of 
the same causes, which produce all of these so-called summer 
complaints, may, when acting less violently and more insid- 
iously, accomplish the same results, the little sufferer eradu- 
ally pining away through lack of proper care and diet, while 
in the former class of cases the disease is more acute and 
rapidly fatal. | 

Measles, Scarlet Fever, and Whooping Cough. — It is, of 
course, among the poor and ignorant that this class of 
diseases finds its readiest victims. Arising from contagion, 
and spreading rapidly or slowly, according to the hygienic 
conditions of the community, their influence upon the rate of 
infant mortality: must largely depend on the crowded or 
scattered condition of the lower classes, to whose ignorance 
and carelessness their existence and spread are largely to be 
ascribed. Whether it would be possible, by the adoption of 
measures similar to those carried out in this city during the 
late epidemic of small-pox, to banish eventually from the 
community these various contagious diseases, is a question 
which seems to merit careful consideration. 

Diphtheria. — During the past year, as will be seen by 
reference to the special chart on the subject which accompa- 
nies this paper, a quite severe epidemic of diphtheria pre- 
vailed in the city. The number of deaths weekly reported 
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increased gradually until the maximum was reached during 

the winter months, and with the returning spring the 

death-rate slowly fell, and is fortunately still falling. The. 
causes of diphtheria are still undetermined, but the theory is 

gradually gaining ground that its existence is in some way 

influenced, sat any rate, by local causes, such as bad sewerage, 

drainage and the like. 

Scrofula, Syphilis, and Tuberculosis. — All of these causes 
are to a greater or less extent hereditary, and, therefore, but 
little can be done in the way of preventing their fatal influ- 
ence over the lives of those whose parents have fallen 
victims to the same causes. 

Premature or Difficult Birth and . Imperfect Develop- 
ment. — Here, again, the question of poverty comes to the 
foreground, for there can be no question that the life of the 
mother during the period of gestation has an all-important 
bearing upon the health and well- being of her offspring. 
Not afew of the premature births annually reported are 
due to over-work at improper times. In a few cases the 
term “difficult birth” is doubtless used by the medical 
attendant when the phrase “medical incompetency”’ would 
more truthfully represent the true cause of death. 

Still-births. — Although not classed under the head of 
deaths nor counted among the total mortality, the subject 
of still-born children seems to deserve a moment’s attention. 
Last year 490 children were born dead. Of this num- 
ber 126 were of native and 3864 were of foreign, mixed 
or unknown parentage. An examination of the returns 
made in these cases shows that the mothers of 172 
of the children were attended during their confinement by 
uneducated women or charlatans of various sorts. It is a 
matter deserving of serious attention whether the large 
number of the still-born cannot be reduced. A law which 
should require midwives to be licensed, either by the Board 
of Health or some other responsible body, would do much 
towards diminishing the number of still-births. 


or aving now spoken in detail of many of the special 
causes of the high death-rate of infants, there remain yet 
several general causes contributing to the final result,, which 
not unfrequently increase the patient’s liability to contract 
disease, while at the same time they greatly diminish its 
chances for recovery when taken sick. Among these general 
causes may be mentioned illegitimacy, poverty and igno- 
rance. Of course, these several causes act only indirectly, 
by preventing the child from receiving the proper care 
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and attention, which are so much needed during the earlier 
weeks and months of its existence. 

Tllegitimacy. — It is a well-known fact that illegitimate 
children suffer most from the diseases of infancy. According 
to the statistics of France (Annales d’Hygiene, xXXvit.), 
24 per cent. of all the illegitimate children die within a 
month after birth, while only 10 per cent. of those born in 
wedlock die within the same period. Nor is this at all sur- 
prising. The unmarried woman, anxious in most cases to keep 
her past history a secret, cannot take care of her own child, 
and therefore it is placed, soon after its birth, in the hands of 
some poor woman, who is willing, for the sake of a small 
weekly stipend, to take care of it. This weekly tax upon 
the young mother’s wages soon becomes a burden, of which 
she is only too glad to rid herself, and, therefore, in a very 
large number of such cases the desertion of the baby, by the 
disappearance of the mother, takes away whatever little in- 
terest the hired protector of the child may have felt in its 
welfare up to that time. 

Poverty. — Not unfrequently the mother is obliged to 
work hard all day, that the weekly rent may be paid when it 
falls due, or that she may be able to obtain even the barest 


necessities of life for her large, and oftentimes rapidly in- 


creasing family. The baby is, therefore, left during the day 
in the hands of strangers or an older child, while the mother 
is absent, and too soon falls a victim to the neglect thus 
brought about by the sheer necessities of the case. 

Statistics show (Trans. Social Science, 1860, p. 650) 
that, compared with the number living under one year of 
age, the number of deaths occurring in the wealthiest fam- 
ilies is 20 per cent., in the middle classes 44.4 per cent., and 
in the poorest, 50 per cent. 

In connection with the boarding-out of babies, a word 
should here be said in relation to what is known as baby- 
farming. A large number of women in this city support 
themselves by taking in babies to board; the more babies 
they can obtain, the greater their income, and the temptation 
to crowd their wretched homes with these little boarders is 
very great. The infant mortality, arising from the neglect or 
improper care which these babies must necessarily receive, 
is very large. It is a matter of congratulation that in this 
respect there is some prospect of an immediate improvement, 
The Legislature of 1876 passed the following excellent law, 
which promises protection to those unable to protect them- 
selves : — 
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An Act forthe better Protection of Infants. 


Be it enacted, etc., as follows : — 


SECTION 1. Whoever engages in the business of taking nursing in- 
fants or infants under three years of age tu board, or of entertaining or 
boarding more than two such infants in the same house at the same 
time, shall within two days after the reception of each such infant be- 
yond the first two, give written notice to the Board of Health of the city 
or town where such infant is so to be entertained or boarded, specifying 
the name and age of the child, and the name and place of residence of 
the party so undertaking its care; and such Board of Health shall have 
the right to enter and inspect said house and premises while said busi- 
ness is being carried on, and to direct and enforce such sanitary meas- 
ures, respecting such children and premises, as it may deem proper. 

Sect. 2. Any person violating any of the provisions of this Act, or 
refusing admission to such Board of Health, for the purpose mentioned 
in the preceding section, shall, on conviction thereof, be punished by a 
fine of not less than fifty, nor more than five hundred dollars. 

[Approved April 21, 1876. ] 


Ignorance. —'The improper care which children receive, 
and the unsuitable diet given them, are, in a large majority of 
cases, due to the ignorance of their parents. Many a poor 
mother, living in a crowded tenement-house, is as anxious 
for the life of her offspring as is she who lives within the 
walls of our most fashionable dwellings. The baby, how- 
ever, dies through the ignorance of its mother, who tried to 
take proper care of it, but did not know how to do so. 
When taken sick the remedies first used, before any medical 
advice is sought, are not unfrequently those which remind | 
one of the days of superstition. In an excellent article on 
Infant Mortality (Fourth Annual Report of the State Board 
of Health of Massachusetis, 1873), Dr. Edward Jarvis gives 
some curious figures, which show that, for every 1,000 
children who died in their first year among the more ed- 
ucated class of the community, 1,698 died among the less 
educated, the death-rate of those under one year of age 
among the former being 14.65 per cent., and 24.87 among 
the latter. 

There can be no question but that many of the causes of 
the high death-rate observed among infants are theoretically 
removable. Whether practically any great reduction is 
possible is perhaps questionable. Ignorance and poverty 
are two of the. chief factors which go to make up 
the startling result, and there is but little hope of any 
improvement in these directions. Still, at any rate, 
something can be done to spread among those who are 
ignorant from necessity rather than from choice, facts in 
& popular form, which shall show them the errors into 
which they have unconsciously fallen in their efforts to 
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rear their offspring. Such facts would, in many cases, be 
gladly received, and the knowledge derived from them 
would do much towards securing proper care for the helpless 
children, who now suffer from the ignorance of those in 
whose hands the safety of their lives has been placed. 


III. MEASURES PROPOSED FOR THE REDUCTION OF THE 
DEATH—RATE OF INFANT MORTALITY. 


1. Greater Attention to the General Sanitary Condition 
of the City. —The adoption of an improved system of 
sewerage ; the frequent inspection of local drains ; the prompt 
removal, especially in the summer months, of garbage from 
dwelling-houses and all decaying vegetable or animal 
matters from the streets; the constant disinfection of alleys 
and passage-ways, are all measures, by the adoption of which 
_ the general sanitary condition of the city could be improved. 

2. The Establishment of Public Parks and Squares in and 
about the City. —The more open spaces there are in a city, 
the purer the air, and the less danger of the outbreak and 
spread of diseases resulting from a poisoned condition of 
the atmosphere. The proximity and easy accessibility of a 
public park offer a great inducement on. Sundays, holidays, 
and at other leisure times, to the poor to leave with their 
children their heated and crowded homes, and during the 
summer to obtain, at least occasionally, the pure, fresh 
air of the country. 

3. A systematic and frequent Inspection of the Homes of 
the Poor. — Only by the adoption of measures providing for 
a frequent and rigid inspection of the houses occupied by the 
poor can we make certain that the provisions of the laws re- 
lating to tenement houses shall be faithfully carried out, It 
is worthy of consideration whether some additional legislation 
is not needed, by which the present too frequent overcrowding 
of these houses may be prevented. In connection with this 
subject also the necessity of a rigid enforcement of existing 
sanitary laws should be mentioned. The laws relating to 
tenement houses, to the boarding-out of infants, to the 
licensing of lying-in hospitals, to infectious diseases, are all 
drawn in the interest of the young, and they only require to 
be strictly enforced to bring about a marked diminution in 
the rate of infant mortality. 

4. The Dissemination of the Rules which should govern 
the bringing up of Children.— By using every means of 
teaching the ignorant the simple rules of living, the violation 
of which is productive of disease and even death, much can 
be done in the way of preserving health and saving life. The 
publication, under the authority of the Board of Health, of 
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plain and intelligible rules, such, for example, as areappended 
to this paper, which shall show how children should be 
brought up would teach many, only too willing to learn, the 
way to avoid the fatal errors into which their own ignorance 
has unconsciously led them. Such rules could be easily cir- 
culated among those who most need them, by the various 
healtb-officers connected with the numerous dispensaries and 
hospitals of the city. When it is remembered that over 
fifteen thousand sick children are treated annually by the 
medical officers of these various public charities, it will be - 
apparent how extensive the circulation of such knowledge 
mi¢ht be, and what great good would result from the 
gratuitous distribution of such sanitary rules. 

5. The Establishment of Diet Hitchens.—A generous 
public support of the movement in favor of the establishment 
of Diet Kitchens would greatly aid in the reduction of infant 
mortality. Already two branch-offices have been established, 
and a number of others would doubtless be opened by those 
in charge of them, if the supply of funds, received from those 
charitably inclined, was sufficient to warrant the additional 
expense. The testimony of those whose opinion is of value, 
attests fully the great good which has already proved the 
wisdom of establishing such a charity. 

6. The Establishment of Country Homes. —The expe- 
rience of those who had in charge the so-called Sea-shore 
Home, at Beverly, during the last summer, is of great value 
as showing the beneficial effect which the pure, fresh air of 
the country, combined with the proper regulation of diet, 
had upon the little sufferers who were carried there from the 
heated, crowded, and poorly-ventilated tenements of the city. 
This form of charity also calls for greatly increased pecuniary 
assistance, in order that the number of such resorts may be 
increased, and thus many lives saved, which must otherwise 
be lost. : 

It is also worthy of consideration, whether a similar bene- 
fit, though doubtless less marked, might not follow the et- 
tablishment of inland homes for those who, in the colder 
seasons of the year, are attacked with diseases of the respira- 
tory system, and for whom the air of the sea-shore would 
naturally be too bracing. | 

7. The Establishment of Infant Day Asylums. — Many 4 
hard-worked mother is obliged to be absent all day, in order 
to contribute her mite towards defraying the daily expenses 
of her household. Her infant is left in the care of some 
neighbor, or with an older child, and the care it gets is purely 
a matter of accident. The mother would, in many cases, 
as gladly pay a competent as an incompetent person for the 
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eare of her baby, which she is forced herself to neglect, 
but she knows of no such person. The opening, in various 
districts of the city, of temporary homes, where, for a 
small price, the baby could be properly taken care of while 
the mother was at work, would doubtless save the lives of many 
who would otherwise die. The experiment has worked 
well in Paris, London, and many other of the European cap- 
itals, and is certainly worthy, at least, of a thorough trial 
here. 

8. The Establishment of Foundling Hospitals. — Such in- 
stitutions should be, of course, conducted on a plan similar 
to that of the Massachusetts Infant Asylum, and not after 
the model of the old-fashioned asylum of by-gone days. Of 
course, this is a subject to which more or less opposition Is 
always shown, on so-called moral grounds. That spirit of 
Christianity is truly questionable which closes the door of 
charity against the knock of the poor, deserted infant, who, 
coming through no fault of its own into a heartless world, 
can find no helping hand, because its parents sinned. 

9. Isolation of Contagious Diseases.— Theoretically it 
must be admitted that, if it were practicable to adopt the 
same measures in the management of all diseases, whose 
spread is known to be due to contagion, as are approved by 
public sentiment when applicd to cases of small-pox, the re- 
sult would be the checking, at least, of the spread of, if not 
the absolute putting an end to, the existence of such epidemic 
diseases. 


The study of public hygiene has already done much 
towards improving the sanitary condition of our large cities 
and towns, but much yet remains to be done. The field for 
future work is large ; unfortunately the laborers in it are few. 

Of all the questions engaging the anxious thought of sani- 
tarians, and deserving the study of those interested in the 
welfare of the human race, there is none which should call for 
more consideration than that which deals with the problem 
how to save the lives of those helpless to help themselves. 
It is surely for the highest interest of the State to see to it 
that no means are left untried which may prove, in the least 
degree, of service in saving the lives of those, who may be 
the very ones to whom, at some critical moment, the State 
may have to turn for its own salvation and defence. 
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RULES FOR THE MANAGEMENT OF INFANTS. 


CLEANLINESS. 


An infant should be bathed every morning in warm 
water. If it is feeble, or if the weather is unusually hot, it 
should also be bathed again, before being put to bed at night. 
After washing, the body should be wiped thoroughly dry. 
As the child grows older the temperature of the water 
should be gradually lowered, so that, by the time the baby 
is four months of age, water should be used to which only 
warm water enough has been added to take the chill off. 

Let the diapers be frequently changed, and have them 
always washed in boiling water before being used a second 
time. If possible never have the diapers dried in the room 
occupied by the baby. 


Fresu AIR. 


Give the child all the fresh air possible. Keep the win- 
dows of the room open day and night in hot weather, unless 
the heat of the outside atmosphere is greater than that within 
the room. Avoid as much as possible any overcrowding of — 
the room occupied by the baby, especially at night. Have 
the baby taken out every day when the weather is fine. Do 
not keep the child in the same room in which cooking or 
washing is going on. | 


CLOTHING. 


The clothing of a baby should be light, loose and warm. 
Except during the summer months the arms and legs should 
be covered. Have the night-dress thoroughly aired during 
the day, and the day-clothes aired during the night. Use 
only safety-pins. Do not keep the child’s head heated by any 
covering, except when out-doors or when exposed to unusual 
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cold. In summer never allow the child to be exposed to the 
direct rays of the sun. 


SLEEP. 


Every baby requires considerable sleep. Never wake a 
sleeping child. It should never be allowed to sleep with any 
other person. Regularity in reference to its hours of sleep 
is as necessary as for its times of feeding. At those hours 
it should be put in its bed, where it should be left to go 
to sleep, unaided by any rocking. A child very quickly 
acquires the habit of going to sleep on being put to bed. 


DIET. 


As a rule, until a child has its eight centre teeth, it should 
receive no food but milk. 

Breast-milk is better than cow’s mill, and the mother’s 
milk superior to that of a wet-nurse. Observe regular hours 
for feeding. When overheated or fatigued, never nurse 
a child. 

Until the child is six weeks old feed it every two hours 
during the day, and every three hours during the night. 
After this gradually lengthen the intervals between the 
meals, so that, by the time the baby is four months old, it 
shall be fed every four hours during the day, and if neces- 
sary once during the night. 

Do not consider that every time a child cries it is neces- 
sarily hungry. In hot weather, or if the child is feverish, 
allow it to drink freely of cold water. 

If the mother has not breast-milk sufficient for the child 
let the child be fed twice a day with the bottle. A flat 
bottle, its open mouth covered with a rubber nipple, is all that 
is required. Complicated ‘nursing-bottles should never be 
used, owing to the difficulty which will be found in keeping 
them properly cleaned. 

At first equal parts of milk and warm water should be 
used, with the addition of half a teaspoonful of sugar. 
The quantity of food thus prepared for a meal should 
not at first exceed a sixth of a pint. As the child grows 
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older the amount of water added should be lessened, 


and the sugar should be altogether omitted. . By the time 
the child is four months old it should have pure milk, which 
in very hot weather need not be warmed. Immediately after 
using the bottle, always scald it thoroughly. The rubber 
nipple should be kept always in cold water when not in use. 
In very hot weather a little soda should be added to the 
water with which the bottle is washed, and also to that in 
which the nipple is kept. The best milk is obtained by 
allowing the can to stand about an hour after receiving it, 
and then pouring off for use the upper two-thirds. 

In very hot weather the milk which has thus been poured 
off should be at once boiled. It is also well to add, during 
the extreme heat of the summer, especially if the child is at 
all troubled with diarrhoea or vomiting, a teaspoonful of lime- 
water to each bottleful of milk. 

If the child is to be brought up by hand, it should be fed 
with the bottle, as described above, and at the same times 
as if nursed. 

If pure milk cannot be obtained, condensed milk may be 
tried. It should always be kept in a cool place, and is best 
prepared by adding one teaspoonful of the milk to six table- 
spoonfuls of boiling water. As the child grows, the strength 
of the mixture should be increased. 

All prepared varieties of so-called infants’ food are to be 
avoided, unless especially ordered by a physician. ‘There is 
no proper substitute for milk. 


WEANING. 


As soon as the centre teeth have come, the child should have 
in addition to its milk one or two other meals a day. These 
should consist only of bread, either fresh or stale, or crackers 
with the milk. Gradually the mother’s milk should be with- 
drawn from the child, so that it should be completely 
weaned by the ninth month, unless that period should happen 
to fallin the midsummer. Milk should still be tts main diet. 
After the child is ten months old, it may have one meal a day 
of simple broth (mutton or chicken), or beef tea with bread. 
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When the child is a year old it may have daily a little meat, 
cooked rare, and cut up fine. The yolk of a fresh, rare- 
boiled egg may also be given daily. Even at that age, how- 
ever, milk should be freely given, and should form the main 
part of its diet. 


GENERAL ADVICE. 


Have the child properly vaccinated as early as possible. 

Never, under any circumstances, except by medical advice, 
give a child soothing syrups, sleeping drops, cordials, spirits, 
or any of the numerous so-called carminatives. 

If a child is suddenly taken sick with vomiting and diar- 
rhea, send immediately for the doctor. Until he arrives 
give no medicine, but, if the child seems in pain, wring out 
flannels in hot water and place them over the belly. Keep 
the child’s body, arms and legs warm. Keep cool, and do 
not give the child the various things which will be suggested 
by the neighbors. 

To make lime-water, put half a pound of quick-lime into 
an earthen vessel, pour over it slowly a gallon of cold water, 
stir it well and allow it to stand twenty-four hours; then 
skim it and pour off the clear liquid into clean bottles, which 
should subsequently be well corked. 
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RULES FOR THE MANAGEMENT OF CHILDREN OVER 
TWO YEARS OF AGE. 


Regularity as to the hours of eating and sleeping should 
be insisted upon for children after, as well as before, they are 
weaned. 

Children should be bathed frequently, and should be 
allowed plenty of fresh air and exercise. The sleeping 
apartment should always be well ventilated. Each child 
should have its own bed, if possible. 

Plenty of good, substantial food should be given, and 
children should not be allowed to eat confectionery, cake, 
pies, or any similar articles. Unripe or over-ripe fruit should 
be forbidden. Tea and coffee should not be given to them. 

Exposure to sudden changes of heat and cold, to wet and 
dampness, or to the direct rays of the summer’s sun without 
proper protection, should be avoided at all times. 

In the colder months of the year flannel should always be 
worn next to the skin, at least over the child's chest.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE ‘TRUSTEES OF 
MOUNT HOPE CEMETERY. 


OFFICE OF THE BoarD OF TRUSTEES OF 
Mount Hore Cemetery, 
City Hat, May 22, 1876. 


To the Honorable City Council : — 


Lhe Trustees of Mount Hope Cemetery have the honor to 
submit their eighteenth Annual Report, embracing their 
doings for the financial year 1875-76. 


The amount received during the year from the sale of lots, 
graves, digging, use of receiving-tomb, etc., was $16,746.80. 
This sum is a decrease of $1,844.10 from that received in 
the preceding year. There was a considerable falling off in 
the sale of lots, the income from that source being $2,500 
less than that stated in the last report. The ordinary ex- 
penses of the Cemetery, however, were diminished to about 


an equal amount. 


Lhe Trustees are gratified in being able to say, that at no 
previous period has the Cemetery exhibited a more favor- 
able condition, or presented stronger claims for support on 
the part of the community. Nor has it ceased to deserve 
the fostering care of the City Government; and the Trus- 
tees do not permit themselves to doubt that it will continue 
to receive the same generous consideration in the future that 
has been awarded to it in the past. It should not be for- 
gotten, that Mount Hope Cemetery prefers claims for sup- 
port such as no other institution belonging to the city pos- 
sesses. It meets a want always felt, and it is difficult to 
anticipate the day when the necessity for its continuance 
shall be less strong than it is at the present time. 

Since the last report the new receiving-tomb has been 
completed, for which purpose an appropriation of $11,000 
was made by the City Council. It is gratifying to state 
that the conditions under which the Trustees were enabled to . 
erect the tomb were of the most favorable character. A 


structure has been reared, which is at once an ornament to 
the grounds, and affords conveniences not surpassed by those — 
of any other Cemetery; and this at an expense that cannot 
by any means be deemed excessive. The design of the 
architect, happily conceived, has been admirably carried out 
in all its details by the builders, who have evidently labored 
to present a work which should not only meet, in every 
respect, the uses to which it was to be devoted, but should 
reflect credit on themselves. The Trustees cannot refrain 
from congratulating themselves on the erection of this work 
during their official connection with the Cemetery, and have 
little doubt of the estimation in which it will be regarded, 
or of the great value it will add to the Cemetery. 

The number of full-sized lots prepared during the past 
year was thirty-four, — twenty-nine less than were graded in 
the preceding year. In addition to these, thirty-one half- 
lots were finished, — twenty more than the number mentioned 
in last year’s report. . 

During the year four hundred feet of avenues and six 
hundred feet of walks have been made, and six hundred 
and fifty feet of gutter paved. Considerable progress, 
also, has been made towards the completion of the new 
pond, eight hundred and twenty-five feet of the surrounding 
bank having been built. It has been deemed prudent to 
pursue this work at intervals, when the more pressing neces- 
sities of other objects would allow. The Trustees entertain 
the hope that this desirable work will be finished at an early 
day ; in the mean time they will neglect no means to hasten 
its completion, which will add much to the permanent value 
of the Cemetery. | 

The number and character of the improvements made by 
individual owners of lots were about the same as in the 
preceding year. Five lots were furnished with ornamental 
posts and steps, and ninety tablets and twelve monuments 
were erected. Other works of like character are contem- 
plated, and will doubtless be completed before the close of 
the present season. 

The number of interments during the year, exclusive of 
those made in the City Cemetery, was five hundred and 
thirty-eight, — an increase of fourteen over the number made 
in the preceding year. The total number of interments in 
the Cemetery, from its establishment in 1851, is 7,708. 

The Trustees consider it not improper to say, that the 
care of the Cemetery has been diligently and ably attended 
to by the faithful Superintendent, Mr. Samuen A. B. Braae. 
They feel that the trust confided to him is in prudent and

intelligent hands, and that all who have occasion to visit the 
Cemetery will meet with attentive courtesy and respect. 

Arrangements have been made with the Metropolitan 
Horse Railroad Company,.similar to those made each year 
since the Cemetery became the property of the city, for the 
conveyance of passengers to and from the Cemetery from 
May ist to Nov. Ist.

RULES FOR RUNNING STREET RAILWAY CARS 
IN TREMONT STREET AND TEMPLE PLACE. 


In Boarp or ALDERMEN, May 29, 1876. 


Ordered, That on and after the 12th day of June, 1876, 
and until otherwise ordered by this Board, none of the cars 
of any street railway company passing from Washington 
street to Tremont street shall pass through Temple place, 
but that instead thereof all such cars shall pass through 
Boylston street. 

That on and after said date the cars of the Highland 
Street Railway Company that go no, further north than 
Temple place shall, in coming in, pass from Shawmut 
avenue through Tremont street to Temple place, and return 
via Temple place, Washington, Boylston and. Tremont 
streets and Shawmut avenue. 

That on and after said date the cars. of the Metropolitan 
Railroad Company that go out through Washington. street 
and Harrison avenue shall run as follows, namely: All 
West End cars and cars from the ferries shall pass through 
Washington and Essex streets to Harrison avenue ; all other 
ears of said company that go out via Harrison avenue and 
Washington street shall pass through Summer and. Chauncy 
streets to Harrison avenue. 

And that on and after said date the Middlesex Railroad 
Company may, if they so elect, send twelve cars per hour 
from Cornhill through Washington, Boylston and Tremont

Gentlemen, —The undersigned, Auditor of Accounts, con- 
forming to the requirements of the ordinance in relation to 
Finance, has the honor of presenting his annual report of the.

for the financial. year 1875-76, commencing May 1, 1875, 
and terminating April 30, 1876. 

The exhibit of the financial condition of the city, taken as 
a whole, is a very satisfactory one, and it can be looked upon 
with pride by our citizens that they have met the require- 
ments of taxation so promptly in view of the many burdens 
which have been placed upon them during the past three 
years of stagnation in business and shrinkages of property. 

The credit of the city has been maintained at every point 
and never has been higher in the market —its debts being 
paid at maturity with no renewals — purchases of debt made 
with revenue before becoming due and the certificates can- 
celled — the borrowing of money avoided when at all prac- 
ticable — provisions made for the future ; and with economy 
and strict scrutiny of expenditures in the carrying on of the 
government, it is believed that the burden to be borne will 
be hereafter somewhat lightened without detriment to the 
city’s welfare. To free our municipality of all debt, thereby 
relieving taxation of paying interest thereon, now annually 
amounting to rising $2,600,000, “is a consummation devoutly 
to be wished.” | 

The issue of new loans during the year was in amount 
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$9,588,000, but during the same period the debt paid and 
cancelled was in amount $2,153,994.26, showing an increase 
of the gross funded debt of $434,005.74; but the unfunded 
debt was also reduced $13,451.85, resulting in an increase of 
the funded and unfunded debt of only $420,553.89. Of 
the whole amount of the new loans $1,945,000 was for 
Water Works and $643,000 for street improvements, inau- 
gurated a few years since. Of the amount of the debt paid 
only $295,000 was on Water Works account ; therefore the 
chief payments of debt were of that incurred for other pur-— 
poses than for Water Works. 

The gross debt, funded and unfunded, April 30, 1876, stood 
at $43,933,165.01. The means for its redemption at the 
same date, $16,880,387.41, leaving the net debt, April 30, 
1876, $27,052,777.60, against that of $27,294,208.20, 
April 30, 1875— showing a reduction of the net debt of 
$241,430.60 during the year.

The reorganization of the Treasury department under the 
act of the Legislature of Massachusetts of 1875, and an ordi- 
nance of the City Council, constituting two departments, 
one in the person of Collector and deputies, for the collection 
of taxes and assessments and receiver of all moneys collected 
and due the city, paying the same daily to the Treasurer, 
and providing that the Treasurer should be the custodian of 
the funds of the city —that all demands against the city 
should be paid through his office — one being the collecting 
and the other the paying department of the city, has thus 
far worked satisfactorily, inasmuch as the undivided atten- 
tion of the head of the Collector’s department is given to 
the immediate and sole care of collecting all the demands 
due the city which have so largely increased as to need such 
supervision. The Collector and deputies receiving a stated 
salary fixed by the City Council, all fees now received by 
them, in whatever capacity, are paid into the City Treasury, 
instead of as heretofore the fees forming the pay of the 
deputies. 

The Municipal Indebtedness Act of our State, of 1875, pro- 
hibits cities and towns from incurring debts, exclusive of those 
for Water Works, over the aggregate of 3 per cent. on their 
valuation of taxable property less the amount of Sinking 
Funds ; and taking this standard and placing the valuation of the 
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city for taxation at $725,000,000, May 1, 1876, we have the 
amount of indebtedness that Boston can incur, exclusive of 
Water Loans, $21,750,000, and the ned debt at that date, 
less the Water Loans and Sinking Funds, was $18,588,450, 
leaving the amount which the city can increase under section 
6 of the act aforesaid, $3,161,550; but there is a provision 
in section 7 of the said act which was overlooked in speaking 
of its provisions in the last report, which provides that cities 
and towns, at the time of the act going into effect (June 14, 
1875), indebted to an amount “not less than two per centum 
on their valuation, may increase such indebtedness to the 
extent of an additional one per centwm on their valuation, and 
no more.”

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STREET WIDENINGS AND EXTENSIONS. 


The street widenings and extensions effected during the 
past fiscal year are as follows : — 


Pearl street widened from Franklin to High street at an 
estimated cost of $31,613; Terrace street laid out from New 


Heath to Tremont street at an estimate of $26,841.30 ; Bos- 


ton street straightened and widened near the old Dorchester 
line for $10,000; State street laid out ata uniform width 
from the easterly end of State street block to Atlantic 
avenue, $8,000; Savin Hill avenue widened from Pleasant 
street to the Old Colony Railway bridge, $6,800; Clifton 
street extended from Hudson to George at Shirley street, 
$6,767.85 ; Tremont place, at Roxbury, laid out and widened, 
$4,600; widenings of Bow street at Charlestown, $4,186.75; 
Tremont street widened from the Providence Railroad to 
Gore avenue, $3,688; Ashland street, in West Roxbury, 
extended to South street, $2,512.50; the laying out of Fort 
avenue at thirty feet, and a slight widening upon the same, 
$2,000; Curtis street widened and extended to Saratoga 
street, in Kast Boston, $1,753.75; Baxter street, at South 
Boston, widened, $1,608.55; Blanchard street, at Roxbury, 
widened, 1,294; widening of Blue Hill avenue at the corner 
of Dennis street, $1,102.50; the laying out of Cary street 
from Ruggles street to Tremont place, $918; of Corey 
street west of Centre street, at West Roxbury, and opening 
it to Weld street, $650; widening of Avery street, $510; 
the opening of Heath place into Walden street, $477 ; widen- 
ing of Pond street, at West Roxbury; $440; of Auburn 
street at the corner of Leverett street, $378; of Centre 
street opposite Grove street, at West Roxbury, $300 ; laying 
out of Rockland street, west of Walnut avenue, $300 ; widen- 
ing of Cottage street at Pond street, $180; and widenings 
of Akron street in Roxbury, and Neponset avenue in 
Dorchester, for $150 and $36 respectively. The total of the 
foregoing estimates is $117,107.20. 

By agreement with the proprietors of City and Mercantile 
wharves, and in settlement of damages and betterments 
arising from the laying out of Atlantic avenue through their 
several properties, Clinton and Richmond streets have 
been extended to Atlantic avenue, and a small portion of 
Mercantile street north of Clinton’ street, so extended, has 
been discontinued. 

The streets that have been laid out or accepted where the 
fee, and, in most cases, any grade damages that may have 
been occasioned, have been released to the city are in the 
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City Proper, Hayward place, Hereford street from Beacon 
to Marlborough street, Cortes street, Deacon street, Lime 
street, Huntington avenue from Boylston to Camden street, 
Commonwealth avenue from Exeter street to West Chester 
park, Newbury street from Dartmouth to Exeter street, 
Exeter street from Commonwealth avenue to Newbury 
street, Marlborough street from Gloucester to Hereford 
street, and Deblois street from Shawmut avenue to Deacon 
street; in Roxbury, Cleveland, part of Townsend, Vale and 
Wakulla streets, Blanchard place, and Orchard Park street ; 
in South Boston, Dexter, Bowen (F to Dorchester), Athens 
(D to E), Frederick, Rogers (Dorchester to Preble) por- 
tions of Power, Jackson and Washburn streets, and Ellery 
street from Dexter to Swett street; in Dorchester, Oak- 
man, Mount Vernon, Glen, Taylor and Trull streets, Thet- 
ford and Michigan avenues; in West Roxbury, Newbern, 
Hawthorn Park and Curtis streets, and Oak place and 
Roanoke avenue; and in Brighton, Gordon street, and 
Brooks street from the Albany Railroad to Faneuil street.

PUBLIC BUILDINGS. 


The following embrace descriptions of the public buildings 
belonging to the city completed during the year 1875-76 : — 


AppitionaL Buriprnes For Crry Hosrrran.— The addi- 
tional buildings erected for the City Hospital within the 
enclosure of the Hospital grounds are five in number, viz. : 
a Surgical Building, a Medical Building, a Surgical Pavilion, 
a Medical Pavilion, and a Kitchen Department; increasing 
the capacity of the Hospital about two hundred beds. Por- 
tions of the old semi-circular, open colonnade were removed, 
to make room for the Surgical and Medical Buildings, which 
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are built in conformity with the old pavilions, of face-bricks, 
with granite trimmings, two stories high, exclusive of the 
basement and French roof story. The Surgical Building 
contains reception-rooms for patients, an operating theatre 
extending through two stories, with seating capacity for 150 
students, and all necessary rooms and offices connected there- 
with, besides a number of private rooms for one or two 
patients each, bath-rooms, water-closets, a passenger eleva- 
tor, a dining-room, and small basement kitchen, and rooms 
for nurses. The Medical Building contains physicians’ 
offices and bedrooms, three small wards for ten or twelve 
patients each, a number of private rooms for one or two 
patients each, bath-rooms, water-closets, a passenger eleva- 
tor, etc., like Medical Building. The two new pavilions are 
lofty one-story iron buildings, with a two-story part for 
administration purposes at the entrance end of the buildings ; 
and bath-rooms, water-closets, and a sunny convalescents’ 
room at the other end; the ward in the centre part is 100 
feet long, 28 feet wide, and 18 feet high, with ceiling ellip- 
tical in form, and ridge ventilation in the. centre. Hach 
ward admits of 28 beds. The new Kitchen Department is a 
one-story brick building, with flat roof, containing a spacious 
kitchen, a bakery, two large brick ovens, a vegetable cellar, 
an ice-house, located between the meat room and the milk 
and butter room. All the new buildings are connected with 
the old portions of the hospital by means of covered corri- 
dors. In addition to the above, the heating apparatus of the 
old buildings has been completely changed and replaced, 
including entire rearrangement of boiler-room, by lowering 
of boilers, provision of large space for receiving and storing 
of coal, ete. Architect, Carl Fehmer; contractors, Stuart, 
Snow & Foss, and Thomas Goggin & Co., masons; Henry 
J. Bartlett, carpenter ; Walworth Manufacturing Co., steam- 
heating apparatus. The buildings are not all quite com- 
pleted, but some are occupied. Total cost to May 1, 1876, 
$159,109.56. 


New Wrixtsrop Grammar Scuoot—HousE. — This build- 
ing is located at the corner of Prospect and Edgeworth 
streets, Charlestown District. The lot contains about 22,000 
feet. The building accommodates 16 grammar rooms, an 
exhibition hall, and master’s room, and covers an area of 
9.000 feet. Each school-room has its wardrobe and teacher's 
closet. Particular care has been given to the lighting, heat- 
ing and ventilating. It is heated by steam, and ventilated 
by means of shafts extending from basement to highest 


point of the roof. The structure is built in the modern 
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Gothic style, of brick trimmed with sandstone, and is three 
finished stories high, above the basement, which is partly 
finished as play-rooms ; ; this story enters on a level with the 
yard or play-grounds, on the south side; and on the north 
side, with an entrance on Edgeworth street; the principal 
entrance being ata level with the first floor on Prospect 
street. The interior finish of the building is of pine through- 
out, grained in imitation of oak, and varnished, with hard- 
pine for floors and staircases. Plans by George A. Clough, 
City Architect. Contractors for the. construction of the 
work, Donahoe Bros., masons; John Rawson, carpenter ; 
Walworth Manufacturing Company, steam-heating appa- 
ratus. Cost of land, $44,158 ; cost of building, $73,247.02 ; 
heating apparatus and furniture, $11,048.94. Total, 
$128,453.96. 


ScHooL—-HousE, NEWBURY STREET. — This building is lo- 
cated upon alot at the corner of Newbury and Exeter streets, 
Back Bay territory, and, unlike any other in the city, is an 
adaptation of a plan used in Germany, embracing many im- 
portant improvements in school architecture, as to manner 
of lighting, proportion of rooms, and their arrangements in 
connection with corridors, wardrobe closets, ete. The 
building is irregular in its outline of plan, consisting of a 
central ‘building, with wings extending right and left : one 
wing only being completed with the main einer leaving 
the ‘opposite wing to be added hereafter, as the wants of the 
district may require. The dimensions of the building out- 
side are 136 feet long, and varying in width at different 
points from 36 feet to 60 feet. The present accommodations 
are for 2 grammar classes and 6 primary classes, with an 
exhibition hall in the second story in the central building. 
The building is two finished stories in height, in addition to an 
elevated basement story, also partially finished, and divided 
into separate apartments as play-grounds for the boys and 
girls; the yard-room outside being divided in a similar man- 
ner. The facades exposed to view are of face-brick trimmed 
with brown stone. Plans by George A. Clough, City Archi- 
tect. Contractors, S. J. and G. Tuttle, masons; Benjamin. 
H. Flanders, carpenter; Walker, Pratt & Co., steam-heating 
apparatus. The system of ventilation introduced is by 
direct flues, two to each room, of a capacity of 24 inches 
by 86 inches at the mouth; in them, at the floor level, steam 
coils are placed, to rarefy the air; each of these shafts is 
carried high above the roof. Cost of land, $59,080; of 
building, including the fitting, furnishing, and heating-ap- 
paratus, $54,185.83. Total, $113,265.83. 
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Prrotary ScHOooL-HOUSE, QuINcY STREET. — This building 
is located on Quincy street, near the corner of Blue Hill 
avenue. The lot contains about 30,000 feet, and the build- 
ing covers about 6,000 feet; it 1s two stories in height, with 
a basement story well elevated. The building is constructed 
of brick, trimmed with sandstone; the roof is slated, and 
the ridges surmounted by a cresting. There are three 
entrances to the building, two from the yard levels to the 
basement, which connect with the staircases, and one princi- 
pal entrance from Quincy street. There are accommodations 
in the building for eight primary classes, or 450 children. 
The building is finished throughout in pine, grained in 
imitation of oak, and varnished; it is heated by steam, and 
ventilated by means of turrets elevated high above the roof, 
in which are placed steam-pipes to rarefy the air. Plans by 
George A. Clough, City Architect. Contractors, Hussey & 
Lowe, masons; Asa Lewis, carpenter; Walker, Pratt & 
Co., steam-heating apparatus. Cost of land, $9,383.50 ; 
cost of building, including fitting, furnishing and heating 
apparatus, payments to May 1, 1876, $45,438.71; balance 
due on carpenter’s contract, $500.81, and small extra 
charges. 


Priwary ScHoot—House, Roxspury stREET. —This build- 
ing is located upon a lot at the corner of King and Rox- 
bury streets, Highland District. This lot contains 14,147 
feet, and was very irregular in form and uneven in the grade. 
The building is constructed after the same plan and with the 
same accommodations as the Quincy-street house, differing 
only in exterior effect, the elevation being of face-brick 
trimmed with sandstone in Gothic character. Plans by 
George A. Clough, City Architect. Contractors, Devine & 
Fagan, masons; McDonald Bros., carpenters. Cost of land, 
$28,500.00. Payments on account building, heating and 
furniture, to May 1, 1876, $41,386.76; balance due on car- 
penter’s contract, $2,908.49, and small extra charges. 


Proary Scuoor—Houser, Gipson Disrricr. — This build- 
ing is located on the corner of Thetford avenue and Evans 
street, Dorchester District, upon a lot containing 29,868 feet, 
the building covering about 3,300 feet. It contains four 
school-rooms, the plan being arranged for an addition of two 
more rooms, as the growth of the district may hereafter 
demand. The building is constructed of wood, with a stone 
basement exposed above the grade about six feet; the roof 
is slated, and a ventilating tower rises from the intersection 
of the central portion and the wings of the building. The 
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architecture of the exterior is slightly upon the Swiss order, 
the trimmings of dark color and the background light. 
The interior of the building is finished in pine, grained and 
varnished. The school-house is heated by steam upon the 
patent soap-stone heating apparatus, furnished and put up 
by Smith, Cutler & Co. The construction of the building 
was under one contractor, Benj. H. Flanders, carpenter. 
Plans by George A. Clough, City Architect. Cost of 
land, $6,000; building, heating apparatus and furniture, 
$18,470.13. Total, $24,470.18. 


Protary ScuHoor—HousE, Lawrence Districr. — This 
building is located on Fifth street, between B and C streets, 
South Boston, upon a lot containing 12,489 feet, the build- 
ing covering about 6,000 feet. The plan provides for the 
same accommodation as the Quincy-street house, and the 
general construction is essentially the same, excepting in 
the manner of entrance, which is by two spacious entrances 
at the sides, connecting with a corridor which divides the 
school-rooms, and with staircases at each side, opposite the 
doors. Plans by George A. Clough, City Architect. Con- 
tractors, Lynch Bros., masons; James F. Marston, carpen- 
ter; Wm. E. Bartlett, heating apparatus. Cost of land, 
$91,855.75; of building, including furniture and heating 
apparatus, $44,503.96. Total, $66,359.71. 


AppITIion TO Primary ScCHOOL-HOUSE ON FRANCIS 
STREET. —On June 10, 1875, a contract was awarded by 
the Committee to Joseph E. R. Pierce, for building an 
addition, containing four rooms, making a building of six 
rooms, according to plans of George A. Clough, City Archi- 
tect. The addition was made at the front on Francis street, 
and has a frontage of 72 feet by 26 feet deep; it is two 
stories high above the basement, built of brick, trimmed 
with granite, having an entrance in the centre of the front 
from Francis street, and two side entrances from the play- 
grounds. The old building was thoroughly overhauled and 
refitted, and a new steam apparatus put in by Smith, 
Cutler, & Co.; the old play-grounds were regraded and 
paved, and new brick and iron fences put up, enclosing the 
building lot. The building was completed, and accepted by 
the committee, Dec. 21, 1875. Payments for addition, 
steam-heating and furnishing, to May 1, 1876, $16,090.28 ; 
to be made, $695. Total cost, $16,785.28. 


ENGINE-HOUSE, DARTMOUTH sTREET. — This building is 
situated on Dartmouth street, next to the crossing of the 
Providence Railroad, and has a frontage of 61 feet. The 


es 
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triangular shape of the lot narrows up the width of the 
building across the rear to 35 feet, and rendered it necessary 
to locate the stable at the front, on the right of the appa- 
ratus-room. The structure is two stories in height above the 
street, and three stories above the lot at the sides and rear ; 
built of brick and trimmed with sandstone. The hose 
tower, also of brick, is placed in the centre of the facade on 
Dartmouth street. The basement story is used for the 
storage of coal. The appdratus-room, on the first story, is 
56 feet by 30 feet, entered by double drive-way doors from 
Dartmouth street; the stable at the right has seven stalls ; 
in the rear of the stable is a work-room, dressing-room, and 
a spacious closet, all opening from the apparatus-room. 
The second story contains a dormitory, 40 feet by 21 feet, a 
smoking-room, a captain’s room, and a bath-room; and over 
the stable portion a hay-loft. The stable is finished in hard 
pine; all other parts of the building are finished in pine, 
grained and varnished. Plans by George A. Clough, City 
Architect. Contractors, Stuart, Snow, & Foss, masons ; 
Henry J. Bartlett, carpenter; Smith, Cutler & Co., heating 
apparatus. Cost of land, $11,157.50; of building and heating 
apparatus, $23,411.12. Total, $34,568.62. 


Encinr—nouss, Briston street. — This building is sit- 
uated on the corner of Harrison avenue and Bristol street, 
having a frontage on Harrison avenue of 40 feet, and depth 
of 100 feet. It is divided in the centre by a partition, and 
provides accommodation for a hook and ladder company, 
the entrance for the apparatus of both companies being from 
Harrison avenue. The stable is located in the rear, par- 
tially separated from the main building; the stalls are 
arranged upon the plan of heading the horses to the appa- 
ratus. The main structure is three stories high, and the 
stables two stories, built of brick, the exterior slightly re- 
lieved with black brick and stone trimmings. The second 
story contains dormitories, captain’s room and a bath-room, 
for each company. ‘The third story contains a smoking- 
room and workshop for each company. The second story 
over the stable provides for storage of hay and grain. The 
building is finished in pine, grained and varnished. The 
method of heating is by steam, upon the improved system 
introduced by Smith, Cutler & Co. Plans by George A. 
Clough, City Architect: Contractors, Bray & Tarbox, 
masons; James F. Marston, carpenter. Cost of land, 
$90,000; of building and heating apparatus, $27,865.23. 
Total, $47,865.23. 
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Pouice Sration Housr No. 8.— This building, situated 
on Commercial and Battery streets, was raised and the first 
story rearranged. To prevent dampness and the flow of tide- 
water into the basement, it was found necessary to raise the 
building, and fill up the basement about four feet. The 
alteration of the first story consisted in changing the princi- — 
pal entrance, from Commercial street to Battery street, on 
the side; also the changing of the captain’s room and 
property-room. Plans by George A. Clough, City Archi- 
tect. Contractor, John Cavanagh. Cost of raising and 
altering, $9,869.49. 


STABLE FOR Paving DEPARTMENT, WeEsT Roxpury DIs- 
TRICcT. — This stable is located on city land, Child street, 
West Roxbury, accommodates the horses of the Paving 
Department in that district. It is built of wood, one story, 
and a French roof in front, measuring 40 feet by 50 feet 
deep, and supported by a brick and stone foundation. On 
one side and across the rear is a shed roof for protection of 
carts, etc. The first floor has a carriage-room, 29 feet by 
18 feet, an office, 14 feet by 10 feet, and eleven stalls. The 
roof story contains a man’s room, and the balance devoted 
to hay-loft. Plans by George A. Clough, City Architect. 
Contractor, Jarvis W. Dean. Cost of building, $4,995.09. 


STABLE FOR HEALTH DEPARTMENT, CHARLESTOWN DIs- 
TRIicT. — This stable is on Canal street, Charlestown Dis- 
trict, on land belonging to the city, and is constructed of 
wood, 36 feet frontage by 71 feet depth, is two stories high, 
and is supported by a pile foundation. The first story con- 
tains twenty-one stalls, and an office, a staircase, and three 
entrances. The second story is fitted with a man’s room, 
and meal and grain chests; the balance is devoted to a hay- 
loft. Plans by George A. Clough, City Architect. Con- 
tractor, Samuel Y. Chase. Cost of building, including fitting 
and furnishing, $5,083.07. 


WarpbD-rRooM BUILDING, SoutH Boston. — An addition to 
the ward-room building at the corner of Fourth and Dor- 
chester streets, South Boston, for the accommodation of the 
Municipal District Court, has been made. The addition is 
two stories high above the basement, and measures on the 
ground 27 ft. 6 in. by 18 ft. 10 in. ; is built of brick trimmed 
with granite, in style conforming to the old structure. In 
the basement there are four cells, with a rear entrance for 
prisoners. The first floor has a clerk’s office and a judge’s 
private room. The second story has two jury rooms, open- 
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ing on to the staircase of the old building. Plans by George 
A. Clough, City Architect. Contractor, William H. Say- 
ward. Cost of making the addition was $5,132.63. 


PUBLIC WORKS. 


Cocniruatr Water Works. — Lake Cochituate and Sud- 
bury river. — The water in Lake Cochituate, which during the 
early part of the year 1875 reached the lowest point since the 
works were built, as stated in last year’s report, gradually rose 
under the constant accessions from the Sudbury river and its 
own water-shed, until on the 11th of May, 1875, it stood at 
high-water mark. The quantity received from the river pre- 
viously to this date was 1,506,7 00,000 gallons, and the amount 
received during the year 1875 was equal to a supply of 
7,000,000 gallons per day. From May 11th to Sept. Ist, 
1875, the water in the lake stood at or near high-water mark. 
From Sept. Ist it gradually fell till Jan. Ist, 1876, when it 
stood at 9 feet 4 inch. The water turned into the lake from 
Sudbury river during January and February of this year, and 
the very severe storms which occurred in March, brought 
the surface to high-water mark again on March 26th, 1876, 
and since that date there has been a large waste over the 
outlet dam. 

The works necessary for the introduction of the Sudbury- 
river water are progressing rapidly, and it is confidently 
anticipated that the close of next year will see them com- 
pleted. The conduit from Farm pond to Chestnut Hill 
reservoir, about 153 miles long, was divided into 20 sections, 
each section being the basis of a contract. Section 20, which 
includes the Beacon-street tunnel, was put under contract in 
August, 1873, and was completed last December. Sections 
2 to 19, with the exception of 10 and 15, were advertised for 
proposals during the months of May and June, and most of 
the contracts were executed in the latter month. The con- 
tract for Section 13, which was readvertised, was executed 
Sept. 17th, and those for Sections 16 and 19 on July 9th. 
Sections 10 and 15, which are stone-arch bridges, the former 
crossing the Waban valley and the latter Charles river, were 
advertised for proposals in November, and the contracts 
were executed, the former Dec. 30th, the latter Nov. 29th. 
On Oct. 21st, 1875, a contract for building a road in Fra- 
mingham was executed. This road was laid out by the County 
Commissioners, and was made necessary by the proposed 
flowing of a portion of the old county road leading from 
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Framingham to Southboro. On Oct. 30th, 1875, an order 
of the City Council was approved, authorizing the Water 
Board to build Section 1 and the foundations to Dams Nos. 

1, 2 and 3 by day labor. Section 1 crosses the Boston and 
Albany Railroad at Framingham ; the piles for supporting 
the tracks over the trench for the conduit have been driven. 

The estimated value of the contracts already let is $2,400,000 ; 
the value of the work done and materials delivered April 30, 
1876, was $794,930.62, including the work done on Section 
1. 12,189 feet of conduit are finished, and 5,902 feet of 
tunnel are excavated. 

Consumption. — During the latter part of the year, East 
Boston (till Dec. 2d) and portions of the West Roxbury and 
Brighton Divisions were supplied from the Cochituate works, 
these being in addition to the divisions of the city supplied 
last year. 

The average daily consumption from the Cochituate works 
for each month of the year has been as follows : —

Distr ibuting System. — The principal streets of Jamaica 
Plain and eran Districts have been piped during the past, 
year, about 19 miles of pipes having been laid and 240 hy- 
drants set during last season, at a total cost to April 30, 
1876, of $294,678.51. 

Pipes for the supply of a portion of the high-service dis- 
tricts of these sections are now being laid and temporary 
pumping works are being built in the Brighton District to 
give an adequate head for this service. West Roxbury and 
Jamaica Plain high-service will be supplied from the pump- 
ing works in Roxbur Vis 

The following tables will show the lengths and sizes of 
pipes laid, ete. :

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Berwick Park Rerarmning Wau. —A contract was made 
May 10th, 1875, with Peter Shortell, for building this wall. 
The wall is 104 feet long, and 10 feet 7 inches high, in- 
cluding cap-stone. It is built of rubble granite masonry 
laid in cement mortar, and has a cut stone capping surmounted 
by a wooden fence. The total cost was $3,528.76. 


Horyoxe-st. Rerarnine Wall. — This wall is located on 
the line of the Boston & Providence Railroad at the end of 
Holyoke street. It was built by F. K. Ballou (under a con- 
tract dated Sept. 11, 1875), for the sum of $3,300. It is in 
all essential particulars of construction like the Berwick-park 
wall. The length is 85 feet, the height 10 feet 5} inches to 
the top of the cap-stone. 


RarnsrorpD Istanp WHarFr. — A contract was made July 
21st, 1875, with Messrs. Ross & Lord, for building a new 
wharf to replace the old one at Rainsford Island. The new 
wharf is similar in form and construction to the one built at 
Gallop’s Island in 1872. Itis 506 feet long, with three faces 
for berths; the outer face is 125 feet long, and each of the 
two side faces is 129 feet long. 

It is built with oak foundation and fender piles, hard-pine 
caps and floor timbers, and white-pine flooring, and covers 
an area of 15,661 sq. feet. The total cost, including a 
foundation for a boat-house, engineering expenses and super- 
intendence, was $11,893.95. 


Tremont-st. Mati Curs and Fence. — A contract was 
made, October 5th, 1875, with the Cape Aun Granite Co., 
to furnish and set in place the curb and fence, for the sum of 
$10,974. The amount paid to said company and for other 
expenses to May, 1876, — $11,401.53. 

‘The work on the ground was commenced October 25th, 
and is now completed. The curb is of hammered granite, 
supported at intervals of 11 feet by granite posts 5 feet 6 
inches in length, set in cement concrete. These posts also 
carry the fence of cast iron, the posts of which are bolted to 
them, having sections consisting of two longitudinal rails 
between. At intervals of about 44 feet entrances are pro- 
vided, each having 4 cast-iron entrance posts. 


Coneress-st. Brip@k (over Forr Point CHANNEL). 
(Called Eastern-avenue Bridge in the report of last year.)— 
This structure, which was building at the date of the last 
report, was finished during the past year, and has been open 
to travel since Noy. 2d. <A full description of this bridge 
and its approaches was given in the report of last year. 
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The work contracted for by Boynton-Bros. and Free- 
man was completed July 1, the amount paid them being 
$142,786.53. The Delaware Bridge Company completed 
their contract for the drawbridge at a cost of $20,385. 
In addition to the above sums paid by the City of Bos- 
ton to the contractors, the Boston Wharf Company paid to 
Boynton Bros. and Freeman, $21,474, and to the Dela- 
ware Bridge Company, $3,665; these payments being 
made for lowering the grade of the bridge 5 feet at the 
draw and for making the alterations required to adapt the 
draw and turntable to the new grade. Total cost to the 
city, $186,430.21. 


Maupen Bripee (CHarLestown to Evererr). — This 
bridge, with the exception of the draw, has been entirely re- 
built. A contract for rebuilding it, at a cost of $35,300, was 
made with W. A. Kenrick, Aug. 13, 1875. The bridge 
was opened to travel Dec. 16, but a final payment has not as 
yet been made on this contract, owing to delay on the part of 
the contractor incompleting some minor portions of his work. 
The new bridge is built with an oak-pile foundation, the 
piles being driven in rows about 16 feet apart, each row 
having 8 bearing piles and 2 spurshores. The piles are 
girder-capped with hard-pine sticks, 6 inches by 12 inches 
and support 12-inch by 14-inch hard-pine bolsters, on which 
rest the floor stringers, 12-inch by 14-inch, also of hard- 
pine. The floor planks are 6 inches in thickness, burnettized- 
spruce, made water-tight with coal-tar and asphaltum. On 
the planking is a pavement of small granite blocks. On the 
west side of the bridge is a sidewalk 7 feet wide, and on 
each side is a railing of white pine, planed and painted. 
The bridge is 809 feet in length, including the draw, which 
is 100 feet in length. Its width is 40 feet. The abutment 
at the Charlestown end was taken down to the mud and 
rebuilt. The abutment at the Everett end was _ partially 
rebuilt. Extra work, including a draw-tender’s house, has 
been done to the value of $893. Amount paid on contract 
to date, including extra work, $27,857.16. Total paid on 
account of bridge, to April 30, 1876, $30,796.14. 


MERIDIAN-STREET Bripce. — A contract for rebuilding 
the draw and rebuilding and extending the draw piers on this 
bridge was made August 25, 1875, with T. P. Richardson, 
of New York, for the sum of $25,093. The entire work 
was to have been completed on the 23d of Dec., 1875, but 
was not finished until March 11, 1876. No settlement has 
as yet been made with the contractor; the amount paid him 
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to May Ist was $12,781.85. Total amount of payments to 
April 30, 1876, $14,197.70. The new draw is 168 feet, 94 
inches long between centres of end posts, and is 40 feet wide, 
with roadway 25 feet wide, and two sidewalks each 5 feet 
9 inches in width. The trusses are of the Pratt pattern, with 
wooden chords and struts. A gallows-frame and iron suspen- 
sion-rods sustain the outer ends of the bridge when it is 
turned off. The weight of the draw is carried principally 
on the track circle, although a portion can be carried on the 
centre. 


Wrst Boston Brince.— A contract was made, May 
90, 1875, with Ross & Lord, for building a new draw, 
repairing the draw-pier, and widening the draw-ways of the 
bridge. The draw-pier has been widened by driving a row 
of oak piles entirely around the outside; these have been 
capped and planked from low water to the top, and securely 
fastened to the pier. The pier is now 55 feet 6 inches wide. 
The open spaces in the centre have been filled by driving 
and capping oak piles, and putting on floor-stringers and 
planking; and alterations have been made by cutting away 
portions of the upper work to accommodate the increased 
length of draw. The draw-ways have each been widened 6 
feet, making them the same width (36 feet) as the draw- 
ways in all the bridges on the river below this point. The 
new draw consists of two Pratt trusses, with yellow-pine 
chords and struts, continuous over centre bearings, and each 
137 feet long from centre to centre of end posts, and 9 feet 
6 inches in height. The ends of the trusses are suspended 
by wrought-iron rods from samson-posts of yellow pine 
erected on the centre of each truss, a light truss across the 
roadway tying together the tops of the posts. The draw is 
50 feet wide from outside to outside of sidewalk; the dis- 
tance between the centres of the trusses is 37 feet, and the 
distance from the centre of each truss to the outside of side- 
walk 6 feet 6 inches. The contract price for the entire 
work was $37,200; the amount paid to the contractors was 
$37,689.12, one-half of which was paid by the City of 
Cambridge. 


Swerr-st. Exrension. — August 30, 1875, two contracts 
were executed: one with John B. Dacey & Co. for filling 
the extension of Swett street, from Albany street to Dor- 
chester avenue, with gravel, and rip-rapping the side-slopes 
at $4.00 per square, and for laying slope-wall at $3.00 per 
square yard; the other contract was with Boynton Bros., for 
building the two wooden bridges required for water-ways, 
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for $8,013.75. The bridges are strongly and substantially, 
but at the same time cheaply, built, little else than spruce 
lumber being used in their construction. The longer of the 
two is located between the New York and New England 
Railroad and Dorchester avenue, and consists of two spruce- 
pile abutments and three spruce-pile piers; the two central 
openings are each 23} feet in width; the two side openings 
each 17 feet in width. The shorter bridge is located between 
the railroad and Pine island, and is 30 feet long, with one 
opening 25 feet wide. The bridges, with the exception of the 
railing, were completed December 24,1875. The filling was 
begun by J. B. Dacey & Co., October 4, and was prosecuted 
in a satisfactory manner until January 1, 1876, when the 
contractors stopped work on account of their inability to 
make arrangements with the New York and New England 
Railroad Company for crossing their tracks at grade. The 
filling of the portion of the strect between the railroad and 
Dorchester avenue has been completed, and the rip-rapping 
of the slopes on that section has been finished. On January 
3, 1876, a contract was made between the city and the New 
York and New England Railroad Company, for raising the 
grade of their tracks, and building a bridge over Swett 
street; also abutments for a bridge over the extension of 
Kast Chester Park. It is to be completed July 1, 1876. 
The Messrs. Dacey made a sub-contract with the railroad 
company for doing the filling on their road, and by this 
means were enabled to secure a right of way across their 
tracks. The work of filling Swett street, north of the rail- 
road crossing, is now progressing rapidly, and the present 


‘Season will see this improvement fully completed. The 


amount paid to Boynton Bros., under their contract, was’ 
$8,077.85. The amount paid to John B. Dacey & Co., to 
May 1, was $28,051.20; and the amount paid to the New 
York and New England Railroad Company, to the same 
date, was $13,200. 


Back Bay Bripars. — Contracts for building the abut- 
ments and two bridges on the extension of West Chester 
Park have been made. One of the bridges is over the Boston 
and Providence Railroad, und the other over the Boston and 
Albany Railroad. The contract price for the abutments of 
the bridge over the Boston and Providence Railroad is 
$39,000, and for those of the bridge over the Boston and 
Albany Railroad, $41,000. Michael Meehan is the eon- 
tractor for the abutments of both bridges, and has been paid 
on account of his contracts, $12,736.80, to May Ist. 
Boynton Bros. are the contractors for the iron bridge 
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over the Boston and Providence Railroad, and the con- 
tract price is $13,500. Thos. Leighton, of Rochester, 
N. Y., is the contractor for the bridge over the Boston and 
Albany Railroad; the price to be paid is $14,748. No 
payments on account of the bridges have as yet been made, 
and they are not to be paid for until in position for use. 

AsunuaNnb-st. BripGe (OVER ‘THE BosToN AND PRovi- 
pence RaILroap, Warp 23).—A new bridge and abut- 
ments have been built at this point during the past year. 
The work was advertised for proposals in May, and the 
contract for the abutments was awarded to the Eastern 
Point Granite Co., and that for the superstructure to Cook, 
Rymes & Co., of Charlestown. The abutments are built of 
granite rubble masonry, with a bridge-seat course of dressed 
granite. It being intended eventually to make the bridge 
50 fect in width (it is now 34 feet wide) the abutments are 
61 feet long at the bridge-seat, and 103 feet at the founda- 
tion. The bridge is of the deck pattern, with seven plate 
girders, each 79 feet long, 4 ft. 7, in. deep at the centre, 
and 3 ft. 6 in. deep at the ends, strongly cross-braced with 
angle and tee iron. The floor timbers are of hard-pine, and 
the roadway planking of spruce, the lower course of 4-inch 
creosoted and the upper 2-inch untreated. ‘The cost of the 
stone-work was $12,604,80, that of the superstructure 
$9,950. The total cost of the bridge, including inspection, 
was $23,042.80. 


CommerctaL Point or TeNEAN Bripce (Ward 24).— 
‘A contract was made with George H. Cavanagh for re- 
building this bridge, Nov. 22, 1875. ‘ The old bridge has 
been entirely replaced by a new one, built with oak piles, 
hard-pine caps and timbers, and spruce covering. It is 100 
feet long, 40 feet wide at one end and 46 feet at the other, 
furnished with a leaf draw 28 feet wide, and an opening for — 
the passage of vessels 25 feet wide. Cost, $3,940.80. 


NEW STEAMERS. 


SrramBoat J. Purnam Braver. — This new steamboat 
was built for the transportation of paupers and criminals to 
and from the different institutions in the harbor in charge of the 
Board of Directors for Public Institutions, taking the place 
of the old boat, Henry Morrison, deemed unfit for said ser- 
vice. The hull of the new steamer was built by Lawrence & 
Foulks, at Greenpoint, L. I. The length of the keel is 1388 
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feet ; length over all, 140 feet; breadth of beam, 26 feet 3 
inches; breadth over all, 45 feet; depth of hold, 8 feet and 
6 inches; custom-house measurement, 340 tons. The en- 
gine was built at the works of the contractors, Fletcher, 
Harrison & Co., New York, and is condensing, of the 
vertical beam pattern, the cylinder being 36 inches in diam- 
eter, with 8 feet stroke of piston. The boiler is of the kind 
known as the return flue, is 27 feet long, 95 feet in front, 
and the diameter of shell is 7 feet and 4 inches. There 
are two furnaces 7 feet in depth. She has a No. 5 Blake 
pump, with pipes arranged to pump out bilge-water, to feed 
the boiler and for fire purposes, having a nozzle on the main 
and promenade decks, to which nozzle hose is attached 
ready for use. \On the main deck forward on each side are 
four rooms capable of holding 100 prisoners. In the after part 
of the steamer, on the same deck, are the ladies’ saloon and 
the captain’s office. The former is provided with all modern 
conveniences, is finished in black walnut, with neat panel 
work to correspond. In the hold are the usual rooms, con- 
sisting of forecastle, kitchen, dining-room, pantry, a large 
state-room containing four berths and a linen locker, each 
room spacious and well adapted to the uses for which the 
boat was designed. The promenade or upper deck contains 
the pilot-house and a social hall, and entrance is made to the 
latter by the main staircase. The pilot-house is 12 by 13 
feet, and will accommodate a large party. At the head of 
the main stairway and ineluded in hall-room is a mirror, di- 
rectly beneath which, in the black walnut panelling, carved 
in letters of gold, is the name of the boat, “J. Putnam 
Bradlee.” The communication between decks is ample. 
There are wide stairways both forward and aft, and patent 
heaters in the pilot-house, social hall and ladies’ saloon. 
The boat is well equipped with life-preservers. The speed 
of the steamer is rated at eighteen miles an hour in smooth 
weather. The entire work of construction was supervised 
by Joseph Belknap, a consulting engineer of New York city, 
and who was appointed superintendent by the directors. 
Cost of the steamer and outfit, $43,836.19 ; expense of con- 
struction committee and directors to New York, $948.86. 
Total $44,785.05. 


Frerry-Boat Revere. — This new ferry-boat, which was 
built for the East Boston Ferries, is now in the service of 
the city. She is 148 feet long between perpendiculars, 
with about 10 feet projection on each end, which terminates 
in the butters, is 57 feet 2 inches wide amidships from the 
-outside of the guards, and 12 feet 3 inches deep; width of 
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hull 83 feet. Her frame is white-oak, and her ceiling, 
planking and deck-frames are hard-pine. ‘The beams amid- 
ships are 14 inches square, and her deck is double and 
strongly supported below, so as to bear any weight that may 
be crowded on it. Sheis alike at both ends, and has double 
pilot-houses, spacious wing-cabins, and covering amidships, 
forming an upper or hurricane deck. The cabins can seat 
about two hundred persons, and the seats are set off with 
nickel-plated arms. Overhead are shelves for life-preserv- 
ers, Which can be readily reached by boat-hooks in the 
event of accident requiring their use. The seats and backs 
are black walnut, and under those amidships are the steam 
pipes for warming the cabin, protected in the wake of the 
paddle-boxes by iron network. Along the sides are win- 
dows, and overhead are ventilators, which are always open, 
and keep a current of fresh air in constant circulation. 
There are also seats outside under the shelter of the projec- 
tions of the deck above; and all the cabin doors open out- 
ward. She has an inclined condensing engine with 40 
inches diameter of cylinder and 9 feet stroke of piston, a 
No. 5 Watling pump, a boiler with a drop-flue, 9 feet 5 
inches in diameter, and 24 feet in length, with two furnaces. 
The smoke-staek is 5 feet 2 inches in diameter, and 9 feet 
above the shell of the boiler, and she has two iron fresh- 
water tanks 4 feet in diameter, and 18 feet long. Her 
engine-room, coal-bunkers, and other arrangements are well 
designed and handy. Her hull was built by Robert Cros- 
bie; her joiner work was made by Manson & Peterson, and 
Louis Osborn & Co. furnished her engine and_ boiler. 
Contract price for hull, $21,500, and for the engine and 
boiler $24,500 ; paid for architect’s services and advertising, 
$417.50.

The above amount of $993,595.31, resulting from the act- 
ual business of the year, has been paid to the Commissioners 
on the Sinking Fund, in conformity with the requirements 
of the ninth section of the Ordinance on Finance, Revised 
Ordinances of 1869, page 217, and the ordinance in relation 
to Finance of Dec. 24, 1870. These ordinances require that 
any excess of income over the original estémated income, or 
any excess of appropriations over the actual payments, shall 
be paid to the Commissioners on the Sinking Funds, and be 
applied to the payment of the percentage required to be set 
apart annually for the Sinking Funds for the redemption of 
the debt of the city. 

The Ordinance on Finance, of 1869, provides that no 
money shall be drawn for by the Mayor and Auditor, or be 
paid by the Treasurer, unless the same has been previously 
appropriated by a special vote of the City Council; hence 
the necessity of applying to the Council for additional means, 
if from any cause an Original Appropriation falls short. 
The additional means thus asked for can only be furnished 
by an authorized transfer from some existing appropriation 
which can spare it, or by a specific loan. In this manner the 
City Council retain a knowledge and control of all the ex- 
penditures, as none can be made unless au appropriation for 
the same is expressly authorized by them.

Soldiers’ Relief. 


Payments made in conformity to the laws of the 
Commonwealth, to soldiers and sailors, and to 
the families or dependents of those who were 
engaged as volunteers in the service of the 
United States in subduing the southern rebel- 
lion.

Of this amount, 
there has been refunded from the State, $2,076,- 
628.66. These payments include those to other 
dependents on the soldiers than the statute 
authorizes, and office expenses. Such payments 
are not refunded by the State.

We have heretofore placed under the gross income of the 
Cochituate Water Works the amount of $1,352,000, received in 
the Sinking Fund for the redemption of the City Debt from May 
1, 1860, to May 1, 1871, being 3 per cent. on the outstanding 
loans each year, with compound interest, which was the period the 
fund was in charge of the Committee of the City Council on the 
reduction of the debt of the city, and no part of the amount col- 
lected was set apart for redeeming the indebtedness of the Water 
Works; but upon reflection the Auditor considers that it should 
not be used to show the difference between the actual cost of the 
works and the revenues earned therefrom. Said amount is appli- 
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cable to the reduction of the water debt, and is in the hands of 
the Sinking Fund Commissioners for that purpose, and deducted 
from the amount before given ieaves $12,119,812.41 for the Co- 
chituate Water Debt. 

The following construction account table, prepared by the 
present clerk of the Cochituate Water Board, Walter E. Swan, 
with the approval of the Auditor of Accounts, shows the actual cost 
of the works to April 30, 1876, and contains every item fairly 
chargeable to construction account as nearly as can be ascertained. 

This shows clearly that there has been a deficiency in the 
receipts to cover the running expenses of the works and interest 
on the cost of the works, since the water was supplied to the eiti- 
zens, of $1,477,232.63, as the $1,352,000 above spoken of, was 
raised by taxation and formed no part of the earnings of the 
works.

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THE PUBLIC INSTITUTIONS. 


The cost of carrying on the various institutions under the 
charge of the “ Board of Directors for Public Institutions,” for the 
financial year 1875-76, compared with the previous year, has been 
as follows, viz. : — 


House or Correction. —The number of inmates on the 30th 
of April, 1876, was 599, viz.: 524 males and 75 females; average 
for the year, 587; previous year, 575. Expenditures, 1875-76, 
$97,618.16 ; 1874-75, $109,800.70. Income, 1875-76, $29,352.- 
83; 1874-75, $44,633.70. The income of 1875-76 is 3807; per 
cent. of carrying on the same, and making the net expenditures of 
1875-76, $68,265.33. 

Housrs or Inpustry, RerorMAtTIon, etc. — The whole number 
of inmates in these institutions on the 30th of April, 1876, was 
1,788, viz.: 1,214 males, 574 females; average for the year, 17433; 
previous year, 1,513; distributed as follows: Almshouses, 591; 
House of Industry, 866 ; House of Reformation, boys, 273 ; girls, 
19; total, 292. Total expenditures for these institutions, located 
at Deer and Rainsford Islands, and Almshouse, Charlestown Dis- 
trict, 1875-76, $217,580.24 ; 1874-75, $209.9386.99. Income, 
1875-76, $13,726.41 ; 1874-75, $13,413.85. The income of 
1875-76 is 64 per cent. of carrying on the same, including 
improvements and repairs on the buildings, and making the 
net expenditures, 1875-76, $203,853.83 against $196,523.14 in 
1874-75. 

Lunatic Hospirayt. — The number of inmates on the 30th of 
April, 1876, was 203, viz.: males, 97; females, 106 ; average for 
the year, 207 ; previous year, 204. Expenditures, 1875-76, 
$59,391.10; 1874-75, $64,626.71. Income, 1875-76, $7,524.04; 
1874-75, $5,238.45. The income of 1875-76 is 123 per cent. of 
the cost of carrying on the establishment, and making the net 
cost of 1875-76 $51,867.06, against $59,388.26 in 1874-75. 
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LAMP DEPARTMENT. 


The whole cost for lighting the streets of the city, during the 
financial year 1875-76 was $496,456.53 against $440,909.73 in the 
previous year. On the 30th of April, 1876, the city was lighted 
with 9,048 gas, and 1,194 oil lamps, being an increase of 682 gas, 

and an increase of 242 oil lamps, as compared with the previous 
_ year. The lamps are located as follows : — 


In City Proper, . . . . 8,972 gas, and 84 oil. 
In South Boston, . . . 814 gas, and 344 oil. 
In East Boston, . . . . 491 gas, and 314 oil. 
In Roxbury District, . . 1,441 gas, and 20 oil. 
In Dorchester District, . . 889 gas, and 77 oil. 
In West Roxbury District, 431 gas, and 282 oil. 
In Brighton District . . 3829 gas, and 73 oil. 
In Charlestown District, . 681 gas. 


The prices paid for gas in the public lamps to the several gas 
companies are, Boston at the rate of $2.00 per thousand cubic 
feet; Roxbury, $2.45; Dorchester, $3.00; South and East Bos- 
ton, $2.50; Charlestown, $2.40; Brighton, Jamaica Plain, and 
Brookline, $2.90 per thousand. 

The men who clean and light the gas lamps are paid at the rate 
of 13 cents per lamp per night, and have an average of one hun- 
dred and twenty-seven lamps each, except those in the Roxbury, 
Dorchester, West Roxbury, and Brighton Districts, who receive 
one dollar and sixty-seven cents per day. 

The underground service pipes are laid and kept in repair by the 
various companies, under the direction of the Superintendent of 
Lamps, and at the expense of the city, without pecuniary consider- 
ation or profit to the companies. 

The oil and fluid lamps, during the past year, have been lighted 
and cleaned by men employed by the Superintendent of Lamps, at 
the rate of three cents per lamp, per night, for this service, except 
where there are in the Dorchester District about seventy-five 
‘* kerosene” lamps, for which the city pay for trimming, cleaning, 
lighting and oil consumed at the rate of twenty-four dollars per 
annum for each lamp. ; 

The present contract for supplying street lamps with burning 
fluids is at the rate of one mill per hour for each lamp. 
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PUBLIC VACCINATION. 


The office of the City Physician is in the basement story of the 
Bureau of Charity, Chardon street, and his office hours are from 
10 A. M. to12 M., daily. 

The number of persons vaccinated and revaccinated at this 
office, free of expense, during the year ending 30th April, 1876, 
was 931. 

The number of children examined and furnished with. the cer- 
tificate of vaccination required to entitle them to enter the public 
schools was 237. 

The number of gratuitous supplies of vaccine virus to physicians 
belonging to Boston was 26. ; 

The duty of attending all casesof sickness at the Suffolk County 
Jail, City Prison, Police Station Houses, except those of Kast and 
South Boston, Charlestown, West Roxbury and Brighton Dis- 
triets, and at the City Temporary Home, Charity Building, 
Chardon street, is assigned to the City Physician.

The above statement does not include the cost of grading the said streets prior to the year 
1869-70; neither does it include the cost of laying out and grading streets on the city’s pub- 
lic lands at the South End. In addition to the above amounts, there have been payments 
made for the widening of Hamilton, High, Purchase, Broad and Wendell streets, and 
Washington avenue; the laying out of Sturgis and Hartford streets, and the extension of 
Pearl place, which were charged to the appropriation for the Fort Hill Improvement, the 
total cost of which improvement to May Ist, 18/6, was $1,575,000. 

In the Church-street District, there were widened, Piedmont, Winchester, Melrose, Shaw- 
mut, Tremont and Tennyson streets, and Columbus avenue was extended to Church street. 
The total cost of this improvement to May, 1876, was $1,178,491.59. In the Suffolk-street 
District. Shawmut avenue was extended to Tremont street; Cobb street laid out; Emerald — 
street extended to Castle street; Wheeler’s court laid out, widened and extended to Indiana 
place; and Castle street widened, Washington street widened, Carney place laid out and 
widened, Middlesex street widened and extended to Dover street, and Paul street laid out.

SPECIAL ASSESSMENTS. 


‘That of Boston, previous to the enactment of Chapter 174 
of the Acts of the year 1866 (generally known as the better- 
ment law), consisted of assessments upon abutters, for the 
cost of sidewalks for foot-passengers upon the public streets, 
where the owners of estates have failed to construct them ;t 
and for three-quarters the expense of construction of new 
sewers, the city assuming one quarter the cost. The act of 
1866 enables the city to assess upon the owner one-half the 
amount that his estate has been benefited by the laying out, 
widening or change of grade of any street, after the city 
shall have first paid all the land and building damages, and 
the full cost of the work. The following table exhibits the 
character and amount of these special assessments from the 
year 1860 : —

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In consequence of very extensive additions to the buildings 
and other public works of the city, the assembly of the State 
authorize annually.a special assessment on each one thousand 
dollarsas a“ Public Building Tax.” The rate of this special 
tax, for 1872, was eighty cents, for 1873 and 1874, one 
dollar, for 1875, two dollars and one-half, and for 1876, one 
dollar on the thousand, making with the rate for general pur- 
poses the amount placed in the table. The rate for 1876 was 
twenty and one-half dollars per thousand, and the special 
assessment for “ Public Buildings” one dollar; the total rate 
for Philadelphia for the current year is twenty-one and one 
half dollars on the thousand. 

In the assessment of 1868, a system of taxation, different 
from that heretofore existing, was adopted in this city. An 
increase of 175 per cent. on the valuation of the real estate 
as appraised the preceding year would seem to be the result 
of an assessment approximating to market value. Several 
classes of personal property, of large amount (including 
“moneys at interest,” “goods, wares, merchandise and stock 
in trade”), which under the law of Massachusetts are in- 
cluded in the valuation of the cities and towns of the Com- 
monwealth, are, under the laws of Pennsylvania, assessed ex- 
clusively for the benefit of the State. The personal property 
assessed on account of the municipality consists of furniture, 
horses, cattle and carriages. An enactment of the Legisla- 
ture of 1868,* first taking effect in the levy of 1869, requires 
a discrimination in the assessment of taxes upon real estate. 
The suburban portion of this municipality is assessed upon 
two-thirds, and the farming ]and upon one-half, of the rate 
levied upon the built-up portion of the city. The annexed 
table shows the operation of this law and the amount of tax 
raised for the year 1876.

Under the laws of Ohio, real estate has heretofore been 
valued for the purpose of taxation, once in ten years, the . 
last valuation taking effect in 1860. The gain of seventeen 
millions upon this class of property, during the ten years pre- 
ceding the valuation of 1870, represents the improvement in 
old, and the value of new buildings. Under this system it 
would seem that great inequality must exist. Wards or dis- 
tricts, where property has not materially advanced since the 
last valuation, and where, consequently, assessments would 
be most oppressive, must have borne a much greater burden 
of taxation than districts where values had largely increased. 
Personal estate, which is assessed upon a system very simi- 
lar to that of Massachusetts, and which the citizens are com- 
pelled, under a heavy penalty (fifty per cent. added to esti- 
mated value), to list under oath, and which is assessed at the 
same rate per cent. as real property, must under this system 
bear a tax much out of proportion to that levied upon the 
real estate of a rapidly increasing locality. The preceding 


‘table demonstrates that the assessed value of personal estate 


increased 96.50 per cent. in eight years, while in the same 
time the assessment of real estate advanced but 13.27 per 
cent. It was probably with a view to mitigate the effect of 
such inequalities, without radically changing their system of 
taxation, that the Legislature enacted, in 1867, that the val- 
uation of 1870 should be for a term of five years only. The 
valuation of real estate, as found by the assessors of 1870, 
amounted to $138,947,094, not including the property of 
four wards which had been annexed to the city subsequently 
to the valuation of 1869. The real-estate valuation of these 
wards amounted to some $6,000,000. ‘The real-estate valua- 
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tion of the city, as made by the assessors of 1870, may be 
put at $145,000,000. 

This valuation of the real estate, as found, was deemed ex- 
cessive, and an act of the Legislature was obtained, author- 
izing local boards to reduce it nineteen (19) per cent. The 
local Boards, not completing their work in season for the tax 
of 1870, the assessment of that year was levied upon the old 
valuation, to which was added the valnation existing for the 
four wards recently annexed. The reduced valuation of the 
real estate of the city upon which the tax of 1871 was levied 
amounted tv $123,427,888, and this amount is placed in the 
table of valuations for that year, and amounts computed 
upon this reduced basis for subsequent years, as the official 
if not the ¢rwe valuation of the property. 

The following table shows the amount of taxes levied in 
this city since 1860, and the rate of tax per thousand for 
State, county and city purposes. The column marked * de- 
linquencies and forfeitures” is thus explained: “ Each year 
all delinquencies and forfeitures are placed upon the dupli- 
cates for collection (so long as there is a chance of collec- 
tion), and these amounts enter into and form a part of the 
grand total levied in each year.”

COCHITUATE WATER WORKS. 


Lake Cocnituate. — Situated within the limits of the towns of 
Framingham, Wayland and Natick, in Middlesex County. The 
extreme length of the lake in a direct line is 34 miles, and the 
breadth of the widest part about 1,800 feet, with a water surface 
of 800 acres. In addition to the supply in the lake, ‘* Dug 
pond,” containing 444 acres, and ‘‘ Dudley pond,” containing 
51 acres, are connected with and form important tributaries to 
it. ee 

The whole circuit of the lake, measuring at its verge when within 
two feet of high-water mark, is about 16 miles, and the city 
owns an average width of five rods around it, which is held free 
from taxation ; also five rods in width around Dug Pond, or about 
11 acres, and 1} acres at the outlet of Dudley Pond. In addi- 
tion to this, the city owns 232 acres in Wayland, 72} acres in 
Natick, and gn the line of aqueduct, not including land appur- 
tenant to the Chestnut Hill and Brookline Reservoirs, nor land 
occupied by and necessary for the protection of the aqueduct, 

27% acres in Needham, 5? acres in Newton, 14 acres in 
Brookline, which is taxable. 

The whole line of the Water Works, extending from the luke, and 
continuing through a brick aqueduct, iron pipes and stone tunnel 
144 miles, toa reservoir in Brookline, of about 23 acres of 
water surface, and 119,583,960 gallons, capacity. 

The ** Chestnut Hill Reservoir,” situated in the Brighton District, 
of the capacity of 730,000,000 gallons, with a water surface 
of 1253 acres. There are 2122 acres in this whole property, the 
line of pipe from Chestnut Hill Reservoir to the main near the 
Brookline Reservoir; also; the land under which are the pipes, 
being in amount about six acres and a half. 

The ‘*Beacon Hill Reservoir,” bounded northerly by Derne 
street, easterly by Temple street, westerly by Hancock street, 
and southerly by the yards to the dwelling-house fronting on 
Mt. Vernon street, is built of the most massive description of 
stone masonry, and is the most costly distributing reservoir 
owned by the city. It covers about 37,012 square feet of land, 
and has a mean horizontal water section of 28,014 square feet, 
and a capacity of 2,678,961 gallons. Owing to the connection 
of the Beacon Hill District with the High-Surface Pumping 
Works at Roxbury District, this reservoir is now used for 
storage, and is connected with the distributing pipes only in 
case of fire or accident to the pumping-mains. 
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The ‘*South Boston Reservoir,” on the east side of Telegraph 
Hill, South Boston, covers, with its embankments, an area of 
about 126,000 square feet. It resembles in shape a segment of 
on ellipse, and has a water area when at high-water mark of 
70,041 square feet, and a capacity of 7,508,246 gallons. This 
reservoir is now used in the same manner as the Beacon Hill, 
and for similar reasons. 

The ‘* East Boston Reservoir,” on Eagle Hill, East Boston, is 
bounded westerly by Brooks and southerly by White street. 
The land covered by and appurtenant to it comprises about 
216,027 square feet. Its water area, when at high-water mark, 
is 44,100 square feet, and its capacity, 5,591,816 gallons. This 
reservoir was not connected with the Cochituate Water Works, 
but supplied from the Mystic Water Works, from Jan. 1, 1870, 
until April 21, 1875, and since Dec. 2, 1875. 

The ‘‘ Parker Hill Reservoir” on Parker Hill, Roxbury District, 
is located on a lot of land, taken under the act of the Legislature 
authorizing the building of this reservoir, containing 197,614 
square feet. It was built specially for the high-service supply, 
and will hold 7,200,000 gallons above a plane 23 feet above the 
bottom of the outflow pipe. The area of the water surface 
when at high-water mark is 64,033 square feet, and its elevation 
219 feet above tide-marsh level. A strip of land 25 feet wide 
leading from Fisher avenue, and containing 2,887 square feet, 
was purchased for a route for the pipes to the reservoir. 

The main pipes leading from the receiving reservoirs in Brookline, 
Brighton District and Newton to this city, and the distributing 
pipes laid in the City Proper, East and South Boston, Roxbury, 
Dorchester, West Roxbury and Brighton Districts, aggregate in 
length 320 miles, 311 feet, varying in size from 3 inches to 48 
inches in diameter. , 

Pipe Yard and Wharf, Albany street, containing 72,920 feet, upon 
which there are wooden buildings for storage of pipes, etc. 

Pipe Yard and Machine Shop, on Federal street, near Summer, 
with tools and machinery, and other property therein, for the 
use of the department. This lot contains 9,192 feet, on which 
is a brick building used as a machine-shop. ‘The original cost 
of the establishment, including tools and machinery, stable, etc., 
was about $30,000. In 1870, after the fire, two stories were 
added to the building, and general repairs made, at a cost of 
$6,845.50. 

Building on Elmwood street and place, on a lot of 5,563 square 
feet, in which are the pumping-engines for supplying water to 
the highest parts of Roxbury District, Beacon Hill and South 
Boston, by means of the stand-pipe erected on Highland Park, 
formerly known as the ‘Fort Lot,” between Beech Glen and 
Fort avenue. This lot was placed in charge of the Cochituate 
Water Board by an order of the City Council of 1870. It con- 
tains 115,000 square feet. ; 

The report of the Cochituate Water Board to the City Council, 
for the financial year 1875-76, contains an account of the water 
pipes and other stock on hand at that date. Also a full statement 
of the condition of the works. 
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The net cost of these works to the city, up to the 30th of April, 
1876, less the revenue earned, is $18,471,812.41, as per statement 
on page 232. 


MYSTIC WATER WORKS. 


The upper portion of Mystic Lake, which is the source of 
supply, is situated in the towns of Medford, Arlington, and Win- 
chester, six and a half miles from Charlestown square. It has an 
area of about 200 acres when flowed to the level authorized by the 
act to take water, and a storage capacity, at that level, of 380,- 
000,000 gallons of water. 

The area of country forming the drainage-basin is, according to 
the recent survey, 27.75 square miles. ‘The principal ponds within 
the Basin are Horn, Wedge, and Winter; and the waters flowing 
from these, and from streams rising in Reading, Wilmington, and 
Woburn, all flow into the lake. 

To convey the water of the lake to the citizens, the works 
consist of: dam and overfall, conduit, with its appurtenant gate- 
houses, waste-weir, ventilator, and drains, cast-iron mains under 
Mystic-river bridge, etc., engine-house and pump-well, pumping 
engines, force-main, with check-valves, gates, hydrants, etc. 
Reservoir, with influent and effluent chambers, gate-house, etc. 
Supply-mains from reservoir, with gates, air-cocks, blow-offs, and 
connections, city distribution-hydrants, gates, etc. Service-pipes, 
stop-cocks, meters, fountains. 

The Dam is 1,560 feet long. It is substantially built of earthwork 
and masonry, and its height is eleven feet above high-water 
mark of Boston harbor. The overfall of the dam is constructed 
of cut granite masonry, and consists of five piers and two abut- 
ments. ‘The distance between the abutments is 80 feet, the 
piers being 5 feet wide at base, and 11 feet long in the direction 
of the stream. <A substantial bridge reaches from one abutment 
to the other, and is fitted with traps, to admit of readily ad- 
justing the overfall planking. 

The Conduit is 7,453 feet long, constructed of hydraulic brick 
masonry, 8 inches thick,excepting between the upper gate-house 
and the waste-weir; where all above the springing line of the 
arch is 12 inches thick. It is oviform in shape, 5 feet 8 inches 
in height, and 5 feet wide interior dimensions, the base being 
semi-circular, 5 feet in diameter, the upper segments having a 
rise of 3 feet 2 inches, 

To protect the work, the whole structure is laid in a foundation of 
concrete masonry, rising upon the sides to nearly the spring-line 
of the arch. ‘The whole exterior of the brick-work is coated with 
hydraulic cement-mortar. The conduit will convey, when run- 
ning within 8 inches of the inside crown of the arch, 30,000,000 
gallons in 24 hours, supposing a free delivery into the pipe- 
chamber. 

The Gate Chamber is constructed of granite masonry externally, 
and lined with brick-work, the whole laid in hydraulic cement. 
It is thoroughly fitted with gates, screens and grates, and has 
over it a substantial gate-house built of faced brick. The waste-

weir is of unusually ample dimensions, the over-falls being 5 in 
number, and each 6 feet long. The chamber, like the Gate 
Chamber, is of brick and cut granite masonry. The ventilator, 
manholes, etc., are all carefully constructed with brick masonry 
and granite. 

The Pipe Chamber is of hydraulic brick masonry, and is interiorly 
divided into three parts, one receiving and two delivery cham- 
bers, and is fitted with a drain to admit of emptying the conduit 
into Mystic river. The cast-iron mains to convey the water 
from the pipe chamber to the engine-house and pump-well are 
487 feet long and 38 feet inside diameter, and they pass under 
the bed of Mystic river. Directly over these iron mains is a 
substantial pile bridge across Mystic river, built to connect the 
works divided by the river, and to protect the pipes. 

The Engine-house is situated on the southerly bank of, and about 
200 feet from, Mystic river. It is pleasantly located on the 
northerly slope of Walnut Hill, in Somerville, and surroundedby 
ample grounds, having a frontage on the river. It is a sub- 
stantial building, constructed of faced brick and freestone, and 
thoroughly fitted inside and out for the purpose for which it is 
used. The chimney, an ornamental buttress and stack, is of 
brick masonry, 105 feet high, starting from a granite base 15 
feet square, with walls 3 feet thick. The lot of land around the 
Engine-house is about 12 acres; and on a portion of it is a 
double wooden dwelling-house, in which the Engineer and As- 
sistant Engineer reside. Connected with the Engine-house is a 
brick and stone coal-shed, arranged with track leading directly 
into the boiler-room. ‘The coal-shed will hold 1,300 tons Cum- 
berland coal. 

The Pump well is 45 feet long, 11 feet wide, and 14 feet deep; its 
capacity about 40,000 gallons. 

In the Engine-house are three Worthington’s Duplex Pumping 
Engines, all in thorough repair. The largest of these engines 
will elevate 8,000,000 gallons of water in 24 hours, and each of 
the other two 5,000,000 in the same time. There are 8 large 
steam boilers in the house, all in good order. 

The Force Main is of cast iron, 30 inches in diameter, and 3,277 
feet in length. A roadway, 40 feet wide, from the Engine- 
house to the grounds of the Reservoir, well macadamized and 
drained, belongs to the city. 

The Reservoir is on Walnut Hill, in Medford, near Tufts College. 
It was constructed with great care. The slopes are lined with a 
puddled walling 2 feet thick, which is covered with a facing of 
8-inch brick-work up to a line 44 feet from the top, where the 
lining is faced and coped with cut granite masonry. Its water 
surface covers an area of 4$ acres, being nearly a parallelogram 
in shape, with a length of 660 feet, and a width of 350 feet. It 
is divided into two portions, nearly equal in area and contents, 
by a partition wall, the top of which is 5 feet below high-water 
line, so that when filled or not drawn down 5 feet the reservoir 
has the appearance of one large basin. It is 25 feet in depth, 
the top line of bank being 3 feet above high-water mark; at 
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this level its capacity is 26,244,415 U. S. standard gallons. 
The top water line is 147 feet above high-water level of the 
harbor. The embankments are 194 feet wide on top, and are 
laid out with a gravel walk 8 feet wide. A roadway, 40 feet 
wide, passes round three sides of the reservoir at the foot of the 
embankment, and the grounds about it are handsomely laid out. 
The whole lot of land connected with the reservoir belonging to 
the city is about 104 acres. 

The influent and affluent chambers are constructed with hydraulic 
brick and cut granite masonry, and are substantial and well 
arranged in every respect. There are three connections with the 
supply mains from the effluent chambers, two of which are with 
the 24-inch cast iron, and the 80-inch iron and cement supply 
mains which lead to the city, and the other with a 24-inch cast 
iron main, which extends no further than the college grounds, 
but with which the city of Somerville have connected a 12-inch 
supply main, which runs through a street in the college grounds, 
known as Packard street, to Broadway cnn Somerville. 

The 24-inch cast-iron supply main, which is on the east side of 
Winter Hill, is 16,250 feet in length; and the 80-inch supply 
main, which i is on the west side of Winter Hill, is 17,515 feet in 
length. These two mains will hold 1,000, 000 gallons. Con- 
nected with these mains is a 20-inch pipe, running through Med- 
ford street and connecting at the other end with a 16-inch pipe 
to Chelsea, and a 20- inch ] pipe to East Boston. ‘There is also a 
12-inch pipe through Medford street, having the same connec- 
tions. Through Main street is a 16-inch pipe which connects in 
the City square with the 20-inch pipe to East Boston. <A 16- 
inch cast-iron pipe runs through Canal and Washington streets 
to Warren avenue, where it connects with the 20-inch main to 
East Boston, also with the smaller distribution pipes. 

A 16-inch cast-iron main pipe runs from Alford street across 
Malden bridge, to the line of the town of Everett, a distance of 
3,850 feet. In this line is included an inverted flexible jointed 
siphon of 20-inch pipe across and under the channel of the-river. 
These pr incipal pipes are all connected together by smaller 
pipes, running across and around the city and “Charlestown Dis- 
trict, making a very complete circulation. The whole length of 
distribution “pipes in Charlestown is about 30 miles. The whole 
length of distribution pipe supplied by water from Mystic Lake, 
including Somerville, Chelsea and Everett, exclusive of East 
Boston, is 133 miles. 

In Sullivan square, and in the City square, are two large and orna- 
mental fountains, and there are six cast-iron drinking fountains 

in convenient places about the city for the use of man and 
beast, and one stone trough for the use of dumb animals 
only. 

In the Charlestown District there are 148 Lowry, 31 flush, and 7 
post Hydrants. 

The city own also a lot of land on Medford street, with a substan- 
tial brick stable upon it, and another lot also on Medford street, 
fenced and used for a pipe yard, ete. The whole quantity of 
land here is 12,807 feet. 
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The whole construction account of the Mystic Water Works was 
$1,460,000; and in making up the account interest on all the 
money used was charged by the City of Charlestown.

PUBLIC INSTITUTIONS. 


The following property is under the charge of the Board of Direc- 
tors for Public Institutions : — 


Derr Istanp. — Containing about 134 acres of upland, and about 
50 acres of flats, on which is the large brick building known as 
the House or Inpustry. Also a wooden house occupied as a 
House of Reformation for girls, a brick school-house for pauper 
boys and a wooden one for girls, a farm-house, brick workshop 
and receiving-house, laundry, bakery and engineer’s house, two 
large barns, and other buildings ; steamboat wharf and another 
landing place ; farming utensils, live stock, merchandise, provis- 
ions, tools, etc., required for carrying on the Houses of Industry 
and Reformation and Almshouse. 


Rarysrorp Is~anp (with the buildings thereon), purchased in 
1871 of the Commonwealth, at a cost of $40,000, containing 11 
acres. ‘The buildings are occupied by male paupers. 

House or Correction anp Lunatic Hosprrat. — These institu- 
tions occupy an area of 631,700 feet of upland, to which is 
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appended about 1,310,700 feet of flats, which, with the work- 
shops, out-houses, and other appendages, the furniture, farming 
and mechanics’ tools and utensils, fire engines, provisions, stock 
on hand for manufacturing and other purposes, horses and other 
live stock, belong to the city. There is in the House of Cor- 
rection workshop a good steam engine of twenty horse-power 
and boiler, with shafting, etc., for carrying the machinery of the 
contractors, and the necessary apparatus for heating the prison 
workshops and chapel with steam. 


New Lunatic Hospirar. — Site for a new Lunatic Hospital ‘in 
the town of Winthrop, containing about 181} acres, costing 
$28,108.33. In addition to this amount, $18,340.13 have been 
expended for plans for the buildings and sundry items. 


AutmsnousE, CHARLESTOWN Disrrict, is situated on a lot contain- 
ing 104,191 feet, near the Everett line, a short distance from 
the Malden bridge. The building is of brick, built in 1849; 
is 100 feet long by 45 feet wide, 34 stories high, with two wings, 
39 feet by 19 feet. There is a large barn and other out- 
buildings. 


Austin Farm (West Roxsury Districr).— The site purchased 
by the city for a Home for the Poor, known as the ‘* Austin 
Farm,” contains ‘about 50 acres, and is bounded on the 
easterly side by Back street, on the southerly side by Morton 
street, on the westerly side by Canterbury street, and on the 
northerly side by Austin Terrace, so-called. 


StramBoat ‘J. Purnam Braprez.’— This boat is 340 tons 
burthen, 140 feet long, 26 feet 3 inches beam, 45 feet breadth 
over all, 8 feet 6 inches deep, and was built at Greenpoint, L. I., 
in 1875. Cost, including outfit, $43,836.19. Used for conveying 
prisoners, passengers, provisions, etc., to and from the city to 
the Deer and Rainsford Island Institutions.

HEALTH DEPARTMENT. 


The following property is in charge of the Superintendent of 
Health : — 


Sourm Ciry Srasrrs, SHops anp SuHeEps. — Situated on Albany 
street, on the South Bay Territory, opposite Newton street. 
The lot belonged to the city before being used for this purpose, 
and contains 90,780 feet. The stable and buildings connected 
therewith are of brick. There are also on the premises wooden 
Sheds, used for storing wagons, etc. The stable is two stories 
high, with French roof, and has accommodations for 100 horses. 
Total original cost, exclusive of land, $79,089.23. 

Connected with the stables are blacksmith, wheelwright and har- 
ness-makers’ shops, with all the necessary tools, in which the 
wagons, carts, harnesses, etc., used by the department, are con- 
structed and kept in repair. 


Orrat Depor. — Erected in 1864 on the wharf fronting on Albany 
street, opposite Brookline street, on the other side of the dock 
from that used by the Paving Department. The lot which the 
building occupies, and the yard attached to the same, contain 
32,520 feet, and belonged to the city before being used for that 
purpose. Total original cost of building, $18,578.89. This 
building is used for the deposit of house offal daily collected in 
the city carts, and which is thence conveyed without the limits 
of the city proper by purchasers of the same. 


West STABLE AND SHEDs, North Grove street.— The stable is a 
brick building, a story and a half high, 128 feet by 50, located on 
North Grove street, built in 1860, with suitable outbuildings 
attached to the same. It has accommodations for thirty-eight 
horses. The lot contains about 33,600 feet. On this lot is 
an Offal-shed erected in 1875, at a cost of $4,160.12. 


HIGHLAND STABLE, on the old Almshouse lot, Highland street, con- 
taining 81,082 square feet. A part of this stable and adjoining 
lot is used by the Paving Department. There is on this lot a 
new brick stable, which cost $39,594.13. 
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In 1875 there was a stable erected for twenty-one horses, on Canal 
street, Charlestown District, at a cost of $5,083.07. Contents 
of lot, 11,803 square feet. 

The Superintendent. of Health has charge of the City stables, 
horses, carts, wagons, etc., necessary for the business of keeping 
the streets and places clean; collecting the house offal, collect- 
ing the house ashes, dry dirt, etc. A particular inventory and 
valuation of the property in his charge, including one hundred 
and eighty-nine horses, is attached to the Annual Report of the 
Board of Health to the City Council. The estimated value of 
the whole property at that time was $106,924.99. 

Prisoners aré conveyed to and from the institutions at South Bos- 
ton, and to the Deer Island Steamboat, by vehicles furnished by 
this department. 


The following property is in charge of the Board of Health : — 


Fifteen urinals, in different parts of the city, including two retreats 
for females, one on the Common facing West-street entrance, 
and the other on the Public Garden— two wooden structures 
with slated roofs, appropriately furnished; cost of the one on 
the Common, $1,870.00; of the one on the Public Garden, 
$1,830,00. 


Gattor’s IsLaAnp, containing about 16 acres, was purchased in 
1860 for $6,600, used as Quarantine station, on which are a 
dwelling-house, barn, coal-shed, small-pox hospital, steamboat 
wharf and one old building, with the live stock, farming utensils, 
merchandise, provisions, tools, etc., for carrying on the Quar- 
antine Department. 


SreamBoat ** SAMUEL LittLe.” — This boat is about 47 tons bur- 
then, 72 feet in length, 16 feet beam and 7 feet deep, and was 
built at Boston in 1872. Cost of boat and furniture, $10, 299.26. 
Employed in quarantine service. 


PAVING DEPARTMENT. 


The following property is under the charge of the Superintendent 
of Streets: — 


Buitpinc AND Wuarr, on Albany street, opposite Sharon street, 
adjoining the City Stable. The building is of brick and wood, 
and covers some 8,000. square feet of land, and is divided into a 
shed for breaking stone for macadamizing, blacksmith and car- 
penters’ shops, and a tool-room. ‘The total contents of the lot, 
including wharf and building, are 55,292 square feet. Original 
cost of the building, $10.940.86. 


Buitpincs AND WuHarr, on Charles street, corner of Cambridge 
street. The buildings are two in number, built of wood. One 
is divided into a blacksmith and carpenter’s shops, an office for 
foreman and wharfinger, with tenement upstairs occupied by the 
wharfinger; the other building contains a stable, with accom- 
modations for six horses, and a shed for breaking stones for 
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macadamizing, and storage of material. Between the two 

buildings, at the entrance to the wharf, is a Fairbanks’ standard 
scale. The total contents of the lot, including wharf and 
buildings, are about 37,626 square feet. Cost of buildings, 
$14,639.74. 


Fort-Hitt Wuarr, containing 21,054 square feet, placed in charge 
of the Paving Department, May 18, 1874, to be used for the 
landing and storage of paving blocks and gravel, until such 
time as said wharf shall be wanted for the extension of Oliver 
Street. 


East Boston—a wharf lot on Condor street, 70 feet on said 
street, running to Commissioners’ Line, about 800 feet. Adjoin- 
ing this another lot belonging to the Boston Water Works, 
about 50 feet front on said street, and running down to the 
Commissioners’ Line. The two make a front of 120 feet on 
Condor street. The wharf lot is under charge of the Paving 
Department. 


Leper Lor, on Washington street, Roxbury District, containing 
134,671 square feet. Upon this lot are buildings containing a 
steam-engine and stone-crusher. Also, a stone powder-house, 
and a small wooden cottage, occupied by the foreman of the 
ledge. 


Hieuuanp-strert Sraste Lor. Upon this lot is a large brick 
stable, erected in 1873-74, and occupied by the Health and 
Paving Departments. Also a brick building used as a black- 
smith’s shop, and a shed for the storage of tools, ete. For con- 
tents of lot, see Health Department. 


Levee Lor, on Codman street, Dorchester District, containing 
299,000 square feet, was purchased in 1870 for the sum of 
$5,980. Upon this lot is a building containing a steam-engine 
and stone-crusher ; the building cost $1,200, and the engine and 
stone-crusher, $2,330. 


On the AtmsHouse lot, Hancock street, Dorchester District, there 
are two stables, also two sheds, and a tool-house, used by this 
department. 


Leper Lor, on Myrtle street and Bird place, Dorchester District, 
containing 81,068 square feet. Upon this lot is a blacksmith’s 
shop and large shed containing a steam-engine and stone-crusher. 
This lot was purchased by the town of Dorchester, of Stephen 
Baker, in 1867. 


DowneEr-AvENUE Lot, Dorchester District, containing 95,300 
square feet, purchased by the Paving Department, in 1871, of 
Nathan and Henry N. Sawyer, for the protection of the Alms- 
house lot. 


Grave Lors: on Childs street, West Roxbury District, a lot of 
land containing about ten thousand feet, upon which is a stable 
and sheds, erected in 1875 at a cost of $5,000. Also a building 
formerly used by this department as a stable, upon the engine-

house lot on Centre street, which was moved to this lot, and

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SEWER DEPARTMENT. 


The Superintendent of Sewers has under his charge 166 miles of 
sewers built by the city and under his exclusive control. The 
department occupies a small lot on North Grove street, and a 
large one, with water-front, on Albany street, for the storage of 
materials, tools, etc., and also owns a lot on Bainbridge and 
Kingsbury streets, containing 2,640 feet, and a lot near Lamar- 
tine street, containing about 32,450 feet, purchased for a new 
channel for Stony Brook, and a lot containing about 7,600 feet, 
near Boylston Station, West Roxbury District. Also a number 
of pieces of land, each 30 feet wide, extending along the valley of 
Stony Brook, in West Roxbury, taken by the town for a new 
channel. In his Annual Report to the City Council, January, 
1876, the Superintendent of Sewers gives a schedule of the tools 
and other property belonging to this department.

These houses are floating structures, except Nos. 9, 10, 13, 14, 
and 16; Nos. 9 and 10 are on the beach, and Nos. 13 and 14 are 
situated on Cabot street, the tanks of which are supplied with 
Cochituate water. Most of them are oblong, with wooden roofs, 
enclosing a water-surface, around which, inside of the structure, 
are platforms. All the houses have dressing-rooms attached to 
them. House No. 9 consists of a main building with ells, in which 
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are dressing-rooms; from the ends of these ells to the water are 
fences, attached to which is a chain with cork buoys which 
enclose a square water-surface. In the offices of the Superin- 
tendents are various articles of furniture, tools and supplies for 
making small repairs. 


SEALER OF WEIGHTS AND MEASURES. 


There is one salaried officer annually appointed by the Mayor, — 
under the ordinance of October 15, 1869. 

In his charge are various sets of standard weights and measures, 
etc. See annual report for 1875 for detailed statements of 
property. 


CITY ENGINEER’S OFFICE.

OVERSEERS OF THE POOR. 
In charge of the Board of Overseers of the Poor. 


CrentraL Cuarity Bureau Bourripine, located at the corner of 
Chardon and Hawkins streets, is of brick, with granite trimmings, 
and is occupied by the Overseers of the Poor, the Paymaster of the 
Soldiers’ Relief, and the following charitable societies: Boston 
Provident Association, Industrial Aid Society, Massachusetts Sol- 
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diers’ Fund, Boston Soldiers’ Fund, Boston Sewing Circle, Ladies’ 
Relief Agency, Young Men’s Benevolent Society, German Emi- 
grant Aid Society, Boston Police Relief Association, and the 
Young Men’s Hebrew Association. The City Physician also occu- 
pies a room in this building, and the National Sailors’ Home has a 
room for examination of applicants. 


Temporary Home FOR THE DestirutT®, located at the corner of 
Chardon and Bowker streets, is of brick with granite trimmings. 
This building and the one above mentioned were erected on a lot 
the contents of which are 22,000 square feet. The total cost of 
these buildings, with the land and the boiler-house in the rear, was 
$210,494.38. 


PUBLIC LIBRARY. 


In the Public Library and its branches in East Boston, South 
Boston, Roxbury, Dorchester, Charlestown, and Brighton Districts, 
there are about 800,000 bound volumes, besides manuscripts, 
pamphlets, statuary and paintings. ‘The Tosti engravings embrace 
600 in frames, 5,100 in bound volumes, and several hundred in 
portfolios.

The whole work was performed under the 
direction of Carroll D. Wright, chief of said bureau, to whom we 
are indebted for the table on the following page, giving a detailed 
statement of the population, sex, nativity, polls, voters, color and 
race of Boston according to the wards as they existed at the time 
of taking of the census; followed by a table giving the population, 
etc., of city in the new wards made by the City Council of 1875;

Lincotn, Chairman; Grorce Hicernson, Treasurer. April 30, 
1876. 


PEMBERTON Funp.— This Fund comprises bequests made to the 
City of Boston, from 1760 to the present time, from ‘“* A. B.,” 
Daniel Oliver, Margaret Blackader, Alice Quick, Annie Wheel- 
wright, Mary Ireland, Benjamin Pemberton, Martha Stevens, Mrs. 
H. Driscoll, William Breed, Samuel Eliot, John Coffin Jones, 
Mary Belknap, ‘*A Citizen of Boston,’ Anonymous, and Dr. 
Harriot K. Hunt. The most important, however, of the bequests 
was from BrenJAMIN PEMBERTON, whose will was proved June 
25, 1782; and for that reason his name has been given to the 
fund. -The income of this fund is to be expended, at the dis- 
cretion of the Overseers, in semi-annual payments to the poor 
of this city. The amount of this fund, April 30, 1876, was 
$97,362.12. 


Boyiston Funps. — These funds were from a bequest by JoHN 
Boyziston, who died in London. His will was proved June 12, 
1795. One portion of the bequest is ordered to be paid to ‘* Poor 

nd decayed householders of the Town of Boston,” ‘ not under 
fifty years of age,” ‘‘ persons of good character, and reduced by 
the acts of Providence, not by indolence, extravagance or other 
vice.” The other portion to be applied to ‘ nurture and instruc- 
tion of Poor Orphans and Deserted Children of the Town of Bos- 
ton until fourteen years of age.” 

The Boylston Relief Fund amounted, April 30, 1876, to 
$18,429.16. 

The Boylston Educational Fund amounted, April 30, 1876, 
to $98,403.81. 


Mason Funp — Was a bequest of JonarHan Mason, by will 
dated July 15,1798. Interest to be paid annually to the Chaplain 
of the Almshouse or Workhouse. Interest to. be added until one 
is appointed. The interest is now paid annually towards the sal- 
ary of the Chaplain of the House of Industry. Amount of Mason 
Fund, April 30, 1876, $8,300. 


Dexter Funp — Was a bequest of Samurnt Dexter, by will 
dated May 7, 1811, for supplying firewood or coal to such objects 
of charity as are not supported in the Almshouse, though some- 
times relieved by the Overseers of the Poor. Amount of Dexter 
Fund, April 30, 1876, $2,892.59. 
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JEFFRIES Funp — Was a bequest of Davin Jerrriss, former 
Town Treasurer. Will dated January, 1786. Income to be ap- 
plied to the purchase of tea and coffee, chocolate and sugar, for 
the refreshment of those persons who, in the providence of God, 
are or shull be obliged to seek refuge in the Almshouse, after hay- 
ing lived reputably, but always giving preference to the pious poor. 
Amount of Jeffries fund, April 30, 1876, $2,154.92. 


Lucy Buttman Cuariry — Consists of an estate on Cambridge 
and Joy streets in this city, which came into the possession of 
the City of Boston in 1872, in accordance with the will of Lucy 
Bullman, provided at Probate Court, Suffolk Co., Jan. 9, 1832; in 
which it is proved that, upon the death of certain persons therein 
named, said estate is given to the city of Boston upon condition 
that the estate never be sold, but the income used for the benefit 
of the poor. 

The facts concerning the will of Lucy Bullman are as fol- 
lows : — 

In December, 1828, Lucy Bullman died, leaving a will in which 
she bequeathed her estate on Cambridge street, near Belknap 
(now Joy) street, to three nieces, Sarah and Nancy Haley and 
Mary B. DeWolfe. In case they died without heirs, the estate 
was to go to John W. Haley, a grand-nephew of the testatrix ; and 
in case of his death without issue, the property was to go to the 
City of Boston, for the benefit of the poor. John W. Haley, the 
grand-nephew, died about two years after the testatrix, and 
the last of the nieces died in 1869. The brothers and sisters of 
John W. Haley then claimed the property, as the terms of the will 
were that if the nieces died without heirs the property was to go 
elsewhere ; but as they were the heirs of the nieces they claimed 
that the property rightfully belonged to them. ‘The city held that 
the word ‘‘heirs” did not mean in that case heirs in its larger 
sense, but simply ‘‘ issue,” as spoken of in relation to the grand- 
nephew. The case went to the court, resting upon the construc- 
tion to be put upon the word ‘ heirs,” which the Supreme Court 
finally decided to mean ‘‘issue.” ‘The property therefore went to 
the city. ‘The estate is valued at about $17,00U. 

By a vote of the City Council, approved by the Mayor Jan. 4, 
1873, this estate was placed in charge of the Overseers of the 
Poor. 


Tue Davip Sears Cuarirty is a fund contributed by the late 
Davib Sears, for the relief of the Poor. 

The amounts formerly held in the Fifty Associates Charity and 
the Searstan Charter House have been transferred to this fund. 

This fund has been largely increased by an amount received 
from the Donation Fund, established by Mr. Sears, of which the 
Fifty Associates were actuaries, and the total amount of ‘‘ The 
David Sears Charity,” April 30, 1876, was $255,416.29. 


Pierce Furr Funp. — Legacy left to the city of Charlestown, 
by the late CaLeB Pierce, who died September 7, 1860, and which 
was accepted by the Charlestown City Council, May, 1861. Income 
to be expended in purchasing fuel for indigent widows, whose hus-

bands had resided in Charlestown -at least one year before their 
decease, said widows still continuing to reside in Charlestown. 
Amount of fund April 30, 1876, $1,500, invested in City of 
Charlestown stock, and $45 interest on hand. 


Horton Protestant Poor Funp. — Legacy left to the town of 
Brighton by the late James Hotton, in 1863, will probated June 9, 
1863. Income to be expended in purchasing and distributing pro- 
visions among poor and indigent Protestant families in said town 
of Brighton, on Thanksgiving and other holidays, or just previous 
to such holidays. Unmarried Protestant females to receive a 
liberal share. Amount of fund April 30, 1875, $1,425, invested 
in Town of Brighton bonds. Accrued interest, $88.34. Total, 
$1,513.34. 


Hoxton Prorestant Pauper Fonp. — Legacy left to the Town 
of Brighton by the late Jamzs Hotton, for the purpose of furnish- 
ing good and plentiful meals to the Protestant paupers of Brighton, 
on Thanksgiving Day or other holidays. Amount of fund April 
30, 1875 — one certificate of indebtedness of Town of Brighton, 
$1,615.60. Accrued interest, $179.83. Total, $1,795.48.

CHARLESTOWN POOR’S FUND. 


Various bequests made by Richard Russell, May, 1674; Richard 
Sprague, will dated October 5, 1703; Thomas Call, will dated 
Jan., 1772; Richard Devens, 1825; David Goodwin, March, 
1826; Thomas Miller, April 2, 1833; Catharine Bradish, Septem- 
ber, 1836; Daniel White, 1864; James K. Frothingham, 1864; 
Jacob Foss, 1865; Simeon A. R. DeWolfe, 1865; Reuben Hunt, 
1866, for the benefit of the poor of Charlestown. By an act of the 
Legislature, passed in 1825, the board’of trust was composed of 
the selectmen of Charlestown, and the two senior deacons from 
each church, for the time being, and their successors in said 
office.

POLICE CHARITABLE FUND. 


The City Council passed an ordinance June 17, 1870, to take 
effect on its passage, providing that ‘‘all moneys received by 
police officers for fees as witnesses, and paid by them into the City 
Treasury, shall be kept as a separate fund, for a period of five 
years,* and be invested and managed by the Mayor, Treasurer and 
Auditor of the city for the time being, who shall be trustees 
thereof. ‘The income of the said fund shall be applied to the re- 
lief of persons who have received an honorable discharge from the 
police force by reason of sickness, age, or other inability, and who 
are, in consequence thereof, in necessitous circumstances; and 
also to the relief of the widows and orphans, in necessitous cir- 
cumstances, of police officers who have died while in the service 
of the city. Said trustees may make such rules and regulations 
for the appropriation and disbursement of the interest of said fund 
as they may deem expedient; subject, however, to such orders or 
ordinances as the City Council may from time to time adopt.” 

The trustees consist of the Mayor, Samuel C. Cobb, the City 
Treasurer, Charles H. Dennie, and the Auditor of Accounts, Alfred 
T. Turner; Samuel C. Cobb, Chairman, and Alfred T. Turner, 
Treasurer and Secretary.

FRANKLIN FUND. 


This is a fund for the encouragement of young mechanics. . Dr. 
BENJAMIN FRANKLIN, in his will, gave the inhabitants of Boston, 
in 1791, one thousand pounds sterling, which be directed to be 
loaned in sums of not more than £60 or less than £15, to one 
applicant, at 5 per cent. interest; to be repaid in annual instal- 
ments of 10 per cent. each. These loans are restricted to ‘Young 
Married Artificers, under the age of twenty-five, who have faith- 
fully served an apprenticeship in Boston, so as to obtain a certifi- 
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cate of good moral character from at least two respectable citizens, 
who are willing to become their sureties in a bond for the repay- 
ment of the money.” 

Dr. Franklin calculated (not anticipating any losses) that the 
one thousand pounds would increase, in the course of one hundred 
years, to one hundred and thirty-one thousand pounds ($582,000) ; 
and of this amount he would have the managers lay out £100,000 
in public works; and the remaining £31,000 he would have con- 
tinue on interest for another term of one hundred years, at the 
end of which time he calculated that the fund would be $4,610,000 ; 
of which $1,610,000 was to be at the disposition of the inhabitants 
of the Town of Boston, and the balance to the Government of the 
State. 

The Trustees under the Will are the Selectmen (now Board of 
Aldermen), united with the ministers of the oldest Episcopalian, 
Congregational and Presbyterian Churches in the Town of Boston. 
The first loan was made in May, 1791. 

The Treasurer of the Fund, Samugert F. McCueary, in his annual 
report to the trustees, makes the statement of its condition, Jan. 
1, 1876, viz. : —

STOUGHTON SCHOOL FUND. 


This is a bequest of Gov. WitttAM StouauTon, who died at 
Dorchester, July 7, 1701, and the following extract from his will 
furnishes the purposes for which it was made: “ Unto the Schools 
of Dorchester I give the sum of one hundred and fifty pounds, to 
be secured and settled under improvement for a yearly income 
‘towards the advancement of the salary of the schoolmaster, 
wherein my will is, that if within the space of ten years next fol- 
lowing the date of this my last will, the town of Dorchester shall 
not have provided and settled such a salary of their own proper 
gift as shall make up the present salary, already settled to be and 
continued to the full value of £40 a year; in that case, I say, my 
will is, that, until they shall have provided and settled a salary of 
that value of £40 a year, the whole improvement of this, my oift, 
shall yearly be paid to the steward of Harvard College, in Cam- 
bridge ; and, at the discretion of the President and Fellows thereof, 
be given toward the encouragement of some well-deserving student 
there, coming from or belonging to the town of Milton, if any such 
there be, otherwise to some other that may cleserve it.” 

The terms of this bequest were complied with by the authorities 
of the town of Dorchester. This fund was received from the 
Treasurer of the town of Dorchester, by the terms of the Act of 
Annexation of said town to Boston, and stands as follows: —

GIBSON SCHOOL FUND.

He applied for freemanship in the town of Dorchester, October, 
1630, and was an inhabitant of that town as late as 1646, but re- 
moved to Boston previous to 1650, in which year he assisted in 
forming the Old North Society. He provided by will, about 1674, 
‘‘that if anything of his estate should remain undisposed of after 
the payment of his legacies therein bequeathed and of his just 
debts, such remainder of his estate should be left to the discretion 
of his executors to purchase some estate for the promoting of 
learning in the town of Dorchester.” There remained in the 
hands of the executors, after complying with the terms of the will, 
£104, with which sum the surviving executor, Daniel Preston, 
purchased twenty-six acres of land at Smelt Brook, and deeded 
the same, on the sixth day of February, 1693, *‘to Enoch Wis- 
well, Samuel Robinson, John Tolman, James Bird, and Increase 
Sumner, as Trustees aforesaid for the time being, and to their suc- 
cessors and assigns forever, in the same place, trust and office, to 
and for the only sole use and purpose, benefit and behoof of the 
schools of learning in the town of Dorchester, and to and for no 
other use, intent or purpose whatsoever, absolutely without any 
manner or condition, redemption or revocation in any wise.” 
Sales of this land have been made from time to time, and the part 
still held consists of 586,427 square feet.

CHARLESTOWN SCHOOL TRUST FUNDS. 


The Legislature of Massachusetts, on the 27th of March, 1793, 
passed an Act to incorporate Richard Devens, Nath’l Gorham, 
Josiah Bartlett, Aaron Putnam, Joseph Hurd, Nath’! Hawkins, 
Seth Wyman, and their successors, Trustees of the Charles- 
town Free School. On the 18th of April of the same year, it was 
‘Voted, that the Town Treasurer deliver to Aaron Patnam, Esq., 
Treasurer for the Trustees of the Charlestown Free Schools, all 
the money, bonds, notes of hand, ete. (being the property of said 
free schools), that now are, or may come into his, the Town Treas- 
urer’s, hands.” 

‘“‘ By the preamble of the act creating the corporation, the object 
appears to have been a more convenient administration of certain 
real and personal property that had been bequeathed to the town 
for the use of the public schools, and prevent it from being indis- 
criminately mixed with other property or funds of the town, and 
so lost to the specific use for which it was given.” 

The charter of the City of Charlestown, after prescribing the 
manner of electing the School Committee, provides that the per- 
sons thus chosen shall have ‘all the powers and privileges, and be 
subject to all the liabilities set forth” in the Act to incorporate 
certain persons by the name of the Trustees of Charlestown Free 
Schools; and the act of annexation to Boston provides for the 
continuance of this corporation, in the members of the School 
Committee of the City of Boston from the Charlestown District.

The interest on this fund is to be exclusively appropriated for 
the purchase of books for the said library, having a permanent 
value. 


Pierce Funp. — This is a donation made by Henry L. Pierce, 
late Mayor of the city, Nov. 29, 1873, and accepted by the City 
Council, Dee. 27, 1878. Mr. Pierce, in his letter to the Trustees 
of the Library, says :— 


‘Desiring to indicate my interest in the continued progress of 
our library, I ask leave to contribute to its funds the sum of five 
thousand dollars. It is my wish that this sum shall be used by 
the trustees for the purchase of books of a permanent value for 
the Bates Hall collection, but it is immaterial to me whether it 
be funded, and the interest of the same be annually expended, or 
whether it be applied either now, or at some future time, to the 
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acquisition of some speciai collection, either of works relating to 
the history of this continent, or of science, or of art. In this way 
I hope to leave both principal and interest entirely at the disposal 
of the trustees, to be employed in such manner as may in their 
judgment most advance the value of our great library.” 


One certificate of City of Boston Six per cent. Stock, $5,000 00 


Townsenpd Funp. — This is a donation from William Minot, and 
William Minot, Jr., Esqrs., executors of the will of Mary P. 
TownsEnND, of Boston, at whose disposal she left a certain portion 
of her estate in trust, for such charitable and public institutions as 
they might think meritorious. Said executors accordingly selected 
the Public Library of the City of Boston, as one of such institu- 
tions, and attached the following conditions to the legacy: ‘* The 
income only shall in each and every year be expended in the pur- 
chase of books for the use of the library; each of which books 
shall have been published in some one edition at least five years at 
the time it may be so purchased.” 


One certificate of City of Boston Six per cent. Stock, for $4,000 00 


Ticknor Bequest. — By the will of the late Greorce TicKknor, 
of Boston, he gives to the City of Boston, on the death of 
his wife, all his books and manuscripts in the Spanish and Portu- 
guese languages, about four thousand volumes, and also the sum 
of four thousand dollars. After the receipt of said sum, the city is 
required to expend not less than one thousand dollars in every five 
years, during the twenty-five years next succeeding (7. @., the in- 
come of the four thousand dollars, at the rate of five per cent. per 
annum), in the purchase of books in the Spanish and Portuguese 
languages and literature. At the end of twenty-five years, the 
income of the said sum is to be expended annually in the purchase 
of books of permanent value, either in the Spanish and Portuguese 
languages, or in such other languages as may be deemed expedient 
by those having charge of the library. The books bequeathed or 
purchased are always to be freely accessible, for reference or study, 
but are not to be loaned for use outside of the library building. 
If these bequests are not accepted by the city, and the trusts and 
conditions faithfully executed, the books, manuscripts; and money 
are to be given to the President and Fellows of Harvard College. 


In order that the city might receive the immediate benefit 
of this contribution, Anna Ticknor, widow of the donor, 
relinquished her right to retain, during her life, the books and 
manuscripts, and placed them under the control of the city, the 
City Council having previously accepted the bequests in accordance 
with the terms and conditions of said will, and the Trustees of the 
Public Library received said bequests in behalf of the city, and 
made suitable arrangement for the care and custody of the books 
and manuscripts.

This is a donation made in June, 1863, by a literary association 
of young men in Boston, who, at the dissolution of the association, 
authorized its trustees, Thomas Minns, John J. French, and J. 
Franklin Reed, to dispose of the funds on hand in such manner as 
to them should seem judicious. They elected to bestow it on the 
Public Library, attaching to it the following conditions: ‘In trust, 
that the income, but the income only, shall, year by year, be ex- 
pended in the purchase of books of permanent value for the use of 
the free Public Library of the city, and, as far as practicable, of 
such a character as to be of special interest to young men.” The 
trustees expressed a preference for books relative to Government 
and Political Economy. 


TREADWELL Bequest. — By the will of the late DanreL Treap- 
WELL, Of Cambridge, late Rumford Professor in Harvard Col- 
lege, who died February 27, 1872, he left the residue of his 
estate, after payment of debts, legacies, etc., in trust to his execu- 
tors, to hold during the life of his wife for her benefit, and after 
her decease to divide the residue then remaining in the hands of 
the trustees as therein provided, and convey one-fifth part thereof 
to the Trustees of the Public Library of the City of Boston. 

The City Council have accepted said bequest, and authorized the 
Trustees of the Public Library to receive the same and invest it in 
the City of Boston Bonds, the income of which is to be expended 
by said trustees in such manner as they may deem for the best 
interests of the Library.

By an order of the Board of Aldermen, approved by the Mayor 
October 26, 1875, a bronze statue of Josiah Quincy, with pedestal, 
is to be erected, at a cost of $18,000, to be defrayed from the in- 
come of this fund; and on this account bills to the amount of fifty 
dollars have already been paid, leaving cash in the Treasury 
amounting to one hundred and ten dollars. 

The interest on this fund ‘‘ may be expended annually by the 
Board of Aldermen, subject to the approval of the Mayor, to adorn 
and embellish the streets and public places of the city.” 


CITY HOSPITAL FUNDS. 


Goopnrow Funp. — Erisua Goopnow, of South Boston (Ward 
XII.), who died in the year 1851, and whose will is dated 12th 
July, 1849, bequeathed to the city ‘all the rest and residue of his 
estate, real and personal, not otherwise disposed of,” for the pur- 
pose of establishing, in the Eleventh or Twelfth Wards of the city, 
a Hospital for the sick. One-half of said funds to be applied for 
the establishment and maintenance of free beds, which should 
always be at the disposal and under the control of the Officers of 
the Government of said Hospital for the time being. Under this 
will, the city came into possession of certain real estate situated 
on Cross street, which has been disposed of, and has produced the 
sum of $16,500, which has been invested in City of Boston Six 
per cent. Stock. Also a lot of land on Third street, South Boston, 
containing 6,6831 feet, which was disposed of in 1867 for 
$4,433.25, of which $4,000 has been invested in City of Boston 
Six per cent. Stock, and the balance ($633.25) remained in the 
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City Treasury at interest, until it amounted to $1,000, and was 
invested in a City of Boston Six per cent. Currency Note. 


Nicnors Funp. — Lawrence Nicuors, who died in September, 
1862, made the following bequest to the city: ‘‘ I give to the City 
of Boston, towards the establishment and endowment of a City 
Hospital, in case such Hospital shall have been established at the 
time of my decease, the sum of one thousand dollars.” And in 
case such Hospital should not have been established by the city at 
the time of his decease, he directed the same amount to be depos- 
ited with the Massachusetts Hospital Life Insurance Company, and 
suffered to accumulate, by the addition of interest, until such a 
Hospital should be established. 

The executor of the will, William Perkins, has paid into the 
treasury nine hundred and thirty-seven dollars and twenty-five 
cents ($937.25), being the amount devised, less the Internal Reve- 
nue Tax on the same, and $530.50, as one of the *‘ residuary legatees 
in the United States,” from the surplus remaining undisposed of. 
The $937.25, with the acumulated interest thereon, has been in- 
vested in a certificate of City Stock for $1,000. The balance 
($530.50) remains in the hands of the City Treasurer. 


Norcross Funp. — Donation of Oris Norcross, late Mayor of 
the city, the interest of which is to furnish clothing to indigent pa- 
tients when leaving the Hospital.

Baxi Funp. — Bequest of the late Jonas Batt, the interest of 
which is to furnish clothing to indigent patients when leaving the 
Hospital.

FOSS SEVENTEENTH OF JUNE, AND FLAG FUNDS. 


The City Council of the City of Charlestown, in August, 1866, 
accepted the bequests made in the will of the late Jacos Foss, who 
died in Charlestown, June 2, 1866. 

The said bequests to the city are contained in the twenty-second 
and twenty-third clauses of the will of the late Jacob Foss, which 
are as follows, viz. :— 


‘¢ Twenty-second. — Having adopted the City of Charlestown for 
my residence, and shared its vicissitudes for more than forty 
years past, and feeling a lively interest in its future prosperity, as 
also sympathizing fully with its patriotic citizens in the utility of 
celebrating the anniversary of the battle of Bunker Hill, that it 
may remind all classes of citizens, particularly the young, to 
guard with jealousy their homes and domestic institutions, to see 
that no internal discord or foreign influence comes in to destroy 
the harmony and security we now feel on the soil of Bunker Hill, 
made sacred by the blood of our ancestors, I give and bequeath to 
the said City of Charlestown the sum of Two Thousand Dollars, 
on condition that the same be accepted by the said city, and in- 
vested so as to produce an income of not less than six per centum 
per annum, which shall be expended yearly for the celebration of 
the seventeenth day of June, for either or all of the following pur- 
poses, viz.: Ringing the bells, firing salutes, music, or decorating the 
streets.’’ 4 

‘* Twenty-third. — It is my desire that the ‘United States Flag’ 
shall forever float upon and around the battle field of the Revolu- 
tion; that the Stars and Stripes may be hailed in the future, as in 
the present and past, with that enthusiasm and glory reminding 
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the loyal and patriotic of their duty to their country, and its in- 
stitutions, to their homes and families, to God and Liberty, in case 
of rebellion or foreign invasion, to stimulate and encourage them 
for its protection. 

‘¢ For this purpose I give and bequeath to the City of Charlestown 
the sum of Two Thousand Dollars, on condition that the same be 
accepted and invested by the city, so as to yield an income of not 
less than six per centum per annum, which income shall be laid out 
annually in ‘ United States Flags’ for the use of said city within 
its present limits; and it is my earnest wish that the flags so pur- 
chased may be used on all proper occasions, so that not more than 
two years’ purchases shall be on hand at any time.”

BABCOCK MUSIC FUND. 


By the will of the late ArcurBALD Baxscock, who died Ang. 10, 
1862, the sum of $3,000 was bequeathed to the City of Charles- 
town, and accepted by the City Council of that city, November, 
1862, upon the conditions and for the purposes expressed by him 
in his last will and testament, as follows : — 


‘¢ Ninth. — I hereby give and bequeath to the City of Charlestown, 
in the County and Commonwealth aforesaid, the sum of Three 
Thousand Dollars, to be held in trust forever by said city, or by 
trustees to be appointed or elected for that purpose by said city, 
and the income thereof only to be annually expended in procuring 
the services of musicians, or of a band or bands of musicians, to 
perform in public in said City of Charlestown, within its present 
limits, free to allits citizens, one-half of said income to be annually 
expended in procuring musicians, or band or bands of musicians, 
to play on or near the small common at the ‘ Neck,’ so called, at 
the corner of Main and Cambridge streets, near my present resi- 
dence ; and it is my will, that if there shall be good and suitable 
musicians or bands resident or located in said city, they shall be 
employed in preference to musicians out of said city, regard being 
had to the qualities and abilities of musicians, and the expense 
thereof, of all which the said city shall determine, as I have confi- 
dence that my wishes will be respected, and as said income is to 
be expended by the city.” 


Deposits in the Charlestown Five Cents Savings Bank, $3,000 00 


BIRD FUND. 


This is a property left by the late Jonn H. Brrp, of South 
Boston, who died in June, 1835. It consisted of one-half of his 
real and personal estate, which was placed in the hands of Trus- 
tees. 

By the terms of the will, which is dated January, 1&35, the 
net income of this property is to be applied, after the death 
of his mother, to the ‘‘ support of a seminary of the first order 
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for the education of females, to be established and located in 
South Boston.” 

No report is required to be made by the Trustees of this Fund 
to the City Council. 


HAWES FUND, 


Being a property left by Joan Hawes, of South Boston, who 
died in 1829. By his will, made in 1813, he directed that the 
income of a portion of his real estate should be applied to certain 
benevolent purposes, among which were the endowment of places 
for religious worship, and the establishing and supporting of 
Public Schools in South Boston, in such a way and manner as, in 
the opinion of certain Trustees, should most tend to the benefit and 
advantage of the inhabitants of said section. 

The income is derived from one-half the rents of certain real 
estate, situated in South Boston, and on the Neck near the Rox- 
bury District line, in the city proper. 

No report is required to be made to the City Government by the 
Trustees of this fund. 


APPROPRIATIONS 
FOR THE FINANCIAL YEAR 1876-1877, 


And an Estimate of the Ways and Means of meeting the same. 


By the fifteenth section of the Ordinance on Finance, the Audi- 
tor of Accounts is required to lay before the City Council, in the 
month of February, annually, an estimate of the amount of money 
necessary to be raised to meet the expenditures of the then ensu- 
ing financial year, under the respective heads of Appropriation, 
together with an estimate of the Ways and Means of paying the 
same. 

Such estimates were duly made, and laid before the City Coun- 
cil in February last; they were referred to a special committee, 
by whom an order was reported which finally passed the City 
Council. 

That order was in substance as follows: — 

It is hereby ordered by the City Council, That to defray the ex- 
penditures of the City of Boston and the County of Suffolk, for 
the financial year commencing with the first day of May, 1876, 
and ending with the last day of April, 1877, the following sums of 
money be and the same are hereby respectively appropriated for 
the objects and purposes explained in the Auditor’s Estimates and 
in the applications of the various Commitees and Boards. 

And it is further ordered, That no money shall be expended, and 
no debt be incurred, for any object or purpose for which a specific 
appropriation is herein made, beyond the amount which is so spe- 
cifically appropriated ; provided, ‘however, that any sums of money 
which may be subscribed or contributed by individuals, to pro- 
mote the object of any of the foregoing appropriations, and which 
form no part of the estimated income of the city, shall be strictly 
applied, according to the intention of the contributors, and shall be 
credited to said appropriation accordingly; that is to say: For

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE OF CONFERENCE 
ON THE SALARY BILL. 


In Common Council, June 1, 1876. 


The committee appointed by this Board for the purpose of 
conferring with a committee from the Board of Aldermen on 
the subject of the salary bill (Doc. No. 41, 1876) which was 
passed — as reported by the Committee on Salaries — by the 
Common Council May 4, 1876, and which was returned to 
said body by the Board of Aldermen with various amend- 
ments in which this branch non-concurred, having held sey- 
eral meetings and carefully considered the subject, would 
respectfully submit as their report the following recommen- 
dations in relation to those portions of the salary bill upon 
which the two branches have disagreed : — 

In each order strike out “the year beginning on the first 
day of April,” and insert “the ten months beginning on the 
first day of June.’ 

In section 3, page 6, the committee would recommend a 
salary of $4, 800 for the City Clerk. 

In section 7, page 7, the committee would recommend a 
salary of $5, 700 for the City Treasurer, and also concur- 
rence with the Board of Aldermen in the amendments relat- 
ing to the payment of “regular” clerks, and an allowance 
of $100 for extra clerk-hire. 

In section 8, page 7, the committee would recommend a 
salary of $5,700 for the Auditor of Accounts. 

In section 9, page 7, the committee would recommend 
concurrence with the Board of Aldermen in the amendments 
relating to the payment of “regular” clerks, and an allow- 
ance of $3,800 for extra clerk-hire in the office of the City 
Collector. 

In section 4, page 8, the committee would recommend a 
salary of $3,000 for the Water Registrar. 

In section 7, page 8, a salary of $3,300 each for the Street 
Commissioners. 

In section 8, page 8, a salary of $2,850 for the Inspector 
of Buildings. 
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In section 2, page 9, a salary of $3,300 for the Superin- 
tendent of Health. i 

In section 3, page 9, a salary of $3,000 for the City 
Physician. 

In section 1, page 11, a salary of $3,600 for the Superin-

Police. 

In section 4, page 16, a salary of $4.00 per day for the 
Captains of Police. 

In section 5, page 16, a salary of $3.50 per day for the 
Lieutenants of Police. 

In section 6, page 16, a salary of $3.25 per day for the 
Sergeants of Police. 

The committee recommend the following as a substitute 
for section 7, page 16: — 

Sncrion 7. The salary of the patrolmen in the Police 
Department, appointed previous to June 1, 1876, shall be at 
the rate of $2.85 per day; the salary of the patrolmen 
xppointed after said date shall be at the rate of $2.50 per 
day. . 

The committee recommend the following as a substitute 
for section 1, page 16: — 

Sporion 1. The salary of the Chairman of the Board of 
Assessors shall be at the rate of $3,500 per annum ; the 
salary of the Secretary of the Board shall be at the rate of 
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$3,250 per annum; the salaries of the other three members 
of the Board shall be at the rate of $3,000 each per annum ; 


said sums to include the allowance provided for by the Gen- 


eral Statutes of the Commonwealth.

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REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE OF CONFERENCE

In Boarp or ALDERMEN, June 6, 1876. 


The committee appointed by this Board for the purpose of 
conferring with a committee from the Common Council on 
the subject of the salary bill (Doc. No. 41, 1876) which was 
passed — as reported by the Committee on Salaries — by the

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REMONSTRANCE. 


To THE Crry Counci. or Boston, MassacHusetts : — 


The undersigned respectfully remonstrate against the 
adoption of the system of sewerage proposed in Report No. 
3 of this year. We believe, if carried into execution, it will 
prove not only ineffectual, but destructive to the health and 
prosperity of this city. 

It is rare, in an undertaking of so much magnitude, that 
the particulars in the estimates should be so few in number. 
The whole cost of the thirty miles of main sewers, of some 
ten feet in diameter, with branches, land damages, pumping- 
engines, stations, siphons, reservoirs, etc., is put down in 
the aggregate at not more than six millions five hundred and 
fifty thousand and sixty-four dollars. 

Of late years the cost of many if not most of the public 
works has greatly exceeded the estimates, —in some 
instances, it is said, two or three hundred per cent. Should 
this new system exceed the estimates to a like extent, the 
amount would be augmented to between fifteen and twenty 
millions of dollars; the interest on which alone would be a 
very heavy annual burden upon the taxpayers. 

As must be obvious, every city is so situated as to require 
a system of sewerage peculiar to itself. What will answer 
for one place may not for another. 

Whether that recommended in the report will meet the 
requirements of this city can only be ascertained by a 
deliberate and proper consideration of its site and condition, 
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its exact position relatively to the waters and land on every 
side, and other circumstances. Would it be justifiable to 
expend anything like such a vast amount of money in a mere 
experiment ? — an experiment which, if it failed, might lead 
to results that could never be fully overcome, especially 
when no such experiment has ever been tried for a city 
located as this is, with such marshes, flats, and low lands as 
nearly environ Boston, which is not mainly built on high 
grounds, or upon the banks of large, deep and wide rivers, 
like some places abroad, where one or two such systems have 


been in part adopted. ‘This fact, among others, must not be | 


lost sight of, —that the tide does not fall twenty feet at 
Boston, as it does at London and Liverpool. 

The above estimates, we understand, do not include the 
extra large sums of money requisite to straighten and maintain 
the direction and purity of the several channels and streams 
‘of water that must be allowed to run into Charles river ; nor 
for the erection of tidal basins, dams and reservoirs for 
frequent flushing purposes. 

The necessity of so maintaining these water-courses, dams, 
basins and reservoirs for flushing, which demand such large 
‘ additional sums, is on account, among other things, of the 
extraordinary situation, as well as the length and size of the 
sewers and branches; that is to say, if the flushing can be 
made to answer the desired end. But we do not believe it 
will, or ever can, be made to perform that end in an effective 
or satisfactory manner ; because we understand, by the report, 
that the inclination of the sewers will afford a flow at a 
minimum rate of only two miles an hour; so that it will be 
almost impossible to prevent the glutinous slime and putre- 


factions from constantly gathering and adhering more or. 


less to the sides and bottoms of the sewers and drains, and 
as constantly exhaling the deadly gases on every side, from 
one end of the line to the other. ) 

Tc remedy this, the erection is suggested, at certain intervals 
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upon the route, of high chimneys, or hollow columns, to carry 
the gases into the upper atmosphere. But in thick and 
cloudy weather, which so often occurs, the beating down and 
pressure from above, and the frequent changes of the winds 
at these and other times, must render these structures of 
little or no avail; inasmuch as during both day and night 
these pestilential gases would not fail to be driven, to a 
greater or less extent, down upon the land and habitations,_ 
to say nothing of the gases that would always be escaping 
from the interval spaces. As to the size and number of the 
tidal basins and flushing reservoirs, no particular statement 
is given; and in relation to them recent experience teaches 
us, that now they must, like the sewers, be constructed in 
the most substantial, solid and permanent manner, to guard 
against leaks, breaches and overflows, which, occurring in 
the populous suburbs of the metropolis, would be attended 
by almost incalculable losses of both life and property. Noris 
anything said about annual repairs of these additional works, 
or the number of men, and their wages per annum, necessary 
for the proper care, protection and management of the same. 
What guaranty is there that the cost of these tidal basins, 
reservoirs, dams, and the extra water requisite, would not 
amount to as much as the intercepting sewers themselves ? 

It is also proposed in the report for the better protection of 
the citizens from the malaria, that they should in all parts of 
the city erect, at their own expense, pipes leading from the 
drains and sewers, or otherwise, through and above the roofs 
of their houses, that the eftluvia may escape, as far as may be, 
in this way. The expense of so many thousand elevated 
pipes is not estimated; but, on account of the great number 
of buildings in the city and the adjoining places, it would 
be both great and onerous, — especially as they must always 
be kept in good repair, whether answering any good purpose 
or not. 

It isnot less manifest, that the often lowering and pressure

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of the atmosphere, and varying winds, instead of carrying. 
aloft these. foul exhalations, would as often drive them down 
into the streets, doors and windows. | : 

It is recommended in the report, that a competent force 
of policemen or other persons be employed to inspect and 
see that these pipes are always in their proper place and 
condition. 

It will likewise be borne in mind that the thick mass of 
liquid corruption within the sewers and drains must be 
drawn along to their up-hill or final ascent of thirty feet and. 
over, and kept in motion, and delivered at the distant outlets ; 
on the bay, by means of enormous pumps and machinery 
worked by steam-engines. These, with the furnaces, must 
be numerous and always in readiness, in order that a suffi- 
cient number of them may be in operation at the proper. 
times night and day, while portions of them will in turn 4 
become worn, require reparation, or suffer damage to @ : 
greater or less degree. At the buildings covering this 
massive machinery, at or near each of the reservoirs and , 
outlets, there must be retained not less than several relays . 
of hands, one relay at least in readiness for each eight hours 
of the twenty-four; for a stoppage in the operation of such. 
an extensive system for only a day or two, along the low. 
lands and other parts of this city, would almost inevitably 
result in serious maladies and other evil consequences. Is; | 
it, possible that no system can be devised less expensive, » | 
difficult or dangerous than this? It is also obvious that the , 
existence alone of wide and deep sewers and drains of so 
many miles in length, filled with organic matter constantly 
decomposing, must yield poisonous emanations enough, 
aside from stoppages or outbursts; but to guard against 
them, as far as may be, will be required another organized — 
body, or relays of men, to be on duty nearly all the time, 
along the whole length of the main lines and their principal , 
branches. 
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_ No estimate appears of what the annual expenditures for 
such employés, or for fuel, repairs, etc., etc., will be. At 
each outer terminus of the main sewers there are to be 
erected capacious reservoirs and outlets, into which the 
miscellaneous contents of the drains and sewers are to be 
pumped or impelled; and these contents are to remain till 
they can fall or be forced into the bay at ebb tides, as stated, 
in order to be carried out to sea. | 

Now these contents must accumulate and remain in a fer- 
menting state, with more or less of agitation, for all the 
time between the ebb and flow of the tides. Will not the 
exhalation and odor blown by every changing wind here and 
there along the wharves, upon the shipping, and back upon 
the land, on nearly every side, create a nuisance so offensive 
and unhealthful as to become intolerable? No provision 
seems to be devised to. prevent such emanations or their 
baleful consequences. In these noisome reservoirs the con- 
tents must ever be exposed to the sun, the storms, and the 
inclemency of the weather. 

In the severity of winter they must become as frozen as 
the waters in the bay or along the shores; and as often as 
they are converted into ice there must be an entire stoppage 
of. the works, or complete stagnation from terminus to 
terminus. 

Is it not absolutely necessary to be informed beforehand 
' what are the proper measures to be taken to prevent any such 
stoppage as well as emanations, and to maintain the dis- 
charges into the bay and the outdrifts into the sea whenever 
the reservoirs and outlets, and the harbor or waters along 
the coast, are sealed up by ice? 

More or less debris would doubtless be pumped up with the 
liquid contents of the sewers and drains into the reservoirs and. 
then precipitated into the bay. But another and very serious 
question arises, whether the more glutinous and heavy por- 
tions of this matter will drift, float, or be carried to the ocean. 
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What assurance can be had that it will be taken or take 
itself even so far as the light-house ? 

The supposition of its going or arrival there may be a very 
plausible one; but what are the actual facts in regard to 
organic matters after lodgment in the present sewers and 
drains? Do not portions of them adhere to the sides and 
bottoms? Do not other portions, when forced out by any 
extraordinary means, fall down to the bottom of the small 
outlets? Are they not deposited there and upon the adjacent 
flats, emitting the most noxious effluvia when the tides are 
out? And when there is any considerable increase of these 
deposits are they not required to be removed, with other 
deposits, from the ends of the wharves or shoals, by means of 
the floating steam excavators or other means? 

When, therefore, similar matters are expelled from the 
reservoirs of the main intercepting sewers, what is to prevent 
more or less of the same from falling down to the bottom, or 
spreading upon the flats and shoals? On the other hand, if it 
can be shown, beyond a peradventure, that they can be taken 
or carried down the harbor by the outgoing tides, what cer- 
tainty or proof, beyond a reasonable doubt, is there that in 
these waters they, or portions of them, will not be returned 
with the incoming tides, or brought back and washed upon 
the shoals? 

As to the sites of such refuse-reservoirs and works near 
them, so important for the proposed system, if in spite 
of all objections it can be carried out, none could per- 
haps have been selected so completely exposed to assaults 
and destruction in time of war as those designated in the 
report; and when it is borne in mind what submarine ves- 
sels, torpedoes for water and torpedoes for land operations 
have been invented and made, to say nothing of “infernal 
machines,” it will not be difficult to foresee how instantly 
such reservoirs and outlets might be reduced to ruins in any 
future day of hostilities,— either foreign or domestic,— should 
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such hostilities ever occur ; the effects of which ruins would be 
the fatalities of the plague. | 

_ Other grave and important objections may be adduced, - 
but are waived for the present; and as there is now but a 
single system before the authorities, although there are not 
less than five different systems in Europe alone; yet if one 
or more other systems, far better adapted to this city and at 
far less expense of time and money, could be had, and be in 
other respects superior, they would at once, undoubtedly, re- 
ceive all due consideration ; and inasmuch as the attention of 
most of the citizens is this year so absorbed in the depressed 
state of private business, and the disturbed condition of 
public affairs, that probably not more than ten in a hundred 
are aware of this system, or of the new and heavy debts, 
taxes and failure it would involve, it is hereby requested 
that the same be postponed, and that a reward be offered for 
the best plan for sewerage relief, that may be printed in the 
newspapers of the city, for the more immediate information 
of both the public and the authorities; and that such plans 
be referred to a Commission of Citizens, consisting of one 
physician, one chemist, one engineer, one agriculturalist, and 
one mechanic or business man, to be appointed by the 
authorities, with power to give the reward for the best plan ; 
the commissioners also to have power to use or reject any 
parts or all of those submitted to them, and therewith to re- 
port, as soon as they can, such other propositions or plans as 
they shall judge to be demanded for the best interests of the 
City of Boston. 

It may be added, that although the only system recom- 
mended in the report is an ingenious one, and has been set 
forth with all the skill and ability that could be brought to 
bear in favor of it, yet it must be admitted that every 
objection against it, or its several features, should be dis- 
proved conclusively beyond all reasonable doubt or question, 
before the adoption of any resolution for the trial of such a 


system; which could not be carried out and thoroughly 
tested for a long period of time, to say nothing of the 
millions of money proposed to be borrowed, or otherwise 
raised, to pay for the experiment.

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OFFICE OF THE OVERSEERS OF THE Poor, CHARITY BUILDING, 
CORNER HAwKiIns AND Cuarpon Srs., Boston, May 20, 1876. 


To the Honorable the City Council of the City of Boston: — 


The close of one official year, and the commencement of 
another, brings with it the duty of the Overseers of the Poor 
to present to your consideration a statement of the condi- 
tion of the department of the public service which has been 
placed in their charge. 

The details of the receipts and expenditures, with tabular 
accounts of the persons aided during the year, and other 
statistics, will be seen in the Reports of the Secretary and 
Treasurer, which follow this general Report of the Board. 

‘The work, in its character and extent, has been similar to 
that of the previous year. Until our great fire, we were cou- 
eratulating ourselves that, according to our population, 
under our system and methods, the class relying upon the 
city for-out-door relief was gradually diminishing ; but with 
that event, followed as it has been for the last. two years 
with the depression of commercial and industrial activities, 
the tide has seemed to turn the other way, and the number 
of persons aided, and the amount expended, have increased 
to a considerable degree. In addition to these causes, the 
more liberal provisions of the new settlement law have in- 
creased the burden upon the city, so that we now find that 
more-than one half of the families we assist are the recipients 
of our aid, and assert their claims, on account of this recent 
legislation. Many deem it a merit that they have lived in 
our city for five years or more, and, in consequence of such 
inhabitancy, demand as a right that they should be in part 
supported from the public treasury. This class has become 
so large and importunate, thronging our rooms and crowd- 
ing our corridors during the winter season, we fear that 
many of the most deserving poor refrain from visiting us to 
seek that -relief which we would cheerfully render. Our 
visitors have no right to intrude where they are not called, 
and we have no doubt some modest and timid ones may have 
suffered because their necessities were not made known to 
us. We have no right, and certainly have no disposition, 
to make any distinction as to those who claim assistance, 
but would suggest to our good citizens as they hear or know 
of deserving cases, either by a personal visit to the office, or 
in some other form, to make application in their behalf, so 
that the worthy may never have occasion to suffer. 

The poor we shall ever have with us as a part of the com- 
munity in which we live. <A large portion of those who 
have by misfortune fallen from comfortable circumstances 
to want, are sensitive in their nature, and seek relief from 
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private charitable organizations, rather than give publicity 
to their condition by an appeal to an official source. 

Since 1691, when the Overseers of the Poor were first 
appointed in Boston, there have always been some of its -peo- 
ple who have received aid and succor at the public charge ; 
but the great majority of those who are now thrown upon our 
charity are not of the old native class, but are those who 
were born into their unhappy condition in a foreign land, 
and who have sought in this new world, without success, 
to raise themselves above their earlier circumstances. It 
has been wisely said, that the root of most of our pauperism 
has been transplanted to our soil. If it were not so, we 
should have some doubts of the results of our republican 
institutions, with their system of public schools, and those 
other elevating influences which environ us, to uplift and 
stimulate the ambition of the most humble. 

Poverty should not be considered with us a normal condi- 
tion, but only an accidental circumstance, and it should be 
the aim of those who have a share in mitigating its evils so 
to discharge the duty as not to impair that feeling of self- 
respect which is self-sustaining, and which is so honorable 
to the individual as well as so essential to the well-being of 
the State. 

We, of this generation, cannot have much hope that the 
class now on our hands will materially change their condi- 
tion; but efforts should be made with their children to lift 
them above that dependence upon us which their parents 
show, and to inculeate a self-reliant spirit, so that our suc- 
cessors may not be burdened with a large class of chronic 
poor who habitually rely upon the public coffers for the 
means of a comfortable existence. It is a simple matter to 
give, and that seems, in the opinion of some, the only func- 
tion of this Board; but as we have understood our duty, it 
is, to dispense the money placed in our hands with due dis- 
cretion and judgment, and with a full consideration of the 
circumstances of the recipient. The aid should be prompt in 
all cases of real want; it should not be so large in amount 
as to encourage indolence, or made so often as to give the 
impression that it always is to be continued. It should be 
considered as designed only for an emergency, and not a 
standing and unfailing source of revenue or income. 

No great change has taken place in the administration of 
the duties of the office. As year follows year, experience 
suggests some improvement in the management of some 
departments ; but the general plan of official labor, as inau- 
gurated twelve years since, is carried forward with favorable 
results. We found it necessary, such was the multiplicity 
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of pressing calls during the inclement season, to employ 
some additional visitors. Their services were temporary in 
their nature, and their engagement did not materially in- 
crease, for any length of time, the permanent staff of the 
office. The great amount of outside relief furnished is 
naturally during the winter season 5 but more or less is 
required, especially for the sick and for the aged and infirm, 
for the whole year. The summer season is employed in 
office work on the books, and the re-visitation of many of 
the cases, which, unfortunately, have become permanent 
objects of charity. The appointment of Dr. Henry Shaw 
as settlement clerk has proved highly advantageous, his 
knowledge and experience in this, to the uninitiated, com- 
plicated system, affecting our pecuniary relations to the State 
and the various towns and cities, has saved us some money, 
and rendered it more easy to adjust, on equitable terms, the 
numerous questions which naturally arise between us and 
other municipalities. New and more economical , arrange- 
ments have been made in regard to the burial of the poor ; 
a committee, which will hereafter be one of our standing 
committees, will have the supervision of this department. | 
The orders for coffins, graves, and other necessary expenses, 
will go directly, after investigation, from our own office, 
instead of through the City Registrar, as in former years. 

In the last Report it was stated, that our Treasurer, the 
Hon. Otis Norcross, after ten: years’ service, had tendered 
his resignation. The resignation was accepted, and upon 
the first of January Mr. George Higginson entered upon the 
duties of the position. We consider ourselves fortunate in 
having been able to secure the services of a gentleman so 
well known to this community for his public spirit and 
financial skill and experience. The action of the Board, 
suggested by the retirement of Mr. Norcross from our 
service, will be seen by reference to the Appendix. 

The buildings on the Longwood estate, which the Board 
acquired in the settlement: of the questions growing out of 
the gift of the late David Sears, senior, have been put in 
good order, the houses have tenants, and we trust in the 
future will bring in fair rentals. Some repairs have been 
made on the Bullman estate, in Cambridge street, and a sum 
has been set apart from its accumulated income, as a 
fund for rebuilding, when that emergency shall arise. 
All the real estate which we now hold for the benefit of 
the poor of Boston has been placed in the care of a sub- 
committee, thus adding another standing committee to the 
organization of the Board. | 

In the death of Dr. Ira Allen, of the Highland District, | 
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who was for so many years connected with this branch of 
public affairs, the city lost an efficient servant, and his asso- 
ciates a pleasant and wise companion. The official action in 
consequence of his decease will be found in the appendix to 
this Report. 

The number of registration papers prepared during the 
year is 2,211, making the total number on file and recorded 
in our books, 14,161. These papers are not only valuable 
to us, giving the facts and circumstances of the families to 
whom relief has been furnished, but are accessible, in a 
proper manner, to any one engaged in benevolent work. 
Through these documents, a mass of information has been 
accumulated in regard to the antecedents and social con- 
dition of the applicants for charity in Boston, which has 
no parallel, probably, in any city in the civilized world. 
The facts recorded on these fourteen thousand papers are 
not all required in any single year; many of the persons 
whom they represent may never again be applicants ; but 
often they are wanted, after intervals of years, either for 
themselves or for their children, and they justify, for all 
future time, the action of the Board in granting or refusing 
assistance. | 

During the past year between six and seven thousand fami- 
lies have been aided; the number of new applications has 
been, as stated above, something over two thousand, thus 
leaving over four thousand who were the recipients of relief, 
and whose papers had been made out and cases examined in 
former years. This system of registration, the facts for 
which are acquired by special visits to the home of each appli- 
caut, is of vital importance in the distribution of municipal aid ; 
other large cities at home and abroad are following in the 
same direction. Our reports and documents, giving an ac- 
count of the plan, are in frequent request, and we often hear 
that it is adopted in the same or modified form in these locali- 
ties. 

The system in use by the city is to be followed by our dif- 
ferent private charitable societies. A meeting of the dele- 
gates of nearly all these organizations has recently been held 
in the large hall in this building. The meeting was numer- 
ously attended, and the object sought, to obtain exact and 
positive information in regard to the applicants for charity, 
and a knowledge of what each organization is doing for 
them, so that the worthy may be helped and the impostor 
exposed, will probably be put into operation before the rigors 
of another winter are upon us. 

The amount appropriated by the City Council for this de- 
partment was $142,800. Of this amount, $127,483.41 has 
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been drawn from the City Treasurer, leaving a balance in 
the treasury at the close of the year of $15,366.59.

In making an estimate at the commencement of the finan- 
cial year of the sum to be appropriated by the City Council 
for our use, we have to include the amount which we advance 
to the Commonwealth and to the cities and towns who have 
their own poor living within our limits. These sums, when 
received, are returned into the treasury. 


We have received from the Common- 
wealth and other cities and towns, 
during the past year . 29,920 69 
Of this amount $690.91 should have 
been paid the Board of Health by 
the State Treasurer, but having 
been paid us by mistake, it has 
been turned over to our City Treas- 
urer, for account of the Board of 
Health.

If this amount is deducted from the 
amount of city appropriation ex- 
pended it leaves a net charge on 
the Treasury of . : . $97,021 42 


The number of orders drawn for fuel was 8,235, amounting 
to $18,055.32, and for groceries 19,890, amounting to $41,- 
522.20. In the old city proper we have, during the year, 
increased the number and sometimes changed the persons 
upon whom these orders are drawn, so that the recipients 
may receive their supplies nearer their homes, and that the 
patronage of the city may be more equally distributed in 
these two branches of business. 

The cash given in pensions and grants, exclusive of trust 
funds, was $22,270.42. The number of these payments was 
4,597. | 

The character of the Overseers of the Poor in the earlier 
history of the Board so impressed itself upon the confidence 
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and good-will of the benevolent that they became the almon- 
ers of many charitable gifts, whose benefits have been con- 
tinued until the present time. These donations and legacies 
were not given outright to the town or city, but placed in the 
care of the Board for special reasons, to be distributed in the 
manner indicated by the several givers. In an examination 
of the terms it will be found that these gifts were for the 
benefit of a class who had not become objects of a public 
charge, but who would be saved from this position by timely 
aid, and whose past social condition had been of such a char- 
acter as to claim for them peculiar sympathy. Such expres- 
sions as “ decayed families who were not maintained by the 
town in whole or in part ;” “for the comfort of those who had 
been reduced from affluence and good circumstances -7 “for 
the support of citizens or families who have seen better 
days ;” “for the children of meritorious citizens and others 
who have done the State some service,” and others similar in 
their nature, —all seem to indicate that the general purposes 
of these funds were the same, and that they were not in- 
tended for those who ordinarily come under the care of the 
Overseers of the Poor. For upwards of a century the Board 
has been a corporation to enable it to act as trustees of these 
funds, and to dispose of the income. Successive legislative 
enactments have confirmed their powers and authorized them 
to hold additional capital. It will be seen by the Treasurer's 
report that the total amount of these funds is nearly $500,- 
000. It has been the effort of the Board to administer the 
trust in accordance with the original design, and to place on 
the beneficiary list only those who were legally entitled to a 
place upon it. The number now on the roll is 876, an addi- 
tion of 59 during the past year. ‘The administration of this 
trust is one of the most gracious and acceptable duties we 
have to discharge. We wish that this list might be extended, 
as the present number does not exhaust the income. The 
times which we are passing through must have affected ma- 
terially the means of comfort of many of this class, Boston 
men and women, who have outlived their friends and their 
period of gainful labor, and who can receive in this way 
assistance, retaining their self-respect and free from the 
reproach of pauperism. 

In addition to what we are able to do by these funds for 
the more respectable of the aged poor, we have the power, 
through the Boylston Education Fund, to assist a limited 
number of the youth of Boston who are in part or wholly 
orphans. Those now under our care — twelve in number — 
are in the Asylum and Farm Schogl, which is neither a reform- 
atory nor a pauper establishment. The cost of the mainte-

nance and education of these boys is paid by us until they are 
fourteen years of age, when the institution assumes the re- 
sponsibility of their support if they remain longer within its 
walls and under its control. Among the graduates of this 
institution are found some of our best citizens. There is no 
school within our limits better calculated to fit boys for the 
practical affairs of life, and enable them to attain an honorable 
and useful position in society. As early as the year 1824 
the Board were authorized by the Legislature to surrender 
indigent boys who were objects of charity to this institution ; 
and its whole history has been an honor to Boston and the 
philanthropic gentlemen who have so efficiently managed its 
affairs. 

An important department under our charge is the Tempo- 
rary Home. The necessity of such an institution is occa- 
sioned by the fact that we have not within the city proper a 
Poorhouse, where the homeless may immediately be sent, or 
the hungry fed. The growth of the Institution, correspond- 
ing somewhat with the increase of the population, has in- 
duced us to change its administration in some particulars, 
and to place it under a male superintendent instead of a 
matron, as in former years. As the name implies, its in- 
mates remain within its walls but a short time; only 
females and children lodge through the night. Males are 
supplied with meals, and only for a few days at a time. 

There is no doubt that many worthy men of industrious 
habits, out of work, and some sick and disabled ones, be- 
sides some poor strangers on their way through the city, 
resort to the Home properly for meals; but the great evil - 
has been, that this free and open table has encouraged that 
class ordinarily known as vagrants or tramps. Taking ad- 
vantage of the law of 1875, authorizing Overseers of the 
Poor to require this class to labor in return for the food 
furnished them, the Committee on the Temporary Home, 
with the approval of the Board, bought a few cords of wood 
and set the able-bodied to sawing and splitting it, as a condi- 
tion for aid. Many of the applicants cheerfully acquiesced 
in this arrangement; but a large number, as we expected, 
indignantly spurned the labor, and the result appears in the 
fact that the number of meals furnished is nearly ten thousand 
less than the previous year. 

The labor test is a pretty sure criterion of merit, and we 
are not aware that the course we have pursued has, in the 
city, as it has in some of the country towns which have 
made the experiment, caused more begging, in consequence, 
from door to door. If our citizens would more generally 
refrain from giving, except where they know the parties, 
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begging, as a profession, would soon die out among us. 
There is help, either from public or private sources, for 
every needy and worthy person in this city. There is a 
large class who swarm into Boston, especially in the winter, 
who do not ‘“‘mean business,” but rely for support upon the 
charities of public institutions or private benevolence. At 
a recent meeting of some almoners of the poor, held to con- 
fer with each other on their duties, it was stated that in one 
case where labor was required as a condition for assistance, 
the sturdy beggar was much shocked at the suggestion, re- 
marking, “ that he had been eighteen years in this country 
without working a stroke; that he had begged his way, and 
was bound to do it as long as he lived.” 

We have not as yet carried into effect the other provision 
of the new law, which authorizes the overseers to make a 
complaint under the vagrant act against those who_ refuse

labor; but the knowledge of such a right on our part might 


have a wholesome effect upon those who are in the habit of 
seeking aid from the public without rendering any service. 
The usual statistics, giving an account of the persons who 
have been inmates of the Home, and its expenditures, will 
be found in its appropriate place. 

In our last Annual Report, a full account was given of the 
various organizations occupying rooms in our building. It 
is not necessary each year to speak of their character and 
management. It is sufficient, for the present, to say that we 
believe each is doing its special work, and, as a whole, are 
assisting the Board in the alleviation of the wants of the less- 
favored members of this community. 

Our large hall has been used during the winter for the 
instruction of women in common sewing, so that they may 
be able to make or mend the wearing apparel and other arti- 
cles of domestic use in their own homes, and efforts were 


also made for their improvément in other respects. A room { 


has been granted to a new co-operative society of ladies and 
gentlemen, who personally visit those they aid, supply them 
with work, occasionally with charity, but whose principal 
object is a more close and intimate relation, advisory and 
helpful, between the rich and the poor, those who give and 
those who receive. The managers express themselves much 
encouraged with their success thus far, and already have in 
charge upwards of two hundred families. From reports of 
the different associations in the Charity Bureau, including 
the State Aid Paymaster, we gather the fact that about 
$151,000 is expended for the poor, in addition to that which 
is disbursed by ourselves. 


By a happy coincidence, this conn centennial year, we

have been engaged in an examination of the ancient papers 
connected with this department. They go back, however, 
much farther than a century in time, and have laid for years 
in boxes and bags, without any apparent effort made to 
preserve them, or expose their contents to the light of day. 
They may not be of any practical use at the present time, 
but they are curious, and of much interest to the antiquarian, 
and give some information of the ways of the fathers, and 
recall the names of many men famous in their day and gen- 
eration, who made Boston what she is in history. Human 
nature, as shown in these musty papers, appears about the 
same as in the present day. The same wants, the same 
means to relieve them, the same difficulties and the same 
problems to be solved, similar duties to be discharged for 
the benefit of less-favored brethren, with examples of staunch 
patriotism and noble and enlightened public spirit. ‘hese 
papers have been assorted and placed in appropriate order, 
shelves and copartments have been made in an upper room 
for their safe deposit, and, unless fire, or some other acci- 
dent, should happen, they are preserved for all future time. 
Some private papers have been found with them, which have 
been given to the descendants of their original owners. In 
the Appendix to this Report will be found a statement from 
Dr. Shaw, who has employed his leisure from official work 
in their examination, with some copies of those most inter- 
esting. 

The Board, in closing their Report, express their obliga- 
tions to the City Council for the confidence placed in them. 
The amount of money required for our use was cheerfully 
granted, and they are not aware that any serious criticism 
has been made upon their management. The permanency 
of the Board makes it naturally conservative in its character, 
and the experience gained in administration is sure and 
abiding. We could easily spend more, if that was to be the 
test of zeal and efficiency. We could spend less, if that was 
considered a merit; but we fear that others would suffer who 
have claims upon the generosity of the city. We have 
aimed to be just to all parties, affording relief to the neces- 
sitous, without prodigality, and recollecting that though we 
act as the representatives of a liberal community, yet it is a 
community of tax-payers, who have a right to hold us re- 
sponsible for the manner in which we discharge our duties.

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Trust FuNDS IN THE HANDS OF THE OVERSEERS OF THE 
Poor. 


Pemberton Fund —This fund comprises bequests made 
to the City of Boston from 1760 to the present time, from 
A. B.,” Daniel Oliver, Margaret Blackader, Alice Quick, 
Anne Wheelwright, Mary Ireland, Benjamin Pemberton, 
Martha Stevens. Mrs. H. Driscoll, William Breed, Samuel 
Eliot, John Coffin Jones, Mary Belknap, “ A Citizen of Bos- 
ton,” Anonymous, and Miss Dr. Harriot K. Hunt. The most 
important, however, of the bequests, was from Benjamin 
Pemberton, Esq., whose will was proved June 95, 1782, and 
for that reason his name has been given to the fund. The in- 
come of this. fund is to be expended at the discretion of the 
overseers, in semi-annual payments to the poor of this city. 

Boylston Education and Relief Funds. — These funds 
were from a bequest by John Boylston, who died in London, 
England. His will was proved June 12, 1790. One portion 
of the bequest is ordered to be paid to “ poor and decayed 
householders of the Town of Boston, not under fifty years 
of age; persons of good character, and reduced by the acts 
of Providence, not by indolence, extravagance, or other vice.” 
The other portion to be applied to the “nurture and _instruc- 
tion of poor orphans and deserted children of the Town of 
Boston, until fourteen years of age.” 

Mason Fund was a bequest from Jonathan Mason, by 
will dated July 15, 1798, interest to be paid annually to the 
chaplain of the almshouse or workhouse, interest to be added 
until one is appointed. The interest is now paid semi- 
annually towards the salary of the chaplain of the House of 
Industry. 

Dexter Fund was a bequest from Samuel Dexter, by will 
dated May 7, 1811, for supplying firewood or coal to such 
objects of charity as are not supported in the Almshouse, 
though sometimes relieved by the Overseers of the Poor. 

Jefiries Fund was a bequest by David Jeffries, former 
Town Treasurer. Will dated January, 1786. Income to be 
applied to the purchase of tea, coffee, chocolate, and sugar, 
for the refreshment of those persons, who, in the providence 
of God, are or shall be obliged to seek refuge in the Alms- 
house, after having lived reputably, but always giving pref- 
erence to the pious poor. 

Lucy Bullman Charity consists of an estate on Cam- 
bridge and Joy streets, in this city, which has lately come 
into the possession of the City of Boston, in accordance with 
the will of Lucy Bullman, proved at Probate Court, Suffolk

JHE DAVID SEARS 
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county, January 9, 1832, in which it is provided that upon 
the death of certain persons therein named, said estate is 
given to the City of Boston, upon the condition that the 
estate should never be sold, but the income used for the 
benefit of the poor. By a vote of the City Council, approved 
by the Mayor January 4, 1873, this estate was placed in 
charge of the Overseers of the Poor. 

The David Sears Charity is a fund contributed by the 
late Hon. David Sears, for the relief of the poor, the income 
only to be expended “In aid and for the support of citizens 
or families who may have seen better days, and for charity 
in all its forms, in such manner as may best tend to alle- 
viate the sufferings of human life, and render the condition 
of the poor more comfortable.” 

Pierce Fuel Fund. — The legacy of Caleb Pierce, to the 
City of Charlestown, accepted by the City Council of that 
city, May, 1861. “Income to be expended in the purchase 
of fuel, to be distributed to those indigent widows whose 
husbands, before their decease, had resided in Charlestown 
at least one year, and the said widows still continuing to re- 
side in Charlestown at the time of receiving said bounty.” 
Income payable annually to the Trustees of the Charlestown 
Poor Fund. 

Holton Protestant Poor Fund. — A bequest by James 
Holton to the inhabitants of the town of Brighton. Income 
“to be annually expended forever, in purchasing and dis- 
tributing provisions among poor and indigent Protestant 
families, in said town of Brighton, on Thanksgiving or other 
holidays, or just previous to such holidays, to the end that 
such poor Protestant families may have the means, in some 
degree, of enjoying such holidays in common with their fel- 
low-citizens ; and I specially direct that in such periodical 
distributions, unmarried Protestant females, who are poor or 
needy, shall receive a liberal share of provisions, and also 
other articles of comfort, such as said distributors shall deem 
to be most conducive to the comfort and happiness of that 
lone class of citizens.” 

Holton Protestant Pauper Fund.— A bequest of James 
Holton to the inhabitants of the town of Brighton. Income 
“to be annually expended, in whole, or in part, as necessity 
or circumstances may require, by the Selectmen of said town, 
_in providing good and plentiful meals, on Thanksgiving day 
or other holidays, to the Protestant paupers of said Brighton.” 
Unexpended income to be added to the principal.

APPENDIX. 


RECENT LEGISLATION. 
[1874. CuHap. 274.] 


An AcT FOR THE More Erricrent Revrer oF THe Poor. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives, in 
General Court assembled, and by the authority of the same, as 
Sollows : — 


Section 1. Any person of the age of twenty-one years who 
resides in any place within this State for five years together, and 
pays all State, county, city or town taxes duly assessed on his poll 
or estate for any three years within that time, shall thereby gain a 
settlement in such place. 

Sect. 2. Any woman of the age of twenty-one years who 
resides in any place within this State for five years together, with- 
out receiving relief as a pauper, shall thereby gain a settlement in 
such place. ‘The first section of the three hundred and ninety- 
second chapter of the acts of eighteen hundred and seventy is 
hereby repealed. . 

Sxcr. 3. No existing settlement shall be changed by any pro- 
vision of this act, unless the entire residence and taxation herein 
required accrues after its passage; but any unsettled person shall 
be deemed to have gained a settlement upon the completion of the 
residence and taxation herein required, though a whole or part of 
the same accrues before the passage of this act. 

Srcr. 4. The provisions of this act shall not apply to any per- 
son, who, at the date of its passage, is an inmate of either of the 
State lunatic hospitals, the asylum for the insane of the State 
almshouse at Tewksbury, the State workhouse, or the State 
primary school, until such person has been duly discharged from 
said institution.

An ACT CONCERNING VAGRANTS. 


Be it enacted, &c., as follows : — 

The Overseers of the Poor of any town or city, or keepers of 
almshouses, acting under their directions, may require any person, 
not a resident of said town or city applying to them for and re- 
ceiving from them food and lodging, or either in an almshouse or

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other place, to perform a reasonable amount of labor in return 
for such food and lodging, and may detain such person until the 
same is performed, but not beyond the hour of eleven in the fore- 
noon of the day succeeding his application; and if any such per- 
son shall refuse or neglect when so required to perform such labor 
suited to his age, strength and capacity, or wilfully damage any of 
the property of such town or city in the charge of such overseers or 
other officers, he shall be deemed a vagrant within the meaning of 
the statutes relating to vagrants and vagabonds, and may be prose- 
cuted and punished in the manner provided by chapter two hun- 
dred and fifty-eight of the acts of the year eighteen hundred and 
sixty-nine, or as otherwise provided by law. 
[Approved March 24, 1875. ]

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sensible of the serious loss which the Board will sustain by 
ceasing to have the advantage of Mr. Norcross’s assistance. 
He brought to the office financial skill, long experience, and 
knowledge. He added to these qualifications industry, and 
the same careful and minute attention to the affairs of the Board 
that he would employ in his own business; and no one could 
discover in the transaction of the business of the Board any less 
alertness, interest, and vigilance than he would have used if his 
own money had been at stake. Added to this, his public reputa- 
tion both for sound judgment and perfect integrity, has been a 
tower of strength to the Board at a time when it could not afford to 
lose strength. 

But the committee feel that the Board have no right to require 
further service of Mr. Norcross after more than ten years passed 
in the office, and that they are bound to respect his request. 
They therefore recommend that his resignation be accepted, and 
that the thanks of the Board be presented to him for his long- 
continued, skilful, and energetic service.

OrriciaL ACTION OF THE BoarpD OF OVERSEERS OF THE POOR, 
IN REGARD TO THE DeatH oF Dr. Ira ALLEN. 


At the monthly meeting of the Board, held Monday, September 
6, 1875, the Chairman made the following remarks, introductory to 
some resolutions which he had prepared : — 


Wé assemble to-day at our monthly meeting with a vacancy in 
the Board. The chair at the opposite end of this table, which has 
for so long a time been occupied by one of the most efficient of 
our number, is now empty. 

The official presence which, in company with his Honor the 
Mayor, we gave at the funeral solemnities, proper in itself, but 
feebly represents our respect for his character, and that sense of 
personal bereavement which I know we all feel, as we remember 
him as a friend and associate. 

We shall miss his presence at our meetings, while daily this 
department of the public service will suffer for the want of his 
labors and his timely and wise influence in the direction of our af- 
fairs. For some months the most thoughtful of our number have 
felt that disease had fastened upon his system, and we might be 
called to part with him; but the temporary rest which he gave to 
himself during the past summer apparently restored his old vitality, 
and the news of his decease came upon us like a shock of thunder 
from a cloudless sky. } 

A week ago last evening, on Sunday, August 29th, at the twi- 
light hour, when it is so much the custom of our New England 
families to assemble around the parental hearthstone for social con- 
verse and friendly gossip, surrounded by his wife and children, he 
was suddenly summoned to take his departure from their circle, 
and to enter upon the joys of an immortal existence. Without 
pain or physical suffering the silver cord was loosened, the golden 
bowl broken, and his earthly career was closed. 

_ Dr. Ira Allen became a member of this Board in 1868, soon 
after the annexation of Roxbury to Boston. He brought to our 
assistance a long practical experience in the care of the poor in 
the locality in which he had lived, and he accepted and threw him- 
self with his usual ardor into the spirit and systematic plan of 
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operation which have characterized its proceedings since its reor- 
ganization. 

His long service in several capacities in the oversight of the poor, 
together with other public offices which he had held, had made him 
particularly familiar with the statutes and customs of this Common- 
wealth in regard to the legal claims growing out of acquired or 
inherited settlements, the relief of paupers, temporary or full 
support, and other kindred subjects. 

When an appeal was made to law he was a strict constructionist ; 
but when the side of humanity was presented then his heart over- 
flowed with tenderness, and no personal sacrifice, however great, 
was withheld from those who deserved and needed aid and comfort. 
The throng of poor and humble persons who were assembled with 
their little ones in and around the church, while the sad services 
were being performed over his remains, was a touching testimonial 
of the love he had secured from them, and of their grief at his 
death, and was more significant in its character than eloquent 
words of eulogy or shafts of monumental marble. 

Dr. Allen was a force in every organization with which he was 
connected. Admirably adapted, by his independence and integrity 
of character, for public service, he not only held but filled the 
office, and he derived more satisfaction from the faithful discharge 
of the responsibilities of the position than from any honor which 
its possession secured. Although living at a remote distance from 
these buildings, and engaged in a large professional practice, with 
other multitudinous cares, no one of our number spent more time 
in this office, or in the Temporary Home over which he had been 
chairman for a number of years. 

He was a public-spirited citizen in the best sense of the term, 
while the graces and virtues which adorn and illustrate private life 
he possessed in an eminent degree. 

The various bodies with which he was associated will no doubt 
pay that tribute of respect to his memory which his merits deserve : 
it becomes us who were so closely allied to him to add our meed of 
praise, and to join in that expression of sorrow which his death 
has occasioned. I have prepared some resolves to be entered upon 
our records, which I submit for your consideration : — 


Whereas, Since the last meeting of the Board, the Great Dis- 
poser of events has removed from ‘the scene of his earthly labors, 
and from our companionship 1 in the discharge of official duty, Dr. 
Tra Allen, who was for a series of years one ‘of our oldest and most 
active merhers: 

Resolved, That, in the death of our associate, the city has lost 
one of its most enterprising and worthy citizens; a man of large 
public spirit, which he illustrated through his whole career by the 
rare fidelity with which he executed many important official trusts 
appertaining to the educational interests of the people and to the 
amelioration of human want and suffering. 

Resolved, That in a special degree we,mourn his departure as we 
remember his services in the work in which we are engaged. His 
long experience in the care of the poor previous to his membership of 
the Board ; the thoughtful consideration which he had given to the 
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subject of poverty, its causes and results, as affecting human hap- 
piness and the social condition of society; his watchful care of 
those tendencies which might add to its increase; his vehement 
denunciations of those impositions of the vicious which confuse and 
distract the efforts made to lessen its evils; together with the ten- 
der solicitude which he evinced for its innocent and helpless victims, 
to which was added a punctilious and prompt discharge of official 
obligations, — all these qualities eminently fitted him for that de- 
partment of the public service which has been particularly assigned 
to our care. 

Resolved, That, while thus officially placing upon our records 
this testimony to a faithful public servant and a warm and devoted 
friend, we do not forget the family of which he was the beloved 
head, and whose comfort and happiness were his daily care; we 
respectfully tender to them our heartfelt sympathy and condolence 
in this season of their deep bereavement, and desire to share with 
them in the affliction which has fallen upon us all. 


Mr. Amory moved that the resolutions be adopted, and that 
they be entered upon the records. 

Mr. Cruft then spoke as follows: I should hope, Mr. Chairman, 
that these resolutions and the preamble, which I heartily second, 
of the character and services of our lamented associate, might 
have a wider notice than simply to be placed upon our records. 
More conspicuous notice is continually being published of those of 
far less note and worth. Dr. Allen was a public man, as you have 
said; a faithful public servant, than whom few have ever served the 
city with greater fidelity and diligence. It is a great loss that our 
Board has sustained, — one we cannot fully realize now ; one that 
will grow upon us more and more as the months go round. ‘The 
coming winter, which from all the signs must be a very hard one, 
if not the hardest, among our poor, will make us feel most sen- 
sibly the privation of his strong presence, his wise counsels, his 
ever-ready and energetic co-operation. Especially will this be the 
case, as you have said, in the Temporary Home, to which for so 
many years he has given so much of his valuable time and atten- 
tion. His knowledge of the character and wants of the poor, es- 
pecially of the Roxbury District, from long study and experience, 
was such that very much of it, as in the case of our late Secretary, 
must necessarily perish with him. Dr. Allen was a remarkably 
busy man; he never knew an idle moment; it was always a wonder 
with me how he could find time to accomplish so much. He was 
one who not only had ‘‘ many irons in the fire,” but he had the 
rare faculty of keeping them all ‘‘ hot.” He held many offices of 
trust, and, as you have very truly remarked, he not only held them, 
but he filled them; and most all of this was gratuitous work ; he 
was not rich for himself, but rich for others; he never delegated 
his work to others, but made it his own personal concern and care. 
‘The cause that he knew not he searched out.” It was my privi- 
lege to be associated with him for some years on the School Board, 
and here his loss will be deeply felt; here his labors were equally 
constant, numerous and valuable; he was the chairman of three 
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important committees, and of course, as such, had most of their 
work to do. These were of the Roxbury High School; the Sher- 
win School, which he had watched over from its humblest begin- 
nings to its present large growth, with the tenderest interest and a 
proud satisfaction ; and also of the School for Deaf Mutes, — one 
of the most important and interesting of all our schools. It was 
here that I met him for the last time, but a few days before his 
death ; it was at the building on Warrenton street, that had been 
especially prepared and renovated to meet the rapidly increasing 
wants of the school. He had watched over the repairs that had 
been going on during the vacation with careful oversight, and he 
spoke of the abundant satisfaction he felt that all had been done 
so thoroughly and well; that the want so long felt had been so 
gloriously met at last, and that the school in its new location had 
now opened before it such a prosperous future. Alas that he could 
not have lived to have shared in its prosperity ! 

But it is especially here at this Board, in the confidences of our own 
family circle (as I think I may not inaptly call it), that we shall 
miss the presence of Dr. Allen; here we met him in unreserved 
intercourse ; here he unbended and unbosomed himself, and what 
wise and pleasant conference we had together! That vacant chair 
— how eloquent itis! He must come to fill it. We cannot make 
him dead — no, we need not — he is not dead — he is alive forever- 
more — he is with us and will be with us ever in spirit. We can 

‘walk with him and labor with him in the higher walks and labors 

of a true spiritual communion. To those not intimately associated 
with Dr. Allen there was a certain roughness of exterior, a blunt- 
ness of manner and speech, that at first might seem to repel ; 
but those who were privileged to penetrate that exterior, like 
ourselves, know very well what a large, warm, tender heart was 
beating within. It were not hard to discover the gold in its 
rougher setting. In his character ‘the lion and the lamb lay 
down together, and a little child led him.” 

In the heat of discussion we might sometimes differ from him in 
the conclusions arrived at, though more generally I think we were 
found to accept those which his own wiser thought and more prac- 
tical judgment suggested; yet we always had a thorough respect 
for his very positive convictions ; the warmth of their advocacy 
only made us the more believe in his sincerity and honesty. 

These were native to him, and were manifest in all his inter- 
course; the man behind was greater than his uttered word. I 
visited yesterday the beautiful ‘‘ garden of graves” at Forest Hill. 
I went to the lot and stood by the new-made grave of our dear 
associate. It was in the stillness of the Sabbath morning, and all 
around was so peaceful and tranquil, emblematic of the ‘+ rest that 
remaineth for the people of God” —the very air seemed to say, 
and the angels to respond, ‘‘ He is not here; he is risen.” 

The beautiful floral emblems we had seen around the altar and 
upon the casket, — all were there: the cross and the crown, the 
sheaves and the scales, the last so original and so very fitting, 
symbolizing as they did the eminent justice that marked all his life, 
— they were there still; but, alas, they were fast fadirig ; they had 
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lost all their fragrance and their beauty; but how different, I 
thought, was it now with him; his ‘‘ mortal had put on immortal- 
ity;” his works followed him, and their remembrance shall ever 
possess for us a beauty that will never perish, and his example a 
fragrance that will never fade. 


The resolutions were then adopted unanimously. 


Voted: That the resolutions, with the remarks of the Chairman 
and Mr. Cruft, be published in such form as the Chairman may 
think best, and that copies of the same be sent to the family of the 
deceased. 

Voted: That the Chairman notify the City Council, through the 
Mayor, of the vacancy in the Board caused by the death of Dr. 
Ira Allen.

He died on Sunday evening, August 29th, at the age of sixty- 
three years. 

By his decease the Board has lost an agreeable and wise asso- 
ciate, and the city one of its most faithful public servants.

OLD DOCUMENTS. 


A pretty careful examination of the old papers stored in the 
upper part of the Charity Building shows them to be of more 
interest and value than was supposed. The pressing daily work 
of the office has prevented the completion of an index to them, but 
it is now possible to state, in general terms, their nature and con- 
tents. 

Setting aside certain private business-papers, the owners of 
which were probably town-officers (by whom or their executors 
these were accidentally left among the town papers), which have 
been or will be restored to the legal representatives of the original 
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owners, as they can be traced; and leaving out of the account 
thousands of small vouchers for ordinary town expenses, such as 
carting gravel, repairs of school-houses, ringing of bells, etc., 
these papers may be considered under three general divisions, 
viz., those pertaining to the Overseers of the Poor, those con- 
nected with the other town-officers, and those having a more gen- 
eral interest, though often in connection with the town-oflicers. 
Each of these divisions is represented, pretty fully, in these files, 
from 1700 to 1793, and the last two, irregularly, for fifty years 
earlier. Still, there are many papers missing, to which the refer- 
ence made in those remaining shows that they once formed a part 
of the collection, and of those which remain too many are muti- 
lated by the cutting away of autographs. In the leases of estates 
near Dock Square, 1739 to 1760, this may have been done when 
the leases expired or were annulled, but in the majority of the 
papers there is no room for charitable doubt. 

There is no mention of the Overseers of the Poor until 1700, 
which is nine years after the Board appears first to have been 
chosen; but there is hardly a year after that date in which these 
papers do not throw some light upon the history of the care of the 
poor, or the effort for the prevention of poverty and the expense of 
providing for it. While a smile often rises to the face of the 
reader of these old records, as he notes the curious methods which 
these men, who were creating a civilization anew, took for the 


attainment of their purposes, he will often have renewed cause to © 


admire the sterling good sense, the keen perception of the true 
causes of poverty, and the unfailing goodness of heart of the men 
who wrote them. 

From about 1713, it was the custom of the Overseers, with one 
or more of His Majesty’s justices, accompanied by a constable, to 
walk through. the different parts of the town, observing the con- 
dition of the people for themselves, sometimes making an appoint- 
ment to go at night. At the same time it was the duty of the 
constables to keep a good lookout that no strangers were allowed 
to gain a settlement by lack of being warned out, and that none of 
the inhabitants were idle or unthrifty. After the visits, when 
necessary, the Justices and Overseers sat as a court to pass upon 
what they had observed, or what had been reported to them.

As early as 1682 the attention of the leading men in town 
seems to have been strongly directed to the solution of the problem 
which is still as far from a permanent settlement as it was two 
hundred years ago, viz.: the possibility of reducing the cost of 
pauperism, by labor under public supervision. A paper in the 
handwriting of the Town Clerk gives the result of a meeting held 

on the 16th December, 1682, and perhaps the question at issue 
has never been more concisely stated than in the report of the 
committee at.that meeting : — 

‘‘ At a public meeting of the inhabitants of this town, upon law- 
ful warning, to consider of rebuilding an alms-house and a work- 
house, the following declaration was read and the proposals 
voted. 

‘‘This town, being at exceeding great charge annually for the 
relief of the poor, and that arising not only by the necessary sup- 
ply of those that are sick, aged and incapacitated for labor, but 
also for the relief of many persons that would work, but have not 
wherewithal to employ themselves, and of many more persons and 
families that misspend their time in idleness and tippling, with 
ereat neglect of their calling, and suffer their children shamefully 
to spend their time in the streets; a great part of which charge 
(its thought) might be prevented, were there a conveniente worke- 
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house erected and stock provided for the Imployment of such per- 
sons at the charge of the Town. 

‘And Mr. Henry Webb having given one hundred pounds towards 
the building of a House for the reliefe of the poor, with condition 
the said House should de rebuilt in case it should be demolished by 
fire or the like casualty, which sume was expended in the Alms- 
House which is burnt, and the said sume now demanded of the 
Town, or that an Edifice for that use be rebuilt: also the Law 
requireing the Selectmen to set all Idle persons to work. 

‘‘It is therefore propounded to ye Town: 1. That there be a 
Worke-House provided in some convenient place in the Town with 
conveniency of lodging such persons as shall stand in need of 
Almes, and be sent thither to worke.” 


All which propositions were severally voted in the affirmative. 


‘¢ Voted also that the sum to be raised by way of rate for the 
building and stock aforementioned shall not exceed a thousand 
pounds, without further advice of the Town. 


‘¢ Examined by me, Joseph Prout, Town Clerk.” 


Among the papers are the following, of great interest, but they 
can only be referred to, as filed in the year following the title, as

The papers relating to the other town officers comprise two-thirds 
of the whole number. The variety of subjects to which they refer 
is almost innumerable, and it is impossible, in a mere report, to 
convey any idea of their value, while the length of most of them 
prevents their being copied into this statement. They include : —

‘¢ Statement of arms delivered to Gen. Gage 24th April, 1775.” 

“¢ Letter of Wm. Sever, on behalf of Committee of Provincial 
Congress at Watertown.” 1776. 

‘¢ Benj. Lincoln’s report as Committee for assignment of French 
refugees among the different towns of the Province.” 1764. 

‘¢ Letters of Selectmen to Hancock” after Washington’s recep- 
tion.’’ 1789. 

‘¢ Petition of Sir Henry Frankland” and about twenty others 
in autograph, ‘‘ that the Selectmen will prevent the shooting at 
pidgeons from the tops of the houses.” 1740. 


The most interesting papers in this collection are those of a more 
general character, anditis believed that valuable historical material, 
not heretofore printed, is here to be found. Commencing with an 
‘¢ Arbitration of disputed boundaries,” 1679, the list is continued 
by an unsigned communication to Sir Wm. Phips, upon ‘A 
better manner of making war upon the Indians,” 1690 (?). 

‘¢ Petition of Brookline to be set off,’ with list of inhabitants 
in 1704. 


An autograph letter of Cotton Mather, so short and yet so 
characteristic as to justify reprinting here : — 


*¢ Boston 24th IV mo. 1717. 
Upon an uneasy Experience of a grievous misuse of Time which we 
suffer on a long Attendance at Funerats (an Occasion than 
which there is none that more powerfully admonishes to a wise 
Redeeming of Time) the Ministers of this place have directed a 
MEMORIAL to be laid before the Gentlemen who are the Select- 
men of the City: earnestly solliciting that they would please to 
Revive a vigorous Execution of the Town-Order already in force 
for the Regulation of this matter. Or, To take into their con- 
sideration what further provision may be made, for the prevention 


of so great an Inconvenience. 
‘COTTON MATHER.” 


There is no remonstrance on file from any of those who Experi- 
enced a weekly Inconvenience during all his long and active life. 

In 1719 schoolmaster Jacob Sheafe, whose school-house was in 
Queen street, addresses this note to the proper authorities : — 


‘¢Gentlemen, These are to acquaint you that the forms in my 
School is much out of repaire, And that I am in great Necessity of 
Shutters to my Chamber Windows, I am very much Exposed for 
want thereof Having at Sundry times in the night had Large brick 
bats thrown-into my roome I would therefore crave the favor of 
You to Comply with my request, & in so doing You’l much Oblige 

‘* Yo. Humble Servt. to Comand 


‘¢ Boston Octobr. 21st 1719. JACOB SHEAFE,’ 
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Master Sheafe appears to have kept a distillery in or near Union 
street, in 1742, and in 1753 we find him, poor and blind, making 
application for license to retail spirits, in the handwriting of 
another, which contrasts strongly with the singularly beautiful 
lines of this note. 

In 1732 the gentlemen living and doing business near the Town 
Dock presented a communication to the town, which seems to have 
been the first step toward the changing of that locality from a 
crowded region, thickly covered with decaying wooden structures, 
owned by the town, to the open space which Dock Square now is. 

This paper, subscribing £500 for the purpose named, has the 
autographs of Thos. Boylston, Edw. Bromfield, Edw. and Thos. 
Hutchinson, Jacob Wendell, John Wheelwright, Adam Winthrop, 
and about fifty others, all well preserved. 

‘Report of Committee to consult the commmon good.” Un- 
dated, but probably about 1710. This paper besides giving a 
strong hint at a confederation of the New England colonies, is 
valuable as containing a plan for the encouragement of domestic 
manufactures, and the final suppression of the speculator, of whom 
all of the people stood in sufficient dislike. It has the autographs 
of John and Wm. Clarke, Elisha Cooke, and John Marion. 

‘‘Order for watch at Roxbury gate, to prevent unnecessary 
travel on Sunday.” 1719. 

Request of Andrew and Peter Oliver, and Thos. Hutchinson, 
that they may be allowed to pasture their cows on Fort Hill. 1739. 

‘‘ Petition of John Staniford fora bridge from Cambridge street 
to Phipps’ farm.” 1782. 

Memorial of Edward Winslow, Shem Drowne and others, as 
to necessity for defence from threatened attack of the French. 
1739. | 
Names of owners of one hundred forty-two cows, pastured 
upon the common. Hancock, Sam’l Adams, Dr. Warren, Copley, 
ete. 1774. 

Of the witchcraft excitement of 1690, these papers contain no 
evidence, and no mementos, except two autographs of Robert 
Calef; that “* R. C.” who was such a thorn in the flesh to Cotton 
Mather. Nor is there a great amount of material connected with 
the ‘‘ Boston Massacre,” the only papers discovered being a depo- 
sition of Dr. Warren (unsigned), containing an account of what 
he saw, riding in from Roxbury, 1765; of two men who were at 
the Castle, and heard words that to them conveyed the impression 
of premeditation on the part of the troops or sailors there, 1765 ; 
and a bill for paper and printing of 100 copies of Dr. Warren’s 
oration, 1772. | 

As the time immediately preceding the Revolution drew on, the 
depositions upon file, of conflicts between constables, accustomed 
to all but absolute authority, and officers of English regiments, 
who had been sent across the water to subdue all to the military 
power, become very interesting, but are too many and too long to 
copy. So, too, of ‘‘ Letter of Selectmen to Pownal at London,” 
on the occupancy of the town by troops. 1768. 

‘‘Letter of Dickinson, of Pennsylvania, in answer to vote of 
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thanks of Boston to him for the authorship of the ‘‘ Farmer’s Let- 
ters.” °1768. 

‘¢ Proceedings of the People assembled Nov. 29th & 30th, & 
Dec. 14th & 16th” being William Cooper the Town Clerk’s min- 
utes, of the meeting at the Old South before the destruction of the 
tea. 1773. | 

‘¢ Report of the Committee who waited upon the Collector ” with 
Mr. Rotch, to request a clearance for the ‘‘ Dartmouth.” 1773. 

‘¢ Report of public property lost while the town was in the hands 
of the enemy.” 1777.

To His Honor the Mayor and the City Council: — 


GENTLEMEN, — The Board of Fire Commissioners have 
the honor to submit their third annual report of the condition 
of the department under their charge, of the expenditures 
during the year ending April 30th, 1876, together with the 
record of fires and losses during the same period. 

The past year has been a singularly uneventful one. It 
has been marked by no great and disastrous fires, no large 
destruction of property by fire, and no loss of life in conse- 
quence of fire. On the contrary, the aggregate loss on 
buildings and contents amounts to less than $550,000 —a 
loss smaller than has been recorded for many years. But 
the record of the year is not without interest, as showing 
an essential progress in all that goes to make the depart- 
ment what it should be. ; 

The general sense of security, which is in people’s minds to- 
day and is manifested in numberless ways, is most desirable 
provided it is well founded in fact, and in so far as it is 
founded upon the condition of the Fire Department there 
seems no reason to think that this confidence in the ability 
and efficiency of the officers and members of the depart- 
ment is misplaced. 

The organization of the force remains the same that it 
was a year ago, except that Engine Co. No. 22, at that time 
located on Parker street, has been changed from a “ call” to 
a “permanent company,” as was then proposed, and now 
occupies the new house on Dartmouth street. 

The total force of officers and men, when all vacancies 
are filled, consists of, —

The only additions to the force proposed are Chemical 
Engine Company No. 6, which is to occupy the new house 
near Allston station the 1st of May, and Chemical Engine Co. 
No. 7, which will occupy the house at West Roxbury vil- 
lage when finished, and take the place of Hand Engine Com- 
pany No. 2, Centre street. A more detailed statement of 
the organization will be found in Appendix A, page 6. 

In the matter of appointments and the government of the 
force the Board have followed out the methods and prin- — 
ciples fully described in former reports, and with very 
satisfactory results. While the discipline has not been 
relaxed, the number of dismissals for intoxication and bad 
conduct has been but 13, as compared with 31 dismissals 
the year before for the same causes. It is still a matter of 
regret that so many are forced to leave the service for such 
reasons. As usual, the use of intoxicating liquors is the 
cause of almost all the extreme cases of discipline. 

The Board have again to thank Dr. Samuel A. Green, 
the City Physician, for his services in making the physical 
examination of all appointees of the department, and this 
recognition is the more due, as the duty is self-imposed, and 
one for which he receives no compensation. 


Houses. 


The buildings occupied by the department are now in 
good condition. In addition to the ordinary general repairs 
reqtiired every year, considerable alterations and more ex- 
tensive repairs have been made in several of the houses, to 
provide more suitable quarters for the permanent companies 
occupying them. 

The house on Wall street, occupied by Engine Co. No. 6, 
was not well arranged or commodious enough, and was 
enlarged and materially altered. The expediency of selling 
it and building a more spacious one on another lot was at 
one time considered; but the recommendation of the Board, 
to alter and enlarge the present building, was finally adopted. 
A new story was added, and the interior was remodelled ata 
- cost to the city of $1,075.26, which represents the expendi- 
ture for materials, and for such labor as the Fire Depart- 
ment could not furnish. It is now as comfortable and well 
adapted for its use as a building of the size can be made. 


re 
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The house of Engine Co. No. 22, on Dartmouth street, 
was completed in July last. In point of location, architec- 
tural effect and internal arrangement, it answers the require- 
ments in a very satisfactory manner. | 

During the past two years an important alteration ‘has 
been made in the stables of several of the houses, which is 
of positive benefit to the horses, and makes a gain in the 
time required to hitch up. The horses stand at all times 
with their heads towards the apparatus, and the instant that. 
the alarm strikes, the door of each stall (which is its front) 
flies open, and the horse moves rapidly forward to his proper 
place at the pole. 

Owing to delays in purchasing. the land, and acquiring 
satisfactory title to it, the three houses ordered by the City 
Council to be built, one at Egleston square, one near Allston 
station, and one at West Roxbury village, have not been 
completed. The one near Allston station is finished, and 
will be occupied on the Ist of May by Chemical Engine Co. 
No. 6. The one near Egleston square will be ready by the 
Ist of June, and will be occupied by Chemical Engine Co. 
No. 5, now temporarily located in a private building. The 
other will not be ready before July. These houses are all 
wooden and of similar style and construction, comparing 
favorably with the buildings in their vicinity. 

The Board do not think that any additional houses will be 
needed for the use of the department the coming year. 

The expenditures, for the repairs and alterations, have been 
but $4,960.70. That it is so moderate an amount, in view 
of the work done, is due to the fact that almost the entire 
labor has been performed by the permanently employed 
members of the department, in accordance with the system 
adopted the year before, and mentioned in the last report.

More than the usual amount of repairing of apparatus has 
been found necessary, and nearly all of it has been done in the 
apparatus repair shop. Engine No. 18 has been in great 
part built over, at an expense to the city of $1,500, and is 


now nearly as good as new. Under the head of “ Apparatus , 


Repair Shop” will be found a more detailed account of the 
work done. The wheels and axles of the apparatus are the 
parts most frequently needing repair. The carrying of such 
heavy loads at high speed over the rough pavements and car- 
tracks is destructive in the extreme to ordinary running 
gear. To meet this excessive strain all new wheels and 
axles required to replace those which have given out have 
been made stronger and heavier. Another and equally im- 


portant step taken has been the adoption of standard axle » 


arms and wheels for the several classes of apparatus, so that 
the wheels of one engine or hook and ladder carriage will go 
perfectly well upon any other one, of one four-wheeled hose 
carriage on any other, ete. The importance of such a pos- 
sible interchange of corresponding parts is self-evident 
with a department so large as this. It is only neces- 
sary to keep on hand a surplus of parts, such as poles, 
_whiftletrees, springs, forward and hind axles complete, 
wheels, wheel-boxes, etc., and in fact all parts that most 
frequently give out, so that if any one of them breaks 
its place can be promptly supplied, and the piece of 
apparatus continue in service as before the accident. The 
broken part is repaired at leisure. Each builder has his own 
standard, and with apparatus from so many different builders 
there is always great variation in the dimensions of corre- 
sponding parts. The plan of reducing all the apparatus 
to the uniform standards involves considerable expense, but 
is justified by the great advantages gained. It will, however, 
be done gradually. 

One reserve engine, old No. 7, is dropped from the list as 
being no longer serviceable and probably not worth repairing 
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for fire purposes. It will either be sold or exchanged for 
hew apparatus. 

The following new apparatus has been added ae the 
year : — 


1 Scott-Uda Aerial Ladder.

The hook and ladder carriage was made in the department 
repair shop. 

Lhe Scott-Uda Aerial Ladder is well known as a self- 
sustaining ladder, of 100 feet in length, already in use in 
some of the larger cities. It has every appearance of 
strength and stability, and has been thoroughly tested. It is 
not run to every fire, but is kept in the heart of the city . 
where it can be got at a moment’s notice. Its value will be 
more evident in the event of a fire in one of the higher build- 
ings above the reach of the ordinary ladders. There has 
been no occasion calling for its use since its purchase, but 
the Board have confidence in its reliability. It is in 
charge of Hook and Ladder Company No. 8, who are 
frequently drilled in putting the several sections together 
and in raising it. The Bangor extension ladder is intended 
to take the place of the common splice ladder. It is claimed 
that it can be raised with fewer men and in less time, and 
when up that it is stiffer than the splice. 

The Steam Fire Engine estimated for was not purchased, 
as the rebuilding of Engine No. 18 made the purchase of a 
new one unnecessary. 

In the appropriation approved for the coming year the 
estimate of $1,600 is for additional hose carriages and light 
wagons, such as can be made at the repair shop. It is 
believed that there are enough engines and ladder carriages 
for present needs. 

The “Self Propeller” in the use of Engine Co. No. 21 
has given very satisfactory results. The experience of the 
past year has tended to confirm the favorable opinion of that 
class of engines which the Board have for some time enter- 
tained. A self-propelling steam engine is under more com- 
plete control than an engine drawn by horses can possibly 
be; the speed can be checked at once, and a change of 
direction effected instantly. 
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STeAM HEATERS. 


The steam-circulating heaters (coal-burning) in use have 
proved so satisfactory that seven more of the same pattern 
have been obtained. The gas-burning heaters have all been 
abandoned and their place supplied by the new coal-burners. 
At present twenty-one of the engines are furnished with 
them. The consumption of-coal is something less than a 
ton a month for each heater. There is no question of their 
value.

As has been stated in former reports, any estimate of the 
quality of the hose in use is at best an approximation. The 
length of time it has been in use is perhaps as good a means 
as any, except actual test, of determining its strength, for it is 

a fact now well established that all hose, but especially rubber 
hose, deteriorates steadily, whether in actual use or not, and 
many think quite as rapidly in the store-house as it does in 
use at fires. ‘The only means of ascertaining the amount of 
deterioration is to burst the hose. The life of rubber hose 
may in a general way be given at six years, but if the hose 
is made of inferior materials it will not last half that time. 
It is not intended to keep in service in the department any 
hose which will not stand at least a pressure of 100 pounds 
on the square inch, but there will always be some so near to 
this point that a slight additional strain will burst it; and 
this not reliable hose is roughly estimated at 20 per cent. of 
the whole, thus : —

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HorRSEs. 


The department has been and is at present well equipped 
with horses. The number now in service is 134, in- 


cluding those used for the Fire-Alarm Telegraph. The 


number in service April 30th, 1875, was 126. During the 
year one has died from disease, four have been sold or 


exchanged, and twelve have been purchased. 


The general health is now excellent. During the month 
of October the epizootic disease appeared, but in a much 
milder form than it had on its former appearance in 1872. 
Out of all the horses in the department 94 were affected 
more or less by the disease; and of these 22 appeared seri- 
ously, and 72 slightly, affected. About a half-dozen were 
sick a month or more, some 40 were sick for a fortnight, and 
the rest for about awe@k. Whenever a horse was clearly unfit 
for work, his place was filled by a fresh horse; but as long 
as he ate well and appeared in good spirits, he was exercised 
regularly, and used if the apparatus was called out. It did 
not appear that such use was injurious to the horse. None 
died in consequence of the disease. ‘The treatment was:sim- 
ple, mild remedies being used, the main reliance being upon 
careful feeding, gentle exercise and nursing. Generally all 
the horses in any one stable would be affected if one was; 
but in a few cases one of a pair would be ill, while the other 
escaped entirely. 


APPARATUS REPAIR SHOP. 


The apparatus repair shop has proved a complete success. 
During the year a large amount of work has been done in 
repairs and alterations of apparatus, in new apparatus, in 
repairs of buildings, and in Fire-Alarm Telegraph work. 
The work turned out is believed to be of the very best qual- 
ity, and time will show the economy of sound materials and 
thorough workmanship. In addition to the workmen regu- 
larly employed, a considerable number from the permanent 
force, varying with the amount of work to be done, have 
been detailed to work in the shop. They respond to 
alarms of fire, and the city has the advantage of their 
skilled labor as well as of their services in case of fire. The 
following list will serve to show the character and amount 
of work done in the shop : —

Host AND Harness REPAIR SHOP. 


The hose and harness repair shop has also answered well 
the purpose for which it was established. All the repairs 
of hose and harness have been made there, as well as such 
new harness work as has been required.

Fire-ALARM TELEGRAPH. 


The Fire-Alarm Telegraph is in a satisfactory condition. 
During the past year five circuits were re-run, and all the 
others were more or less repaired. Forty-one and one- 
quarter miles of new wire were put up. All the lines have 


stood well the storms of the past winter. The East Boston 


cable was found to be in an unreliable condition. ‘Two of 
the six wires had already become useless, and there was 
reason to think that the remaining wires might at any time 
fail, and communication with East Boston be suddenly cut 
off. Two courses were open — either to buy and lay a new 
cable or run a land-line through Charlestown and Chelsea. 
The cost of a cable, the great liability to injury, and the 
impossibility of repairing it when injured, were sufficient 
reasons for not putting down another cable, while the 
economy and certainty of the land-line were advantages so 
decided as to overcome the objection to passing through 
territory not part of the city. Accordingly consent was 
obtained from Chelsea to run wires through that city. At 
the suggestion of the authorities of Chelsea, advantage was 
taken of this fact to establish a telegraphic connection be- 
tween the Fire Department head-quarters of this city and 
those of Chelsea, so that the need for assistance can now be 
made known at once, in case of a serious fire in either city. 
The advantages are mutual. Boston secures an efficient ally, 
if a fire should break out in Charlestown or East Boston, at 
a time when a large fire in the southern part of the city is 
calling for the main part of the city department; and 
Chelsea gains the certainty of prompt aid from the larger 
department of this city. Under an arrangement made with 
the holders of the Fire-Alarm Patents, the Fire- Alarm Tele- 
graph of Charlestown has been changed, and is now become 
part of the general system of the city. The change is in 
every way an advantageous one. The force of the “re- 
pairers” has been reduced by the resignation of two mem- 
bers. Instead of filling these vacancies two of the repairers 
have each been furnished with a horse and light wagon. 
The extent of territory covered by the Fire-Alarm Telegraph, 
and the constant supervision necessary to keep it in perfect 
order, made such an arrangement expedient. 

If additional force is needed for Fire-Alarm Telegraph 
work, men are temporarily detailed from the permanent force 
of the Fire Department. 
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FIRES. 


The record of the year, in the number of fires and the 
amount of loss by fire, compares very favorably with that 
of former years. 

The following summary shows rather more clearly than 
the detailed statement (Appendix A, page 22) the proper 
points for comparison. So favorable a record cannot be 
counted on as a rule until our buildings, whether ware- 
houses or dwellings, have more of the fire-proof qualities 
common to buildings of most European cities. With every 
precaution and the ereatest skill and watchfulness on the 
part of the firemen, destructive fires are always possible 
under a combination of adverse conditions, and it must 
be borne in mind that few people outside of the de- 
partment ever know how narrowly the small fire escaped 
being a conflagration. The loss of a very few minutes, 
iidecision. or lack of courage and endurance, would over 
and over again have shown the difference. 

The more efficient is the department the less conspicuous 
it is, and the less the public hears and knows of individual 
skill and personal pluck and endurance.. The best machin- 
ery moves with the least noise.

Among the numerous inferences which may be made from 
the foregoing figures, and from the fuller tables in the Appen- 
dix, the following may claim your attention. 

1st. That the buildings totally destroyed were all of them 
buildings of small value, and were also, from their location, 
construction, or contents, such that, if a fire were once well 
started, the building would be entirely consumed, whatever 
might be done to save it. = 

9d. That of the buildings considerably damaged about 
one-half were damaged less than $500 each, one quarter 
$1,000, or less each, while only four suffered damage exceed- 
ing $5,000 each. This does not include the damage to the 
contents, but with a few insignificant exceptions the loss both 
on buildings and contents was more than covered by the 
insurance in each case; while in the more important cases 
the damage to the building was very small as compared with 
its value. The injury to the contents of the building was in 
the aggregate about three times that to the buildings them- 
selves, but the insurance on the contents was about four 
times the loss on the same. 

In most instances the loss on contents represents rather the 
property injured in consequence of the fire than that actu- 
ally burned up or destroyed. There seems often a great 
disproportion between the loss on the building and the loss 
on the contents. A few hundred dollars on the building is 
associated with many thousands on the contents. This is 
the effect of water and smoke, and quite as often of the latter 
as of the former, for every effort is made to prevent the

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use of any more water than seems necessary to extinguish 
the fire. 


EXPLOSIONS. 


The explosion which demolished the building corner of 
Lagrange and Washington street (May 26,1875), and the 
explosion of gas near Federal-street bridges (Dec. 22, 1875), 
were the occasions of alarms being struck calling out the 
department. In the latter case there was no fire whatever, 
but the members of the department worked with great 
energy and in a manner most creditable to them in endeay- 
oring to save life and recover the bodies of those killed. At 
the time of the explosion which caused the destruction of 
the building on the corner of Lagrange and Washington 
streets, and the loss of several lives, the conduct of the 
members of the department was such as to deserve special 
acknowledgment, and the following circular was published by 
the Board. It is reprinted and made a part of this report 
because it expresses but a proper feeling, and should be 
recorded with the other doings of the department for the 
year. 


Boston, May 27, 1875. 
CIRCULAR NO. 5. 


The Board of Fire Commissioners perform a pleasant duty when they 
express their full appreciation of the value of the services of the mem- 
bers of the Fire Department, at the scene of the disaster on the corner 
of Lagrange and Washington streets, on the 26th inst. They make 
this an opportunity to acknowledge the general and cheerful disposi- 
tion shown in the department to conform to, and make effective, rules 
deemed necessary for its proper discipline, and are especially gratified 
at this additional evidence of a noble spirit in the men who have taken 
upon themselves the responsibilities of protecting the community 
against the ravages of fire, and the dangers and troubles incident 
thereto. The zealous and ready manner in which, in the interest of 
humanity, the labor referred to in this circular was performed, is the 
best evidence which can be given of the good character and efficiency 
of the force under the charge of this Board.

ACCIDENTS. 


The number of accidents the past year has been unusually 
small. Of the members of the department none have been 
killed outright or permanently disabled, and but one has 
died in consequence of injuries in any way connected with a 
fire. John H. Kelley, a call-member of Hook and Ladder 
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Co. No. 4, was a workman in the fire-works factory of Mr. 


~ Marston, on Kemble street, and died in consequence of inju- 


ries received from an explosion of fire-works, June 16th, 
1875. The building was set on fire by the explosion and 
destroyed.: With this exception no lives either of citizens or 
firemen have been lost in consequence of fire, and but few 
occasions have occurred when the lives of the inmates of the 
building on fire have been in special danger. 

The good conduct of hoseman J. F. Drown, of Engine No. 
23, deserves to be commended. At the fire No. 607 Shaw- 
mut avenue, at personal risk to himself, he removed an 
invalid lady from the building on fire, and in so doing was 
himself seriously burned. The Board do not doubt that the 
members of the department will continue to show that per- 
sonal courage and self-devotion in saving human life which 
they have always shown when occasion required. 

For the reasons urged in their last report, the Board 
repeat the appeal to property-owners to be careful in the 
construction and arrangement of buildings, and in the provid- 
ing of safeguards and escapes in the event of fire. In 
several instances hatchways have been found open, and six 
convictions have been obtained for this violation of the law. 
Hatchways are no doubt often left open by the neglect of 
the employés, and in violation of the orders of the owners 
or occupants of the building ; but the result is the same, and a 
strict enforcement of the statute becomes an imperative duty 
where life is at stake.

Tue Boston PROTECTIVE DEPARTMENT. 


It seems not out of place here to mention the important 
work done by this department. It is managed and paid for 
by the Insurance Companies, and is a very important auxil- 
lary in the care of property exposed to damage by water, 
fire or smoke ; and the record of the two companies constantly 
employed in this service is a highly creditable one. Their 
wagons go to every fire, and their men are conspicuous in 
spreading the water-proof covers over whatever would be 
injured by water or smoke. The Board desire that a good 
feeling shall always exist between the Protective Department 
and the Fire Department, and that there shall be a cordial 
co-operation in the work of saving property from destruction. 

Each of their two wagons carries 50 rubber covers, 24 
square yards each, 2 chemical fire extinguishers, and the 
necessary tools and utensils to facilitate and render effective 
the work they may find to do. In addition to this force 
maintained in the city proper, they employ a certain number 
of call men who respond to alarms in other districts. By 
consent of the Board of Fire Commissioners, the Hook and 
Ladder carriages of these districts carry a considerable 
number of their covers and other equipments for their use. 
Members of the Fire Department often aid them in spreading 
covers, and they in turn render material aid in extinguishing 
fires. 

The act incorporating the Boston Protective Department, 
approved March 10th, 1874, provides as follows : — 


“Sxrorion 2. Said corporation shall have power to provide 
and maintain a corps of men, with proper officers, whose 
duty it shall be, so far as practicable, to discover and prevent 
fires ; and whose appointment shall be subject to the approval 

B 
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of the Board of Fire Commissioners; shall provide suitable 
apparatus to save and preserve life and property at or after 
a fire; and power is hereby granted to such corps and its 
officers to enter any building on fire, or which in their judg- 
ment is immediately exposed to, or in danger of, taking fire 
from other burning buildings, to protect and save life and 
property therein, and to remove such property or any part 
thereof, at or immediately after a fire; provided, however, 
that nothing in this act shall be so construed as to lessen, in 
any way, the authority of the officers or members of the 
Boston Fire Department, or to warrant or justify any inter- 
ference with them in the performance of their duties, nor 
shall it in any way justify the owner of any building or 
personal property in the abandonment of his property. 

“Sror. 8. The officers and men of the Boston Protective 
Department, with their teams and apparatus, shall have the 
right of way while going to a fire, through any street, lane, 
or alley in the City of Boston, subject to such rules and 
regulations as the City Council and the Fire Commissioners 
may prescribe, and subject also to the rights of the Boston 
Fire Department; and any violation of the street rights of 
the Boston Protective Department shall be punished in the 
same manner as is provided for the punishment of violations 
of the rights of the Boston Fire Department, in chapter 
three hundred seventy-four of the acts of eighteen hundred 
and seventy-three.” 


POLICE. 


The Board are glad of an opportunity to acknowledge 
the services of the police in giving alarms and rendering 
valuable assistance in the management of fires. The opera- 
tions of the department have been facilitated by their prompt- 
ness and energy in roping off the streets, and regulating the 
movement of the crowd, whose curiosity calls them to every 
fire. The importance of such service as is rendered by the 
department under his charge, seems to be fully understood 
by the Chief of Police, who has been uniformly courteous 
and obliging to this Board, for which, as well as for the ser- 
vices of his force, they desire to express their appreciation 
and thanks. The Board would add here one word in rela- 
tion to giving alarms, since so large a proportion of box- 
alarms are given by the police. They would impress on 
every one, police officer or other person, who pulls a box, 
the importance of remaining by the box to direct the fire 
apparatus to the building on fire. Considerable delay and 
consequent loss has occasionally resulted from a failure to 
observe this important requirement.

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WATER AND THE CARE OF HYDRANTS. 


In an ordinance of the city, fixing the charges to be made 
by the Cochituate Water Board and the Water Registrar, 
for the care of hydrants and the use of water, is the 
following : — 


*Sporron 46. For the use of water for hydrants and reser- 
voirs in extinguishing fires, the Fire Department shall be 
charged for each hydrant and reservoir established within 
the limits of the city, the sum of eighteen dollars per annum ; 
and for furnishing said hydrants and keeping them and the 
reservoirs in repair and ready for use the Fire Department 
shall be charged for each hydrant and reservoir established 
within the limits of the city, the sum of twelve dollars per 
annum.” 


And by an order of the City Council, passed December 7, 
1874, the Mystic Water Board were directed to make the 
same charges for water and the care of hydrants and reser- 
voirs in the Charlestown District. The bills rendered to the 
Fire Department under these rules, for the year just ended, 
were as follows : —

The only action to be taken by this Board, on these bills, 
is to make a draft on the Auditor for their payment, after 
ascertaining that the number of hydrants and reservoirs 
named in them corresponds with the actual number in the 
city. The charge for water is made without any reference 
to the number of fires, or the quantity of water used at fires. 
The amount charged, $62,388, would pay for 208,000,000 
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gallons at the highest meter rates (three cents per 100 gal- 
lons) charged by either of the Water Boards ; or for 570,000 
gallons for each day of the 365 days of the year. And when 
it is added that this quantity of water would keep the whole 
twenty-nine steam fire-engines in the department at work for 
nearly two hours every day in the year, it seems a conclusive 
reason for the statement that the charge for water has no 
reference to the number of fires, or the quantity of water 
used at fires. As long, however, as the City Council deem 
it best to place this large amount, for the use of water and 
care of hydrants, to the account of the Fire Department, 
as an annual expense, this Board have only to approve the 
bills and deduct the amount, when showing the expenses of 
the department incurred with their authority, according to 
their judgment and for which they consider themselves 
responsible. 


EXPENSES OF THE DEPARTMENT. 


The expenditures of the year for the whole department, 
which includes the fire-alarm telegraph and care of bells and 
clocks, after deducting the charge for water, and the care of 
hydrants, have amounted to $489,652.28, which is $137,- 
672.72 less than the amount appropriated by the City Coun- 
cil. This isa gratifying result to the Board, but the question 
has been raised whether it should be considered creditable 
to them, or looked upon as an evidence of bad judgment when 
making their estimates at the commencement of the year. 
The test which the Board are most anxious about, is 
whether the expenditures have been proper, and the city 
has received an equivalent for the money paid out. Their 
object has not been to save money, but to judiciously expend 
it. 

To “extinguish fires and protect life and property in 
case of fire” is their especial duty, the ordinance under 
which they act having been passed by the City Council for 
this purpose. ‘The authority conferred by the Board in the 
ordinance is very full, and their responsibility correspond- 
ingly great; and although it is not only possible, but very 
probable, that they have made mistakes, they certainly make 
no mistake in the statement, that in no instance since their 
appointment have they lost sight of this responsibility when 
directing or authorizing expenditures. To gratify their own 
as well as others’ curiosity, comparisons have from time to 
time been made with the expenditures of this and other cities, 
in other years ; but whether they were greater or smaller has 
never influenced their action, as they have felt sure that not 
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to do what may have been done before, but to do whatever 
is found necessary to accomplish the object of their appoint- 
ment, is what is expected of a Board of Fire Commissioners. 

The estimates presented to the City Council at the begin- 
ning of the year were based upon the known wants of “the 
department, and such information in regard to probable 
wants as could be obtained at the time. To ask for less 
than it was supposed might be required, would have been 
folly so far as the Board was concerned, as well as trouble- 
some to the Council. They wanted, for instance, an appro- 
priation for salaries, and they asked for $395,750, which was 
the sum of all the salaries for a full department as it was 
then organized, with its Commissioners and Engineers, and 
its permanent and call companies, with an addition for three 
new companies to be organized as soon as houses then build- 
ing would be ready for them. The expenditures for salaries 
were but $377,767.77. What is the explanation of the 
difference? Delay in getting the new buildings ready post- 
poned the organization of the three new companies until 
late in the year. The location of some of the engines is 
such, that the Board found that the number of members of 
the permanent companies having them in charge could safely 
be reduced; and the ordinary changes i in membership from 
time to time taking place will always leave a small balance 
in favor of the salary y account. 

While the Fire Department is under the present manage- 
ment the Council may be sure of one thing, that whatever 
may be the state of the appropriation, no expense, which in 
the judgment of the Board is unnecessary, will either be 
authorized or continued; and although, with but a year’s 
experience, they asked for an appropriation of $30,000 for 
repairs of apparatus, it is a source of real satisfaction to 
them to report, that the success of the new repair shop has 
been such as to enable them to get through a year with 
charges to this appropriation amounting to only $9,209.36. 
It is but proper, however, for them to add, that. the year 
has been a remarkably fortunate one, so far as fires and 
alarms, and of course exposure of the apparatus, is con- 
cerned ; still, the system of keeping the apparatus always 
in repair, of daily reports as to its condition, and immediate 
attention to any defects, large or small, with the work done 
at the repair shop, much of it by detailed labor, is clearly an 
improvement upon the old system, and in any season will 
result in better work for a good deal less money. Of the 
amount appropriated for the repairs of houses, less than 
one-half has been expended; and this in a good measure is 
accounted for, by the detail of members of the department, 
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whose mechanical skill could be taken adyantage of, quite as 
much for their own good as for the pecuniary interest of the 
city. About one-half only of the appropriation for new 
hose, fuel for engines, small supplies, etc., has been expended, 
owing mainly to the fact that the number of fires has not 
been large, and promptness in reaching them has prevented 
conflagrations. Hay and grain too, the fluctuations in the 
price of which have this year favored the purchaser, show 
an unexpended balance of $6,650.27. The expense for 
horses has, by good care, good health, and good luck, 
been less than was expected. The expenditure for new 
apparatus has been much less than the estimate; the 
necessity for the purchase of a new engine having been 
obviated by rebuilding an old one at the repair shop, 
the cost of which is included in the item “for repairs 
of apparatus.” The items for extra services and contingen- 
cies remain with but a very small charge against them, and 
no item in the estimate has been overrun. In this way the 
difference of $137,672.72, between the aggregate of appro- 
priation and expenditure, is made up. The Board when mak- 
ing their estimates had no intention of contributing towards 


the lessening of the city debt, but they do feel glad that so ~ 


considerable an amount ($137,672.72), which for the reasons 
stated has not been needed in the expenses of the depart- 
ment under their charge, will be used for so good a pur- 
pose. 

Under the new system, the Fire Department is much 
larger, more efficient, and ought to be more expensive than 
under the old system. The difference in the permanent 
force employed, alone, makes a large increase of expendi- 
ture, yet it would seem by comparison as if this increase 
was more than balanced by the reduction of other expenses ; 
for, in the aggregate, it has cost less to support the depart- 
ment this year than for any year since 1871-2. The Board 
repeat, however, what they have said before, that this is a 
matter of small consequence to them, compared with the 
answer to the question, Have they done their work such as 
it has been, carefully, prudently and well? 

In closing this their third annual report, the Board feel 
warranted in the remark, that the system which they at first 
adopted and have carried out in‘the reorganization and man- 
agement of the department, seems to have worked well, and 
the change which has been effected by it, must, on the 
whole, be considered advantageous. The cheerful acquies- 
cence of the officers and men in the rules and orders adopted 
by the Board, and their ready co-operation in the work from 
time to time laid out, is not forgotten as contributing much 


: 
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to the measure of success already attained, while the quiet 
but decided good influence of the Chief Engineer, which is 
felt all over the department, is worthy of special notice. 

The Board have carefully exercised the very full authority 
given them in the “Ordinance to establish a Fire Depart- 
ment,” but in the expenditure of money and the discipline 
of the men they have steadily and constantly aimed to 
accomplish the object proposed in the ordinance referred to.

A constant watch is kept at the head-quarters, City Hall, 
night and day, by the operators. Each operator serves two 
alternate terms, of three hours each, as principal, and the 
same as assistant operator; so that twelve hours’ service at 
the office, out of every twenty-four, is required from each 
operator. No operator is permitted to sleep during his 
watch, unless expressly relieved by some one else, and by 
consent of the Superintendent. 

Each operator is accountable to the Superintendent for any 
mistakes that may occur at the office during his hours of 
duty.

An accurate account is kept of the time of giving each 


alarm, and of the station from which it originates, and all 
other necessary information. 

The wires to East Boston pass through Chelsea, and a box 
and gong have been placed in the City Marshal’s office of 
Chelsea and connected with them, in order that aid may be 
promptly summoned by either city in case of need. 

The following notice is printed with the numbers of the 
boxes and circulated among the citizens for the purpose of 
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instructing them as to the manner of giving alarms and cau- 
tioning holders of signal keys in regard to the use of such 
keys. ; 

~ The fact that an alarm-box is located near their residence, 
and where the key is kept, should be known to all persons, 
both male and female; and the simple manner of giving an 
alarm in case of fire should be a matter of common educa- 
tion. The Board of Fire Commissioners recommend to all 
persons who may see this notice, that they make the neces- 
sary inquiries to enable them, in case of need, either to get 
the key and pull the box, or to direct others todo so. Time 
saved in this way may sometimes prevent a conflagration. 

In case of fire, follow these 


DIRECTIONS. 


Get the key to the nearest box to the fire. 

Open the box— pull the hook all the way down once, and 
let go. 

Wait one full minute for the sound of the bells. 

If you hear no sound pull again, and the third time if you 
get no sound. 

If you fail the third time, go to the next nearest box and 
do the same there, — but do not touch any other box if the 
nearest one gives the alarm. 

After giving the alarm remain a while if possible by the 
box, so as to direct the firemen to the fire. 

The police, upon hearing the bells, will spring their rattles 
and call the number of the box. 


Cautions to Persons Houpina SIGNAL Keys. 


1. Never open the box or touch the apparatus except in 
case of fire. 

2. Never sound the alarm for a fire seen at a distance. 

3. Be reasonably sure there is a fire before sounding the 
alarm. : 

4. Be sure your box is locked before leaving it. 

5. Never let the key go out of your possession, except 
to some responsible person to give an alarm of fire, and be 
sure the key is returned. 

6. If you remove from your house or place of business, 
return the key to the Fire-Alarm Office without delay. 


REGULATIONS ConcERNING Frre ALARMS, 


First aiarm to be given by striking three or more rounds. 
EXAMPLES: To announce the existence of a fire near Box 
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No. 41 (Old South Church) the bells will strike four, a pause 
of a few seconds, then strike one, thus: 4—1. This will 
be repeated at intervals of about one-half minute. 

For a fire near Box No. 145 (South Boston) the bells will 
strike one, make a pause, then strike four, another pause, 
then strike five, thus; 1—4— 5. 

Second alarm to be given by striking ten blows. 

Third alarm to be given by striking twelve blows twice, 
thus: 12 — 12. 

In cases where the entire department are required, signal 
to be given by striking twelve blows three times, thus: 12 
—12—12. 

In cases where Hook and Ladder Companies only are 
wanted, signal to be given by striking ten blows once, with 
the number of the Company struck twice, thus: H. & L. No. 
lO — 1 — Ps Brel yNo e210 129. oie. 

If more than one Hook and Ladder Company is wanted, the 
signal will be given thus: H. & L. Nos. 1 and 3, 10—1 —1 
—3—3; H. & L. Nos. 2 and 4, 10—2 2-4 =A gaia,

Section 1. No owner or other person, having for the 
time being the care or use of any horse or other beast of 
burthen, carriage or draught, shall ride, drive or permit the 
horse or other beast to go at a greater rate of speed than 
seven miles an hour in any of the public streets or ways in 
this city, except those included within the limits of wards 
numbered twenty-three, twenty-four and twenty-five. No 
owner or other person, having for the time being the care or 
use of any horse or other beast of burthen, carriage or 
draught, shall ride, drive or permit the horse or other beast 
to go at a greater rate of speed than twelve miles an hour in 
any of the public streets or ways included within the limits 
of wards numbered twenty-three, twenty-four and twenty- 
five. 

Secor. 2. Any person violating any provision of — this 
ordinance shall be liable to a penalty of not less than five nor 
more than fifty dollars. 
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Sect. 3. Section 39 of the ordinance in relation to streets, 
and all ordinances and parts of ordinances inconsistent with 
this ordinance are hereby repealed, provided, however, that 
nothing in this ordinance shall be construed to alter or affect 
the rate of speed to be Nie within the gounds of 
Chestnut Hill Reservoir.

The report of the Superintendent and Resident Physician, 
presented herewith, contains, besides other information, a 
statement of the expenditures for the year, and is accom- 
panied by the reports of the medical staff. These reports 
give details in regard to the number of patients treated in 
the Hospital and as out-patients during the year, with class- 
ified statements of their diseases and the results of treatment. 

The whole number of patients in the Hospital during the 
year was 3,421, and they were under treatment at an aver- 
age of 24} days each, making a total of 82,831 days, or 
11,833 weeks. The entire cost of maintaining the Hospital 
during the year, including every expenditure, was at the 
rate of

Leaving, therefore, the sum of . . $113,269 70 


as the cost to the city of treating 3,350 non-paying pa- 
tents for a total of 11.7308 weeks, which is at the rate of 
$9.65} per week. But by averaging the net cost of main- 
taining the Hospital for the year, among all the patients 
treated, we find that the average cost to the city of board for 
each patient was $9.242 per week. This cost includes all 
expenditures in excess of income and value of stock on 
hand, including cost of new equipment. 

During the past year the Hospital has been in what may 
‘be called a state of transition, owing to extensive building 
operations ; and this has in various ways affected the results 
of the year, and to some extent destroyed the usual bases of 
business and averages. 

The Hospital has been enlarged by the addition of five new 
buildings ; two for medical, two for surgical, and one for 
culinary purposes. Three of these buildings are already 
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occupied, and the others are nearly in readiness. The heat- 
ing apparatus has been remodelled throughout, and largely 
increased in capacity. Many radical defects of drainage and 
ventilation in the older buildings have been remedied, while 
the new structures contain all improvements and appliances 
that experience and observation had proved valuable for the 
care and safety of patients. Other changes are making and 
to be made, and when all is accomplished, the Trustees hope 
this institution may at least compare favorably in point of 
equipment, discipline, and efficiency, with that of any other 
city. 

As the subject of economy is one now exciting much 
interest, and has been raised particularly in reference to the 
conduct of the Hospital, it may not be improper to observe, 
that the aim of the Trustees has been to prevent waste or ex- 
travagance, and to reduce the expenses to the lowest point 
commensurate with efficiency. It will be seen, from the 
above statement, that the average cost of treatment is less 
than last year. The Trustees have no particular desire to 
institute comparisons of cost with that of other institutions. 
Neither have they any fear of the result if any are curious 
enough to make them. 

It is presumed that the city of Boston desires that the suffer- 
ing poor shall have every care and attention their situation 
may require, and that the Hospital shall yet come up to the 
standard contemplated by its founders, and prove itself a 
noble charity worthy of the city. 

It is believed that with the Hospital as now arranged not 
only increased capacity and efficiency, but less average cost 
of treatment per capita, will result. The income from pay- 
ing patients has been falling off in the last years. This is 
owing to various reasons, one of which is, that paying pa- 
tients have been obliged to give way to those too poor to 
pay. The Hospital has had more demands upon it than 
could be met by its capacity.* The new buildings largely 
increase its capacity, adding 85 beds, and there can now be 
comfortably accommodated 875 patients. In the enlargement 
due regard has been had to the necessity of rooms for paying 
patients, and they have been provided ; so that any now de- 
sirine rooms at a reasonable, moderate rate, can be furnished 
with them. The price of board will probably range from 
five to twenty dollars per week. 

The construction of the new buildings, and the changes 
necessitated thereby, has of course been a work of much care 


* The number of beds has heretofore been 230, but of these 40 were in base- 
ments, which have been abandoned for sanitary reasons. 
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and time, and from its peculiar character one of some per- 
plexity. The Trustees, therefore, would fail in courtesy and 
justice did they not cheerfully acknowledge the valuable aid 
they have received from the medical and surgical staff of the 
Hospital, who have at all times been ready to give the results 
of their large experience to aid the work, and especially 
recognizing the zeal and devotion of the Superintendent, Dr. 
Edward Cowles, in all that has related to these improvements. 

John N. Borland, M. D., one of the Visiting Physicians, 
resigned his position March 21, 1876. He was one of the 
first appointed to the medical staff, and one of the longest in 
attendance upon the Hospital, and his faithful service in so 
active a position is entitled to grateful recognition. 

Winslow Lewis, M. D., one of the st taff of consulting 
physicians and surgeons, died Aug. 3, 1875. Nothing can 
be added here to the eulogies already pronounced upon him 
as a good physician and a good man. The vacancy caused 
by his death was filled by the election of Dr. John N. 
Borland to the position. 

O. W. Doe, M. D., who has served the Hospital three 
years in the medical out- -patjent department, was appointed 
March 29, 1876, tothe vacancy caused by Dr. Borland’s res- 
ignation in the visiting phy sicians’ department. 

On the 29th of March, 1876, A. L. Haskins, M. D., re- 
signed from the medical out-patient service, and the two 
vacancies existing therein were filled April 18, 1876, by the 
appointment of T. Hall, Jr., M. D., and E. J. Forster, M. D. 

Mr. Munroe Smith resigned his place as apothecary, 
January 11, 1876, and Mr. Alexander Rae was appointed to 
the position. 

It is the duty of the Trustees again to recognize the erase 
manifested in the Hospital by its ‘friends in many pleasant and 
unobtrusive ways. Gifts of fruit and flowers, of books, of 
religious offices, — these all cheer the sick and weary; and 
though the acknowledgment is a matter of annual occur- 
rence, it is none the less grateful to repeat. 

Some complaints there have been of the conduct of the 
Hospital, — generally founded upon misapprehension, how- 
_ever. All complaints have been heard patiently, and acted 
upon as circumstances seemed to fairly warrant. 

The institution is certainly in a_ better condition for 
accomplishing good than ever before. It has more capacity, 
better discipline, better system, and a Superintendent zealous 
and interested in its greater success. For this greater 
success the Trustees are hopefully looking.

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Compared with the disbursements of the previous year, 
the net cost of maintaining the Hospital is diminished this 
year by the sum of $2,880.58. The number of patients 
treated during the year was less by 241, but the number of 
weeks’ board furnished was only 1452 less than last year. 
Taking the total amount of disbursements, $114,545.98, and 
deducting from it the excess of stock on hand at the end, 
over that at the beginning, of the year, including so much of 
the new furnishing as formed the equipment of new wards, 
necessarily occupied just before the close of the fiscal year, 
making the amount of deduction, for excess of stock, 
$3,782.91; and deducting also the cash income, received 
from paying patients and the sale of old materials, we have 
left the sum of $109,413.67. as the total cost to the city of 
supporting the Hospital for the year, which is at the average 
cost per patient of $9.242 per week. 

The reduction in the number of patients was due to a loss 
of capacity of the Hospital, by reason of the repairs and al- 
terations made in some of the wards, and was attended with 
much difficulty, not a few applicants being turned away for 
want of room, who were fairly entitled to admission. For 
the same reason the number of paying patients was much less 
also, and the demand for accommodations was urgent during 
the whole year, necessitating more continuous overcrowding 
in the available space than heretofore. The new buildings 
now approaching completion will be ready none too soon, 
and their partial occupation, for a short time, has already 
given promise that they will prove satisfactory. 

Taken altogether the work of the year was unusually 
hard. The general confusion incident to the building of the 
extensive additions to the Hospital, and the alterations 
going on in the older buildings, causing inconvenient and 
unavoidable intrusion, in all parts of the premises, of many 
workmen during all the year, increased the labors and cares 
of the whole household, and made it impossible to maintain 
as orderly an administration of affairs as is desirable. Dur- 
ing a large part of the year, illness prevailed among the em- 
ployés to a marked degree, and was undoubtedly due to the 
amount of work they had to do, and the conditions under 
which they labored. It is to be noticed, that, notwithstanding 
this, the amount expended for salaries and labor was some- 
what less than in the previous year. The subordinate officers, 
and the employés in general, deserve to be mentioned with 
much praise and commendation, for their patience and faith- 
fulness under the circumstances. They have my sincere 
thanks. 
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The friends of the Hospital have continued their kind 
offices and benefactious to the patients. 

The unusual labors, difficulties and consequent shortcom- 
ings of the management of the Hospital, during the year, call 
upon me for an acknowledgment of the indulgence, sympa- 
thy and aid given me by the gentlemen of the Medical Staff. 
The same is due to the Board of Trustees; thanks are due 
the Board, also, for such practical encouragement as, with 
the better facilities afforded by new buildings and other con- 
veniences, now makes it possible to look forward to the car- 
rying out of plans for improved methods of management, 
and for a more perfect and efficient administration of the 
Hospital than has been hitherto attainable.

To THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES OF THE City HOSPITAL : — 


GENTLEMEN, — The following is my Eighth Annual Report 
of the Department for the Treatment of Cutaneous Diseases 
among out-patients : — 

During the past year, eight hundred and sixty-four (864) 
new cases of cutaneous diseases have been treated, and 
twenty-eight hundred and fifty-six (2,856) visits made by 
patients under treatment. 

The total number of new cases during the past eight years 
is seven thousand seven hundred and thirty-five (7,785) ; and 
the total number of visits is twenty-four thousand three hun- 
dred and ninety-one (24,391). Thus, an average of nearly 
a thousand patients a year have been treated, and over three 
thousand visits made to the hospital during the year. 

With grateful acknowledgment for all that has already 
been done for the advancement of this department, let me 
still hope that my labors will be sustained by the earnest 
efforts of those engaged in the other departments of the 
hospital, to afford me all of the advantages within their power 
for the study and treatment of this large and complicated 
class of affections.

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BEQUESTS. 


Goopnow Fonp. — Exisua Goopnow, of South Boston 
(Ward XII.), who died in the syear 1851, and whose will is 
dated 12th July, 1849, bequeathed to the city “all the rest 
and residue of his estate, real and personal, not otherwise 
disposed of,” for the purpose of establishing, in the Eleventh 
or Twelfth Wards of the city, a Hospital for the sick. One- 
half of said funds to be applied for the establishment and 
maintenance of free beds, which should always be at the 
disposal and under the control of the Officers of the Govern- 
ment of said Hospital for the time being. Under this will, 
the city came into possession of certain real estate situated 
on Cross street, which has been disposed of, and has produced 
the sum of $16,500, which has been invested in City of Bos- 
ton Six per cent. Stock. Also a lot of land on Third street, 
South Boston, containing 6,683} feet, which was disposed of 
in 1867 for $4,433.25, which, with the accumulated interest, 
making an aggregate of $21,500, has been invested in City 
of Boston Six per cent. Stock. The $10,000 deposited by 
the Executors of Mr. Goodnow, June 22, 1852, with the 
Massachusetts Hospital Life Insurance Company, the interest 
upon which is to be paid to the widow, will, upon her decease, 
be distributed as follows : — 

$500 to the Penitent Females’ Refuge. 

$5,000 to City of Boston; income to be expended for the 
relief of sick and infirm persons. 

$4,500 to be added to the fund heretofore provided for the 
support of free beds in the City Hospital. 

Nicnots Funp. — Lawrence Nicnots, who died in Sep- 
tember, 1862, made the following bequest to the city: pa 
give to the City of Boston, towards the establishment and 
endowment of a City Hospital, in case such Hospital shall 
have been established at the time of my decease, the sum of 
one thousand dollars.” And in case such Hospital should 
not have been established by the city at the time of his 
decease, he directed the same amount to be deposited with 
the Massachusetts Hospital Life Insurance Company, and 
suffered to accumulate, by the addition of interest, until such 
a Hospital should be established. 

The executor of the will, Wm. Perkins, Esq., has paid 
into the treasury nine hundred and thirty-seven dollars and 
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twenty-five cents ($937.25), being the amount devised, less — 
the Internal Revenue Tax on the same, and $530.50, as one 
of the “ residuary legatees in the United States,” from the sur- 
plus remaining undisposed of. The $937.25, with the accu- 
mulated interest thereon, has been invested in a certificate of 
City Stock for $1,000. The balance ($530.50) remains in 
the hands of the City Treasurer. 

Norcross Funp.— 1868, January 1. The Trustees received 
the sum of two thousand dollars from Hon. Otis Norcross, as 
the foundation of a fund for the benefit of patients leaving 
the hospital poor and destitute of. proper clothing. The 
principal sum is invested in a City of Boston interest-bearing 
note, to be deposited with the City Auditor, the interest of 
which is to be collected annually or oftener, and paid over to 
the President of the Board of Trustees, for the time being, 
of the City Hospital, to be by him expended at his discretion 
for the benefit and temporary assistance of those patients who 
are in his judgment deserving, and who are destitute of proper 
clothing in which to leave the Hospital, and having no means 
of procuring it.

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RULES FOR ADMISSIONS AND DISCHARGES, Erc. 


Applications for admission of patients shall be made to 
the Resident Physician at the Hospital, on each day of the 
week, Sunday excepted, between 9 and 11 A.M. 

Whenever able, the patient shall apply in person. When 
not able to appear in person, applications may be made by a 
friend, and the patient shall be visited at his residence. 

Any Trustee, or either of the Physicians or Surgeons in 
attendance, may, in case of emergency, send a patient in the 
first instance to the Hospital by written permit, and the Vis- 
iting Committee shall decide, as soon as may be afterwards, 
whether such patient shall remain. 

Persons accidentally wounded, or otherwise disabled or 
injured, shall be received at all hours. 

Permits for admission shall be subject to the approval of 
the Visiting Committee, and they shall have the power at 
any time to require the Resident Physician to report to them 
the names of applicants before admitting them, and may 
dismiss any patient whom they think improperly admitted, 
or change the terms of admission. 

Patients discharged on the recommendation of the physi- 
cians or surgeons shall be provided with a certificate stating 
their condition at the time of discharge, whether cured, 
relieved, or not relieved, which certificate shall be signed by 
the Superintendent and Resident Physician. 

Whenever a patient is removed from the Hospital without 
the consent and approval of the Superintendent and Resi- 
dent Physician, a written statement to that effect shall be 
required from any person assuming the responsibility of the 
removal. 

The body of any person dying at the Hospital shall not 
be delivered without a written receipt from. the parties 
taking the same. 

In case of the decease of any patient, the Resident Physi- 
cian shall sign a certificate to that effect, and shall furnish the 
City Registrar with a copy of the same. He shall also state 
the time and cause of death, the disposition made of the body, 
whether delivered to friends or buried from the Hospital. 
In the last case he shall mention the place of interment. 
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Patients may be admitted by the Trustees to the privileges 
of the Hospital, at such rates of board as they may from 
time to time determine; such board being secured by their 
friends, or by the authorities of the place to which they 
belong. 

In all cases where, in the opinion of the Trustees, the cir- 
cumstances of the patient will warrant it, the whole or a part 
of the board shall be paid. If separate apartments or arti- 
cles not usually furnished at the Hospital are provided, such 
payment shall be made therefor as the Trustees shall deem 
reasonable. 


HousE RULES. 


Patients must be in their proper places in the wards dur- 
ing the visit of the physicians and surgeons, and always by 
8 P. M., unless specially exempted by the Superintendent. 

Those free patients who are able are expected to assist in 
nursing, and in such other services as may be reasonably 
required of them. 

Patients shall not leave the Hospital grounds without a 
pass from the Superintendent, nor their respective wards 
without the consent of the nurse in attendance. 

No patient shall purchase, or cause any member of the 
household to purchase for him, any article of food whatso- 
ever, nor any other article, without the consent of the Super- 
intendent; nor shall any officer or servant of the Hospital 
receive a gift or fee from a patient. 

Profane or obscene language, loud talking, and incivility, 
are prohibited. 

No patient having acute syphiltic disease, or mania-a-potu, 
shall be admitted as a charity patient, or at a lower rate than 
twenty-five dollars a week for the former, and fifteen dollars 
for the latter. 

No person shall be admitted to the Hospital whose case is 
judged to be incurable, unless there be urgent symptoms, 
which, in the opinion of the Physician or Surgeon, are capable 
of being relieved. | 

Patients may be visited by clergymen of their own selec- 


tion, and, where there is a wish for the performance of any 


particular religious rite, it shall be indulged, when practi- 
cable. 

It is expected that patients will implicitly obey the rules 
of the Hospital. Complaints, for whatever cause, may be 
made to the Superintendent or Visiting Committee, and when 
reasonable shall be by them reported to the Trustees. 

All employés must be in their respective places during their 
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hours of duty. The doors and gates of the Hospital will be 
closed at 10 P.M., at which time all are expected to be quiet, 
and those not on duty, in their own rooms. 

The use of tobacco, wine and intoxicating liquors is pro- 
hibited within the Hospital, unless prescribed by a physi- 
cian. 


VISITORS. 


No person shall visit any part of the premises, except on 
business, or at such times as may be fixed for the reception 
of visitors, without the permission of the Superintendent, or 
some one of the Trustees. 

-On Monday, Tuesday, Thursday and Saturday of each 
week, from two to three o’clock, P.M., friends may be per- 
mitted to visit patients, though no patient shall receive more 
than one visitor on the same day. In all cases, however, the 
Trusteees or Superintendent may exercise discretionary powers 
as to excluding or admitting visitors. 

All visitors must leave when the bell rings at the expira- 
tion of the visiting hour. 

No visitor will be permitted to take*any meal in the Hos- 
pital, or pass the night therein, without permission from the 
Superintendent or one of the Trustees. 

No visitor shall be allowed to give any article of food or 
drink to a patient, unless by permission of the nurse; and 
any article sent to the patients shall be left with the Super- 
intendent.

REPORT OF JOINT SPECIAL COMMITTEE ON A 
SYSTEM OF IMPROVED SEWERAGE FOR THE 
CITY OF BOSTON.

The Joint Special Committee, to whom was referred the 
report of the Commissioners on the Sewerage of Boston 
(City Document No. 3, 1876), having considered the subject, 
beg leave to submit the following report : — 

The disposal of the sewage of a large city is a question 
of the greatest importance, in a sanitary point of view, to all 
classes of the community. Upon the complete removal of 
all filth depends, in a great measure, the public health, and 
to accomplish this purpose as speedily and effectually as 
possible is the end to be aimed at in considering any system 
of sewerage. Not only must the sewage be removed from 
the immediate vicinity of the habitations, but it must be 
conveyed to a point from whence it cannot return. 

It is evident that our present system of sewerage does not 
fulfil the conditions required. It was devised when the 
quantity of sewage was comparatively limited, when sani- 
tary science was in its infancy, and when the topography of 
the city made it an easy problem to construct the necessary 
works. No provision was made for future wants, and as the 
city grew, the original system was extended or adapted to 
meet the requirements of the time. 

A serious mistake was made in fixing at too low a grade 
those portions of the city which have been reclaimed from 
the sea. Thus, in the southern section of the city, the 
receiving basin of the Back Bay was taken as a receptacle for 
sewage, and the grade of the filled territory was adapted to a 
system of drainage into this basin. But, as the filling pro-

gressed, the area of the basin diminished, the territory was 
built upon, and the volume of sewage consequently increased, 
until at last an intolerable nuisance was created, which neces- 
sitated the abandonment of the plan, and the immediate 
filling in of the remainder of the basin. A portion of that 
territory, comprised in the Church-street, Suffolk-street, and 
Northam pton-street districts has been raised, and the mis- 
take made in the first instance, in adapting the grade of the 
territory to the grade of the basin, has been partially rectified 


at a cost of several million dollars. The nuisance, however, : 


was not abated, but only transferred to another locality, for, 
after the basin was filled in, the drainage was through 
tide-locked sewers, which emptied their contents at different 
points along the water-front of the city, frequently deposit- 
ing them upon the flats at low water, and causing a most 
intolerable stench. 

But the evils arising from a system, adapted to the wants 
of the city at the time of its inception, but inadequate to the 
present needs, are not confined to any one section of the mu- 
nicipality. Complaints of imperfect drainage, polluted at- 
mosphere, sewer gas, prevalence of filth diseases, and a high 
death-rate, come from all quarters, until it would seem that 
a due regard for the comfort, if not the health, of the public 
require that we should change our system of sewerage, and 
in doing so abandon the plan which has hitherto obtained, 
and adopt a system which promises not only to remove exist- 
ing evils, but also to provide for the future sanitary wants of 
the city. 

A work of such magnitude as the one under consideration 
should not be undertaken unless it is shown in the first place 
to be actually necessary, and, in the second place, that it will 
accomplish the purpose. In determining both these questions 
the opinions of experts should have great weight. 

The sewage of the city is now discharged at one hundred dif- 
ferent points along the water-frdnt. In some cases itis emptied, 
at low water, directly upon the dock mud. If discharged at 
flood tide it is liable to be carried forward and backward by 
the tide, until the heavier portions sink to the bottom and are 
deposited upon the flats and beneath the wharves. Under 


favorable conditions a deposit of this filth accumulates very — 


rapidly. In 1875 it became necessary to dredge the Roxbu- 
ry canal and the corner of the sea-wall at the foot of Chestnut 
street, at which points deposits had been accumulating for 
about three years. From Roxbury canal 11,749, and from 
the sea-wall 14,295, cubic yards of sewer deposits were re- 
moved. <A deposit of this kind is less objectionable where it 
is covered with water, but when left upon the flats and ex- 
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posed to the rays of the sun it soon becomes putrescent, and 
poisons the air with its foul odors. 

Independent of all other considerations the knowledge 
that a system has been recommended by which this deposit 
can be prevented is of itself sufficient to warrant almost any 
expenditure of money. In tide-locked sewers a similar de- 
posit is found. In them the sewage is sometimes held for 
hours in a quiescent state, giving the heavier portions an op- 
portunity to sink to the bottom, generating noisome vapors, 
which penetrate into dwellings and render the human system 
liable to the reception of disease. 

Medical science has demonstrated that a certain class of 
diseases is attributed to a foul atmosphere, and that the air 
which is habitually breathed should be uncontaminated by 
the taint of putrefactive decomposition. This cannot be the 
case under our present system of sewerage. 

Then, too, the presence of filth in, under or around dwell- 
ings is favorable to the development and dissemination of 
filth diseases, which form a large percentage of the annual 
mortality of the city. While it does not appear that the 
death-rate of Boston is excessive when compared with other 
cities of its size, it is yet only fair, and is largely due to pre- 
ventable causes. 

Upon this point the report on the sanitary condition of 
Boston, by the medical commission appointed by the Board 
of Health, 1875, says: “That ‘filth diseases’ occasion each 
year the greater part of our preventable mortality. The 
diseases whose origin or transmission are manifestly depend- 
ent upon infection by filth are typhoid fever and certain forms 
of diarrhoeal disease, the chief of these being cholera infan- 
tum. Certain other classes of diseases appear to owe, in 
some measure, their fatal type and their wide-spread preva- 
lence, if not occasionally their origin, to filth; we allude 
to scarlet fever, diphtheria, and perhaps cerebro-spinal 
_ meningitis, as well as certain exceptional forms of pneumonia. 
In the case of all these diseases a partial dependence upon 
filth-infection has been suspected, if not actually demon- 
strated. Moreover, it appears to be not unlikely that many 
other forms of fatal disease, whose origin and whose processes 
show absolutely no casual dependence upon filth, may, never- 
theless, find easier victims in those sufferers whose general 
health has been previously undermined by filth-poisoning, 
recent or chronic, and may so owe their destructiveness in 
part to this powerful morbific agency. | These considerations 
indicate that the sum total of deaths attributable, directly or 
indirectly, to filth, is much greater than the yearly mortality 
occasioned by the manifest filth diseases would make us sup- 
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pose, and we are led to conclude that the prevention of filth 
infection in its various forms constitutes without any doubt 
the greatest and most urgent sanitary need of Boston.” 

The opinions of our most prominent resident pbysicians 
have been so frequently placed before the public that it 
seems unnecessary to quote them here. They quite agree as 
to the deleterious effect of imperfect drainage upon the pub- 
lic health, and further show that the conditions against which 
we are cautioned exist at the present time. ‘Their views are 
epitomized in the following extract from the report above 
quoted : — 

“No measures of sanitary improvement are more stren- 
uously needed, or are more likely to repay the cost, however 
ereat it may be, than the construction of a system of sewers 
adapted to our present and future needs.” 

From what has been presented by these experts, and from 
personal investigation, we are led to the following conclu- 
sionsas to the necessity of animproved system of sewerage : — 

First. That the mortality of the city is largely due to 
preventable diseases, attributable to defective drainage. 

Second. That the immediate and uninterrupted removal 
of sewage to some point from whence it cannot return, is a 
matter of paramount necessity to the health of the inhab- 
itants. 

Third. That this necessity is not met by the present sys- 
tem of sewerage. 

If the conclusions are correct, it remains to consider the 
best method of obtaining the desired result. 

For a city situated like Boston, the water-carriage system 
commends itself as the most practicable, efficient and eco- 
nomical. All attempts to utilize sewage have thus far proved 
pecuniarily unsuccessful, when attempted on a large scale. 
The dry-earth system has been proposed as a substitute for 
water carriage; but, while perhaps well adapted for small 
towns or inland cities, where water carriage is not available, 
it is too troublesome and expensive for use on a large scale. 
It is estimated that it would require annually 85,000 tons, or 
fifty acres of land, about two feet deep, for the use of a city 
of the size of Boston, and the earth must be dug, screened, 
dried, carted to the houses and removed again.* The labor 
and expense involved would be too great to warrant its adop- 
tion by any city possessing the advantages of the water-car- 
riage system. Besides, any system which involves the 
manipulation of sewage would be repugnant to the feelings 
of our citizens, and their comfort and convenience would be 
better served by getting rid of the offensive material as 
quickly and secretly as possible. 


* Report State Board of Health, 1876. 
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The plan proposed by the Commissioners appears to be 
admirably calculated to accomplish the purpose. They do 
not propose a costly experiment, the result of which is 
doubtful, but an adaptation of a system, now in successful 
operation in other cities, and which was designed to meet 
similar cases, 

The following is the plan of the Commissioners, as stated in 
their report (City Doc. No. 3, 1876) : — 


“THe INTERCEPTING SYSTEM. 


The plan recommended is to discharge all the sewerage 
from that part of Boston situated between the Charles and 
Neponset rivers at the north end of Moon Island. 

The main intercepting sewer is to be located in nearly a 
direct line from Cottage Farm station to the Neponset river, 
near Savin Hill, to cross this river by a siphon, and thence 
to be built along Squantum Beach and across Squantum 
Point to the end of Moon Island. 

The general course of this sewer will be understood from 
the following list of streets through which it is to pass, viz. : 
Beacon street from Cottage Farm station to St. Mary street ; 
thence to the junction of Tremont and Cunard streets; 
thence in Windsor, Madison, Hunneman and Yeoman streets 
and Norfolk avenue and Clapp and Mt. Vernon streets to 
Dorchester avenue; thence in nearly a direct line to Nepon- 
set river north of Savin Hill. The sewage is here to be 
raised by pumping, and passes by a siphon under Neponset 
river into the main outlet sewer. 

The grade of the sewer at Cottage Farm station is to be 
one foot below low tide. The fall, or inclination, is to be 
one in twenty-five hundred, or twenty-five inches per mile. 
The sewer is to be circular, nine feet in diameter, from Cot- 
tage Farm station to Albany street; nine feet by eleven 
(equal to a circle ten feet in diameter) thence to the pump- 
ing-station ; thence to the outlet at Moon Island, at first ten 
feet by twelve (equal to a circle of eleven feet in diameter), 
and finally twelve feet by thirteen; thus enlarging the stor- 
age capacity of the outfall sewer. 

The siphon under Neponset river is to be six feet in di- 
ameter and fifteen hundred feet long. It is designed to be 
of wrought iron, properly protected from the action of salt 
water. Chambers are to be built at each end of it for con- 
necting a second siphon. ‘The results of further surveys and 
borings at this point may show that it would make a more 
permanent and less expensive structure to build a brick tun- 
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nel laid in Portland cement, with iron ribs to strengthen the 
masonry. 

There is to be built at the outlet on Moon Island a reser- 
voir to hold twenty-five million gallons, which is somewhat 
more than the usual amount of sewage now discharged in 
twenty-four hours. The discharge into the sea is to take 
place at each tide for the first two or three hours after high 
water. 

It is proposed to erect at the pumping-station three engines 
of 145 horse-power each. This is avery liberal provision for 
the present ; but, in view of the free use of water after the 
completion of the Sudbury aqueduct, it is thought best to 
make it. The lift will be from twenty to thirty-three feet. 
The grade of the outfall sewer is at this point fourteen feet, 
and at the outlet eight feet above low water. 

The sewer from Cottage Farm station to the Neponset 
river is to drain all that part of the city which lies between it 
and the Charles river and the harbor on the north; also all 
that part of the city south of it and at the same time below 
grade forty. It will be large enough to drain twenty square 
miles, and to take the sewage from a population of 750,000. 
Its capacity is 845 cubic feet per second, or over 220,000,000 
gallons per day. 

The size of the outfall sewer is sufficient to carry the sewage 
from a population of one million, and also one-fourth of an 
inch rainfall per day from an area of thirty square miles. 
Its capacity is 445 cubic feet per second, or over 280,000,000 
gallons per day. 

In determining the sizes of the sewers, we have assumed 
the amount of sewage to be seventy-five gallons per day per 
inhabitant ; but, as maximum flow would be at the same rate 
as if this were all to be discharged in twelve hours, we have 
fixed the sizes large enough to discharge double that amount, 
and, in addition to the above, an amount of storm-water at 
the time of the maximum flow of the sewage equal to one- 
fourth of an inch of rainfall per twenty-four hours. The 
large capacity of the sewers fixed upon will be sufficient to 
carry off or impound for the time a still greater rainfall per 
hour. It should, however, be here stated that this plan con- 
templates the construction of storm overflows at suitable 
points, so as to prevent in times of very great or long- 
continued rains a surcharging of the sewers. 

It is also to be understood that the natural watercourses 
in Dorchester, Roxbury, Brookline and Brighton, particularly 
Stony brook and Muddy brook, are to be kept open and free 
and clear from sewage contamination, and that their channels 
are to be straightened, and to discharge, as at present, into 
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the Charles river; for no sewers could be built at reasonable 
cost large enough to carry off these waters in case of storms. 
If, by the growth of the city, it should ever become necessary 
to cover them or other natural watercourses, great care 
should be taken that their character as drains for the soil be 
maintained, without allowing any ordinary sewage to be dis- 
charged into them, but only occasionally an excess of storm- 
water. 

The sewage from those portions of the city situated south 

_of the main intercepting sewer, and above the plane of forty 

feet above low water, can be intercepted by a high-level 
sewer, and delivered into the outfall sewer without pumping. 
The district is not now so densely populated as to require 
this; and for the next ten or fifteen years the sewage from 
such portions as require sewers can be delivered into the 
low-level sewer and pumped. 

The principal branch of the main sewer is to be located in 
Albany street, from Yeoman street to Kneeland street, and 
at this point to receive a lateral, to be built in Kneeland, 
Federal and Broad streets, and Atlantic avenue to Central 
wharf; from the junction of Albany and Kneeland streets it 
is to be built in Kneeland, Eliot and Pleasant to Boylston, 
and thence to junction-of Arlington and Marlborough streets, 
and in Marlborough to Parker street. At the junction of 
Marlborough and Arlington streets it is to receive a branch, 
to be located in Arlington, Beacon, Brimmer, Pinckney and 
Charles streets to Leverett street. 

The location of this branch-intercepting sewer on Marl- 
borough street is recommended on account of economy in 
construction, and the saving of much annoyance to the pub- 
lic, by obstructing Beacon street for so long a time as would 
be necessary, to say nothing of the danger of accidents to 
the water-mains there. 

The desirableness, however, of keeping the tide more per- 
fectly out of this district, the ground-water of which fluctu- 
ates in consequence of it from one to three feet at every tide, 
and any future examinations and negotiations which may be 
made with the owners of the property on the north side of 
the Milldam, may satisfy the. city that it would be better to 
rebuild the sea-wall there, making it water-tight, and then 
construct the sewer inside of it. 

It is recommended to close that portion of the Roxbury 
canal west of Albany street. If this is done, the expense 
of a siphon for the sewer in Albany street will be'saved; and 
the value of the land reclaimed will more than compensate 
for the expense of filling it, beside greatly improving the 
sanitary condition of this immediate vicinity. 
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The sewage from South Boston is to be intercepted by a 
sewer to be built in Dorchester avenue, A street and First 
street to Second street. It is thought that for the present it 
will not be necessary to build this sewer farther than from 
its junction with the main in Dorchester avenue to B street, 
where it will intercept a large sewer, which now discharges 
into the Southbay. 

The sizes of the branch intercepting sewers will vary from 
four feet in diameter up to seven and one-half feet; their 
minimum inclinations are to be one in two thousand, or 
thirty-two inches per mile. 

The inclination of all the sewers is to be sufficient to give 
a minimum velocity of about two miles per hour, and thus 
prevent any deposit of sediment in them. 

It will be perceived by an examination of the most recent 
experience in connection with the sewers of European cities 
that more and more attention is paid to flushing them, not- 
withstanding they may have sufficient grades to be what is 
called self-cleansing. The advantages of this will be perceived . 
when it is remembered that, in continued dry weather, the 
effective scour of a small amount of sewage may be con- 
siderably less than the average estimated for, and yet even 
the maximum must be provided for in the sizes of the sewers. 
With such experience before us we would take advantage of 
the excellent facilities that exist for flushing purposes at high 
water, along the Charles river and other tidal fronts of the 
city, and from any tidal basin that may be constructed in the 
proposed park near the mouths of Stony and Muddy brocks. 

We propose that the main and branch intercepting sewers 
shall be so constructed that no water will Jeak into them 
through their bottoms or side walls; for by just the quantity 
that may be thus allowed to leak into them will their efficiency 
be diminished. We also propose to graduate the inlets of 
the lateral sewers into the main and branch intercepting 
sewers that no more than the sewage proper and the due pro- 
portion of storm-water shall be allowed to enter; otherwise 
the storm-water would interfere with the proper action of the 
main and outfall sewers. The details for effecting this, 
though simple in themselves, are, like others, necessarily 
omitted from this general report. The length of the main 
intercepting sewer and branches for the south side is fourteen 
and one-fifth miles. 

The main intercepting sewer for the district north of the 
Charles river is to commence in Cambridge at the north end 
of the approach to the Brookline bridge; its general course 
is through Waverly street to the Boston & Albany Branch 
Railroad; thence along the northerly side of the railroad, 
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crossing Main street into Portland street, and in Portland, 
Medford, Poplar, and Redmond streets to Charlestown ; 
thence in Cambridge and Alford streets to the Mystic river, 
crossing it by a siphon south of the Malden bridge to Bow 
street ; thence across the marsh to Locust street, south of the 
Kastern Railroad; thence through Chelsea, parallel to the 
railroad, to Chester street, and in Chester street to Marginal 
street ; thence crossing Chelsea creek by.a siphon to Breed’s 
Island; and across this island along the northerly foot of 
Breed’s Hill; and finally by a siphon across the inlet to Win- 
throp, and thence crossing Beach street near Main street, 
and passing west of Winthrop Head to the outlet at Point 
Shirley. 

The grade of this sewer at the junction of Brookline and 
Waverly streets is to be two feet above low tide. The fall 
per mile is to be twenty-five inches. It is to be four and one- 
half feet in diameter to Main street, six feet in diameter to 
Cambridge street, and seven feet in diameter to the junction 
of Cambridge and Canal streets in Charlestown, where it 
receives the lateral sewer from that district. From this point 
to the west end of Breed’s Island, where the pumping works 
are to be located, it is to be eight feet in diameter. 

The branch from East Boston is to join the main sewer at 
this point. From the pumping-works to the outfall at Point 
Shirley, the main sewer is to be nine feet in diameter. The 
capacity of this main outfall sewer is two hundred and sixty- 
one cubic feet per second, or about one hundred and 
sixty-nine million gallons per day. 

The principal lateral is to commence at the junction of 
Main and Third streets in Cambridge, and to pass through 
Third, Spring, First, Cambridge, Bridge and Prison Point 
streets to the mouth of Miller’s river, crossing it by a siphon 
to Charlestown, and thence through First and Canal streets to 
the junction with the main line in Cambridge street. 

This sewer is to be four and one-half feet in diameter from 
Main street to Charlestown, and thence to its junction with 
the main intercepting sewer five feet in diameter. 

If the streets in Kast Cambridge should be filled out to the 
Commissioners’ Jine, it would be better to build this sewer in 
Prison Point street, and in First street to the West Boston 
bridge. 

For draining East Boston it is proposed to construct a 
branch intercepting sewer, parallel with and east of the 
Eastern Railroad ; thence along Reynolds street to the creek ; 
thence across Breed’s Island and around the westerly end of 
Breed’s Hill to the main north outfall sewer. 

This sewer from Maverick street to Neptune street is to be 
four and one-half feet in diameter, and thence to the junction 
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with the main sewer on Breed’s Island five feet in diameter. , 
For temporary purposes, until the system of main intercept- 
ing sewers shall be built and in operation, Mr. Bradley’s 
plan, which he has already commenced carrying out, is 
recommended; that is, to collect the sewage of the easterly 
side or slope into one sewer, and discharge it into deep 
water at the southwesterly end of the island. The outlets of 
the other East Boston sewers do not cause any serious com- 
plaints at present. 

It is proposed to erect at the pumping-station on Breed’s 
Island two engines of 145 horse-power each. The lift will 
be from twenty-three to thirty feet. The grade of the outfall 
sewer is at this point seventeen and one-half feet above low 
water. 

There is to be at the outlet, near Point Shirley, a reservoir 
to hold twenty million gallons, from which the. discharge is 
to take place twice each day for the first two or three hours 
after high water. 

The length of the main sewer and branches for the district 
north of Charles river is fifteen miles.” 


The Commissioners claim the following as some of the 
advantages of the general plan which they recommend, viz., 
pumping the sewage and discharging the same at high tide. 


“1, The sewage is removed entirely from the limits of 
the city and discharged so as to be carried out to sea, whence 
it will not return. Our experiments convince us that this 
can be done certainly on the ebb tide. 

2. There is a constant and uninterrupted flow of the 
sewage from the time it enters the sewers until it reaches the 
outfall sewer. All sewage is thus removed before it be- 
comes offensive, and there is no deposit in the bottoms of 
the sewers. 7 

3. In a system of sewers of this design skilfully con- 
structed, the level of the ground water will be kept several 
feet lower than it now is. This point is one of great impor- 
tance in view of the direct connection, as shown by Dr. 
Bowditch and Dr. Buchanan, between soil moisture and 
pulmonary consumption, a disease which causes about one- 
sixth of the total number of deaths in Boston. 

4. It will be practicable to rebuild such sewers as have 
been extended from time to time on newly made ground, 
which consequently have little or no grade, sometimes with 
inclinations the wrong way, and which it is now very diffi- 
cult, if not impossible, to keep clean.” 


The flooding of cellars at the South End during storms at 
high tide may, to a great extent, be obviated by the pro- 
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posed system. ‘The increased storage capacity of the main 
intercepting sewer and its branches, and the fact that the 
other sewers will not be closed, as they now are, from eight 
to twelve hours in every twenty-four, but that there will be 
a continuous flow throughout the whole system, will, it is 
believed, remedy the difficulty except in cases of exception- 
ally heavy rains. If the water from the roofs of buildings, 
and from back yards, should be diverted from the house- 
drains, into which it now flows, and carried into a sewer for 
surface water by drain-pipes, laid in the cross streets, it is 
probable that the evil would be almost, if not completely, 
abolished, except in. extreme cases, as where cellars are 
built below grade five. 

It is to be understood that no system of sewerage, how- 
ever perfect, will do away with the necessity of other 
sanitary regulations. Very many of the evils now com- 
plained of arise from defects in house-drains and their con- 
nections, and will continue to exist until remedied by the con- 
current action of the authorities and of individuals; but, ifa 
comprehensive system of sewerage is put into operation, the 
government will have done its duty, and it is believed that 
individuals will soon co-operate therewith. 

If the proposed plan be adopted it will only be necessary 
for the present to put into operation that part of the system 
which is designed to relieve the section of the city lying 
south of Charles river. 

Present necessities would be met by the construction of a 
main intercepting sewer, from Tremont street to Moon 
Island, with the necessary works and branches. 

As the growth of the city requires, in the future this sewer 
may be extended to the point recommended by the Com- 
missioners, at Cottage Farm. 

The application of the system to the district north of 
Charles river will require the co-operation of adjoining 
municipalities, and, as the necessities are not so pressing in 
that locality, it may be deferred for the present. 

At the request of the committee, the City Engineer has 
made an estimate of the cost of constructing the works re- 
quired for a sewer beginning at Tremont street and dis- 
charging its sewage at Moon Island, which is as follows :—

The engineer states that in the absence of sufficient data 
from which to judge of the amount of piling and other work 
necessary to secure a solid foundation, he has made a liberal 
allowance for such work, and it is quite probable that his 
estimate for that item is too high. 

It is estimated that the. cost of operating the pumping- 
works will not exceed $40,000 per annum. 

As the capacity of the sewer will be sufficient for the wants 
of the city for many years, it is but equitable that the cost of 
its construction should be defrayed partly by taxation and 
partly by loan. It is therefore proposed that one-half of the 
amount required in each year shall be raised by taxation, and 
the other half by loan. 

It is not probable that the work could be carried forward 
judiciously so as to call for an expenditure of more than one 
million dollars per annum; therefore the amount to be raised 
in each year by taxation would not increase the tax levy to a 
burdensome extent. 


The only expenditure which would be called for during the — 


present year, should the City Council decide to adopt the 
system, would be for making the preliminary surveys, etc., 
which it is estimated will cost about $40,000. 

After a careful examination of the whole subject, your 
committee are of the opinion that the system of sewerage 
recommended by the Commissioners on Sewerage in their 
report (City Doe. No. 8, 1876) is the best adapted to the 
present and future needs of this city, and they would respect- 
fully recommend its adoption by the City Council. 

In conclusion, your committee desire to express their opinion 
that in the present instance the boldest measures are the most 
economical. Any attempt to remove existing evils by ex- 
tending or enlarging our present system of sewerage would 
be a waste of money. The sewage of the city must be 
removed to a point where it will cease to endanger the health 


wt 
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of the community, and the plan of the Commissioners appears 
to be the most practical method of its disposition. If the 
undertaking is objected to on account of its cost, it must be 
_rementbered that we are dealing with a matter affecting the 
health and comfort of the community, upon which, in a great 
measure, the prosperity of the city depends. The annual 
financial loss to society from disease and death caused by 
preventable diseases is so great, that if, by the adoption of 
an improved system of sewerage, we succeed in reducing the 
death-rate but a fraction, we shall in a few years have saved 
to the community in money value more than the estimated 
cost of constructing the works. 

Your committee would therefore respectfully recommend 
the passage of the following orders.

FIFTH LOCATION. — HIGHLAND STREET RAIL-

ELEVENTH ANNUAL REPORT OF THE MYSTIC 
WATER BOARD, FROM MAY 1, 1875, TO MAY 
1, 1876. . 

OFFICE OF Mystic WatTER Boarp, 
June 20, 1876. 

To the City Council of the City of Boston: — 

The Mystic Water Board respectfully submit their report, 
made‘up for the year ending April 30, 1876. 

The usual statements from the Superintendent and the 
Water Registrar and Clerk will be appended to this report, 
and the Council is referred to them for particular informa- 
tion on subjects of which they treat. 

The Board have every reason to think that the works are 
in good order. ‘Their policy in management has been not 
alone to show good immediate results, but to keep every- 
thing in such condition as will insure the best results in the 
long run; or, in other words, to secure the greatest real 
value to the property in their charge. 


LAKE AND SURROUNDINGS. 


The quality of the water during the year has been uncom- 
monly good. The streams running into the lake, after the 
breaking up of the ice in the spring of 1875, were cleared 
of an unusual quantity of roots and rubbish, and the condi- 
tion of things generally throughout the year has been favora- 
ble to a result such as we report. The drought, which 
continued for so long a time in the winter of 1874-75, and 
the extreme cold weather of the same period, which was the 
cause of an enormous consumption of water, corrected effect~ 
ually the erroneous impression that there was no limit to 
the supply from the lake, while its speedy recovery, as soon 
as a thaw came, gave evidence that it could be relied upon, 
in all but these exceptional seasons, for a very large quantity 
of water. At no time before had it been lowered to a point 
which indicated anything like insufficiency, and during the 
year just ended it has fully maintained its former character. 
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All the time the supply has been abundant, and most of the 
time a great deal more water has run to waste over the dam 
than has been drawn from the lake for consumption. The 
records of the rainfall for the year, kept at the pumping- 
station, foots up 48.06 inches. The machinery built to pump 
water into the conduit, when, in the winter of 1874-75, the 
lake had lowered to such a point as seemed to render it neces- 
sary, is still on hand, but the engine purchased to run it has 
been sold, as will be seen in the account of receipts and ex- 
penditures. The Board considered it good policy to dispose 
of it, rather than to keep it out of use. 

A lot of land. adjoining the city land on Mystic street, 
useful for the large amount of gravel it contained, and for 
improving the shape and value of the city property after the 
gravel should be removed to points on the works where it 
will all be needed, was purchased, in July, of Mr. Stephen 
Symmes, for the sum of two thousand dollars. A roadway 
across the lot has been laid-out, which, when completed, will 
make it convenient to discontinue the old steep roadway, 
running from the lake to Mystic street, and so alter the 
grade as to improve very much the appearance of things on 
that side of the lake. The stone which comes out of the 
gravel banks is needed, and will be used in repairs of the ~ 
rip-rap. The improvement of filling in and grading near the 
dam, referred to in the last report, has been extended dur- 
ing this year, and the work can be carried on, in odd jobs, 
for some time to come, with real advantage in strength and 
appearance. 

CONDUIT, ETC. 


An examination of the conduit was made by the Superin- 
tendent and Assistant Superintendent, who passed through 
it on the 14th of July last. It remains as when they last 
passed through it, —in good condition, showing no appear- 
ance of change or weakness in any respect. 

The gate-house at the pipe-chamber has not yet been en- 
larged, but it should be done the present year, and will have 
to be done when the new sewer is built. 


PUMPING—STATION. 


The condition of the land about the pumping-station was 
such as to suggest improvement, and, with this end in view, 
it was ploughed last fall, and the Assistant Superintendent 
was directed to take the necessary additional steps to get it 
into a good grade and cover it with grass. The drainage of 
the lot has been provided for by the construction of a pipe- 
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sewer running through it to the river. The dwelling-house 
has some inconveniences, which the Board propose to remedy, 
and the engine-house will require a small expenditure soon, 
to keep it in a thoroughly creditable condition. The engine- 
room must be painted, and some small repairs and changes are 
necessary in the boiler-room. An indication of decay around 
one of the scuttles, in the top of the coal-shed, led to an ex- 
amination of the roof-timbers, and they were found to be 
rotten and unsafe on the ends which rested upon the walls. 
These walls are banked up with earth, grassed over, and the 
decay of the timbers was the effect of the dampness from 
which they were not properly protected. Arrangements 
have been made for raising the roof four feet, cutting off the 
ends of the timbers, and building up the walls with such 
projections as will be requisite to support the necessary ad- 
ditional frame-work. The cost of the alteration and repairs 
will be about $1,500. The capacity of the shed will be in- 
creased by the alteration 300 tons. The question of building 
a new barn somewhere on the premises has been considered 
by the Board, and a committee appointed to report a plan 
and estimates. 

A new Fairbanks Improved Balance, for weighing coal, 
has been purchased this year, at an expense of $342. The 
quantity of coal used during the year was 3,231 tons. As 
usual, the Board advertised for proposals for furnishing the 
coal, and on the 21st of June accepted a proposal to supply 
3,000 tons George’s Creek Coal and Iron Co.’s Cumberland 
coal, at $7.00 per ton of 2,200 lbs., delivered and weighed 
at the coal-shed. Ten bids were received for the supply of 
coal, ranging from $7.00 to $7.24 per ton. 

The engines have required but little repair during this 
year, and are now in good order. The largest, No. 3, has 
been used more than either of the others, tor the reason that 
its capacity has been equal to the pumping demand, and its 
condition such as prudently to admit of its use. On the 24th 
of February, the weather being excessively cold, the con- 
sumption of water run up to 15,166,725 gallons, and two 
days later, for the first time, all three engines were run to- 
gether and 15,543,248 gallons of water pumped into the 
reservoir. ‘This consumption on the 24th and the pumping 
on the 26th of February were in excess of any twenty-four 
hours in the history of the works. The smallest quantity 
pumped in any one day during the year was 4,668,048 gal- 
lons, and the smallest consumption 4,892,595 gallons. The 
total consumption for the year was 2,749,556,298 gallons. 
The total pumped, 2,750,279,588 gallons. The averages, 
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with other information of interest, will be found in the report 
of the Superintendent. 


ForcE—-MAIN AND RESERVOIR. 


The Board have not asked for authority to construct a 
second line of force-main pipe during the past year, although 
in their last report they gave their judgment that it would 
be wise to make such an addition to the works. No defect 
in the force-main, or accident to it, has made a second line 
necessary so far, but with the quantity of water now required 
to be pumped into the reservoir, it does not seem to be well 
to rely upon a single line of pipe. Whoever has charge of 
the works for the present year will be likely, we think, to 
ask the City Council to allow of an expenditure for this 
purpose of about $27,000. 

The reservoir has required but a small expenditure, and 
is to all appearance in excellent condition. Some changes 
at the gate-house and with the fences around the lot have 
been made, and it will be well to make some other in- 
expensive improvements this year. The building of the new 
direct roadway from the reservoir to the engine-house only 
waits for the consent of one of the owners of land over 
which it will be constructed. 


SuppLy-MAIN AND DISTRIBUTION PiPEs. 


The Superintendent’s report will show the additions, 
changes and repairs of the supply-mains and distribution- 
pipes. ‘The main pipes are in good order, and, with the ex- 
ception of one break on the twenty-four inch cast-iron pipe, 
caused by a crack in one length, probably defective when it 
was first laid, they have required but little attention during 
the year. A good many of the distribution pipes have proved 
defective, and the expense of their repair has been consider- 
able. Wrought-iron and cement pipes must certainly be laid 
in the most thorough manner to be reliable and profitable water- 
conductors; where they are not so laid they are troublesome 
and expensive. The breaks this year in this kind of pipe, and 
the condition in which the pipes are found when the leaks 
occur, have somewhat weakened the confidence which has 
heretofore been felt in their durability. 

In order to give a better supply of water to the town of 
Everett and a portion of the city of Chelsea, as well as to 
improve the circulation in that section of the works, the Board 
thought it best to ask the City Council for authority to lay a new 
sixteen-inch pipe from Alford street across Malden bridge to 
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the line of the town of Everett, about thirty-four hundred feet, 
with a siphon of twenty-inch pipe properly protected at the 
draw of said bridge; and on the 5th of November an order 
_ to this effect, passed by the City Council, was signed by the 
Mayor. An estimate of the cost had been made by the Su- 
perintendent, but on the whole it was thought best to do the 
work by contract’; and on the 20th of November a contract 
was made with Mr. George H. Norman to lay the pipe and 
siphon complete, for the sum of $18,000. This included three 
Lowry hydrants and everything but the cost of eight hun- 
dred feet of sixteen-inch pipe, which had been purchased 
in anticipation to be laid on the Malden bridge while that 
structure was being rebuilt. 

The price of cast-iron pipes was so low it was deemed 
advisable to purchase a larger quantity than was required for 
immediate use, and in July a contract was made with Messrs. 
Jesse W. Starr & Sons, at $40, per ton on the wharf here for 
pipes, and 3} cents per pound for specials. The whole con- 
tract amounted to $16,326.38, including the 800 feet for 
Malden bridge. As will be seen by the Superintendent’s 
report, a good deal of this pipe is now on hand. 


East Boston SUPPLY. 


The supply of Mystic-lake water for Hast Boston was shut 
off on the 22d of April, 1875; and on the 30th of October, 
1875, an order of the City Council, cancelling and annulling 
the contract made with the City of Charlestown for a supply 
of water from Mystic pond to the inhabitants of Hast Boston 
and the Public Institutions at Deer Island, was signed by 
the Mayor. On the 3d of December, the following vote was 
received from the Cochituate Water Board: “That the 
Cochituate Water Board requests the Mystic Water Board 
to turn on the water at once, to supply East Boston; ” 
and at quarter before two o’clock P.M. of the same 
day, the Cochituate was shut off, and the Mystic let on. 
An arrangement was afterward made with the Cochituate 
Board that the supply should be continued until July 1st, 
1876, and perhaps until January 1st, 1877, “upon the terms 
of the old contract, which was made in the year 1869.” 


CHELSEA, SOMERVILLE AND EVERETT. 


The petition from the cities of Chelsea and Somerville, and 
the town of Everett, for a modification of contracts with 
them, which was presented to the City Council, and referred 
to the Joint Standing Committee on Water, after one hearing

by them, was referred by the committee to this Board, with 
a request that they would report what modifications, if any, 
should be made in the contracts. The Board, after several 
interviews and hearings with representatives of the Water . 
Boards of each of the places named, and a careful consider- 
ation of the matter, came to the conclusion that it would be 
unwise to make the changes asked for by the petitioners ; and 
that if anything was done, it should be to make an entirely 
new contract, based upon the altered state of things, growing 
out of the annexation of Charlestown to Boston; and that this 
could be done better by the Boston Water Board, when 
appvinted, who would have charge of both the Cochituate 
and Mystic works, than it could be by any at present existing 
Board, and they so reported to the committee. 


Mystic VALLEY SEWER. 


The petition of His Honor the Mayor to the State Legis- 
lature, in relation to sewerage, resulted in the passage of an 
act, chapter 202 of the Acts of 1875, approved May 10th, 
1875, entitled “An Act to authorize the City of Boston to 
construct a sewer in the Mystic valley;’’ and on the 27th 
of May the Board held a meeting, at which the City Engineer 
was present, to consider an order of the City Council in 
relation to the acceptance of this act, and Chapter 400 of the 
Acts of 1874; and, also, if the acts should be accepted, 
whether it would be expedient to proceed at once with the 
construction of the sewer. The City Engineer was requested 
to make estimates of the cost of two systems of sewers; one, 
of capacity to carry away the impurities which now discharge 
into Mystic lake, and another of sufficient size to include the 
drainage of the towns of Winchester and Woburn. On the 
21st of June, 1875, the Board sent to the City Council a 
report with these estimates of the City Engineer, and a 
recommendation that both the acts of the Legislature be 
accepted, and also that authority be given to this Board to 
construct the small sewer at an expense of $205,000. The 
acts were accepted by the Council July 20th, 1875, and the 
order for the construction of the sewer ; but the appropriation 
for building it did not pass until February 15th of the present 
year. On the 18th and 21st of February the Board held 
meetings to consider the subject, at the last of which, the 
City Engineer, who was present, was requested to make the 
necessary plans and specifications, in accordance with the 
order of the City Council; and as soon as these papers are 
ready it is the intention of the Board to proceed immedi- 
ately with the work.

The amount collected for water-rates during the year, as 
shown by the report of the Water Registrar and Clerk, was 
$238,691.53. Included in this is $3,545.47, collections for 
water used in previous years, which, deducted, leaves the 
amount of water-rates collected for the year $235,146.06. 
The Registrar’s report shows the number of water-takers, 
the number and kind of fixtures, buildings, etc. 

The Water Registrar and Clerk, Mr. Joseph H. Caldwell, 
whose election to the office he fills was mentioned in our last 
report, has performed his duties with great satisfaction to 
the Board. His recommendation is that of constant applica- 
tion, and interest in his work, which is fully evidenced by 
the appearance of his books and the amount of his collec- 
tions. 

The interest due from the city of Chelsea, according to 
the terms of the contract with that city, on the cost of the 
pipes and appurtenances laid by the city of Charlestown 
across part of Mystic river, amounting to $2,330.42, was 
paid directiy to, the City Collector, and does not appear in 
the accounts of this Board. 

Up to August 1, 1875, the percentage due to the cities of 
Chelsea and Somerville, and the town of Everett was de- 
ducted from the whole amount of collections, and paid by 
the Board to the treasurers of those places. Since that date 
the whole amount has been paid to the collector, and the 
settlements with the cities and towns made by drafts on the 
City Treasurer. 

Bonds amounting to $167,000 have been paid during the 
year, which lenvete the amount now outstanding $1, 113, 000. 

The amount of the sinking fund April 30, 1875, was 
$45,616.62. 

Total amount of interest paid $70,280. 

The Board have continued to perform their duties, wait- 
ing patiently for the action of the City Council on the 
question of placing both the Cochituate and Mystic Water 
Works under the care of one Board, or for the election of 
other officers to fill their places. They have, of course, 
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labored under the embarrassment which an uncertain state of 
things must always occasion, but have, nevertheless, they 
believe, looked after the interest of the city with a good de- 
gree of faithfulness, and if they have not very much im- 
proved the works, they have kept them up and preserved 
them, and will be ready to pass them over in good order to 
the care of the new Boston Water Board, as soon as it shall 
be appointed. }

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT. 


CHARLESTOWN District, Boston, June, 1876. 
Hon. T. T. Sawyer, President Mystic Water Board: — 


Str, — The annual report of the Superintendent for the 
year ending April 30, 1876, is herewith respectfully sub- 
mitted. 

The works are generally in very good condition, with the 
exception of the cement distribution pipe in this city, which 
has given us considerable trouble during the year. 

The consumption of water has been somewhat less than 
last year, the total difference being 32 millions of gallons 
less than in 1874; but this is accounted for by the fact that 
we have supplied East Boston but five months, or less than 
one-half of the year; if we had supplied that part of the 
city the whole year, the consumption would have exceeded 
considerably that of 1874. 

The supply at the lake has been ample throughout the 
year, as will be seen by the large quantity of water that has 
run to waste over the “overfall” and “waste weir,” in addi- 
tion to the amount drawn through the conduit for supplying 
the city. 

LAKE. 


The average level of the lake during the year was 10.22 
feet above the bottom of the conduit, or .9 of a foot below 
high-water mark. The level has varied from 73> of a foot 
above, or 11.25 feet, to 2 feet below high water, or 9.2 feet 
above. 

The total waste on the overfall was 8,384,846,081 gallons, 
equal to a daily average waste of 22,974,923 gallons, or an 
average overflow of 3.6 inches. 

The rainfall for the year was 48.06 inches.

The excavation on the westerly side of the dam, adjoining 
the land of Mr. Huffmaster, which was mentioned as being 
partially filled, in last annual report, has been wholly filled 
and graded the past year, and now presents a greatly im- 
proved appearance. 

The purchase by the Board, of Mr. S. Symmes, of the lot 
of land immediately adjoining the land belonging to the 
works on the same side of the lake, has enabled us to obtain 
a large part of the materials for filling the above excavation, 
and will also, when properly graded, furnish all the material 
for grading a new driveway from Mystic street to the dam, 
of a much easier and more suitable grade than the old one. 

There has also been about 700 feet of riprap laid along the 
shore on the south side of the lake. 

The materials of which the temporary engine-house at the 
lake was built during the winter of 1875 have been used in 
building a neat and substantial building, adjoining the gate- 
house, to be used for storage purposes. It also contains a 
bedroom for the watchman, and stall-room for the horses, 
when at work about the lake. 


ConpDuvuIT. 


On the 14th of July the water was drawn off from the 
conduit, and in company with Mr. Symmes, the Assistant 
Superintendent, I passed through the entire length, and 
found it in very good condition. There was no perceptible 
change in the brick-work, and I never saw it so free from 
sediment or collections of any kind at any time before. I 
have no doubt that it is in as good condition now. 

I would again suggest to the Board the expediency of en- 
larging the house over the gate-chamber at the lower end of 
the conduit, and which I mentioned in my last annual report. 
The building is altogether too small for what it is now mostly 
used for, but for the past. year has been made more conven- 
ient by the addition of a temporary wooden porch. 

The bridge across Mystic river, over the 36-inch pipes, 
will need considerable repairs the present season. 


PuUMPING—STATION. 


The engine-house, altogether, is in very good order, but 


the engine-room will need to be renovated and repainted 


CE 
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during the summer. The engines are all in very good order. 
A new low-pressure piston for engine No. 3 —a duplicate of 
that which replaced the broken one in January, 1874 — was 
placed in position in the other cylinder in August. These 
pistons are heavier than the old ones, and the engine is, we 
think, much improved by the change. The old one has been 
put in good order, and is on hand ready for use should oc- 
casion require. The foot-valve and air-pumps of No. 1 have 
been thoroughly repaired. No. 2 has required but slight 
repairs. The boilers are all in very good condition. 

The engines have been run alternately, but the larger part 
of the work has been done by No. 3, the demand for water 
being within the capacity of this pump.

It will be seen by the above record, that our duty is less 
than last year, and considerably less than that of certain 
other pumping-engines, whose reports we have received for 
the past year; but when the cost of pumping is considered I 
think our record will compare favorably with any. 

The whole amount of coal delivered during the year was 


a 
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3908.49 tons. The whole amount consumed was 3,230.72 
tons. The amount on hand at the end of the year was 
190333 tons. 

The amount of ashes and cinders produced was 246.6 tons, 
or a loss of 7-6; per cent. | 

The largest amount pumped in 24 hours was 15,543,248 
gallons, on the 26th of February, when, from the large de- 
mand for water for a few days previous, and a consequent 
loss of water in the reservoir, we found it necessary, for the 
first time in our experience, to run all the engines at one 
time, and the result was very satisfactory ; the engines were 
run at a greater speed than the usual average, and they never 
worked better since they were built; the average increase 
of pressure being 2} lbs., or a total pressure of 72 Ibs., equal 
to a head of 166.32 feet. 

The smallest amount pumped in 24 hours was 4,668,048 
gallons. 

The coal-shed is now undergoing repairs ; the roof has been 
raised about four feet, the side and end walls caried up 16 
inches thick, with brick, and the roof is being thoroughly re- 
paired. Its minimum capacity, when completed, will be 
1,300 tons, an increase of 300 tons. The expense will 
probably be about $1,500. 

The dwelling-houses of ‘the engineer and assistant are 
generally in good order, but will need some repairs inside 
during the season. A new 8-inch pipe drain has been laid 
from the houses to the river, in place of the old open ditch, 
which has been filled up. 

The sea-wall from the bridge to the line of the “Cook 
estate,” has been entirely rebuilt in a strong and substantial 
manner, being well ballasted, and the land back of it graded 
up, so that it makes a decided improvement. 

The land on both sides of the engine-house was ploughed 
up last fall, and, when thoroughly worked over and cultivated, 
will make a great improvement. 


Force—MaAIn. 


The force-main has required no repairs, and is no doubt in 
good order. 


RESERVOIR. 


The reservoir is in very good order, and also the grounds 
adjacent, which have received the usual care and attention. 
The old fence on the southerly side adjoining the college play- 
ground has been entirely removed, which has made a marked 
improvement in the appearance of the whole property. The 


~~. ee ~ 
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large boulders which have been laying by the line of this 
fence ever since the reservoir was built were broken up and 
used in relaying the sea-wall in front of the engine-house. 
The fence on the northeasterly side has been thoroughly re-— 
built its entire length, also that on the line of Curtis street. 
The walk on the top of the embankment, and extending 
entirely around the reservoir, on account of its exposed posi- 
tion needs constant repairs, and is becoming every year more 
and more a place of resort. I would respectfully suggest that 
‘the walk be covered with “asphalt concrete,” which would 
make an excellent walk, a good protection to the bank, and 
would require no repairs and be durable for many years. 

The average depth of water in the reservoir was 21.35 
feet, or an average height of 146.35 feet above “tide marsh 
level.” 

The whole amount of water drawn from the reservoir dur- 
ing the year was 2,749,556,298 gallons, or a daily average 
consumption of 7,533,030 gallons, making a daily average 
for the whole year of 88,157 gallons less than for the pre- 
vious year. 

The average daily consumption from May Ist to December 
9d (East Boston not supplied) was 6,129,125 gallons. 

The average from December 2d to May Ist (Kast Boston 
supplied) was 9,460,022 gallons. 

The largest daily consumption was on February 24th, which 
was 15,166,725 gallons, and which is the largest since the 
works were built. The smallest was on May 16th, which 
was 4,892,595 gallons. The water was supplied to Kast 
Boston five months, less one day, being let on December 2d, 
and the average daily consumption for this month was 10,-

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SuppLy—MaIns. 


The supply-mains are now in good order, There have 
been two joint leaks on the 30-inch main, which were repaired 
with but little trouble. On the 24-inch main there was quite 
a large break on Heath street, Somerville. This was caused 
by a cracked pipe, and was no doubt defective when first put 
in. The break caused no especial damage to property, or 
inconvenience to takers. 

On account of a change in the grade of Broadway, Somer- 
ville, it was necessary to relay about 750 feet of the 24-inch 
main pipe. The pipe was lowered an average of 4 feet. 
The water was shut off from the pipe 10 days, but caused no 
inconvenience to takers, as the 30-inch main was ample for 
all purposes. The whole expense was $841.92. 


DISTRIBUTION PIPES. 


There have been laid in this city during the past year, 4760 
feet distribution pipes, viz.: 790 feet of wrought-iron and 
cement pipe, and 3,970 feet of cast-iron pipe. This amount 
was all in extension. 

There have been 896 feet of cement-pipe relaid with cement, 
and 1,597 feet of cement-pipe relaid with cast-iron pipe. 
The 4-inch pipe on Tremont street was enlarged to 10-inch, 
from Monument square to Edgeworth street, on which were 
located two Lowry hydrants. This was done to ensure a 
better supply of water in case of fire in the new school build- 
ing on Prospect street, as all the pipes in that section were 
only 4-inch, and could not deliver a sufficient amount of 
water at a large fire. 

Included in the above extension were 3,300 feet of 16-inch 

cast-iron pipe, running from Alford street, across Malden 
Bridge, to the line of the town of Everett. In this line of 
pipe is included a 20-inch siphon, laid with flexible joints, 
and laid under the bed of the river, across the channel at 
the draw. This was laid by Mr. Norman, by contract, 
and the water was let on and through it for the first time on 
the 28th of December. Early in February the siphon was 
broken by a tug-boat passing through the draw at extreme 
low water. Mr. Norman, has since taken up the pipe, re- 
paired it thoroughly, and the siphon is now being lowered 
to a depth below the bed of the channel to insure its perfect 
safety hereafter. 

This pipe was not only needed for a better supply to the 
town of Everett, but was also intended for an additional sup- 
ply to Chelsea, if they should see fit to avail themselves of it.

There have been a large number of “breaks” on the 
cement-pipe originally laid when the works were built, and 
in every instance the pipe was found to be badly rusted out. 

The whole number of breaks was 58. 

The opinion is expressed by some who have had experience 
with the cement-pipe, that it will only last a certain length 
of time, no matter how well it is laid; that’ the iron will 
oxydize under any circumstances, and eventually give out ; 
but with my experience [ am still of the opinion that the whole 
trouble has been poor work and poor cement. But, in either 
case, I think the plan now adopted, of coating the iron with 
asphaltum, will obviate the whole difficulty, so that the pipe 
can be laid to be durable and reliable. 

In Chelsea there has been an extension of 4,449 feet of 
distribution pipe, making a total in that city of 147,675 
feet, or 27 miles 5,115 feet. 

In Somerville there has been an extension of 7,318 feet, 
making a total in that city of 224,903 feet, or 42 miles 2,143 
feet. 

In Everett the distribution pipes have been extended 
2,027 feet, making a total in that town of 72,449 feet, or 13 
miles 3,809 feet. 

In this city 9 new Lowry hydrants, and 4 new Post 
hydrants have been located, and 1 Flush hydrant discon- 
tinued, making the total number of hydrants April 30, 
1876, 186. 

. There have been 55 new gates set, making the whole num- 

ber April 30, 1876, 995. 


SERVICE-PIPES. 


The whole number of new service-pipes entered in this . 
city the past year was 90; in Chelsea, 144; in Somerville, 
288; in Everett, 48. This makes a total entered for the 
year ending (exclusive of East Boston) April 30, 1876, of 
570. 

The following tables give the amount of pipe laid during . 
the year, the engine record, observation of lake and reser- 
voir, rainfall, and the stock on hand April 30, 1876.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON SALARIES. 


In Common Councin, June 23, 1876. 


The Committee on Salaries beg leave to submit herewith 
orders, prepared in accordance with the instructions of the 
City Council, establishing the salaries of the several City 
Officers for the ten months beginning on the first day of 
June, 1876. 

The only changes proposed in the salaries and allowances 
for clerk-hire established during the last salary year are the 
following : — 

A reduction of $1,000 in the salary of each of the License 
Commissioners. 

A reduction of $500 in the allowance for clerk-hire in.the 
City Collector’s department.

OrDERED: That the salaries of the following officers, for 
the ten months beginning on the first day of June, one thousand 
eight hundred and seventy-six, and until otherwise ordered 
(with the exception of His Honor the Mayor), shall be as 
herein mentioned, to be paid monthly, subject to the deduction 
of any and allsums due from such officers to the city. 


Section 1. The salary of the Mayor shall be as fixed by

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MIDDLESEX RAILROAD, TWELFTH LOCATION. 


In Board oF ALDERMEN, June 26, 1876. 


The Committee on Paving, to whom was recommitted the 
petition of the Middlesex Railroad Company for an extension 
of its location in this city, respectfully report the following 
order of location. 


For the Committee,

Ordered, That in addition to the rights heretofore granted 
to. the Middlesex Railroad Company to lay down tracks in 
several of the streets of the City of Boston, said company — 
shall have the right to lay down a single track, as follows, 
viz. : — Commencing at a point in the tracks of the Metro- 
politan Railroad, on Summer street, nearly opposite the 
-westerly line of Lincoln street extended, thence by a curve 
track across Summer street to Lincoln street ; thence through 
Lincoln street to Beach street, there to connect with the 
northerly track of the South Boston Railroad, as now laid 
down on said Beach street. The tracks located by this order 
being shown by red lines drawn on plans made by Messrs. 
Barbour & Hodges, civil engineers, dated June 7, 1876, and 
deposited in the office of the Superintendent of Streets. 

Said Middlesex Railroad Company shall also have the 
right, subject to the provisions of law, and until otherwise 
ordered by the Board of Aldermen, to enter upon and use, 
with its horses and cars, the southerly track of the Metro- 
politan Railroad Company, on Summer street, between 
Washington street and the westerly line of Lincoln street, 
extended; also the northerly track of the South Boston 
Railroad Company, on Beach street; between Lincoln and 
Washington streets, and the track of the Metropolitan Rail- 
road Company, on Washington street, between Beach and 
Boylston streets. 
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The right granted by this order to enter upon and use the 
tracks of the Metropolitan and the South Boston Railroad 
Companies is upon the condition that the number of cars or 
trips run by said Middlesex Railroad Company, over said 
tracks, shall not exceed twelve in any one hour. 

The right to lay down the track, located by this order, is 
upon the condition that the whole work of laying down the 
same, the form of rail to be used, and the kind and quality 
of material used in paving said track, shall be under the di- 
rection and to the satisfaction of the Committee on Paving 
and the Superintendent of Streets, and shall be approved by 
them. 

Also upon the condition that the said Middlesex Railroad 
Company shall accept this order of location, and shall agree, 
in writing, to comply with the conditions herein contained, 
and file said accéptance and agreement with the City Clerk, 
within thirty days of the date of its passage; otherwise it 
shall be null and void. 
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
